THE 


. HERE is herepreſented to the view of the Reader, a Genealo- 
EZ ogical Deſcription of certain Ancient and-Noble Houſes; of 
which, though I have ſeen ſeveral Pedigrees deduc'd; yet they, 
being old, wanted thoſe neceſſary and real Ornaments, the 
Curioſity and Learning of theſe latter times have afforded Com- 
poſitions of this Nature, there having been omitted in them, an 
inſertion of proofs; the material Circumſtance, which has only 
power to make conſiderable any effect of the Heroick Science. 
| _ Wherefore theſe being Families in reality and truth, fo rich in 

Records and Evidence, the Proofs of whoſe own Antiquity, with the Greatneſs and & 
Splendor of their Alliances being ſo numerous, and {o-unqueſtionable, T have thought 

it a Debt to Truth and Hiſtory, having come, through my Curioſity in matters of this 
kind, to a Sight and Knowledge of them, to be a means they ſhould be expos'd unto 
the World, for the-Entertainment and Inſtruction of ſuch as may delight in things of 
this Nature, and. the Honor of thoſe Families that are deſcended from them. 

But to prevent a Suſpicion of-any ſuch affeGation of Greatneſs, or Antiquity, as in 
others may have caus'd a Deduction of Genealogies, by corrupt and proſtituted Art, 
from before:the Conqueſt, before the Danes, before the Saxons, from ſome Britiſh 
or other Potentates, I deſire it ſhould be known, that I am an Antiquary by Inclina- 
tion, not Profeſſion; that although I have purchaſed verity out of Ancient and Au- 
thentick Records, I ſell no Fables from my own Brain, and leſs from the Phancies 
of others; that I eſteem nothing but Truths, and thoſe ſo much, as if any have loſt 
their Proofs, though there I pity them, 1 uſe them not, but confider them as un- 
happy Orphans out of the Guard of-their Parents, in a poſlibility at leaſt to have 
been corrupted. Kh | 56 

And truly the endeavours of many Artiſts to give ſpecious beginnings unto Pedi- 
grees, . whole heads by juſt 'Proots they could not attaih unto, has not only among 
the knowing brought the Science urder much Scandal, but even prejudiced the 
Eſteem and Opinion of thoſe Families; the ſtreams. of whole Story, from the Impuri- 
ty of the Head, have been judged to be corrupted all along. 

So as certainly, it 15 not the buſineſs of any Genealogy to be pat to the hazard of 
bluſhing for a falſe Original, ſince thoſe have been eſteemed the Nobleſt Families, unto 
which a beginning could not be found at all; but that, as far as Truths could poflibly 
be.trac'd, have always continued in their Countries under a Noble Name, and Signa- 
lized in the Provinces where they lived ; and that, when as by a Succeflion, lawtully 
proved, of between four and five hundred Years, - they give to the top of a Pedigree 
a Gentleman of Name and Arms. Tt is enough not to have Him'denied, . that thence 
ſhall be ſo deſcended, through a Succeflion- of Great and Illuftrious Alliances, to be 
within the Higheſt Rank of Honour and Nobility. "Therefore ſuch as have ſo much 

truth for the Ornament of their Houſes, 'and becauſe ſome few have more, will have 
recourſe to Fable for its aſſiſtance to a vain and unjuſt Ambition, deſerve the inſepara- 
ble reward of their Folly, which will be (the abuſe being diſcover'd) to have, together 
with the Impoſtures, even the veritable part involved in Contempt and Diſeſteeni. ' 

For theſe reaſons, there is not. here pretended any primary ExtraCtions from ſuch 
ſuppos'd Originals, whence, like others, I ſhould have been forc'd to bring them down 
by Invention, and not by Proof, introducing an Unfortunate Wanderer; Younger

Brother, or Nephew unto ſome Unhappy Prince, that for a diſaſtrous reaſon, fled 
his Country and chang'd his Name, becauſe I can prove no ſuch thing any more than 
many that notwithſtanding their probabilities were leſs rhan thoſe, which the large 
Rewards they received for their Services, the Noble kind of ſtile they uled in their 
Donations, the Dignity that a peared in their Seals, and the Marks of their own 
reat Bounties, would have aftorded to the Concluders'iof an Extraordinary Great- 
neſs, 1n the Perſons of whom T am to treats. have yet taken pretence with much 
Ceremony and Ornament to abuſe Tradition with ſuch Romances. | 

But you ſhall be here preſented with ſeveral Great and Famous Knights; moſt of 
which were Country-men, or Companions of the Conqueror, but all of them, Men 
notable for Valour, and Vertue, in the Reigns of thoſe Priaces under whom they 
flouriſhed. 

And now as concerning their Names, to manifeſt, they need not yield to the An- 
Cenbder's tiquity of any, You ſhall ſee what the Learned Cambden affirms; He ſays, That 
in bisTres- SITNAINES, given for difference in Families, and continued as Hereditary in them, 
wg 2 were uſed in no Nation anciently, but among the Romans, and were taken up in 
31, 135 France and England only about the Conqueſt, or a little bctore, under King Edward 
— —— _ Confeſſor ; and in Scotland not before that time, unto which the Learned of that 
+ Nation do refer the Antiquity of their Sirnames, although Buchanar doth ſuppoſe 

they were not in uſe in that Kingdom many years after : likewiſe he faith, That 

the better ſort, even from the Conqueſt, by little and little, took Sirnames, fo as 
they were not ſetled among the common people fully, till about the time of Edward 
the Second, but {till varied according to the Father's Name, as Richardſon, if the 

Father were Richard; Hodgſon, if the Father were Roger, or in {ome other reſped& : 

And from thenceforth began to be eſtabliſhed upon.their Poſterity. 

This, he ſays, will ſcem ſtrange to ſome of the Engliſh, and of the Scotiſh Nations, 
who, like the Arcadians, think their Sirnames as Ancient as the Moon, or at leaſt to 
reach many an Age before the Conqueſt. But they that think it moſt range, he ſays, 
will hardly find any Sirnames that deſcended to their Poſterity before that time ; 
neither have they feen, he fears, any Deed or Donation before the Conqueſt, but 
lubſigned with Crofles and ſingle Names in this manner, + Ego Eadredus confirmavi, 
+ Ego Edmundus confolidavi :. likewile for Scotland, in- an old Book of Dureſm, in the 
Charter whereby Edgar, Son of King Malcome, gave Lands near Coldingham to that 
Church, in the Year One thouſand ninety ſeven, the Scotiſh Nobility, witneſſes 
thereunto, had no other Sirnames than the Chriſtian Names of their Fathers; for 
they Signed, + Gulph: filtz Memani, + Culverti filis Donecani, + Olawi filti Oghe. As 
for himſelf, he ſays, he never found any Hereditary Names before the Conqueſt, 
neither any that he knew ; and yet both he, and divers of his acquaintance had 
pored and puſled over many am old Record and Evidence, to ſatisfy themſelves 
therein. But he ſays, about the time of the Conqueſt he obſerved the very Begin- 
ning, as it were, of many Sirnames, which are thought very Ancient ; whereas't 
may be proved, That their lineal Progenitors bore other Names within theſe Six 
Hundred Years. Warren and Mortimer, he ſays, are accounted Names of Great An- 
tiquity, yet the Father of them (for they were Brethren) which firſt bore thoſe Names, 
was Walter de San&io Martino. He that firſt bore the Name of Clifford, from his Habita- 
tion, was the Son of Richard the Son of Puntz, a Noble Norman, who had no other 
Name; and ſo having inftanced in many, he concludes, he could exemplify in ſundry 
more, which ſhortly after the-Conqueft took thele Sirnames, when their Fathers had 
none at all, or elſe moſt different, whatſoever their Poſterity do overwene of the An- 
tiquity of their Names, as if in the continual Mutability of the World, Converſion 
of States, and fatal Periods of Families, Five: Hundred Years were not a ſufficient 
continuance for a Name, when but very few have reached thereunto. 

Theſe are the words of the Famous Cambden, that Oracle of Antiquity, in his 
Treatiſe of Sirnames, amongſt others of his Remains, which I have thought fit to ſet 
down, that the peruſer of thele my enſuing Genealogies, being prepoſicfied with a

of what length of time can by Proof be afforded to any ſuch PICTENCe, there having 


been, aſſuredly, no Sirnames before the Conqueſt, may upon compariſon be fit to make 
a Difference between what ſhall be here expoſed, without other Ornaments than the 
unqueſtionable Truths their extant Evidences ſhall impoſe upon them, and thoſe other 
ſpecious Fables, which Faſt ana Flattery have produc'd to the Prejudice of ancient 
Probity, undervaluing of true Noblenels, and Scandal of the Heroick Science. 


So there remains to ſpeak but of the Etymologies or Derivations of theſe Names, 


which their great Age, and Continuance, has left very uncertain, having been taken 
up (as will be proved) among the firſt of Sirnames. I ſhall only offer, as grounds of 
a probable conjecture thereupon, That as Names were uſually taken from Places, from 
Offices, from Actions, from Conditions of the Mind, Complexions of the Body, and 
ſundry other means, as you will find in this rare Antiquary's Treatiſe thereof, and as 
Noble of the one, as of the other : So the marks between them ſeem to have been 
but the words of De and Le preceding ; the firſt intimating the Derivation from a 
lace either of the perſons Poſſeſſion, or of his Birth ; the. latter of an Office or occa- 
ſional Sobriquet upon ſome incidence or aCtion, which was in that beginning of Names 
amongſt the greateſt very uſual ; as for Example, whereas Jeffrey de Mandeville, Ber- 
tran de Verdun, William de Warren, and Roger de Mortimer, were ſo named from Pla- 
ces; William Le Marſhall, Walter Le Steward, William Le Latimer, and Robert Le De- 
ſpencer, with other great Families, were of Offices; Hugh Le Bigot, Robert Le Man- 
duit, Hamon Le Strange, and Robert Le Blond, upon incidents of the Mind, the Man- 
ners of the fortune and of the Perſon, received livewiſe the Appellations which af- 
terward remained to their Poſterity. 

And thus, although a poſitive Derivation I ſhall not undertake to give unto rhe 
words, it may be ſuppoſed upon ſome like occaſion to theſe latter, the Names of 
which we treat, did firſt ariſe, fince they had in the Afſſumers of them the Additions 
of Le, or De, and all of them we find under theſe Appellations to have received from 
their Princes, their Parents, or their Relations, the Lands and Lordſhips of which 
they were firſt poſſeſſed, as ſhall, with the Succeſſion of their Poſterities, and their 
Inherited Houſes, be herein demonſtrated, and from them an uninterrupted Succeſ- 
ſion, by which their Arms and Lands were engrafted into the Houſe of Mordaurt. 
There ſhall be ſet forth the Arms that are aſcribed to them, and which were born 
by their Deſcendants, the Actions they atchieved; the Dignities with which they 
were honoured, and the Lands and Lordſhips they did acquire, with divers of their 
Seals, Tombs, and Images. | 

I ſhall begin with the firſt Alliance, from whoſe Heir General there deſcended Arms 
and Land, the Deſcription whereof I ſhall ſet forth to the ConjunQion with the Pa- 
ternal Houſe ; after which ſhall be expos'd, in a Genealogical Line, the Arms of the 
Deſcent and its Alliances, whereunto ſhall ſucceed all the Proofs of the firſt Houſe, and 
in the ſame Method, what concerns the reſt of the Inherited Houſes in their Order. 

In the Ornaments of Arms and DiſtinCtions in Heraldry, there may be in this Trea- 
tiſe a difference from what in ſome kinds is generally praGtiſed in this Country. But 
they being according to the uſe of thoſe Nations, that at preſent in things of this 
Nature are very curious and refined, and altogether concordant with reaſon, and the 
proportion of things and qualities ; I hope that difference will give occaſion for no 
Exception. 

After all, in this Method I ſuppoſe that Men may find a certain way to perſerve 
the Memory and Eſteem of Ancient Families; as alſo that for any Advantage, or Pre- 
rogative, the Houle of Mordaunt is oblig'd but only to Vertue, to Antiquity, and to

Of the Name, A miquity, Greatneſs, Alliances, Poſſſeſions, 
and Arms of the Houſe of Alno or de Alnero, 


RI, H E Lords of this Honle teceived theit Appellation from Ahe- 

Tg tw 2 Town in France ; of which, at the time of the Conqueſt, 
EXSS> Or a little before, they had the Dominion., In thoſe elder and 
BER liccle curious times, they were often indifferently called of Alno, 
SES Ano, and Alneto, and the Antiquity of this Name hereby ap- 
I RES pears to be ſo great, as there are few that by juſt proofs can be 
7 traced to a higher Degree. 

The Quality, Prerogative, and Greatneſs of this Houſe was 
ſuch, as, beſides the Liberties they had upon their own Lands, 
of peculiar Courts, and particular Juſtice, the Chief thereof had the Priviledge of Ban- 
ner-bearing, Ferendi Banneriam, which was the ſame as is called in high Dutch, a Ban- 
ner heer,, and was at that time the greateſt that could be in the Fortune of any Man, who 
was not an immediate Sovereign, and (as much as to fay) a Power of obliging his Kin- 
dred, his Relations, and his Vaſlals, to follow him to thole Wars whereunto he ſhould 
be pleaſed to engage. There did belong unto it in Propriety within the Dutchy of 
Normandy, a Town and Caſtle, called at that time Alnetum : they had great Lands in 
the Territory of Pont- Audomare, and Jarge Pofleffions in the Vicounty of Contonville. In 
the Stile uſed by this Family in their Deeds and Tranſactions after they came into Eng 
land, whereof I have ſeen divers that are extant, and well preſerved, are all the circum- 
ſtances of Dignity ; as omnibus hominibus ſuis , tam Francis quam Anglicis ; and in their Seals 
were engraven their Images, like Knights ar Arms in Military Poftures, as was then 
in peculiar uſe with the great men of that time. Their Alliances did alſo anſwer all the 
other parts of their Greatneſs ;. for of four they contracted after their Arrival in this 
Country , one was with a very Famous Houſe , and the other three with Families of 


the greateſt and moſt eminent Nobilicy. But I am ſo far from undertaking to aſcer- 4 cn. 


tain the Arms they bore, asI am obliged to ſay, I believe there were very few, it any, 
in Hanofeeny ule at that time of their Conjun&tion with the Houle of Mordaunt, which 
was about the end of-the Reign of Henry the Second,or in the beginning of King Richard 
the Firſt ; Yet I ſhall not forbear to apply thoſe: that have been aſcribed ro:them from 
very many Ages, as may appear by ſeveral Pedegrees , with other pieces of Sculpture 
and Painting, remaining at this day in divers Churches and Noble Houſes of this King- . 
dom, which were Argent, a Lyon Rampant Gules, charged on the Shoulder, with a 
Shield bearing in a Field Or three Martlets Azure.

Lord of Twrvey, Maydford, and other Lands arid Lordſhips. 


AINE of ALNO or de ALNETO, was one of thoſe Uluſtrious Adven- 
| turers which came over with Wilkam Duke of* Normandy, to the Conqueſt of 
England : it whoſe Service the VYalout of our Hero'proy'd ſo conliderable, as 
| - - i» the Partition: this Prince did after make to his Followers, he had allotted to 
him (for his ſhare) ſeveral fair Lands and large Poflefions, andamong the reſt, the No- 
ble Lordſhip of Twwvey in the County of Bedford , with the Royalties and Priviledges 
belonging thereunto:: As, the Advowlon of the Church, the Juriſdi&tion of many Fa- 
milies.that held thereof in Villanage, the particular Courts Leer and Baron, the right of 
Free-Warren and Free-Fiſhing for a long and great Tract, awith thoſe of Waits, Strays; 
and Felons Goods; Ir containing in the whole, Four Thouſand, Five Hundred, Fifry five 


Acres of rich and fertile Land, with a Treaſure of fa Woods growing upon the _

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After that (to the diſorder of the War) there had ſucceeded a Settlement in the King- 
dom, Paine of Alno did receive -in Marriage (as the Crown of all his Virtue) Emelina de 
Burdet from the hands of her Father Sir Hugh de Burdet , another great Companion of 
this Conqueſt, and (as her Portion) the Town and Lprdſhip of Maydford in the County 
of Northampton, being part of thoſe Lands , which the ſaid Sir Hugh had received for 
his Service from the Bounty and Acknowledgment of King William the Firſt. This Family 
of Burdet was of great Antiquity , having poſleſſed a very Honourable Rank in the 
Dutchy of Normandy, before the Conqueſt. For we find Sir William de Burdet Father or 
Anceſtor to this Sir Hugh de Burdet, to be mentioned in that antiene Roll, which con- 
tains the Names of all the Lords that owed Knights-Service to the Dukes of that Coun- 
try ; and it had the Fortune for many Ages to produce men Famous and Renowned for 
Military Valour and Virtue. ;

ENRIY d AL NETO Succeeded his Father in his Lands and Lordſhips; for 
we find by a Charter which is extant, how be did confirm ſeveral Grants of 
Lands in Turvey, that had been giver to the Church of St. James in Northampton, and to 
the Canons of that place-by Robert the Son of Durand, and his Heirs, by his Brother 
Herbert, and by others. It appears that he gave to the Priory of our Bleſſed Lady of 
Luffield, within the County of 4 maj in the Foreſt of Whittlewood, one Meſſuage 
with the Appurtenances in the Town of Maydford. He married into the Houle of Liſors 
Lizures or de Luforis, as is ſeen by a Deed , wherein Ralph de Caines does Witneſs, -thar 
he was preſent, when the Lord William de Lizures did give to Sir Henry of Ahieto his 
Lands in Lichborow and Eyerton, to him and to his Heirs to be begotten on the Body of 
his Daughter /gnes, on. Condition, Thar if it did {o fall out as he ſhould die without 
Iſſue of the ſaid Agnes, they ſhould then revert to him, and his lawful Succeſlors. This 
William de Lizures was 2 great Baron at that time, Chief Foreſter of the County of Nor- 
thampton, and of ſo great Authority in that Country , as it occaſioned a Letter to be 
written to him from Queen Elianor the Wife of King Henry the Firſt, wherein ſhe prays 
him for the Love of her, to protect one Malgerius a Monk, and his Followers, at that time 
retired within his Juriſdiction. He was the Son of the Lord Foulke de Lizures, that in the 
time of Henry the Firſt, had the Cuſtody of the Foreſts of Rokingham, Selveſton and 
Huntingdon, and that was Heir to another William that came in with the Conqueror, and 
held by Baronage ſeveral great Poſſeſſions. We find no further of this Henry of Alneto, 
than that he lefr 4 the Support of his Houſe and Succeſſion,

ALENALD of ALNETO, flouriſhed in the Reign of King Stephen , and 
che Second Henry. He was a great Benefa&tor to the Monaſteries of St. Needs 
and Caldwell in the County of Bedford, ro which he gave ſeveral fair Poſleflions, for the 
good of his Soul, and'thoſe of his Father and Mother , whoſe Bodies he expreſſes did 
reſt in the firſt of thoſe places. He married the Lady Philippa of Pinkney, one of the 
Daughters of Gilbert de Pinkney, a very great Lord of that Age, and who held by Ba- 
ronage the Lordſhips of Wappiam and Wedon. This Gilbert being the Son of Ralph, the 
Son of Gilo, that came into England with ſo great Power in the Service and Company 
of King William the Firſt.

IR WILLIAM of ALNETTO,. with Sir Adam de Bavent, and Sir Ranulph de 
Archis, Knights, as they are termed in the Charter, were Witneſles to a Deed made 
by Bartholomew de Crec, in the Reign of King Henry the Second; wherein he gave Lands 
ro the Monaſtery of St. Ofithes in Chich, for the Soul of Hervey de Glanvill his Mothers 
Grandfather: This Sir William, befides his other fair Poſſefivns, held of Robert de Bea- 
mount Earl of Leiceſter , the Caſtle of Rawnſton, and ir ſeems being a bold and active 
man, he happen'd to have ſo offended Ranulph, the great Earl of Cheſter, upon ſome of 
whoſe Juriſdictions he was a Borderer, as oblig'd chat Earl in the memorable Agree- 
ment made between him and that forementioned Earl Robert, to inſiſt upon the demo- 
liſhing of the Caſtle of Raunſton, and bringing of William of Alntto to a Tryal in his 
Court, if he ſhould have caule of action againſt him , unleſs for the ſaid Demoliſh- 
ment and endeavour of Tryal , William of Alneto ſhould recede from his Fidelity ro 
the Earl of Leiceſter. In which caſe he oblig'd himſelf to give him afterward no Pro- 
tection. | 
This William of Aheto was one of the Noble Knights that did Accompany King 
Richard the Firſt in his Voyage to the Holy Land, for which we find he made very Ho- 
nourable preparations. Of his Succels, or Return, we are ignorant ; but after his Death 
it appears, that his Brother Hugh was oblig'd ro Teſtify of the Dower and Marriage 
of his Wife, the Lady Joyce of Engain, who was Daughter of Richard, the Fourth Lord 
of that Family. This Houſe of Engain or de Ingamio held Blatherwetke, Colon, and divers 
other Lordſhips, by the Tenure of Baronage. They were then, and many Ages af- 
ter, of great Power and Dignity in this Kingdom. _ It appears, She had afterwards a 
Difference with the Prior and Monks of Luffield, about a Wood called Harts-Grove;

N the time of King Henry the firit, Gilo de Pinkney, gave certain Lands, lying in 
Wedon, in the County of Northampton, to the Monks of St. Lucian, at Betvare, in France. 
This Gilo had Iflue Ralph his Son and Heir, who in the fifth of King Stephen, gave a 
Fine to the King, for Livery of his Fathers Lands. To this Ralph, Succeeded Gilbert de 
Pinkney his Son and Heir, who in the third, ffth, and ſixth of Henry the Second, was 
Sheriff of Barkſhire; and in the twelfth of Henry the Second, upon the Aſſeſiment of that 
Aid, levied for marrying the Kings Daughter, Certified his Knight-Fees to be, ex vetere 
Feoffamento, eleven in Number, and in thoſe, de novo, three and a half. To this Gilbert, 
Succeeded Henry ; to that Henry, Robert ; and to him, divers others ; until the time of 
that Henry de Pinkney, who made King Edward the firſt, his Heir, and enfeoffed him 
with all his Lands and Lordfhips. |

| There had been in the Poſleſfion of this Family, from the Reign of King Henry the 
Second, at what time lived Sir Ralph de Brac, to the twenty ninth Year of Edward the 
Third, when the Lands thereof fell ro Heirs Female, the Caſtle and Lordſhip of 
Hgenet, in the County of Suffolk ; the Lands of Stapleburit, and Caitibdene in Kent ; the 
Magnnor of Fealburgh in Hampſhire ; the Lordſhip of Ravenſdene in Bedfordſhire ; the Lands 
of Bridſthorne, Herdwick , Wedon, Cheſſham, 4nd Aumondſham, in the County of Buckinj- 
ham; the Mannor of Shephale in Hertfordſhire, with thoſe of Treverſham, and Fulborne, in 
the County of Cambridge.

So as the Antiquity of this Family conſidered, the Eſteeni whereiri divers famoiis

RANULPH de BROC, Lord of the Caftle of Agenet, and 
Conſtable of the Gaftle and Honour of Saltwood. 


IR RALPH de BROT;, Lord of the Caſtle of Agenet in the County of Suffolk, 
lived in the Reign of King Henry the Second, and by his Fortune, and his Va- 
lour, acquired a particular Intereſt in the Favour and Confidence of that King. 
Afﬀeer the diſgrace of Henry of Efſex, who was vanquiſhed in Combat by Robert 

of Montford, by whom he had been Challenged, for having caſt down the Kings Stan- 

dard, and fled at the Fight of Aiilth in Wales, the Conſtableſhip of the Caſtle and 

Honour of Saltwood, having beeii.confiſcate, with the reſt of his Eſtate and Offices; 

was by the Kings Bounty confer'd npon Sir Ralph de Broc, who had done remarkable 

Service in that Occaſion; wherein after he had been ſometime ſerled, it fell out, that the 

famous Becket (having left the Seals and Miniſtry of England, and become Archbiſhop 

of Canterbury,) began to competize with his old Maſter, from a protences Sovereignty 
of Spiritual Juriſdi&tion. He did endeayour, riot only to uphold all the pretences of 


| the Church, to Powers that did much diminiſh the Authority of the Crown, buc did 


ſtretch them to the urmoſt Rigour ; and in matters, wherein his Predeceſfors had fub- 
mitted to the foregoing reſolute Princes, he renewed old Claims; imuch to the diſfplea- 
ſure and diſcontent of the King. Among the reſt he revived ati ancient pretence of the

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his own as well as the Kings Intereſt) did peremptorily oppoſe. From hence great and 

cfonal Enmities did ariſe between the Archbiſhop and himſelf , to that- Degree, as 
ec King (in the ſubſequent variances that fell out afterward between Becket and him) 
could reaſonably find no man ſo proper to oppoſe unto his inſolent Arrogance, as Sir 
Ralph de Broc, who had a Reputation and Intereſt in that County, Superiour to moſt 
of his time, and the Conſcience of a Souldier, not apt to be puzl'd, or obſtrudted, with 
Scruples incident to men of milder Callings ; hence it was, that he wa s made the ma 
of Terrour, of Seizure, and Chaſtiſement to the Archbiſhop, and*alVhis Adl 
when their Endeavours were in Oppoſition to the King, and his Anithotiry : 
was the reaſon of all the reprobate Characters he did receive, from fever: 
Authors of that time, which may be peruſed amongſt the proofs. He' & 
ſtanding) happy and ſafe from all their Cenfſures, in the favour and ſervice of hisPrince, 
and in Marriage of a Lady called Damata, the Daughter of one William de Gorom; who 
(by the Stile of his Charter) appears to have been a man of much Dignity and Power 
in thoſe days ; from whom he received in free Gift, to him, his Wife, and their Heirs, 
the Land of Stapleburſt.

OBERT the Son of Ralph de Broc, at the Arrival of the Inſolent Archbiſhop 

out of baniſhment, received early marks of his Revenge, and Indignation. For 
upon Chriſtmas day, in the Seventeenth Year of King Henry the' Second, we find he 
was Excommunicated by his own mouth, together with Nigell de Sackvifle, for ſome 
Offences pretended to have been done to that Prelate, during the late Conteſts : whole 
Death, ſoon after, Executed by certain Knights of the Court, ſet himſelf and his 
Family, out of the reach of his Grthier diſpleaſure. 

This Sir Robert de Broc became a famous Knight, and in much Employment under 
King Richard the Firſt; in whoſe Reign (we find) he was tiled Marſhal of England. 
He Married to his firſt Wife, Margaret of Beauchamp, or de bello Campo, one of the Daugh- 
ters of Richard de Beauchamp, who gave in free Marriage, beſides other things, certain 
Lands and Rents in the Town of Cheſterſham.

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I R Hugh de Broc ſucceeded his Father in his Lands and Lordſhips, and we find he 
followed the famous King Edward the Firſt, iti divers of his Wars, his Name be- 
ing upon the Liſts of ſeveral Expeditions, which were made in that Reign, into Wales, 
Gaſcony, and Scotland. He Married Aznes de Montepiconis, a Lady deſcended from one 
of the moſt ancient and Noble Families that'was among the Normans, as whoſe Pre- 
decefſors had been Lords of the Honour , which bare that name, in the Dutchy of 
Normandy, and whoſe immediate Anceſtor came over with King William the Firſt, in 
quality of his Dapifer, or Sewer, an Office of Eminent Dignity, at that time, in the 
Kings Houle.

Theſe 
News ſo diſcomforted the Companies, that Henry of Eſſex, that bore the King's Stan- 
dard, by right of Inheritance, threw down the ſame, and fled ; which diſhonourable 
Deed was afterwards laid to his Chatge, by one Robert de Montford; with whom (by 
Order of the King) he fought a Combat in Tryal of the Quarrel, and was overcome : 
bur yet the Kirig qualifying the rigour of the Judgment, by mercy, pardoned his Life, 
and appointed him to be Shorn a Monk, and pur into the Abby at Reading, taking his 
Lands and Poſlſeſſions into his hands, as forfeited.

' : Here was here formerly a Magnificent Caſtle, which time hath muck demioliſhi- 
ed, and a Park well ſtored with Deer, now vaniſhed and gone. Many Man- 

nvrs in this Tra are held thereof, by Knights Service, which juſtly made it accounted, 
and 
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and called, an Honour. In the time of King Henry the Second, Henry of Eſſex, Baron 
of Ralegh, Lord Warden of the Cinque-Ports, pro tempore, and the King's Standard- 
Bearer, by Right of Inheritance, held this Caſtle of the Arch-biſhop : Who, having 
in a light Skirmiſh againſt the Welſh, in Flintſhire, not only caſt away his Courage, bur 
his Standard alſo, was appealed of High Treaſon ; and, in a Legal Duell, vanquiſhed 
by bis Challenger ; and being poſſeſſed with Regrer and Shame, contracted from his 
Defeat, ſhrowded himſelt in a Cloiſter, and put on a Monk's Coul ; forteiting a goodly 
Patrimony and Livelihood, which was Eſcheared to King Henry the Second.

Come now to Stephen of Turnham, Brother of the forementioned Robert. This Ste- 
phen ratified his Fathers Grants, to the Canons of Combwell, for the health of the 


Souls of King Henry the Second, King Richard the Firſt, his own Soul, and the Soul of 


his Wife. In the three and thirtieth of Henry the Second, this Stephen, being, Seneſchal 
of Poiftou, obſerving that the King of France had won Four Caſtles, belonging to the 
King of England, and thereupon marched ro Maine, with purpoſe to gain it by al- 
fault, ſer fire upon the Suburbs : by which means the Flames getting over the Walls, 
almoſt conſumed the whole Ciry. In the Sixth of King John, with Edelima his Wife, he 
had Livery of the Mannor of Fealburgh, in the County of Southampton, which was the 
inheritance of Damieta, her Mother, then Deceaſed ; bur departed this Life, in the Six- 
teenth of that Kings Reign : for then did the ſame Edelina,his Widow, give Sixty Marks, 
and one Palfrey, for liberty to Marry with whom ſhe ſhould like belt.

O this Walter ſucceeded William , his Son'and Heir, who gave to the Monks of 
Radmore, in the ſame Forreſt of Cannoc, (afterwards tranſlated to Stonh) all his 

Lands in Werly, in the County of Stafford. In Conſideration whereof; he was made 
partaker of the whole benefit of the Ceſtertian Order, and promis'd that his Body ſhould 
have Sepulture in their Monaſtery. On the Canons of Killmgworth he confer'd the 
Church of Cheſterton, and granted to the Knights Templars, a Yard Land, in this Lotd- 
ſhip : but ill fare attended him : for he ſuffer'd under the hand of Juſtice, though for 
what appears not. Whereupon the Lands were Seized into the Kings hands; who gave 
them in Marriage to one Robert de Broc, being a man of note in his days : For he is 
ſtiled Mareſcallus Angliz, & Forreſtarins de Cannoc : who gave to the ke wh of Stonly, 
a Meſſuage, and half a Yard Land, lying in Radway, in this County ; and died in the 
Fifth Year of Richard the Firſt : leaving Iflue, Margery, his Daughter and Heir, Married 
to Hugh de Loges ; who, in the Seventh of thatKing, paid ſixty Marks Fine towards 


raiſing that great Sum of Money, for the Kings Redemption ; for which he had the 


Cuſtody of the Forreſt of Cannoc, with his Houſe of Grimbaldſdon.

, HE Name of Latimer had ever of old, in all Hiſtories, Char- 
TW/42 ters, and other Occaſions of being mentioned, the Addition of 
le preceding to it, as Wilhelmus le Latimer ; and the Engliſh of 
that word which is in its proper Language Latimer, is by Anti- 
> quaries rendred to be Interpreter. Allo by all the Hiſtories, Re- 
cords and Catalogues, :that mention the Lords and Knights, 
who enter'd Enzland with the Conquerour ; it is teſtified, that 
' a Nobleman bearing this Name (whether from his Office or 

otherwiſe) was a Companion in that Glorious Enterprize. 
From which time they flouriſhed upon the Lands and Lordfhips acquired in that Occa- 
ſion, ſo, as about the Reign of King Richard the Firſt, they became rank'd among the

greateſt, and moſt Eminent of the Nobiliry of England, and for ſeveral Generations, 
"there were not any had a greater ſhare in the Commands, Employments and Counſels 


of the Crown ; it producing Famous and Vi&torious Generals, Wiſe and Happy Coun- 
ſellors and* Officers, that prov'd of great Honour and Advantage, to all the Afairs 
wherein they were imployed. From William Lord Latimer, who was Chiet of this 
Houſe, and a great Baron in the Reign of King Edward the Firſt, did deſcend thole La- 
timers of which I treat, by Sir John Latimer his ſecond Son, who were Lords of Govis, a 
Noble Signiory in the Dutchy of Normandy, under the Juriſdiction of the Balliage of 
Caen, of the Mannors arid Lordſhips of Duntiſh, Diveliſh, Eftpullham, Childeckford, Wins 
terborne, Till, Rivell , Bocland and Whitchurch in the County of Dorſet ; Craveſtock with 
Lands in Eftſhene, Mortlack, and Wimbledon in the County of Surrey. They had Poſ- 
ſeſſions in Biſbey and Hartſned in Hertfordſhire ; they had the Lordſhip of Wolwich in 


Kent, and of the free paſſage over the River of Thames in that place. In poſſeſſion of 


moſt whereof, they long liv'd, with great Hononr, often performing, with much Re- 
putation, the principal Offices of thoſe Countries, when they were call'd unto them 
for the Service of their Kings and the Kingdom ; and unto thele at laſt became Heir 
and Succeſſor, John the firſt Lord Mordaunt, by his Mother the Lady Edith, ſole Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Sir Nicholas Latimer, the laſt of this Branch ; who for their Arms bare 
ever, Gules, a Croſſe Fleure Or, being the ſame with that was given by the Ancient and 
[lluftrious Houſe of which they were Delcended. |

71 E Original and Hiſtory of the Ancient Lords of the Name of Latimer, having 
been the concern of a great Author, who has transfer'd to Poſterity the Memo- 
rials of the Baronage of England, I ſhall undertake ro write nothing, but what may 
immediately appertain to thoſe Latimers that were Lords of Duntiſh in the County of 
Dorſet ; and in whoſe Lands and Blood, by an Hereditary Deſcent , the Houle of 
Mordaunt has had fo near an-Intereſt. 

For an Introduction hereunto, I muſt (notwithſtanding) relate, how in the Reign 
of King Edward the Firſt, there flouriſhed in this Realm a famous Baron called Willam 
Latimer, who had divers great Poſſefſions devolv'd unto him by right of his Anceſtors, 
and ſundry others by the Acquiſition of his own Valour and Virrne. He had been 


bred a Companion in Arms to that Prince , from the time he was firſt made Knight, 
O and

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and ſerved with him in his Fathers Defence , during all the Civil Wars of that Kings 
Reign. He aflum'd in his Company the Sacred Croſs, and became Partaker of his 
Journey tothe Holy Land: and after King Henry's Death he continued with his Famous 
Maſter under the greateſt Eſteem for Valour and all Military Virtue of any Knight in his 
This William Latimer was one of the Kings Chief Captains in thoſe Wars, which 


time. 


produc'd the final SubduCtion of Wales, and particularly in that occaſion where the 


Iſle of Avvlice was won, in the eleventh year of his Reign ; and when his Aﬀairs in 
Gaſcony began ſo to fink, as it ſeemed neceſlary for their Support, to employ the Expe- 
rience and Vigour of a great Commander, the Lord William Latimer was Choſen by the 
King, in the twenty ſecond year of his Reign, to be joined to the Youth and Heart of 
his Nephew the Lord Jobn of Britta, in the Government of that Country, and the 
Forces to be ſent into it ; he being upon this occaſion termed in the Hiſtory of Henry 
Knighton, Canon of Leiceſter, de Eventibus Angle, Miles ille Ls gar Willielmus le Latimer. 
The year following he attended thither again the King hiraſelf, in his great Expedition, 
as he did in moſt of his Wars againſt the Scots, particularly at Faukerk, where he was 
Victorious. After which, he was appointed Commiſſioner to fortify the Caſtles of that 
Realm. And as he was Eminent in all the happy Actions of War, atchieved in that 
Ape, we find him fo, no leſs, in every great Aﬀair of State. Ir appearing he ſigned 
(amongſt the great Barons of the Kingdom) ſeveral publick Inſtruments, (as particu- 
larly that Letter written to Pope Boniface the Eighth,about the Kings Right to be Superi- 
our Lord of the Kingdom of Scotland.) He Married Alicia de Ledet, one of the Heirs of 
IWalter de Ledet, a great Baron of that time, and that was Lord of Braybrooke in the 
County of Northampton ; who brought into his Family her part of a large and rich In- 
heritance.

H E Deſcent of the Latimers that were Lords of Duntiſh and Eſtpullbam, being 

the bulineſs of my Intention, I ſhall here proceed with Sir Jobn Latimer, the ſe- 

cond Son of the aforementioned Lord William, who flouriſhed in the Reign of King 
Edward the Second, in Poſleſlion of ſeveral Noble Lordſhips, that were left to his In- 
heritance by the Care and Kindneſs of his Father : he had Lands in Eaſtſhene, in Mortlac, 
and in Wimbledon in the County of Surrey, in Wolwich in Kent, beſides great Poſſefſions 


in Dorſetſhire; which latter did devolve to him in the Right of the Lady Joan de Govis 


his Wite, who was one of the Daughters of Sir William de Govis, a Lord of a Noble 
Patrimony in the Kingdom of France ; and that had likewiſe fair Lands in England, which 
he Inherited from his Mother the Lady Beatrice of Lincoln, one of the Heirs of a great 
Houle, that had been very famous in the foregoing Ages. From this Marriage aroſe 
the molt notorious Contention of that time, berween this Sir John Latimer, and Sir Peter 
Deſmonſtiers, of the Dutchy of Normandy, abourt the Fief and Lordſhips of Govis in that 
Country, having been the Chief Seat, and part of the Inhericance of Sir William de Govis, 
that was Father-in-Law to them both. Whereupon divers Tranſactions paſt in the 
Courts of Judicature of either Kingdom, and there are Extant (relating to this diffe- 
rence) ſeveral Orders, Grants and Inſtruments, under the Seals of both che Kings, 
Edward the Second, and King Philip.

OBERT the Son of Sir John Latimer, after the Deceaſe of his Father, became 
poſleſt of all his Eſtate and Intereſts. To which, by his Marriage with Catharine 
the Daughter and Heit of Sir Robert Hull, he did join divers other fair Poſleflions, as, 
the Mannor of Childeckford and Eſtpullham in the County of Dorſet, and Eftoket in Somerſet- 
jire ; all which, in the thirty ſecond year of Edward the Third, he did receive from 
John Gurthop, and Edward Mundeime, who (it ſhould ſeem) were poſleſs'd thereof in truſt, 
bn Condition, thar if he ſhould die without Iflue of the ſaid Catharine, they would then 
return to her right Heirs. This Robert Latimer had very honourably ſerved King Edward 
the Third in ſeveral Military Occaſions, wherein he atchieved the Honour o Knight- 
hood ; and having returned in fafety from the Battel of Poiftiers, Deceaſed at his Man- 
nor of Duntiſh in the chirtierh year of that Kings Reign, leaving Iflue

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IR ROBERT LATIMER being under Age at the Death of his Father, was 

by King Edward the Third granted in Wardſhip, with all the Lordfſhips of his In- 
hericance, to Ralph of Ereum then Biſhop of Salisbury, who tranſmitted the fame to Wil- 
liam Latimer the Uncle of this Robert. The King afterwards ignorantly (as is ſuppoſed) 
granted again the Wardſhip to Sir fohn de Lee, who was at that time Steward of his 
Houſe ; which Sir John prefſuming of his Credit and Power in Court, ſent for William 
Latimer to London, and by Durels of Impriſonment forc'd him to Surrender the Eſtate in 
that Wardſhip unto him. William Latimer complained to the Parliament then fitting 
in the forty ſecond year of that King ; unto which Sir John would have excuſed himſelf 
from the Grant that had been made him by his Maſter ; but it was not allowed, becauſe 
William Latimer was not put out by due Proceſs of Law ; for which and other things 
Sir John de Lee was Committed to the Tower ; afterwards, when it had born ſeveral De- 
bates in the Council, ir was Ordered, that. the Wardſhip ſhould be reſeized into the 
King's hands, and delivered to Wilkam Latimer according to the Grant made by the Bi- 
ſhop ; and that all Recognizances and Conveyances made by this William to the ſaid 
Sir John ſhould be void, ſaving to the King his Right. When Robert Latimer came at 
Age, he Entred into Poſſeſſion of the Lordſhips of Eftpullbam, Weſtpullbam, Childeckford, 
Diveliſh, Duntiſh, Winterborn, Whitechurch and Newton in the County of Dorſet, and of 
Eſftoket in Somerſetſhire. His Wife was Margaret de Peche, the Daughter of Sir William de

oe R JOHN LATIMER, who is ſtiled in his Charters Lord of Eftpullbam, had a 
Conteſt with his own Father about certain Lands, which by Articles Sir Robert 
Latimer had bound himſelf to eſtabliſh upon his Heirs ar the time of his Marriage, with 
Margaret the Mother of this Sir John, who was the Daughter of Sir William Peche Knight, 
by reaſon Sir Robert had burnt the Writings, whereupon the Intereſt of theſe Lands did 
depend, to make them appear free, for an Advantage he intended to himſelf in a ſecond 
Marriage, which he did at that time deſign. There is Extant a Bill Exhibited by 
Sir John Latimer, complaining thereof to 'Thomas Langley Biſhop of Durham and High 
Chancellor of England, in the fixth year of King Henry the Fifth.

DITH LATIMER was by the Conſent and Direction of her Father Married 
ro Sir John Mordaunt in the fourteenth year of King Edward the Fourth ; between 
whom and Sir Nicholas Latimer, ſeveral Agreements were made concerning his Inheri- 
rance. But the hope of Male Iſlue, and his Engagement in a ſecond Marriage, cauſed 
him ſo to protract the Settlement, as being ſurpriz'd with Death he left his Eſtate under 
ſeveral great Incumbrances,; which (norwithſtanding the Kings Intereſt in the ſame, 
upon pretence of {ome Debts due to him from the ſaid Sir Nicholas) were at laſt overs 
come and maſtered by the Induſtry and Prudence of Sir John Mordaunt , and the Lands 
and Lordſhips of Duntiſh, Diveliſh, Efipullbam, Childeckford and Eſtoket left by him to the 
Lords Mordaunts, that were his Succeflors.

Hen the Archbiſhop could not . conclude a Peace, he denounced the Prince 

and his Complices Accurſed. Then the King ſent his Army by Sea to the 
Iſle of Man or Angleſey, which they won, and ſlew ſuch as reſiſted them; tor the chiefeſt 
men ſerved the King as their Oath was. So they came over againlt Bangor, where the 
Arm of the Sea called Menay, which divideth the Iſte from the main Land, is narroweſt, 
at the place called Moely-dow!, and there made a Bridge of Boats and Planks over the 
Water ; where before Julius Agricola did the like, when he ſubdued the Ifle to the Ro- 
mans, and not between Man and Britam, as Poldore Virgil ignorantly affirms. This 
Bridge accompliſhed fo, that well threeſcore men might paſs over in a Front, William 
Latimer with a great number of the beſt Souldiers , and Lucas de T hany Steward of 
Gaſcony with his Gaſcoins and Spaniards (whereof a great number was come to ſerve the 
King) paſſed over the Bridge, and there ſaw no ſtir of Enemies ; but as ſoon as the Sea 
began to flow, down came the Welſhmen from the Hills, and ſet upon them hercely, 
and either ſlew or chaſed them to the Sea to drown themſelves; for the Water was lo 
high they could not attain the Bridge, ſaving William Latimer alone, whoſe Horle car- 


ried him to the Bridge, and ſo he eſcaped.

Like- 
wile the Mannor of Norton, alſo given in frank-Marriage with Albreda his Grandmother, 
and two Knights Fees in Bardolſton and Pinford ; leaving Robert Fitzpaine, Son of Margery 
his Eldeſt Siſter, Beatrice the Wife of William de Govis his ſecond Siſter, and Albreda de 
Lincoln his third Siſter, his Heirs (all of full Age) and Joan his Wife ſurviving, who had 
the Mannors of Ackford and Duntiſh, with the Advowlons of the Churches of thoſe 
Lordſhips aſſigned for her Dower : which Robert Fitzpain and William de Govis, for their 
good Service on the Kings behalf in the Battel of Lewes, were. in the forty eighth of 
Henry the Third acquitted from the payment of the relief due upon the Death of the 
before-ſvecified Aluered of Lincoln their Uncle.

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their coming, and aid granted, on which day all the Lords, and ſundry of 

the Commons Dined with the King : after which Dinner, Sir John de Lee was 
brought before the King, Lords and Commons next aforeſaid, to Anſwer to certain 
Objections following, and firſt ro the Complaint of William Latimer, as followeth. 

The King had granted the Wardſhip of Robert Latimer, the Son and Heir of Sir Ro- 
bert Lathner, with certain Mannors, during the ſame Minority, to the Biſhop of Sarum, 
whoſe Eſtate the ſame William had, and after the King granted the ſame to Sir John de 
Lee. The ſame William ſurmiſed that the ſaid Sir John being of Power, ſent for him to 
Lindon, where he by dureſs of Impriſonment inforced the ſaid William to Surrender his 
Eſtate to him. 

And by Recognizance therefore , the ſame Sir John excuſeth himſelf, for that the 
Grant was made unto him ; the which was not allowed , for that the ſaid William was 
not put out by due Proceſs of Law. 

Another matter was objected againſt the ſaid Sir John, for that during ſuch time as 
he was Steward of the Kings Houle, he ſhould cauſe ſundry men to be atrached, and 
to come before him, as before the Kings Council, in places where he pleaſed, where 
being out of Council, he cauſed men to anſwer as to things before the Council. 

That he as Steward, having thereby Authority only within the Verge, did notwith- 
ſtanding cauſe ſundry to be atrached out of the Verge, as John Goddard and others, 
making them ro Anſwer in the Marſhalſey, of things done out of the Verge, and other- 
ſome committed to the Tower of his own Authority, as Jobn Sibill, Edmund Urdfales, 
and others. 

That he had of his own Authority, againſt the Juſtices Commandment, diſcharged 
out of Newgate, Hugh Lavenham Purveyor, who had appealed ſundry men of Felony. 

That he bargained with Sir Nicholas Lovayn for the Keeping of the Mannor of Rain- 
bam in Kent, the which the ſame Sir Nicholas claimed to hold during the Minority of the, 
. Son and Heir of John Saunton, where the ſaid John of Lee knew that the ſaid Mannor ws 
holden of the King in Chief, as of the Caſtle of Dover. 
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d ir E 21" day of lay, the King gave thanks to the Lords and Commons for 
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Of all which points, for that the ſame Sir John could not purge himſelf, he was 
Commanded to the Tower of London, there to remain as Priſoner, until he had made 
Fines at the Kings Will ; and Commandment given to Sir Allen of Buxhal, Conſtable 
of the Tower, to keep him accordingly. And ſo the Lords and Commons departed. 

After that, the ſaid Sir John being brought to Weſtminſter before the Kings Council, 
and being there demanded of the ſame William Latimer, made Anſwer, That as freel 
as the King had granted to him the Wardſhip aforeſaid, ſo freely did he Surrender the 
lame into the Kings hands. Whereupon by the ſame Council it was Ordered, that 
che Wardſhip aforeſaid ſhould be releized into the Kings hands, and delivered unto 
the ſaid William Latimer, according to the Grant made to the ſaid Biſhop, and that all 
Recognizances and Conveyances made by the ſaid William to the ſaid Sir John, ſhould 
be void, ſaving the Kings Right.

Hanging this Writ of Entry, Sir John Mordaunt ſued a Subpena againſt Sir Nicholas, 
Sir John Turbervile, and John Smith, and diſcloſed his Bargain of Deviliſh, and defired an 
Injuaction 1n Chancery thereof, that they ſhould nor proceed in the Recovery : So he 
had an Injunction for two or three Terms ; and when Sir John Mordaunt had proved 
his Bargain by the great favour that my Lord Chancellor bore to Turbervile, the In- 
junction was Relealed, and Smith proceeded in the Recoveries, and had Judgment 
againlt all Conſcience and all Precedents like before that time (as it was ſaid): And I 
chink it appeared in Chancery that Turbervile and Smith had knowledge of the Bargains 
berween Sir Nicholas, and Hardyng, and Mordaunt, before the Bargain made between 
him and Sir Nzcbolas. 

After theſe Recoveries, Sir Nicholas ſued a Subpena againſt John Smith to Execute the 
State Tayl to Sir Nicholas, according to the truſt and expreſs words of the Indenture, 
which Eſtate he would never Execute, nor Sir Nicholas could ever have Judgment 
thereof in the Chancery, by the labour of Sir John Turbervile and the great favour that 
my Lord Chancellor bare to Turbervile ; which favour appeareth in as much as before 
the Recovery, and after the Recovery, all the time of that Suit hanging, during the 
Life of the ſaid Lord Chancellor it appeared of Record in the Chancery, and was con- 
ſeſſed by all Parties, Thar that Eſtate ſhould have been made to Sir Nicholas by expreſs

When Sir John Mordaunt perceived that Sir Nicho'as could not obtain his Eſtate then in 
the fifteenth year of Henry the Seventh, he bought Hardyngs whole Title to Deviliſh of 
Nicholas Hardyng Heir to William Hardyng. Then died my Lord Chancellor after that 
Bargain, . and then died the Wife of Sir Nicholas Latimey that was old and paſt Child- 
bearing ; but ſhe was like to have over-livd Sir Nicholas. And then in the end of 4mo 
xv? Sir John Hordaunt was called into the Kings Houſe , and went thither wholly at 
Michaelmas, Anno xV12. 

Then Married Sir Nicholas a young Gentlewoman of twenty years of Age ; by 
the which it was doubted as well by Sir John Turbervile, as by Sir John Mordaunt, That 
Sir Nicholas's Wife might have Iflue Male, and for thar neither of them truſted fo ſurely 
to come to the Inheritance according to the Title that either of them had as they 
did in the Life of the old Wite of Sir Nicholas. 

And from the Death of the Lord Morton, and of Sir Nicholas's Wife, Sir fobn Turber- 
Vile feared that Sir Nicholas, by help of Sir John Mordaunt, ſhould caule the State Tayl 
to be Executed to Sir Nicholas: and that was one cauſe that he was glad to Bargain with 
John Smith, that though ſuch Judgment had been given, John Smith ſhould not Execute 
it, but ſtand ſtill ſeized to the uſe that he recoveredit for. And that for his ſo doing, if 
Sir John Turbervile died without Iflue of his Body begotten, John Smith ſhould have the 
onion. of all the ſame Mannors to the uſe of the ſame John Smith, and his Heirs 

or ever. 

Another Conſideration why Sir John Turbervile ſhould depart with the Fee-Simple to 
John Smith, was, for that John Smith ſhould labour Sir Nicholas with more diligence, for 
his own Intereſt in the Fee-Simple, to have changed his Eſtate in Tayl to a State for 
Term of Life, and for that he ſhould have the Fee-Simple tor lack of Iflue of Sir John 
Turbervile. 

At this time was not the Fee-Simple fo greatly to be regarded, for that it was openly 
known, that Mr. Turbervile intended to Marry where he might have Ifſue. Andalſo 
Sir John Turbervile feared that my Lady Latimer ſhould have had Iflue Male, and for that 
oo fobn Smith labour to have the Eſtate of Sir Nicholas changed to a State for Term 
ot Lite. 

Upon theſe Conſiderations and others, and for other things here under-written, It

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was Covenanted and Bargained between Sir John Turbervile and John Smith in Winter, 
Anno xvii® of Henry the Seventh, That for the Reverſion of the Mannor of Snodland in 
Kent of the yearly value of twenty Marks (as it is ſaid) which Sir John Turberyile had 
to him and to the Heirs of his Body, and for lack of ſuch Iflue it ſhould remain to John 
Smith in Fee; which Reverſion John Smith ſhould Surrender, and Releaſe all his Right 
therein to ſuch uſe as Sir John Turbervile would Aſſign : And for that alſo that John Smith 
ſhould Releaſe an Annuity of ten Marks which he had for Term of Life out of the 
ſame Mannor, It was Covenanted, That John Smith ſhould ſtand ſtill feized of all the 
ſaid Latimers Lands to the uſe of Sir John Turbervile, and ef the Heirs of his Body begot- 
ten, and for lack of ſuch Iſſue, to the uſe of John Smith, and his Heirs in Fee, of which 
Bargain Sir John Mordaunt knew not till September Anno xviq® of Henry the Seventh. 

But William Mordaunt Brother to Sir John Mordaunt , which at the Commandment of 
the ſaid Sir John had many times broken with John Smith, that Sir John Mordaunt his Bro- 
ther might redeem the Title of Sir John Turbervile in the Premiſles, by the means of 
the ſaid John Smith (without whom Sir John Turbervile would make no Bargain) Agreed 
and Bargain'd with John Smith in Trinity "Term, or elſe Eaſter Term, Amo xvii? Henrici 
vii”, Thar for the Mannor of Eſtpulbam to be made ſure to John Smith, and his Heirs, 
from Sir John Mordaunt and his Heirs, diſcharged of the Title of one John Crokerne, which 
Gokerne pretended Title to the Moity thereof, whether Sir John Turbervile lived or died: 
If Sir Nicholas died without Ifſue Male, Thar (for lack of Iflue of Sir John Turbervile law- 
fully begotten) John Mordaunt ſhould have all the Reſidue of Latimers Lands to him and 
to his Heirs for ever. 

This Bargain and Agreement John Smith rehearſed and agreed to at the Dutchy 
Chamber Door, in the Life of Sir John Turbervile, to Sir John Mordaunt, in the preſence of 
William Mordaunt , on the Morrow after the Agreement between Wilkam and John Smith 
had. And the ſaid Wilkam at the firſt Agreement, and on the Morrow the ſaid John 
Mordaunt alſo defired to know of John Smith how he conld make thart ſure, if Sir John 
Turbervile died. And thereto John Smith Anſwered, "That they ſhould know that another 
time, but not then, and ſaid, Doubt ye not, bur (live he, or die he) ye ſhall be ſure 
of that I have ſaid; and thus they departed. And before the next Term died Sir John 
Turbervile in the beginning of Anno xviu® of Henry the Seventh. 

 Aﬀter the ſaid Bargain Agreed between John Mordaunt and John Smith , by the means 
of William Mordaunt, the ſixth day of September after Turberviles Death, Jobn Mordaunt ſent 
word to Smithinto the Weſt Country of Turberviles death, willed him to come to London as 
ſoon as he might, and to finiſh in Writing the ſaid Bargain. And Smith by his Letter 
dated the fourteenth day of September ſent Anſwer to John Mordaunt, and diſcloſed upon 
what ground he had made ſuch Agreement and Bargain to John Mordaunt, and William, 
and then diſcloſed his Bargain made to him by Sir John Turbervile, which he had under 
his Sign Manual and his Seal ; and upon that in Michaelmas Term following, Anno 
xVitj® fohn Mordaunt and Smith ingrofled their Indenture , and accompliſhed their Bar- 
gain, and their Bargain was known and ſpoken of both in Court and other places allo. 
And the Kings Grace nothing ſaid nor did, nor ſhewed any thing to John Mordaunt till 


Hilary Term then next. 


In Hilary Term Amo xv4j the King took diſpleaſure with Mordaunt, that he would 
intermeddle with the Lands, and make not him privy, thinking, that John Smith at the 
Death of Turbervile had ſtood ſeized of the Lands to the uſe of Turbervile in Fee, for 
lack of Iſſue Male of Latimer then living, and ſaid, That Turbervile ought him 

reat Money, and that he would have the Reverſion in recompence of his Money ; 
and willed John Mordaunt to forſake his Bargain ; which he would not do. Wherefore 
the King was ſore diſpleaſed with him, and cauſed Smith to come by Privy Seal ro make 
a Feoffment to the Kings uſe of the Lands, which he would not, bur diſcloſed to. the 


* King all the Premiſles that be here in Writing (as he hath ſaid and reported ;) And the 


ſame Smith ſometime threaten'd, and ſometime entreated, gave Attendance upon the 
King till he agreed to make a Feoffment as the King would delire. 


Whereupon a Deed was deviſed in Paper , by which John Smith ſhould Enfeoffe 
Lord 
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Lord Daubeny, Maſter Lovell, Maſter Bray, and Maſter Seymore in Fee, and Sir }Williani 
Seymore would have had it to the Kings ule, whereto John Smith would nor agree ; then 
ir was drawn, and no uſe expreſſed; and at the deſire of John Mordaunt the Copy was 
ſent to William Mordaunt to ſee, and he entertained. | To the ſame uſe that John Smith 
then was ſeized. ] And with great difficulty the Deed was ſo made by Smith and ſealed 
in Trinity Term Anno decimo oftavo. About Michaelmas Anno decimo nono, Lord Aus 
beny, and Maſter Lovell took a State by that Deed, art that time Maſter Bray and Ma- 
ter Seymore being dead. And thus it continued all the Life of John Mordaunt, who died 
in September Amo viceſimo, and all the Life of Sir Nicholas Latimer, who died without 
Iſſue Male ar Lent, Anno viceſamo. 

From the Death of Sir Nicholas, by Colour of the ſaid Feoffment, and by Colour 
chat the Kings Grace ſaid Sir John Turbervile ſhould owe him much Mony at his Deceale, 
without any Title, and againſt Law and Conſcience, of his Royal Power, the Kings 
Grace took the Profits of theſe Lands till Summer Anno viceſimo primo in Trinity Term. 
And becauſe the Heir, and William Mordaunt, and William Gaſcoigne , Executors to Jolbn 
Mordaunt, were ſo far in Debt to the King, and ſued, and on Exigent for the ſame, were 
ſo troubled with the King, and about the Teſtament of John Mordaunt, that they mind- 
ed not Latimers Lands to trouble the King nor them by Suir, till they had ſomewhat 
pacified their other troubles: And in Trinity Term Anno viceſmo primo, the Lord 


Aubeny and others ſued ſeveral Writs of Subpena againſt the ſaid Executors, and Heir, and 


againſt John Smith, to have compelled them to deliver the Evidences ; upon Livery of 
which Wrics upon Sute made to the King by the Executors, the King Commanded 
them to ſue to Dudley ; and though the Executors ſhewed the King, that they had as 
good leave the Land for the hard dealing they knew of Dudley, the King compelled 
them to ſue to Dudley, who Ordered them to pay the Kings Majeſty, and to pay two 
hundred pounds yearly, or elſe they muſt have delivered the Evidences, and abidden 
the Kings Diſpleaſure (as Dudley ſaid) and alſo muſt have Releaſed : and for Surety of 
Payment thereof there was Land recovered by my Lord of Wincheſter, and Sir Robert 
Throgmorton and others named for the Heir of Mordaunt. Of which Money the Execu- 
tors paid to the King four hundred pounds, whereby the Will of John Mordaunt is yet 
nor performed, whereof they are now to have Reſtitution, and to be diſcharged of 
two hundred pounds more reſidue. And that my Lord of Wincheſter and others may 
Releaſe to the perſons named in the Recoveries to the uſe of the Heir of ./ordaunt, 
according to Right, and good Conſcience. | 

And Dudley ſaid exprefly, the Deed was to the Kings Uſe, and the Executors fearing 
whether Smith had made any new Deed or not, and alſo not knowing whether the 
Eftate had been delivered by the Deed, in which the uſe was expreſs'd or not, defired 
to ſee the Deed, and he ſhewed it ; and thereby it appeared the uſe was to the ſame uſe 
as Smith was Enfeoffed, and that notwithſtanding by the Menaces and Craft of Dudley, 
they were compelled to agree and indent to give the King, Cc.

Sir, As touching 
the Releaſes of John Latimer, I have them ready Sealed by him, and all the names 
of them that were preſent ar his releaſe and delivery of the ſame. Sir, I would ere this 
time have ſent it you, but I durſt truſt no Meſſenger bur my ſelf. For with Gods 
good Grace I truſt this Term to be at London, and then to bring 1t to you my lelf. Alſo 
as touching the Land that ye have lately bought of one Narborow within Deviliſh; ac- 
cording to your deſire and writing 1 my ſelf have taken poſleſlion thereof for your be- 
hoof, and alſo retained the Tenants to you by a penny, in the preſence of Sir Thomas 
Trenchard Knight, Robert Sturges Eſquire, and others.

Bur as touching the Pe- 
digree of John Camell and Richard Garnſay, T have Examined as tolloweth ; that is to lay, 
Richard Garnſay Son and Heir of the aforeſaid Richard ſayes, that he once had certain 
Evidence concerning the Land that Moleyns laid claim unto, which Evidence with a 
Releaſe made by him, he delivered to Sir Nicholas Latimer, promiſing him thirty three 
ſhillings four pence, which money he never had ; notwithſtanding at my defire, if you 
think his Title may do you good, or profit, he is contented to do for you as much as in 
him lies, and farther I cannot know of either of your Pedigrees,bur as I have afore written 
to you.

The Petition of the Lady Edith Carewe. 


To the King our Soveraign Lord. 


N moſt humble wiſe beſeecheth Your Highneſs, and moſt Noble Grace your poor 
Oratrice Dame Edith ( arewe Widow, ſometime the wite of Sir John Mordaunt Knight, 
That whereas the ſame Sir John Mordaunt at the time of his Death , left and gave to 
your ſaid Oratrice, then his Wite, in Plate, Jewels, ready Money, and Stuff, to the value 
of a Thouſand Marks and aboye, to have to her own proper Uſe and Behove ; By 
force whereof ſhe was thereof poſſeſſed accordingly , and afterward ſhe being poſſeſſed 
thereof, rook to Husband your late Servant Sir John Carewe Knight ; which Sir John 
Carewe afterwards (by Chance of War) was periſhed and loſt on the Sea, in the Service 
of Your Grace. At which time he loft not only his Perſonage on the Sea , bur allo 
loſt his ſubſtance of ſuch Goods, as to your ſaid Oratrice was left by her former Hul- 
band, which the ſaid Sir John Carewe then had with him to Sea, both Plate, Money, and 
allo his Apparel, as well neceſlary Apparel to his Body, as other Apparel that he had 
bought with the ſaid Goods, for the defence of his Body in your ſaid Wars. By means 
whereof your ſaid Oratrice is left little or nothing worth in ſubſtance of Goods. And 
the aforeſaid Sir John Carewe, in his life borrowed and had of your Grace by way of 
Preſt, Two Hundred Pounds : for the repayment whereof, he was and ſtood bound by 
his Writing Obligatory to the Ule of your Grace. And lo it is, Gracious Sovereign 
Lord, that the moſt Reverend Father in God, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, as Ordi- 
nary, hath ſequeſtred and made Seizure of all the Goods that belonged to the ſaid Sir 
John Carewe within this your Realm, at the time of his death 3 which Goods by a true 
Inventory taken, have been extended and valued to the Summ of one Hundred and 
Fourſcore Pounds. And foraſmuch as your ſaid Oratrice is now left.a poor Widow, 
by reaſon of the Premiſfles, and never had nor hath any Preferment, nor other Benefit 
by the ſaid Sir John Carewe, neither in Poſlefſions, nor in Goods ; in conſideration where- 
of, That it would pleaſe your Highneſs, of your abundant grace and benign pity, to 
direct your gracious Letters miſfive to the ſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury, reciting by the 
ſame Letters, That the mind and pleaſure of your Grace is, to accept and take the a- 
forelaid Hundred and Fourſcore Pounds, in full recompence and ſatisfaction as well of 
the ſaid Two Hundred Pounds, as of all other Debts which the faid Sir John Carewe 
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ought unto your Grace at the time of his Death ; which Debts ought to have firſt pres 
ferment in payment by the Order of your Laws before any paymenr of any Debts that 
the faid Sir John Carewe ought at the time of his death co any perſons. And further by 
the fame your Gracious Letters to command the atorelaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to 
deliver, or caule to be delivered the aforelaid Goods, attaining the Summ of one Hun- 
dred and Fourſcore Pounds, to your laid Oratrix, to have to her own proper ule of the 
gift of you. And farther, that it may pleale your Gracious Highnels to dire& your

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Of the Name, Original, Deſcent, Poſſeſſnons, Alliances , and 
Arms of the Houſe of Drayron; 


£9, H FE, Mannor of Drayton being one of the faireft and moſt Noble 
TW of the Country wherein it lies, both for its Commodities, Situa- 
EPS tion, and the Royalties belonging thereunto, was in the dayes 
WA of thoſe Kings that did precede the Conqueſt, among the Poſ- 
As {cflions of one Oſwinus a famous Saxon. But upon the diſtribu- 
DJ tion of the Lands acquired by King William, it became part of 
7 the Eſtate of Aubrey de Vere, who firſt Entred England with that 
yg Prince. From this Earl Aubrey the Elder (for ſo he was termed) 
the Lordſhip of Drayton did deſcend to Earl Aubrey the Second, 
who was Father to the firſt Earl of Oxford, Great Chamberlain to King Henry the Firſt, 
and Lord Chief Juſtice of England, and from him it was given in Partage (as a Foun- 
dation of his Fortune) to Robert his ſecond Son , with the Lordſhips of Adington the 
greater and the leſs, as likewiſe the Lands he held in Twyvell of the Abbey of Thorney, 
and other fair poſſeſſions. This Mannor and Lordſhip confiſted at that time of a fair 
ancient Caſtle, encompaſſed with four large high Walls, Embattailed round with ſuch 
Fortifications as were neceſſary, both for reſiſtarice and offence. It had (as parcels 
thereof) very uſeful Demeſnes, a Park, a Warren, and flouriſhing Woods, beſides the 
Villages of Luffwick, Iſlip, Slipton, and certain Lands in the Pariſhes of Aldwinkle and 
Titchmarſh, in each of which the Lords had Courts of their own, the Advowſons of 
the three Churches belonging thereunto, with free Warren upon all thoſe Lands, and 
free Fiſhing for a long Tra&t upon the River of Avon. 

To this Robert de Vere Lord of Drayton did ſucceed Sir Henry de Vere, who lett his 
Inheritance to Sir Walter de Vere his Son ; who from the Excellency of the place, and 
his great love thereunto, did afſume the Name thereof, to remain to him and his Po- 
erity ever after. A thing in thoſe days very uſual, as may be inſtanced in ſeveral Ex- 
amples too long for this Occaſion. | | 

This Sir Walter de Vere having among other Heroes of that time deſign'd his Applica- 
tion to the Holy War, took for his Arms (as a mark of his Intention) Argent a Crols 
Engrailed Gules, which was afterwards conſtantly born by the Succefors of this Fa- 
mily ; and under that ſame Name and Enſign did flouriſh a fair Poſterity of ſeyeral 
Noble Knights, which upon this Lordſhip of Drayton did long live, in much honour 
and opulency, in poſſeſſion of that Noble Mannor, with other Lands in Sudborow, in 
Brigſtock, and in Irtlingborow, in the County of Northampton, of fair poſſeſſions in Luton, 
and Flamſtead in Bedfordſhire, of the Mannors of Bottlebrigg, and Stoke-Goldington in the 
County of Huntingdon, and of the Lordſhip of Southnewenton in Oxfordſhire. 

Their Alliances were not leſs Illuſtrions than their Original ; they having been con- 
tracted with the Houſes of Baſſett , and de la Zouch of the great and ancient Baronage, 
and other Families, famous for high A&tions, and the faithful Service of their Princes. 
This Lordſhip notwithſtanding, with its Name and Arms, came afterwards to be in- 
corporate into the Houſe of Greene, and by them (as to what is moſt remarkable,) 
through a fatal revolution of humane things, after near four hundred years unto the 
Original Yeres again , by 1ſabella Greene ; who being Married to Sir Richard ere, (thar 
was Lord of Thrapſton and Adington) and deſcended from Robert Brother of that Walter 
we firſt mentioned, by the Iſſue which ſhe brought, Created ſuch a Tirle, as for de- 

tault of Poſterity from Conſtance Counteſs of Wiltſhire, the Daughter of the laſt Sir Henry 
Green, the Lordſhip of Drayton came to Elizabeth, Grandchild of this Richard Vere, and 
by her to the Mordaunts, that were deſcended from her.

\ / \ / Son of Aubrey Great Chamberlain to King Henry the Firſt, and Chief Tu- 
tice of England, being then very young, and in the Life-time of Sir Henry 

his Father, did attend King Richard the Firſt into the Holy Land, and on that Occaſion 
aſlum'd for his Arms Argent a Croſs Engrail'd Gules. After he had there won his Spurs 
by divers generous Actions, and received the Honour of Knighthood at the hand of 
that victorious King , he returned home with ſeveral Companions of that Illuſtrious 
Enterprize, and ſoon after his Arrival was married to Lacy, one of the Daughters of the 
Lord Gilbert Baſſet of Welden, a Neighbour to his Fathers Lordſhip of Drayton, and who 
was at that time a great Baron in England. After the Death of Sir Henry his Father 
(which happened about the fifth year of this Reign) he became poſleſled of the Lord- 
ſhip of Drayton, and the reſt of his Inheritance ; and from that his chief Sear (as was in 
thoſe days very uſual) did aſſume the name of Drayton, to remain to him and his 
Deſcendants ever after. It appears by a Charter of his which is extant, that under the 
name of Walter the Son of Henyy the Son of Robert , he did give and grant to his Uncle 
William de Yere all the Lands of Twyvel which his Grandfather Robert held the day he 
dyed, for half a Knights Fee, and all the Land of Addmgton, which was likewiſe held by 
his ſaid Grandfather, for a quarter of a Knights Fee , to him and the Heirs of his Body 
lawfully begotten ; on condition, That for default of ſuch Heirs, they ſhould recurn 
to him and his Succeſſors. For the Entrance , Gift, and Recognition whereof, the 
Charter. expreſſes the foreſaid William to have given one Ring of Gold. In the ſixth 
year of King Richard the Firſt he paid his Suitage towards Redemption of the King, fo 
he did towards the War of Normandy for the Fee of Robert the Son of Aubrey the-Cham- 
berlain. And in the firſt of King John he paid Suitage for halt a Knights Fee to another 
Norman Expedition. He either built or reſtored the fair Church of Saint Peters in 
Luffwick ; and we find an Ancient Monument yet remaining in a Glaſs-window of the 
North-ſide of that Church, repreſenting the Image of a Knight kneeling before the Al- 
tar, all Armed after the manner of that Age, bearing the Arms he had aſſum'd, and 
preſenting thereunto, the exact Model of that Church ; under which is written (as will 
appear in the Proofs) Walterus de Draytona. He died in the Twelfth Year of that King, 


leaving Iſſue by the forementioned Lucy his Wite, 
Sir Henry of Drayton.

IR Henry of Drayton was under Age at the Death of his Father ; but ſucceeded 
afterwards to all his Lands and Lordfſhips. He became a Knight of much eſteem 
in his time, and was in all tranſa&ions treated with the ſtile of Dominus Henricus de Dray- 
tona. Several of which are extant, as a Quit-claim of certain Lands from Tſmena the 
Daughter of Gerviſe of Luffwick. A Deed of Exchange of Lands in Luffwick, with 
William the Son of Robert of Drayton, for others in the Lordſhip of Woodford. Another 
Relaxation from one Henry the Son of Thomas of Drayton, and a Demile of certain Lands 
from William de Muſta. His Wife Ivetta was the Daughter of Sir William de Bourdon ; and 
in the Twelfth of Henry the Third, the King received his Homage for half a Knights 
Fee that accru'd to him in her right : which Lands her Father had held in Capite. We 
find that he Deceaſed in the Thirty fourth Year of that King.

Frer the deceaſe of Sir Henry of Drayton, his Son Baldwin became pdſleſſed of all 
A his Lands by Right of Inheritance, and he did Homage to the King for thoſe 
Lordſhips that he held of hitn in Capite. Whereupon was iſſtied out a Man- 
Jace to the Abbot of Perſore , and to Fames Frizill the Kings Eſcheator , that he ſhould 
receive Security of che foreſaid Baldwin for a hundred Shillings for his relief; unto 
which was Witnels Eleanor the Queen: In the ſame year, which was that of One thou- 
ſnd two hundred fifty two, he purchafed of Clement de Leighton the Wardſhip of William the 
Son of Peter the Son of Joſelin, and of all the Heirs of the ſaid Wilkam in Succeſſion. And 
in the firſt year of the _—_ of King Edward the Firſt he rhade over to one Roger of 
Stow-Merchant the profits of the Lands and Lordſhips which appertained to Robert the 
Son of Baldwin de Vere , whole Cuſtody by reaſon of the Minority of the ſaid Robert did 
belong to him. There flouriſhed in his time in the Counties of Huntingdon and Cams 
bridge a Noble Knight called Robert of Gimeges in poſſeſſion of a fair Inheritance ; who 
dying without Ifſue-Male , his Lands came to be divided berween his two Daughters, 
of which 1donea was married to Sir Baldwin of Drayton, and Emma to Sir Hugh de Bovi : 
which Baldwin and 1donea had Iflne 
Sir John of Drayton.

"7 IR John of Drayton was at the death of his Father twenty two years old, as by his 
Office does appear. He lived unto the twentieth year of King Edward the I. being 

the thirty eighth of his own Age, having allied himſelf to 4 Family at that time very 

conſiderable for great intereſt and reputation, by taking to Wife Philippe, the Daughter of 

Sir Ralph, and Siſter to Sir Robert of Arderne ; than both of which there was nor any a- 

mong the Gentlemen of England that had ſerved the King or his Father more conſidera- 

bly in the Civil Wars of that time.

A T the death of Sir Jobn of Drayton, Simon his Sonand Heir was nine years old, King 
Edward the Firlt then reigning in his twentieth Year, who ſent Precepts to the 
Sheriffs of choſe Countries wherein he had Lands, to ſeize them into his hands till he 
ſhould give other direftions. We hear no more of this Simon until the Fifteenth of 
King Edward the Second, at which time we find him in poſſeflion of his Lordſhip of 
Drayton by a Fine he ſuffered in that year, whereby he acknowledged the right thereof 
tO be in one Robert le Penitour Clerk ; which Robert yielded the ſame Mannor again to 
the ſaid Simon and Margaret his Wife, to hold of our Lord the King by the ſervices due 
during theirtimes : and after their deceaſe to remain to John, Son of the ſaid Simon, and 
the Heirs of his Body begotten ; and for default of ſuch Iſſue, to remain to rhe Heirs of 
the Bodies ofthe ſaid Simon and Margaret : and for default of ſuch Iſſue, then tothe right 
Heirs of the ſaid Simon.

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We find him afterwards poſſeſſed in the beginning of King Edward the Third, of the 
Lordſhips of Luffwick, 1ſlipp, and Sliptor ; that he had Lands iri Irtlingborow, in Sudbq- 
row, and in Brigſtock, in the County of Northampton ; how he held the Lordſhips of But. 
tlebridge, Stoke-Goldington, Overton, Longville, and Moleſwort>in Huntingdon-ſhire ; and that 
he had alſo fair Poſſefſions in Luton, and Flamead in the County of Bedford : In moſt of 
which that he might have free Warren, and the priviledges thereof, King Edward the 
Third granted him a Patent to thar effect in the firſt year of his Reign. 

He had been Seneſchal ro Queen J/abel, the Kings Mother, in all her Foreſts between 
Stamford and Oxford, as appears by a Brieve directed to him by the King for the tenth of 
all the Veniſon that ſhould be taken in the County of Northampton, to be delivered to 
the Abbot of Peterborow, according as had been granted by his Anceſtors. 

He was pardoned by that ſame King, with his Son John, Wilkam the Son of Thomas 
Seymar, Richard Moleſworth, Simon his Squire, and other of his friends, for his breach of 
the Kings peace, and the death of John of Overton Longville, whom he had ſlain in a 
Quarrel, with other circumſtances that certifie the particular favour was born him 


| by char Prince. 


He was afterward with one S* William Nofon, as being one of the moſt eminent Knights 
inthe Biſhoprick of Ely, joined with Sir William Shareſhull, Sir Henry Greene, and Sir Willam 
Thorpe, in the Kings Commiſſion, to hear and determine of the felony and miſdemeanour 
of Thomas Lild, Biſhop of that Diocels, who was not only eſteemed acceflary to the 
death of William Holmes, Servant to the Lady Wake of Lydell, chat was killed by his Offi- 
cer Ralph Carcleſs, She being a Princeſs of that time eminent for great birth as well as 
Beauty, and rare Qualities, and the Daughter of Henry Plantagenet Earl of Lancaſter; 
but that moreover ſtood in great and exemplary Contempt againſt the King himlelf. 
For the demeanor of Sir Simon in which matter in his duty and compliance to the Kings 
Commands and Intereſt, he incurred with the reſt of the Commiſſioners, the ſeveral 
cenſures and indignation of the Pope, which proceeded even to Excommunication, 
and other great Penalties, from which his merit towards the King by his Conduct in 
that Aﬀair, nor the Power of ſo great a Prince was able to protect him. 

He did finally give and grant, in the eighteenth year of King Edward the Third, 
unto Robert, the Prior of the Church of Saint Maries of Pavenſton, and to the Covent 
of that place, two parts of his Mannor of Stoke-Goldington, with the Advowlon of the 
Church of that Town, out of Devotion to God and the Bleſſed Virgin, and for the 
good of his Sul to be there prayed for, and for the Souls of his Anceſtors and Bene- 
factors. His Wife was Margaret Daughter to Sir John and Siſter to Sir Gilbert of Lindſey,

Neto Sir Simon of Drayton did ſucceed Sir John of Drayton his Son, in the ſole Lord- 
ſhip of that place, as alſo in his other Poſleſſions in the Counties of Northampton, 
Huntingdon, and Oxford. Moved by what inducement it does nor appear, bur this 

Sir John of Drayton did in the eighth year of King Edward the Third, purchaſe a Licence 
of Alienation, for enabling him to ſertle upon Sir Henry Greene , then Chiet Juſtice of 
England, and that had Married his Fathers Siſter , his antient Mannor and Lordſhip ot 
Drayton, with thoſe Lands in the Towns adjoining that did belong unto ir. In conle- 

uence whereof it was conveyed unto him , with the Reverſion to Henry the ſecond 
Son of the ſaid Sir Henry Greene, whom he calls his: Couſin : and for default of Iflue in 
him, to the right Heirs of Sir Henry the Father. Bur it is found notwithſtanding by 2 
Deed of this Sir John, that in the Life-time of Sir Henry Greene, the Chief Juſtice, he 
did render the Poſſeſſion of the Chief Seat and che Mannor of Drayton, with all the 
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Demeſnes, the Lands, Meadows, Paſtures, and the Park thereunto belonging, unto 
Sir Henry Greene his Couſin, the Son of the Chief Juſtice, on Condition, that he ſhould 
ever after bear his Name and his Armes, in performance of that Agreement that had 
before been made between the Father of the ſaid Sir Henry and himſelf; which was the 
reaſon why the Greenes of Drayton inſtead of Azure three Bucks Or , Which was the 
Armes of their Family, and thoſe born by the Greenes of Norton, deſcended from Sir 
Thomas Green the Elder Brother, did bear ever after for their Coar, Argent a Croſs En- 
grailed Gules, being that of Drayton, which by this Agreement they were obliged to 
alſume. The Wife of Sir John of Drayton was Chriſtian, the Daughter of Sir Gilbert of 


Lindſey, his Mothers Niece.

IRST, This Mannor in the time of King Edward the Second belonged unto one 
Symond Drayton, as appeareth by Fine of the 1 5*" year of the ſame King, by which 
the ſaid Symond knowledged the Right to be in one Robert Peyntor Clerk , which 

Robert yielded the ſame Mannor again to the ſaid Symond and Margaret his Wife , To 
hold of our Lord the King by the ſervice due during their lives ; and after their de- 
ceale to remain to John Son of the ſaid Symond, and the Heirs of his body begotten ; 
and for default of ſuch Iflue, to remain to the Heirs of the body of the ſaid Symond and 
Margaret begotten ; and for default of ſuch Ifſue , to remain to the right Heirs of the 
ſaid Symond. 

And upon forty years after this Fine , appeareth that one John Drayton the thirty fifth 
year of King Edward the Third by Fine knowledged the Mannor of Drayton, except a 
Mele, a Toft, a Mill, ſeven Cotages and two Carews of Land, two Acres of Meadow, 
one Knights Fee and x' Rent, to be the right of Henry Green, Richard Bolleſhowre Parſon 
of the Church of Pyſſeforth , Jobn Keteryng Parſon of the Church of Boketon , William of 
Aſſheley Parſon of the Church of Morton , Nicholas Green and Nicholas Thenford. And 
over that granted the faid Knights Fee and Rents, with the Homage and Services of 
Robert Vere and Millſent of jelipe and their Heirs, of all the Tenements which they 
afore held of the ſaid John in the ſaid Mannor , to have to them in Fee. And over this 
the foreſaid Meſe, Toft, Cotages, Lands and Meadow before except , which the ſaid 
Miliſent holdeth for term of forty years. And the foreſaid Mill that the ſaid Milſent 
and Robert Etebred hold for term of five years of the Leſle of the ſaid John Drayton, and 
which after the ſaid Lefle to him and his Heirs ſhall revert wholly-tzo remain to the 
ſaid Henry, Richard, John Keterynz , William, Nicholas, and Nicholas, and their Heirs, to 
hold together with the aforeſaid Mannor, Fee and Rents of our Soveraign Lord the 
King, Cc. with Warranty of the ſaid Drayton for two hundred Marks of Silver, ec. 

Then Amo xxxviy Edwardi Tertii the King by his Letters Patents, reciting where he 


before had gyffen Licens to John Dreyton , that he of the Mannor of Drayton which of 
the 
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the King is holden in Capite, might enfeffe Henry Green and his Cofeoffees before-named 
in the Fine precedent , as in our Letters Patents more plainly appeareth. Which ſaid 
Henry Green and his Cofeoffees be thereof joyntly ſeized, as we be informed. We of our 
ſpecial grace have granted and licens gyflen to the forelaid Henry Green, to relefle all his 
Eſtate to his Cofeoffees ; And that the ſaid Cofeoffces after ſuch relefle to them made, 
the ſame Feffees to gyfle the ſame Mannor to the foreſaid Henry Green and to Henry his 
Son, to have to the ſame Henry and Henry his Son, and to the heyres of the body of the 
ſame Henry the Son begotten ; ſo thar it the ſaid Henry the Son dye withowrte heyres of 
his body, then to remeyne to Thomas Brother of the ſaid Henry; and the heyres of hys bo- 
dy, &c.

Of the Original, Deſcent, Greatneſs, Poſeſsions, Honours, 
Alliances and Arms of the Houſe of Mauduit that were 
Lords of- Werminſter. 


#4; H1S Houle was originally of the Dukedom of Normandy, where 
PE it flouriſhed before the Conqueſt under the name of Mauduit, 
& Manduit or Malduith, as much as to ſay, Evil taught, and upon occa- 
4 it was written in the Latine tongue Maledofus ; a lobriquet of 
S which the grounds do not remain in ſtory. A Lord of this 
EIN name came over with King William the Firſt, under the appear- 
PAS ance of much reputation and intereſt. He is recorded to have 
CORDNIES becn in immediate ſervice at the Bartel where King Harold was 
ſlain, and to have been one of thoſe Lords to whom the Con- 
querour gave Lands for their notable ſervices. The Actions performed by thoſe of 
this Houle have been famous, their ſucceſfles various, the remembrance of their Lords 
illuſtracing ſtory with the variety of their fortunes. "There had been in this Family 
oreat marks of the love and conhdence of their Princes. They were promoted to 
Dignities, and truſted in employments of molt importance. There were of them had 
been Lords of much power, that had been Governours of Provinces, that had been 
Chamberlains and held che higheſt Offices in the Houles of their Kings, that had been 
oreat Earls, and all of them allyed to Families of moſt Power and Nobleneſs. Afrer 
the introduction of the hereditary uſe of Arms, in this Houſe they were different] 
born ; for Wilklam Lord Maudut, who was Earl of Warwick, bore in a Field Argent 
two Barre Gules in the time of King Henry the Third : But William Lord Mauduit his 
Couſin and contemporary, from whom the Lords of Werminſter did deſcend, gave in 
2 Bordure Gules Chequy Or and Azure. This Houſe notwithſtanding and all its 
greatneſs took an end about the beginning of King Richard the Second, leaving on- 
ly to inherit their Name, Armes and Poſlefſions, Matilda de Mauduit, that was mar- 
ried to Sir Henry Greene of Drayton, from whom to the Yeres that were Lords of 
Adington, deſcended all their pretenſions, and from them to the Mordaunts, that by the 
marriage of Elizabeth Vere came to inherit the Arms and Lands of thoſe two Noble 
Families. 


WILLIAM Lord MAU DUIT, Chamberlain to King Henry 
the Firſt, Lord of Hanſlape and other Great Lands and Lordſhips.

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Mong thoſe Heroes thar did accompany King William the Firſt unto the Con- 
queſt of England, was a Lord of the Name of Mauduit, Mandut, or Malduith, in 


the Latine termed Maledous. Whether it was the Wilkam here mentioned, or _ 
his Father, it mattersnot : but ſure we are, that at the time of the general Surveigh, i + 


the Raign of that King, this William Lord Mauduit is found to have poſleſſed ſeven fa. 
Lordſhips in Hampſhire. And coming afterwards by the merit of many great Service, 
and the favour of King Henry the Firlt to be his Chamberlain, he obtained from h: ; 
a Grant of all the Lands whereof Micael de Hanſlape dyed ſeized , with Maude t:: 
Daughter of the ſaid Micael in Marriage. 
Their Iflue, 
Robert Mauduit. 
Wilkam Maudut. 
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OBERT MAUDUIT ſucceeded his Father in all his Lands and Lordſhips, 
R as alſo in the Office of Chamberlain : bur che near truſt wherein he lived 
with King Henry the Firſt, having cauſed him to be one of choſe Lords that were ap- 
pointed to accompany his Children in their return out of France, he was drowned in 
that unhappy paſlage from Harflew into England with thoſe unfortunate and much 


lamented Princes. 


OR want of Iſſue male of the Lord Robert Maudut, WIL LIAM his younger 
Brother came to inherit the Eſtate that he had left; and the Office of Chambex- 
Jain was likewiſe beſtowed upon him by Henry Duke of Normandy (afterward King, by 
the name of Henry the Second) with all the Lands belonging thereunto as well in Nor- 
mandy as in England. This William had likewiſe by Grant of the ſaid Duke the Cham- 
berlainſhip of his Treaſury, that is of his Exchequer, with livery and all other its ap- 
| purtenances. He had moreover, in conſideration of his good lervices, divers other 
great Lord(hips beſtowed upon him, and alſo the Conſtablery of Reichege in Fee. And 
after Henry, by the death of King Stephen, obtained che Crown, he confirmed to this 
William all the premiſſes. When he dyed [ find nor, bur he lefr Iflue 
Robert Lord Maudutt. 


Frer the Death of William Lord Mauduit, the ſecond of that name, ROBERT his 
A Son came to inherit all his great Poſſeſſions, as likewiſe the Office of Chamberlain, 
with what ever did belong thereunto. And as an addition to his Fortunes King Henry 
the Second beſtowed upon him, by his Charter, the noble Mannor of Werminſter, a Lord- 
ſhip at that time of much value and greatly priviledged ; which by another Charter 
was after confirmed by King Richard the Firſt, eldeſt Son and ſucceſſor ro King Henry. 
Afer the Death of which King Richard, upon what motives we do not find, this Re- 
bert Lord Mauduit became involved in Confederacy with many of the great Barons, 
who were at that time in Rebellion againſt King John. And in the firlt year of Kin 
Henry the Third, the Honor of Hanſlape with its appurtenances, which was the head of 
his Barony, appears to have been granted away to Robert de Braboef for ſupport in the 
Kings ſervice, during his pleaſure. Bur before the ſixth year of that King, this Robert 
Manduit died, leaving Iſſue by his Wite Iſabella, the Daughter of rhe Lord 'T hurſtar 
Baſſett,

Robert Mauduit, ro whom his Father gave the noble Lordſhip of Werminſter. 


ILLIAM Lord MAUDUITT the third of that name, after the death of his 

Father, was Lord of the Honor of Hanſlape, and divers other fair Lands and 
Lord{hips ; as alſo hereditary Chamberlain of the Exchequer. Having been bred un- 
der his Father and in the rebellion of thoſe Lords that made War in the time of King 
Jobn, he continued the ſame courſe after that Lords deceaſe, fortifying his Caſtles and 
his Houſes in favour of the aſlociated Barons, particularly that of Hanſlape, which was 
taken and demoliſhed by Falcatius de Breant, a renouned Souldier of that Age, and a 
bold aflerter of the Kings Authority : For which and other contumacies he was with 0- 
ther of the Lords Excommunicated by the Pope. But all this allayed not his curbulent 
ſpiric, bur he ſtill perſiſting in his Rebellion, was actually ar the Battle of Lincoln, where 
the power of the Lords being totally vanquiſhed, he was taken Priſoner. But after 


this he returned to his obedience, and enjoyed his Eſtate by the Kings Grace ; and in 
the 
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the ſeventeenth Year of Henry the Third he obliged himſelf by a ſpecial writing to 
ſerye the King faithfully all his life, and never more to oppoſe him or his Heirs. For 
ſecuring of which promiſe he delivered up his Son William in Hoſtage, who was after 
returned as an aflurance of the Kings truſt. He departed this lite in the One and 
fortieth year of Henry the Third, leaving Iflue by Alice bis Wife, Daughter of Waleran 
de Newburgh Earl of Warwick,

T the Death pf his Father, WILLIAM Lord MAU DUTT the fourth of thar 

name, was thirty {1x years old, upon the poſſeſſion of the Eſtate and Dignity 
of his Anceſtors, he received early teſtimonies of the Kings cruſt and favour, by the 
acceptance of a moderate relieffor his Barony and his Sergeantry, and reaſonable time 
for the payment. "The Lords of his Family had ever the reputation of being Marrial, 
and himſelf was eſteemed active and vigorous, fo as he was uſually ſummoned to at- 
tend the King in moſt of his Expeditions with his power and followers. In the forty 
ſeventh Year of King Henry the Third, doing his homage, and paying an hundred 
pounds for his relief, as Son and Heir to Alice, the Daughter of Waleran Earl of Warwick ; 
he had livery of all the Lands belonging to that Earldom , whereof John de Pleſſets, 
Earl of Warwick dyed ſeized, and which by hereditary right were deſcended to him, 
thatis to ſay, the Caſtle and Honor of Warwick, and all the Mannors and Lands there- 
to belonging. Whereupon by the Title of Earl of Warwick he had ſummons that 
year to attend the King at Worceſter, on the Feaſt-day of St. Peter ad Vmcula, well fir- 
red with Horſe and Arms, thence to' march into Wales againſt Lewelm ap Gryffin, at 
that time in Hoſtility. But ſoon after the King was neceſlitated to leave of his Welſh 
Expedition to provide againſt the power and inſolence of his Barons, who were then 
oathering together againſt him ar Northampton. He ſent therefore this Earl to make 
ſure of his Caſtle of Warwick, a place at that time very conſiderable : but ſuch was 
his unhappinels, as wanting diligent Guards, they iſſued out of Kenilworth under the 


Command of John Giffard, Governour of that Caſtle, and ſurpriſing this at Warwick, ſlew - 


divers of the Earls men and carried him and his Lady Priſoners to Kenilworth , out 
of which place before he could be delivered, they forced him to pay nineteen hundred 
Marks for his Ranſome, and threw down the Walls of Warwick-Caſtle. After this un- 


happy accident I find no more of him than that he married Alice the Daughter of Gilbert 


de Segrave, and dyed without Iſſue, the Eighth of Jan. Anno 1267. 52 Hen. III.

ROBERT MAUDUTIT Lord of Werminſter, ſecond Son to 
Robert Lord Mauduit Chamberlain to King Henry the Second. 


HE direct line of thoſe Mauduits who were Lords of Hanſlape, and hereditary 


_ Chamberlains of the Exchequer, ending in Wilkam Lord Manduit, who came 
to be alſo Earl of Warwick, and that dyed without Iflue ; I muſt return ro Robert 
the ſecond Son of Robert Lord Mauduit, who was Chamberlain tro King Henry the 
Second, to carry on the Genealogical deſcription of that branch of theſe .Mauduits, wha 
were Lords of Werminſter, from whom the Greene's of Drayton did Delcend, and that 
did flouriſh for many Ages in this Nation under great reputation and Authority. 

Unto Robert Lord .Mauduit, who was Lord of Hanſlape in the days of Henry the 
Second , King, Richard and King John, there were born of the Lady Tſabella Baſſett 
two Sons, William and Robert, the latter of which was a Youth to elteemed for his 
Valour and Martial inclinations, and particularly by his Father, as for a foundation 


of a greater fortune he beſtowed upon him the noble Lordſhip of Werminſter, which he 
| had 
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had received from the Gift of his old Maſter King Henry the Second ; and his Elder 
Brother, the Lord William Mauduit, was ſo far from repining at the Gift, as he added to 
| his Eſtate, of his own Grant, the Mannor of Shaudedene now called Scaldene. And he 
had moreover from the kindneſs of Robert de la Mare, a great Lord of that Ape, i. 
vers Lands in Buſhopſtre and Tarenta, in Marriage with his Daughter Agnes, by whom 


he left Iſſue

William Mauduit Lord of Werminſter. 


ILLIAM MAUDUITT Lord of Werminſter became poſleſled, by Inheritance 
from his Father, his Marriage, and his own acqueſts, of the Lordſhips of Wermiy- 
fter, Scaldene, Samborne and Grately in the County of Wilts, as allo of Lands in Buſhopſtre 
Tarenta and Caſtle-Holgot in the County of Salop, which laſt were of his Mothers Inheri- 
tance. Inthe Fourteenth of King Henry the Third he was ſued, with Eugenia his Wike, 
by Robert de Paſſlieu, for deraining one Henry the Son of Henry de Cromwell, whoſe cuſtody 
he pretended to belong to him by reaſon of the Kings Commiſſion : but becaule the 
ſaid Robert did not produce the ſame, it was order'd in Court, That Henry de Crom- 
well ſhould remain in the Keeping of William Mauduit and his Wite Eugenia. This Willa 

ave Lands in Samborne to T homas the Son of Simon of Deene, and he demiſed the Mannor 
of Grately to Galfred of Wilford. There is extant a Grant unto him of a Faire yearly 
to be held for three days at his Lordſhip of Werminſter, that is to ſay, on the vigil, the 
day and the morrow of St. Lawrence ; and of a Market to be held every Thurſday at 
his Mannor of (aſtle-Holgot in the County of Salop. He married Eugenia Daugh- 
ter to that Foulke Lord Fitz-Warren, who was a Lord of much fame in the days of 
King John and of his Son Henry, and lefr Iflue ; - 
Warren Mauduit Lord of Werminſter. =

ARREN MAUDUIT Lord of Werminſter received his Chriſtian Name, 
as has been very uſual, from that Noble Family of which his Mother was 7 
deſcended; and much deference and reſpect was due from him thereunto, as from one 
whence he did derive a great part of his Inheritance, as the Mannors of Weſtbury, Lye, 
and other Lordſhips.

HOMAS Lord MAUDUTIT lucceeded his Father in the Lordſhips of Wer- 
minſter, Weſtbury, Grately, Scalden, Samborne, Weſt-Hacley, Lye, Caſtle-Helgot and 
other great, Poſſefſions, ſo as ar that time he was accounted one of the moſt powerful 
Lords of his rank. He received in the Eleventh year of King Edward the Second, a 
Charter from that King, of Free Warren for him and his Heirs, to have as well upon 
all his Lands in Weſtbury, Lye and Chaldcoate in the Cortnty of Wilts, as upon thoſe of 
Deene and Grately in the County of Southampton. Thele are the words of the Parent, 
He was a Lord of ſuch fame in thole days for his Valour, his Wiſdom and his Autho- 
rity, as his Engagement with the Earl of Lancaſter was eſteemed a great Acceſſion to 
that Prince, and the Lords of his party, which did at that time conſpire againſt the Þ

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favour, the oppreſſion and the ill conduct of the Spencers, who governed all things 
under King Edward the Second. Bur his Courage, his Fidelity to his Friends, and his 
7eal to the Quarrel he did abett, carrying him into the unſucceſsful Fight at Burrow- 
Bridge, it was his fortune to be taken Priſoner, involvd in the general fate of thar 
Action, and to ſuffer Death at the pleaſure of the Conqueror, by whoſe Laws being 
attainted, his Eſtate was Confiſcated, with thoſe of the other Lords of that Conkede- 
racy. His Wife was Eleanor de Knoville, Daughter of that Bogo a Lord very famous in 
the Raign of King Edward the Firſt. ;

T the Execution, Attaindor and Confilcation of the Lord Thomas Manudutt, 
JOHN MAUDUTI his Son was under Age ; The cuſtody of whole per- 
ſon and Eſtate was during the Raign of King Edward the Second conferr'd upon one Sir 
Jobn de Kingſton. But in the firſt year of King Edward the Third he was reſtored to his 
whole Inheritance by an Act of Parliament, wherein it was ſo provided for all choſe 
who had loſt their Lands by having taken up Arms againft the Spencers in the Quarrel 
of the Earl of Lancaſter. He became afterwards a farther partaker of this Kings favor, 
receiving at his hands the Honour of Knighthood. And we find him to have ſerved 
that then Honourable Office of High Sheriff of Wiltſhire in the third, in the ſeventh, in 
the eighth, in the twelfth and in the ſixteenth years of King Edward the Third. He 
Married Julian of Bockland, by whom he had Iſſue 
Thomas Mauduit that died before his Father.

The firſt was cloſed with the Seal of the Lord Thomas 
Randulfe Earl of Murrey, Lord of Amandale and of Man, Lieutenant to Robert le Bruce, 
King of Scotland, which contained a Saſe-conduct for Sir Thomas Topclive Chaplain, 
and one to be Aſſociate with him, to come into Scotland, and to return from thence in 
ſafety. The ſecond was ſealed with the Seal of Sir James Dowglas for a like Safe-conduct 
for the ſame perſons. - The third was cloſed with the Seal of the ſaid Earl of Murrey 
for the Safe-condudct of the Lord John de Mowbray, and the Lord John de Clifford, and forty 
Horſes, with their Pages, for their ſafe coming unto the ſaid Earl into Scotland, for 
their abiding there and returning back. The fourth was cloſed with the Seal of James 
Dowglas, directed to King Arthur. The fifth was cloſed with the Seal of James Dowolas, 
direted unto the Lord Ralph Nevill. The fixth had no direGtion, but the tenonr 
thereof was this as followeth : You ſhall underſtand, my Lord, that the commun:ca- 
tion beforehand had, is now brought to effe&t ; for the Earl of Hereford, the Lora: 
Roger Damorie, Hugh de Audelie the younger, Bartholomew de Badeliſmere, Roger de Clif- 
ford, John Gifford, Henry Teis, T homas Mauduit, Jobn de Willington and all others are come 
to Pomfret, and are ready to make you good aſſurance, fo that you will perform Co- 
venant with them (to wit, for your coming to aid us and to go with us into England 
and Wales to live and dye with us in our quarrel.) We th&efore beſeech you to al: 
lign us day and place where we may meet, and we will be ready to accompliſh fully 
our buſineſs ; and we beſeech you to make us a Safe-condu& for thirty Horſes that we 
may with ſafety come to your parts. |

The Armes of the Houſe of Greene were Azure, Three Bucks 
Trippant Or, of the Lords of Drayton of that Name, 
Drayton and Mauduit quarterly. 
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Of the Original, Antiquity, Name, Arms, Alliances, Great- 
neſs, and Poſeſsions of the Houſe of Greene. 


F the Original of the Houſe of Greene we have no certain infor- 
mation, bur it is apparent they aflumed their Name and Arms 
from an alluſion to their principal and beloved Lordſhip, 
which was Buckton or the Town of Bucks in the County of 
Northampton, being in the Hundred of Spellho, a place memo- 
rable for the -excellency of its foil and ſituation, as a ſpatious 
and delightful Green, upon which at the defire of the Lords 
was yearly held and exerciſed a Fair, with particular and ex- 
traordinary priviledges. Hence they were called Greene, or of 

the Green. And from Buckton or the Town of Bucks, they have aſſumed for their 

Arms in a Field Azure three Bucks trippant Or, until the diviſion of the Family in the 

rwo Sons of Sir Henry Greene the great Chief Juſtice ; the ſecond whereof Sir Henry 

Greene the younger, had been obliged by his Couſin Sir John of Drayton upon his becoming 

inveſted in that Lordſhip, to change his own Arms and afſume thoſe of his Family, 

which were Argent a Croſs Engrailed Gules to him and his poſterity ever after. 

In the firſt mention of this Family we find it in a very flouriſhing condition, poſle(- 
ſed of the Mannor of Buckton, from which the Lords thereof did take their uſual yle, 
as alſo of the Lordſhips of Hey-borne, Heydmoncourt, Dodington, Aſhby Mares and Greenes 
Norton, the latter whereof was held by particular obligation of holding up the Lord's 
right hand rowards the King upon Chriſtmas day whereever he ſhould be ar thar time in 
England. And of theſe was Lord Sir T homas of Buckton, or Sir T homas Greene of Buckton, 
who lived in the Reign of King Edward the Firſt. Of theſe Greenes we find divers to 
have been qualified from their riches, their power and the eſteem they held, for the prin- 
cipal employments in the Countries where they lived. One Sir Thomas Greene being 
recorded to have been High Sheriff of the County of Northampton in the third year 
of King Edward the Third, an age when chat Office was nor as in theſe days, but 
eſteemed equal even to the care of Princes. His Son Sir Henry Greene came nearer to 
the Throne. He was employed in the graveſt aQtions of State. He had been a Coun- 
cellour to the famous King Edward the Third, and came at laſt to be Lord Chief 
Juſtice of England. There was another, even a ſecond Son to this Chief Juſtice, Sir 
Henry Greene of Drayton, who came to try all the viciſſitudes within the power of for- 
rune, thar in his time had been an object of the neareſt favour and confidence of a 
great King, that had participated of the Honours, the delights and riches of the Courts, 
and came at laſt to be overwhelmed and to loſe his life in the diſaſters of an unhappy 
Maſter. | 

There were alſo of theſe Greenes that from the examples of others came to under- 
ſtand the happineſs of retired lives, that giving themlelves to the practice of Oecono- 
mical Virtues, became repairers of thoſe ruines which ambition and unquietnels do of- 
ten make in well eſtabliſht fortunes, and that became afterwards famous for extra- 
ordinary Wealth and Prudence, and togeſerve the following charadters from the Learn- 
Camden in his deſcription of Britain, Page 237. writing of Northamptonſhire.

Among the other advantages of this Houle, the great blood of which it was parti. 
cipant did honour it very much, it having had the fortune to ally ir ſelf ro the great 
Houſes of Stafford, de la Zouch, Mauduit, Talbot, Ferrers of Chartley and Roſſe, all of the 
illuſtrious and old Nobiliry. Bur at laſt coming to the fortune of all tranſitory things, 
it concluded in another Sir Henry Greene, who dying without Iflue male, the Arms, 
blood and inheritance of this Family came by a Daughter to the Yeres that were Lords 
of Adington, and from them by another Heir to the preſent Earl of Peterborow.

Aving only expoſed the deſcent and ſucceſſion of thoſe Greenes that were 
Lords of Drayton, I ſhall proceed to HENRY the ſecond Son of Sir Henry 
Greene, who in his Father's life-time and by his procurement was inveſted by his Coulin 
Sir John of Drayton in the chief ſeat and Lordſhip of chat place, with all the Towns, 
Lands, Liberties and Priviledges belonging thereunto, upon condition that from thence- 
forth he ſhould bear his Name and his Arms, according as to that purpoſe, the ſame 
Sir John had formerly covenanted with Sir Henry the Father of this Sir Henry Greene, 
Now this being among his other Children the delight and hopes of his old Father, he 
was by him endowed with great and noble poſleſſions, as belides the Mannor of Drayton, 
of which were parcels the Towns of Luffwick, Iſlip, and Slipton with certain Lands in 
Titchmarſh and Aldwincle ; choſe of Wolſton, Wamingdon, Chalton, Haughton, Batteſhaſeall, with 
Lands in Harringworth, Cottington, Middleton, Carlton, Iſham, Pichteley, Harrowden, Hard- 
wick, Raunds, Ringſtead, Coates, Titchmarſh, and ſundry other places, and he was more- 
over by his provident care, Married to Matilda Daughter and ſole heireſs of Sir Thomas 
Mauduit that was Lord of Werminſter, Weſtbury, Lye, Grateley, Dychurch, and other fair 
Poſſeſlions, all which with the blood and Arms of that Antient and Noble Houle 
by this Alliance devolved into his Family. The ambition of the young Henry Greene 
fomented by theſe favours of fortune, drew him to the Court, where he reſglutel 
joyn'd his hopes and expectations to the fate of that unhappy Prince King Richard the 
Second, at whoſe hand he had received the honour of Knighthood. The merits of his 
perſon ſoon acquired him the neareſt fayour of this King, and thole of his mind, the 
approbation and encouragement of all his Council, into the number whereof he was 
choſen for his great faithfulneſs and abilities And when the Conſpiracies of divers of 
the turbulent and ſeditious Lords had obliged the King to condemn ſome and baniſh 
others, he conferr'd ſeveral parcels of their confilcated Lands upon Sir Henry Greene, 
as the Mannors of Kibworth, Cotgrave and Preſton Capes, that appertained to T homas 
Earl of Warwick; thoſe of Knighton, Cuvelle and Bulkington in the County of Wilts, by 
reaſon of the attainder of Richard Earl of Arundell; and the Place of the Lord Cobh.im 
In London with all its furniture ; to the end he might ſecure the fidelity of thoſe abour 
him by exemplary fatisfa&tion for their ſervices and hazards. And indeed had nor 
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the perverſneſs of this Kings Planet (which obſtinately proſper'd the Rebellion of his 
Enemies) overwhelm'd all his hopes, there was not any greatneſs unto which the defer; 
of this Sir Henry might not have well atrained. Bur at laſt when the Duke of Lay 
caſter's fortune came like a torrent bearing down all before ir, Sir Henry Greene, tha 
had poſſeſſed himſelf of the Caſtle of Briſtol, and meant ro defend it for his Maſter 
to the uttermolt, was taken by his perfidious Garriſon, and delivered bound to the 
Duke, who knowing his conſtancy to be dangerous and unchangeable, cauſed him 
to be beheaded the next day with the Earl of Wiltſhire and Sir John Buſhey.

IR Henry Greene had in his lite-rime made ſuch generous ule of his fortune and the 
favour of King Richard, as found its reward from the gratitude of ſeveral great 

men he had obliged, who contributed their inſtigations to the inclination of the ſuc- 
ceeding King, which was much bent to favour the unfortunate Family of the deceaſed 
Gentleman, whoſe perſon, fidelity and gratitude had been fo exemplary, and who 
loſt his life but for his adherence to a King that had been his Maſter and Benefactor. 
In the very firſt year therefore of King Henry the Fourth, his eldeſt Son RALPH 


GREENE was reſtored by Act of Parliament to the Lordſhip of Drayton and all the | 


reſt of thole Lands that were the inheritance of his Father, or his Mother the Lady 


Matilda de Mauduit. And ſeveral Inſtruments are extant of the grace and clemency of |. 


this Prince to himſelf and the other Children of Sir Henry Greene. This Family com- 


ing again to flouriſh in the County of Northampton, Ralph Greene was in the eight year of | 
King Henry the Fourth choſen to ſerve in the then conſiderable Office of High Sheriff ' 


for thar Shire ; and he is found to have been employed in divers important occaſions | 
for the ſervice of King Henry the Fifth, and particularly in the farſt year of his Reign, to | 
have been joyn'd in Commiſſion with William Lord Roos of Hamlock for ſuppreſſing | 
the Rebellion and Inſurre&tions of William Perwich and his adherents, who in a Hoſtile | 


manner had fallen upon ſeveral of the Kings Subjects and Officers, more eſpecially 
on James Bellers in his return from the laſt Parliament where he had ſerved for Knight 
of the Shire ; as alſo to have been again Sheriff inthe ſecond of that King. Ar laſt 
| having by a provident care and many generous endeavours reſtored his Family to its 
ancient ſplendor and thoſe great Poſleſſions belonging thereunto ; he dyed in the ſixth 
year of Henry the Fifth without any Ifſue of his Wife, who was Catharine the Daughter 
of Ankitell Malliory Lord of Winwick, and that took after to her ſecond Husband the fa- 
mous Sir Simon Felbrigg, who in the Reign of King Henry the Fifth was one of the Knights 
and Companions of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter.

O0HN GEENE for want of Ifſue from his Brother Ralph, came to poſſeſs the 
Lands and Lordſhips belonging to that Family, except what was comprehended 

in the Jointure of the Lady Felbrigg who had been his Brothers Wife. Concerning 
whom there are excant divers tranſaCtions as teſtimonies of the conſiderable proviſion 


had been made for her in that Eſtate, and as one whom his Fathers misfortunes had * 


prepared for the love of a private life, he applyed himſelf co enjoy the happineſs of his |

IR HENRY GREENE by the death of John his Father became poſſeſſed of 
& the Lordſhip of Drayton, whereof were parcels the Towns of Luffwick, I/lip, and 
Slipton, with Lands in T itchmarſh and Aldwincle, of thoſe of Grafton, Hardwick, Sudborow, 
with Lands in Harringworth and Irtlingburgh, all of them in the County of Northampton ; 
of Wamingden and Emerton in the County of Buckmoham, Chalton in Bedfordſhire, Buckworth 
in Huntingtonſhure, of Werminſter, Weſtbury, Lye, Dychurch and other Lands in Wiltſhire, 
and of Grateley in the County of Southampton : which together did at that time make up 
one of the molt conſiderable Eſtates that was then in the poſſeſſion of any Gentleman 
in the Kingdom of England. He lived upon his Mannor and Lordſhip of Drayton in the 
County of Northampton in much eſtimation and authority, the moſt conſiderable Office 
of which Country he did exerciſe in very difficult and different Reigns, being High 
Sheriff therein in the thirteenth of Henry the Sixth, and again in the fifth year of King 
Elward the Fourth ; in both whereof he was by his good fortune preſerved from thar 
ruine under which many Gentlemen and their Eſtates did fink, through thoſe acci- 
dents that were incident to the diſaſtrous partialities of that uncertain Age. He had 
been engaged in the Marriage of two Wives, the firſt was Conſtance Pawlett, the ſecond: 
Margaret Roos ; from the firſt whereof he had no Iflue, and from the latter only 
one Daughter named Conſtance, who after having been ſought in vain by the greateſt 
men of that Age, became ar laſt (from her Fathers love to the illuſtrious Houſe of 
Buckingham) the poſleſſion of the Lord John Stafford, lecond Son to the High and Migh- 
ty Prince Humphrey Duke of Buckingham (for ſo he was ever ſtyled) unto whom ſhe 
brought all thoſe fair Poſlefſions that were of her Fathers Inheritance. 


ONSTANCE GREENE, according to her Fathers intention, did after his 
(* Death bring to the Poſſeſſion of her Husband the Lord John Stafford the Lord- 
ſhip of Drayton, and the reſt of thoſe Lands that had belonged to the Families of the 
Greenes and the Mauduits, which by her Father had been ſetled upon her and her Heirs, 
ſo as for default of ſuch they ſhould revert to the right Heirs of Henry Greene. The 
Lord John Stafford, who had been himſelf, as well as the Duke his Father and his Fa- 
mily, engaged all along in the Lancaſtrian Faction in divers of their Battels, had yer 
the fortune upon the eſtabliſhment of King Edward the Fourth, to acquire ſuch a part 
in the favour of that Valiant and Victorious King, as induced him in the ninth year of 
his Reign to create him Earl of Wiltſhire, to make him afrerwards one of the Knights of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and employ him during his life in ſeveral actions 
of preateſt truſt and confidence, as joyning him a Commiſſioner with the Earl of 
Northumberland to treat with the Ambaſſadors of James the Third King of Scotland, upon 
certain complaints of grievances of both Realms ; who after having lived in great repu- 
ation for valour and prudence, departed this life in the thirteenth year of that King, 
leaving Ifſue by his Wife Conſtance,

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DWAR D Earl of Wilſhire was a Minor at the Death of his Father, and his

Audeley, in the thirteenth year of his Reign, whither he carried a noble band of men 
picked out of his Tenants and Countrymen ; it fo fell our as, by. over-heating himſelf 
or other exceſs of exerciſe occaſioned in that aQion, ' he fell into ſuch a fickneſs as coyld 
never after be maſtered to any degree of ovary and that after having permitted him 
to languiſh for ſome time , rook him out of this world in 'the .... . year of his 
Age and of that Kings Reign the fourteenth. He Married Margaret the Daughter of 
John the ſecond Viſcount Liſle, by whom he had no Iflue;' fo as thoſe fair Lordſhips 
arid Poſſeſſions belonging aforetime to the Mauduits and the Greenes, did of courſe de- 
ſcend to Elizabeth, Anne, Conſtance and Etheldred the Daughters and Coheirs of Sir 
Henry Vere that had been Lord of Adington and Thrapſton, as next of kin to Sir Henry 
Greene, being Grandchildren to his Siſter TJabella the Wife of Sir Richard Vere ; the ſuc- 
ceſfors of Margery his other Siſter, leaving no Iflue after them.

| Hen the Lord Governour Edmund Duke of York was advertiſed that the Duke 
of Lancaſter kepr ſtill the Sea and was ready to arrive, (but where he meant 
firſt ro ſer foot on land there was not any that underſtood the certainty) he ſent for the 
Lord Chancellor Edmund Stafford Biſhop of Exeter, and for the Lord "Treaſurer Willan 
Scroope Earl of Wiltſhire, and other of the King's Privy Council, as John Buſhie, Willian 
Bagot, Henry Greene and John Ruſſell Knights . Of theſe he required to know what they 
thought good to be done in this matter concerning the Duke of Lancaſter being in the 
Seas. Their advice was, To depart from London to St. Albans, and there to gather an 
Army to reſiſt the Duke in his landing. But to how ſmall purpoſe their Counſel 
ſerved, the concluſion thereof plainly declared ; for the moſt part that were called, 
when they came, proteſted, that they would not fight againſt the Duke of Lancaſter, 
whom they knew to be evil dealt withal. 

The Lord Treaſurer, Bagot, Bufhie and Greene perceiving that the Commons would 
cleave unto and take part with the Duke, flipped away, leaving the Lord Governour 
of the Realm and the Lord Chancellor to make what ſhift they could for themſelves. 
Bagot got him to Cheſter, and ſo eſcaped into Ireland ; the other fled to the Caſtle of 
Briſtol in hopes there to be in ſafety.

T the ſame preſent there was arreſted and committed to ſafe cuſtody the Biſhop 
of Norwich, Sir William Elman and Sir Walter Burley Knights, Lawrence Drew and 
John Golofer E.lquires. On the morrow after, the foreſaid Dukes with their power 
went toward Briſtol, where at their coming they ſhewed themſelves before the Town 
and Caſtle being a huge multicude of people. There were encloſed within the Caſtle 
the Lord William Scroope Earl of Wiltſhire and Treaſuter of England, Sir Henry Greene and 
Sir John Buſhie Knights, who prepared to make reſiſtance; but when it would not 
prevail, they were taken and brought forth bound as Priſoners into the Camp before 
the Duke of Lancaſter. On the morrow next enſuing they were arraigned before the 
Conſtable and Marſhal, and found guilty of Treaſon for miſpoverning the King and 
Realm, and forthwith had their heads ſmir off.

Stafford Earl of Wiltſhire. 


TI N the ninth of Edward the Fourth, the fifth of January, John Stafford a younger Son 
f ro Humphrey Duke of Buckingham was created Earl of Wilſhire, and in the twelfth of 
Edward the Fourth joyned in Commiſſion with the Earl of Northumberland and others, 
to treat with the Ambaſladors of James the third King of Scotland, upon certain com- 
plaints of grievances from each Realm. And having married Conſtance the Daughter 
and heir of Sir Henry Greene of Drayton in the County of Northampton Knight,. departed 
his life the eight of May, the thirteench of Edward the Fourth, leaving Edward his Son 
three years of age, being thea ſeized joyntly with the ſaid Conſtance of the Manors of 
Southo in Com. Hunt. of Newinton-Bloſmaville, Clifton and Pollicote in Comitatu Bucks, of 
the Manors of Stamford, Rivers, Tracies, Suttons, Piggeſland, Bottelles, and Briggs, in Co- 
mitatu Efſexie ; Effingham, Shepeſtead , Tillingdon , Porkley , Waldingham , Upwoode, Gatyers 
and Fallmgburg, in Comitatu Surrie.

ance, ſtrife, and debate. And when he had heard their requeſt, he fayd to them 
that he would by the adviſe of his Councell take a good and an indifferent direQion 
and order betwixt the ſaid parties. And then he commanded his Councell to oe to 
the ſaid Leyes in variance, and call before them the Inhabicants of both Townes, ang 
view the ground and fet ſuch directions berwixt the ſaid Inhabitants of both Townes 
that there ſhould be noe more variance for Common of the ſaid Leyes after that tyme. 
The which Councellers tooke a direCtion, that the Tennants of Luffwycke ſhould haye 
and occupy their owne Leyes in peace without diſturbance or clayme of Common of 
the Tennants of Sudburgh; And in like wiſe the Tennants of Swlburgh ſhould haye 
and occupy the ſayd Brigſyleyes in peace without diſturbance or clayme of Common of 
the Tennants of Luffwycke. And over that they ſaid, Yee been all my Lordes Ten- 
nants, and it is his pleaſure that yee ſhall live in reſt, as good neighbours ſhould doe, 
And after the ſayd order and direction it have been uſed and kepte from the ſayd ſix 


yeare till Midſommer now laſt paſt.

Obert Merbury Eſquyer, of th'age of ſixty one yeres, or more, ſworne and ex- 
amyned the day and yereaboveleid, ſeith and depoleth on his othe, thar he was 
ſervaunt to Edward Stafford, late Erle of Wiltſhyre, in the rome of Gentilman-uſher of 
his Chamber, by the ſpace of twenty five yeres or more, whyche was at the ryme of 
the deceſe of the ſeid Erle. Alſo he leith, that the ſeid Erle, about fuche tyme that 
he ſhould ryde towerd Blackhethe Feld, had cauſed a Dede to be made of-his feid Ma- 
nor of Drayton, to the uſe of my Lady his Wyfe, for terme of her lyte ; forſomuche 
the ſeid Erle in the morning when he ſhould departe towerd the ſeid Feld, being in 
the Chapell Chamber, this Deponent beyng preſent, called his ſeid Lady to him, de- 
liveryng the ſeid Dede to her : Whereupon ſhe then looked and keſt ir from her unto 
the floor, ſaying, that ſhe would nor ſay gramercy therefore, excepte ſhe ſhould have 
Warmeſter, and then ſhe, as ſhe ſeid, would thank him therefore. Whereupon this 
Deponent, at the commandement of the feid Erle, tooke up the ſeid Dede, and de- 
livered it to the ſeid Erle, whyche Erle then broke the Seall from it, and d:d caſt ir 


oute of the window into the Moote there, laying to his ſeid Lady, that fuche a perſon - 


ſhuld have it of his gyſt, whyche he truſted ſhuld yeve to him a better gramercy for 
it than ſhe did ; whyche Erle then departed into the great Chamber, and called this 
Deponent to him, commaundyng and chargyng this Deponent, as he ſhuld anſwer 
before God to teftitye, bere witneſle, and openly declare, if opght then good ſhuld 
come to the ſaid Erle at the ſeid Feld, that his full mind and laſt Wyll was, and ſhuld 
be, that his Coflyn Erle of Shrewsbury ſhuld have to him and to his heirs for ever, the 
leid Manor of Drayton, and all his other Fee {ymple Landes, after his detts were 
payd and his Wyll performed. And fo the fiaid Erle departed, then taking his 
horle, towerd the ſeid Feld, at whyche tyme this Deponent rode with him a certen 
ſpace of the waye. Whereupon at ſuche tyme that this Deponent ſhould take his 
leave of the ſeid Erle, he ſeid to this Deponent, Robert, forget not ro bere witneſle of 
that thing whereof I ſpake to thee in the great Chamber concernyng my Manoir of 
Drayton and all my other Fee ſimple Landes ; to whome this Deponent an{weryng 
ſeid, that he would remember his Commaundement, and ſoe departed from the leid 
Erle, returnyng to Drayton foreſeid, to waite upon the foreleid Lady accordyng to the 
commaundement of the ſeid Erle. And he ſeith, that immediately after the comes 
ynge of the ſeid Earle from Blackbethe Feld to Drayton foreleid, and afloone as his Boots 
were drawen of, he called to him this Deponent, demaunding of this Deponent whe- 
ther he remembred the words whyche the ſeid Erle ſpake to him before that tyme in 
the ſeid great Chamber, when he was going toward Blackhethe Feld, concerning Dray- 
tor and his other Fee ſimple Landes. Whereunto this Deponent anſ{weryng ſeid, that 
he remembred them well, defireyng the ſeid Erle to knowe, wheder it were his 
pleſure to contynewe ſtill in the ſame mind or nay. Whyche Erle then ſeid, that he 
contynewed in that mind, and ſo would doe while he lyved, charging this Deponent 
to bere witnefle thereof, whatſoever ſoden aventur or chaunce ſhold happen or come 
(0 the ſeid Erle. Alſo this Deponent ſeith, that after the ſeid words ſpoken he was 
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contynewelly in howlehold with the ſeid Erle duringe his lyfe, and never knewe him 
change his ſeid mind in cha? behalfe ; forſomoche this Deponent divers tymes woylg 
ſay to the ſeid Erle, my Lord, for Gods love remember that ye put not your ſoul 
in charge in yevynge your Landes from the heires. Whereunto the ſeid Erle at all 
trymes anſwered and ſaid to this Deponent, Robert, I may as well yeve thele Lande 
where I will, as I may yeve the Gowne of my back ; For as for the heirs of Yee, 
they ſhall neyer inheric them. Alſo this Deponent ſeich, that at ſuche tyme that the 
ſeid Erle was ſick, this Deponent contynewelly abode with him, by whyche ſeafſon 
this Deponent never knew the ſeid Erle chaunge his mind in this bebalfe. And this 
Deponent alſo ſeith, that on Pabne-Sunday eve, whyche was the eve of our Lady-daye 
of the Annuntiation, and alſo whyche was the daye next before the deceſle of the 
ſeid Erle, this Deponent asked of the ſeid Erle whether he had made his Wyll or nay, 
whyche Erle then ſeid, that he had*made noon as yer, but that he would doe. And thar 
this Deponent asked how his Lordſhip was minded with Drayton and with all his Fee 
ſimple Lands, whereof he commaunded this Deponent before that tyme to bere wit- 
neſle ; whyche- Erle then ſeid, that ic was oon of the greateſt cauſes why he would 
chaunge his Wyll, for as his mind had been to his Coflen Erle of Shrewsbury, foe 
ſhould it contynewe for ever ; commaunding this Deponent and other there preſent 
to teſtiſye , that his laſt Wyll was and ſhould be, thar his Coflen George Erle of Shrews- 
bury ſhould have his Manoir of Drayton and all other his Fee {imple Landes to him and 
to his heires for ever, after the detts payd and the Wyll of the feid Erle performed, 
Then preſent at the ſpeaking of the ſeid wordes Wilkam Pemberton yet lyving, and 
divers others decefſed. Whereupon the ſeid Erle went to other cogitations, at what 
tyme noe man thought that the ſeid Erle ſhould have deceſled ſo ſhortly as he did, 
but truſted that the ſeid Erle ſhuld have lyved muche longer than he did ; albeit on the 
morrow about ten of the clock, what tyme the Preiſt was at Maſle and reding of the 
Paſſion, the ſed Erle departed ro Gods mercy without any chaungyng of his Wyll of 
mind concernyng the premiſles, as far as this Deponent knewe or underſtood. Bur 
this Deponent ſeith, that about ſeven of the Clock in the mornyng of the ſeid Palme- 
Sunday John Mordaunt Serjeaunt at Law came to the ſeid Erle, and asked him how he 
did ; whyche Erle then ſeid, well as it pleaſeth God; and then the feid Mordaunt de- 
parted againe from thence. And about ten of the Clock then next followyng the 
ſeid Mordaunt came againe to the fſeid Erle with a Wyll made in the name of the 
ſeid Erle, whyche Wyll the ſeid Mordaunt then red to the ſeid Erle when he was 
anoyled and in extreme peynes of deth, ſoe that the ſeid Erle neither herde. nor un- 
derſtode what the ſaid Mordaunt red, wherein as by the ſeid redyng it appeared to 
this Deponent, that nether the Manoir of Drayton, nether any parte of the Fee ſimple 
Landes of the ſeid Erle were expreſſed in the ſeid Wyll. And after the ſeid redyng of 


_ the ſeid Wyll the ſeid Erle was deed, or a man perfetly might ſeye a Pater Noſter 


and Ave Maria and oon Crede. And more he knoweth not. 
Depoſition of William Pemberton. 


Illiam Pemberton Gentilman, of the age of forty yeares or more, ſworne and 
examined ſeith, that he was brought up of a chyeld with Edward Stafford 

late Erle of Wiltſhyre, and in his ſervyſe, as ſume tyme his kerver, and ſume tymes 
lay in bed with the ſeid Erle when it pleaſed him, by the ſpace of twenty yeres and 
more, whyche was to the tyme of his deceſſe, Alſo he ſeith, that many and divers 
rymes the ſeid Erle ſhewed and reported to this Deponent, that noon of the chylderen 
or heires of Yere ſhuld inheret his Manoir of Drayton, or eny parte of his other Fee 
ſimple Landes, bur that his Coflen the Erle of Shrewsbury ſhuld have to him and to his 
heires for ever the ſeid Manoir, with all his other Fee ſimple Lands, all his derts payd and 
his Wyll performed. Alſo this Deponent ſeith, that the day next before the deceſle of 
the ſeid Erle, the ſeid Erle reherſed the feid wordes before this Deponent, Robert Merbu 


and others now deceſſed, wyllinge and charging them to bere witneſſe whenlo- 
ever 
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ever they ſhuld be called, that his full myend and laſt Wyll was and ſhuld be, chat 
his Coflyn George Erle of Shrewsbury {huld have his Manoif of Drayton with all his other 
Fee ſimple Landes, to him and to his heires for ever, after his detts paid and his Wyll 
performed. And heleith, in vertue of his othe, and as he ſhall anlwere before God, 
he was continewelly preſent with the ſeid Erle from the ſeid tyme of the foreſeid 
ſpeking of the ſeid wordes by the ſeid Erle unto that the ſeid Erle was deed, about ten 
of the Clock before noon on Palm-Sondaye, and whyche was our Lady day Annun- 
ciation, aboute whyche tyme the Preift beyng at Maſle, was redyng of the Paſſion, 
by all whyche ſeaflon this Deponent never knewe, herd, or underſtoode that the ſeid 
Frle changed his wyll or myend ether in word or dede in that behalfe. And more 
he knoweth nor. 


Depoſuion of Henry Caine. 


CT Ew Caine Yoman, of the age of eight and forty yeres and more, ſworne and 
examyned ſeith, that he was Grome of the Chamber to the ſeid Erle by the 

ſpace of ſeven yeres ; and after that this Deponent was Yoman of the Chamber with 
the ſeid Erle by the ſpace of other ſeven yeres and more, whyche was to the tyme of 
the deceſle of the ſeid Erle, by whyche Caflon after Blackhethe Feld as well at Drayton 
2s at Palenall and divers other places, this Deponent divers and meny tymes hath herd 
the ſeid Erle openly declare, for his wyll, before this Deponent and divers others of his 
fellowes bothe Yomen and Gromes of the: Chamber, that his Coffyn Erle of Shrews- 
bury ſhuld have to him and to his heires for ever the Manoir of Drayton and other his 
Fee ſimple Landes, afcer his Derts payd and his Wyll performed, commaundnig this 
Deponent and other his fellowes to record and teſtifye the premyſles. Allo this Depo- 
nent ſeich, that the ſeid Erle aboute a moneth before his decefle gave lycenſe to this 
Deponent to goe to Newark upon 'Trent for ſuche belineſles as this Deponent there had 
to doe, about whyche ſeaſſon this Deponent came to the Erle of Shrewsbury, lyeing 
at Winfeld, at whoſe coming the ſeid Erle demaunded of this Deponent, how his 
Coſſyn Erle of Wiltſhyre did ; Whereunto this Deponent aunſwering ſeid, that at his 
departing from the ſeid Erle of Wiltſhyre he was metely in goode helthe : whyche Erle 
of Shrewsbury then ſeid, that he underſtode that the ſeid Erle of Wiltfhyre ſhuld be de- 
celled. And then this Deponent ſeid, that he would ryde ftreyht ro his ſeid Lordes 
place to knowe the certente, and to bryng redy word againe to the ſeid Erle of Shrews- 
bury. Whereupon at the coming of this Deponent to Drayton his ſeid Lord was deed 
and buryed, and diverſe of his fellowes, both Yomen and Gromez of the Chamber, 
now deceſled, without asking of eny queſtion by this Deponent, ſeid to him, that 
their Lord and Maſter had yeven and bequethed to the Erle of Shrewsbury and to his 
heires for ever his Manoir of Drayton with all his other Fee ſimple Landes, after his 
Detts paid and his Wyll performed : And that the ſeid Erle of Wiltſhyre had requyred 
the ſeid Erle of Shrewesbury to be good Lord and Maſter to them, as he truſted verelye 
he would be. Whereupon this Deponent tooke his Horle and returned to Wynfeld fore- 
ſaid, where this Deponent ſhewed to the ſeid Erte of Shrewsbury, how the (eid Erle 
of Wilteſhyre had bequeathed and wylled to him Drayton with other his Fee ſimple Landes, 
in manner and forme as he hath above depoſed. And more he cannot depole. 


Depoſition of William Boyes: 


Wi: Boyes Yoman, of the age of eight and forty yeares and more, ſworne 
and examyned ſeith, that he was Servant to the ſeid Erle of Wilteſhyre as be- 

yng Uſher of his Hall, and keeper of his Parke at Drayton, by the ſpace of twenty 

yeres and more, whyche was to the tyme of his deceſſe. Alſo this Deponent ſeirh, 
| thatthe ſeid Erle aboute two dayes before he leyd him downe of the ſyckneſſe whereof 
| | Hedyed, walked into his Parke of Drayton and ſeid to this Deponent, - that his mynde 
" F ndlaſt Wyll was and ſhuld bee, that his Cofſyn Erle of Shrewsbury ſhuld have his 


| | Manoir 
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Manoir of Drayton, with all his other Landes in Fee {1mple, to have to hyme and t 
his Heyres for ever, after his Derts payde and his Wylle performyd ; whyche wargz 
this Deponent, as he ſeith, hath herd the ſeid Erle Ipcke above forty rymes, command. 

nge this Deponent to beer wytneſle thereof ; ſayeing allo, that he would have his 
ſeid Coflyn Shrewsbury to ſocor and help this Deponent and other his feloes, if theye 
ſhuld nede of Maſterſhyp or Lordſhyp, and fo he woold require his {eid Coſlyn ſoo to 
doo. Allfoe he ſeith, that he never knewe or herd that the feid Erle any tyme changed 
his ſeid mynde and Wylle in eny poyent thereof, but that he ever contynewed in the 
Game mynde duryng his lyfe : And more he knoweth nor. 


Depoſition of Chryſtopher Myddylton. 


Hryſtopher Myddylton, of the age of forty five yeres and above, {worne and exa: 
myned, ſeith in vertue of his othe, that he was Grome of the ſtyrop to the 

Erle of Wilteſhyre by the ſpace of fix yeres or more, whyche was to the tyme of his de- 
ceſle. Alſo he ſeith, ther he herd the ſeid Erle, as well in takeing his journeye to- 
werd Blackhethe feeld as after his returnynge from thence at Drayton, Bakenall and in 
other places, dyvers times reporte and ſeye, that noone of the heyres of Yeer ſhuld 
inherit his Manoir of Drayton or any other his Fee-{imple Landes, though he ſhuld he 
drawen in Hell : But that his laſt Wylle was and ever ſhuld be, that his Coſlyn Erle 
of Shrewsbury ſhuld have the ſeid Manoir, and all his Fee {imple Landes, to him and 
to his heyres for eyer, after his Detts payd and his Wylle performed, whyche he 
woold yeve to his ſeid Coſlyn for a remembrance, truftyng he woold be good Lord 
to his Servauntes ; whyche Erle to the knowlege or underſtandyng of this Deponent 
never changed his ſeid Wylle or myend in that behalfe. Alſo he ſeith that aboure a 
wyke or more after the burying, of the ſeid Erle, Thomas Mountegue, one of the Feoffees 
and Executors of the ſeid Erle, came to this Deponent at a place in Drayton called the 
Barebeed, demaunding of this Deponent how he woold doo ; whereunto this Depo- 
nent aunſwering ſeid, that he knew not howe to doo, nether whether to goo as year; 
whyche Mountegue then ſeid, that he thought that William Merbury his old Maſter woold | 
have this Deponent ; this Deponent ſeid, that Maſter Mordaunt Serjaunt had defired his 
Servys, and had offered to him good wages, but he had not agreyed to take them, nor 
knewe not whether he ſo woold. And whyche Mountegue then feid to this Deponent, 
thou knoweſt that I am oon of the Feoffees in my Lordes Landes, and alfoe oon of his 
Executors, and knew as moche of his myend as ſumme other did, and year I am not 
callyd to Councell, for there is now in the towre here in the place at Drayton Maſter 
Mordaunt Serjaunt, Sir Thomas Cheneye, William Merbury and other ſuche as pleſyth them, 
which wyll not let me bee pryveye what they doo there : But whart they doo or intend 


\ to doo I cannot tell, or whether they wyll change my Lordes Wylle in any thing ; 


Burt this I know of troth, that oure Lord and Maſter's myend was at the tyme of his 
deth, that his Coſlyn Erle of Shrewsbury ſhuld have this Manoir here of Drayton, and 
all other his Fee ſimple Landes, afrer his Detts payde and his Wylle performyd. And 
then this Deponent ſeid to the ſeid Mountegue, that he dyverle tymes hath herd his 
ſeid Lord ley and reporte the ſame. And more he knoweth nor. 


Depoſition of Thomas Cade. 


Homas Cade Clarke, Parſon of Buckworth in the Dioceſſe of Lincohe, of th'age of 

forty eight yeres and more, ſworne and examyned the firſt day of the Moneth of 
Marche, in the fifth yere of the Reigne of King Henry the Eight, upon the teſtament 
and laſt wyll of Edward late Erle of Wiles ſeith and depoſeth, that he knew well and 
perferly the leid Erle, inſomoche this Deponent was his houſehold Chaplayne by the 
ſpace of ſeven yeres and more. And as concernyng the makyng of the Teſtament 
and laſt Wyll of the ſeid Erle, this Deponent ſeith, that he can nothing depoſe of 


the contents thereof, but affirmeth, the twenty fourth day of Marche, then being 
Palme- 
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Palm-Sonday, in the yeare of our Lord God one thouſand four hundred ninety and 
eight, this Deponent was preſent at the Manoir of Drayton the day and yere aboveſeid 
in a high Chamber, in whyche Chamber the ſeid Erle lay ſick, and there in the pre- 
ſnce of this Deponent the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll was engroled in Parchment 
by one Philip Foſter, and preſented and delyvered unto the Handes of the ſeid Erle, and 
chen and there in preſence of this Deponent the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll was ſoe 
ſcaled with his accuſtomed ſquare Signet, graved with a ramping Bere upon a Bere- 
werdes Staffe, then being preſent art the ſealing of the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll 
John Mordaunt Serjeaunt at the Law, Robert Wittelbury, William Marbury, Philip Foſter, 
James Walbef, Maſter William Hylde then Maſter of the College of Foderinghay, this Depos 
nent, and others more, whole names he perferly remembreth not. Allo this Depo- 
nent affirmeth, thar the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll of the ſeid Erle foe Sealed was 
his laſt Wyll and Teſtament, and that he never made after that tyme any other Teſta- 
ment, neither olempne in wryting, nor nuncupative by word, and that he renounced 
all other Wylls, and toke him onely to that Wyll, and wold the fame to ſtand 
for his laſt Wyll and Teſtament and none other ; ſeying alſoe, that the ſeid 
Erle was at the tyme of the ſealing of the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll in- pers 
fite minde and good remembrance. And at the ſame tyme the ſeid Erle 
delivered the ſeid Teſtament and laſt Wyll ſoe perficly engroſed and ſealed, 
unto the handes of William Merbury, one of the ſeid Erles Executours, in the name of 
all other his Executours. This done as above is written, the ſeid Erle prayed and 
required this Deponent, that he wold houlell him, and thereunto this Deponent an- 
ſwered and feid thele words following ; My Lord, I have made every thing in full 
redynefſe to goe to Maſle, if ye be ſo pleaſed, and at the ſame Maſle to peed ar 
hooſte, and when Maſle is done, to houſell you. Nay ſeid the fame Erle, I pray 
ou let me not tarry foe long. And thereupon this Deponent went downe into the 
Chapell, and brought the Sacrament up to the ſeid Erles lodging Chamber, and ſer 
it upon the cupborde there redy prepared for the ſame, and came to the ſame Erle 
lyeing in his bed, and ſeid to him theſe words following ; My Lord, I have brought to 
you your Maker and Redeemer, as ye have defired me to doe ; and foraſmoche as 
every Preiſt that ſhall cake upon him to mineſter the ſame Sacrament to eny Chriſten 
man, ought to examine the faith of ſoche perſon as it ſhall be minſtred unto, I doe 
require of you that I may know what faith is in you, and how ye believe. Where- 
unto the ſeid Erle anſwered and ſeid, I believe in Almighty God Creatour and Maker 
of Hevyn and Erthe, and in Jeſus Chriſte his onely begoten Son ; and fo in effe&t he 
anſwered fourthe to all the twelve Articles of the Faith, with many other good and 
contryte wordes ; and ſeid thele wordes following to this Deponent and to all other 
then being preſent there, I pray you witnefle with me (and looked on fide to th'oder, 
folkes being in the Chamber) and all you. And after theſe wordes the ſeid Erle wich 
contrite herte made a general knowledge to God, ſeying, Confiteor Deo, beate Marie, 
&c. Then this Deponent, by ſuche authorite as to him was yeven, unto the ſeid 
Erle graunted and gave abſolution ; and that done, the ſeid Erle received the Sacra- 
ment by the handes of this Deponent with great reverence and meekeneſle of hearr. 
And after that the ſeid Erle commaunded this Deponent to goe to Maſle in the ſeid 
Erles Chamber, where at that tyme the ſeid Erle lay ; and for becauſe the ſeid Cham- 
ber was ſumewhar cloſe, the ſeid Erle commaunded certen panes of the window of 
the ſeid Chamber to be taken downe, and to th'entente that more freſh ayre ſhuld 
coume in, commaunded that the window ſhuld be fer open, in whyche window this 
Deponent then ſeid Maſle ; and for becauſe there came fo moche winde in ar the ſeid 
window, this Deponent fpake to Philip Foſter to help him at that ryme to ſing, thar 
when he ſhould come to the conſecration of the hoſte, that then the ſeid Philip ſhuld 
ſhut the ſaid window, and foe to remaine ſhut till this Deponent had uſed. And when 
this Neponent had begun his Maſſe, the ſeid Erle of his owne minde perceiving thac 
the winde was noyenfe to this Deponent in ſeying his Maſſe, commaunded the ſeid 
window to be ſhut, before he came to the Epiſtle in the feid Mae And after 
= Maſle 
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Maſle ended, there went a Chaplaine of the ſeid Erles to high Maſle in the Chapell 
whole name was Sir John Bukmaſter, and at the paſſion tyme of the ſeid high Male 
ſo ſeidin the ſeid Chapell by the ſeid Sir John Bukmaſter,there came to this Deponent one 
of the ſeid Erles Servaunts called Robert Wilkinſon, and (eid to this Deponent theſe worgs 
following ; Fader, for the reverence of God come to my Lord, for he is in the Paine 
of dethe. And thereupon this Deponent departed oute of the {eid Chapell into the 
ſeid Erles Chamber, and found there noe creature bur himſelf onely. And this De- 
ponent lighted a file. of wax that was hallowed, and feid thele wordes following 
I manus tus, Domine, &c. And in that ſame moment the ſeid Erle departed to Gog 
oute of this preſent lyte. And thus this Deponent let the deed body of the ſeid Erle, 


whoſe foule God ablolve. And more he knoweth not.

[ Ames Walbef of Oſneye in the Countie of Oxford Gentleman, of th'age of fifty yere;, 

- ſworne and examined upon the Teſtament and laſt Wyll of Edward late Erle of 
Wiltes ſeith, that he was Auditor to Edward late Erle of Wilts, whole foule Jelus pardon; 
And this Deponent ſeich, that he was preſent at the Manoir of Drayton on Palme- 
Sonday in the morning, the fourteenth yere of the Reigne of our late Sovereigne 
Lord King Henry the ſeventh, in the Chamber where the ſeid Erle lay ſick on his-deth- 
bed, at whyche tyme the ſeid Erles laſt Wyll was brought forthe by one Philip Foſter, 
ſomeryme beyng Schole-maſter and Servaunt to the ſeid Erle. At whych tyme Jy 
Mordaunt then Sarjeaunt at the Law there being preſent, after the ſeid Wyll was 
read, demaunded and asked of the ſeid Erle, whether that his full minde was, that 
that Wyll ſhuld clerely ſtand for his laſt Wyll or noe, and if he would renounce all 
manner of other Wylls. Whereunto the feid Erle anſwered and eid, char he did 
renownce all other Wylls, and that he would hold him to that Teſtament onely, and 
thar it ſhould ſtande to be ferme and ſtable for his laſt Wyll and Teſtament and none 
other, with an articule whyche the ſeid Erle cauſed to be put into the ende of his 
Wyll, that Robert Wilkinſon ſhuld have an annuitie of forty {ſhillings for terme of his 
lyfe, and allo the ſeid Erle recyted certen articules of his Wyll in eſpecial as hereaker 
followeth, thar is to ley, that the ſeid Philip Foſter ſhuld have an annuitie of four marksfor 
terme of his lyte, as this Deponent remembreth, and alſo that Edward Bruet then Grome 
of his Chamber ſhuld have an annuitie of forty ſhillings for terme of his lyfe, and 
that all Fees whyche were graunted by Dede or by Patent by his Fader, his Moder 
or his Graundfader Greene or by himſelf, ſhuld be held ferme and ſtable for terme 
of theire lyyes to whome they were graunted. And after this done the feid Wyll was 
ſealed with a Sygnet of Gold, the print whereof was a Bere, as this Deponent re 
membereth, the whyche Sygnet was in his powche under his bedes head at that tyme. 
And after it was ſealed, the ſeid Erle delivered it to the handes of William Marbury El: 
quier, one of his Executours, in the preſence of diverſe of his houſehold Servaunts. 
And after the ſeid Wyll was foe red, ſealed and delivered to the feid William Marbury, 
the ſeid Erle defired to be howſelled, and then and there one Sir Thomas Cade, then 
Chaplain to the ſeid Erle, wente into the Chapell, and brought forthe an hoſt, 
whyche was conlecrate before that tyme, to the ſeid Erle, and thereupon the cid 
Sir Thomas Cade had many good words of exhortation to the feid Erle before he was 
howſelled for his ſoules helthe, and the ſeid Erle had in likewiſe many good words 
to him and to them chat ſtood by,like a good trewe Cryſten man, whyche this Deponent 
now perfetly remembreth not; And thereupon the ſeid Erle was howſelled by the 
handes of the ſeid Sir Thomas Cade. And after that the ſeid Erle commaunded the leid 
Sir Thomas Cade to goe to Maſſe. Whereupon the ſeid Sir Thomas Cade went to Maſlein 
a window before the ſeid Erle ; and about the ſpace of an hour after the ſeid Maſle 
was done, there went another Prieſt to high Maſle in the Chapell, and at the paſl 
on tyme of the ſ{eid high Maſle the ſeid Erle departed out of this world. And this 


Deponent ſeith, that he was ſervaunt to the ſeid Erle many yeres, and was privye to 
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the orderinge of diverle and many matters touching the ſeid Erle. Alſo this De: 
nent feith , That the Wyll of the ſeide Erle was written in Paper and cor- 
reed by the ſeid Erles Councell, before it was written into Parchmene ; and after 
that it was fo corrected by the leid Councell and by the commaundement of the 
ſid Erle, the leid Erle commaunded William Marbury to cauſe his ſeid Wyll to be 
written and engrofled into Parchement, and thereupon the ſeid Wyll was ſo written 
by the handes of the ſeid Philip Foſter as is above depoſed. And this Deponent ſeih; 
hat he was never pſvye eny tyme before the dethe of the ſeid Erle at the making of 
the ſeid Wyll, or otherwiſe, nether herde, knewe nor underſtoode by the leid Erle 
ar eny ſeaſſon, that his Collyn Erle of Shrewsbury ſhuld have the Manoir of Drayton or 
eny other Londes or Tenements of the ſeid Erles ; but as this Deponent remembreth, 
the ſeid Erle made his ſeid Collyn Erle of Shrewsbury Overſeer of his laſt Wyll and Te- 
tament. Alſo this Deponenc ſeith,' that he was dayly in the Houſe of the ſeid Erle 
fom Cryſtmaſle unto the day of his dethe in keeping of his audite, and declared all 
the declarations upon the Thurſday before the day of his deceſe, and that he never 
herd eny other Wyll by mouth or otherwiſe reherſed for his full Wyll, other then 
the ſeid Wyll. And more this Deponent knoweth not in this matter as he ſeich,

An Award between the Earl of Shrewsbury, and John Mordaunt 


concerning the Mannor of Drayton. 


O all Chriſtian people, to whom this preſent writing Indented ſhall come, 
heare, or ſee, Robert Brudenell and Richard Elliot, rwo of the Kings Juſtices, ſend 
oreeting in our Lord. Whereas there have been diverle variances and debates, moved 
and had, between the Right Honourable Lord George Earle of Shrewsbury on th'one 
partie, and John Mordaunt Squire and Elizabeth his Wite, one of the Coflyns and heires 
to the Right Honourable Edward late Erle of Wiltſhire on his Mothers fide, that is to 
ſay, by Conſtance Mother of the ſaid Erle and Daughter and heir of Henry Greene. of 
Drayton in the County of Northampton Squire, and Humphrey Browne Squire, late Huſ- 
band to Amye, and George Browne his Son and heir apparent, and Son and heir to the 
ſame Amye, another Coflyn, and another of the heirs to the ſaid Erle of Wiltſhire after 
the forme aforeſaid, and Sir Wiſtan Browne Knight, and John Browne his Son and heir ap- 
parent, and Audrey his Wife, the third Coſlyn and heir to the ſame Erle after the man- 
ner aboveſaid on th'other partie, of and upon the right, title, reverſion and poſſeſſion 
as well to the aforeſaid Mannor of Drayton with th* appurtenances, as of all other 
Mannors, Lands, Tenements, and Heredicaments with their appurtenances, in the 
ſaid County of Northampton, or elſewhere, which late were ro the faid Conſtance, or 
to the foreſaid Henry Greene, or to any other perſon or perſons, to th'uſe of them or th 
other of them ; which Mannors, Lands, Tenements, the foreſaid Erle of Shrewsbury 
climeth by a Will, ſuppoſed to be made by the ſaid Erle of Wiltſhire, by which 
Vill the foreſaid Erle of Wiltſhire ſhould Will co the ſaid Erle of Shrewsbury, all his Fee- 
imple Land ; Whereupon the foreſaid parties have compromitted themſelves, to 
abide th* Award, Ordiriance and Judgment, of us the ſaid Robert Brudenell and Richard 
Elliot Arbitrators indifferently named and choſen by and between the aforeſaid parties, 
to award, ordain, and deme, as well of and upon the premiſfes, as for and upon all 
manner Evidences , Charters , Eſcripts, Writings and Aminiments concerning the 
premiſſes,. or any part of them, and of all manner of Actions, Suits, Quarrels, and 
Demands, had or moved between the forelaid parties, or other Servants, or Friends bes 
fore the date of theſe preſents, concerning the pretmiſles. And we the aforeſaid Ar- 
bitrators taking upon us the authority and power to Award, Ordain and Deme, of 
and upon the premiſſes, calling before us the Counlſels of the laid parties, hearing and 
ſeeing their Tytels, Anſwers, Replications, Evidences, Proves, and all other their 
Allegances, concerning their aforeſaid Tytles and Intereſs, by good deliberation and 
by conſent ofthe ſaid parties, Award, Ordain and Deme, of and upon the premiſes,

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in manner and form following, thar is to ſay, foralmuch as the aforeſaid John Mordaunt, 
Sir Wiſtan, Humphrey Browne, George and John Browne, have ſhewed to us the ſaid Arhj. 
trators, 2 Will ſuppoſed to be made by the ſame Erle of Wiltſhire, and feal'd with 
his Seal ; in which Will he revoked all former Wills, and will'd that ſame Will 
ſand in his full trength and vertue, and for his laſt Will ; and in that Will there is ng 
clauſe whereby the {aid Erle of Shrewsbury ſhould have any of his Mannors, Lands, 
Tenements, as by the ſame more plainly appeareth. And allo they have ſhew'd un. . 
to us fair and ſufficient Deeds, and other Writings, proving the forelaid Mannor of 
Drayton, and other the ſaid Mannors, Lands, Tenements and hereditaments, to he 
yeven in tail to the Anceſtors of the ſaid Conſtance, Mother to the laid Erle of Wiltſhire, 
and that the ſame Erle of Wiltſhire had and enjoyed the ſame by reaſon of the (ame 
tails, and the foreſaid Elizabeth and George Browne, and Audrey, be Coſens and nex: 
heires to the ſaid Conſtance, Mother to the ſaid Erle of Wiltſhire, and to the ſaid Erle on 
his ſaid Mothers fide, and heritable to the forelaid Mannors, and other premiſes, by 
reaſon of the ſame tayles : Wherefore we Award, Ordain and Deme, that the fore.

Browne and Audrey his Wife, and to ſuch perſon or perſons as they ſhall name, to the 
uſe of the laid Elizabeth, George and Audrey, and their heirs, all ſuch Righr, Title, 
Claim, Intereſt and Demands, as the ſaid Erle of Shrewsbury, or any perſon or per: 
ſons to his uſe, hath in the foreſaid Mannors, Lands and Tenements, and other the 
premiſes, by reaſon of any Gift or Will in the premiſes, or any part of them, made 
by the forelaid Erle of Wiltſhire to the foreſaid Erle of Shrewsbury, at the Coſts and 
Charges of the ſaid John Mordaunt, John and George Browne in all things ; And further- 
more the ſaid Erle of Shrewsbury ſhall deliver, or caule to be delivered to the faid Jon 
Mordaunt, Humphrey Browne, John and George Browne, or to their Deputy or Deputies 
in London, all ſuch Charters, Evidences and Writings, as he to his own uſe, or any 
other to his ule, ro his knowledge, hath only concerning the premiſes, as ſoon as it 
may be conveniently done ; for the which Releaſes and other things above ſpecified, 
and for other Coſts and Charges which the aforeſaid Erle of Shrewsbury hath had by 
occaſion of the premiſes, We the ſaid Arbitrators, Award, Ordain, and Deme, that 
the ſaid Sir Wiſtan, John Mordaunt, Humphrey Browne and John Browne ſhall content and 
pay to the ſaid Erle of Shrewsbury, his Executors or Affigns, two hundred Marks of 
lawful Money, in forme following ; that is to ſay, the ſaid John Mordaunt ſhall con- 
rent and pay to the foreſaid Erle of Shrewsbury, his Executors or Aſſigns, in the day 
of the Feaſt of St. George the Martyr, next coming after the date above written, at 
the Rode of the North dore in the Cathedral Church of Pauls in the City of Londm, 
berween the hours of Nine and Eleven of the Clock of the ſame day, a hundred marks;

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The Arms of the Veres of Addington were of Vere Charged upon the 
Center with an Eſcucheon, bearing Argent a Croſs Gules. 
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Of the Original, Deſcent, Paſſeſsions, Alliances, A&ions 
\ and Arms, of the Houſe of Vere, which were Lords of 
Addingron and Thrapſton. 


— HF V-RES that were Lords of Adinzton and T hrapſton had 
xo thcir Original from Sir Robert de Vere, who was ſecond Son 
to Aubrey Earl of Guiſnes, Great Chamberlain to King Henry 
the Firſt, and Lord Chief Juſtice of England. Which granted, 
it will not after be denied, but their extraction was as great, 
as any thing, from whence an Engliſh Subje& could derive. 

I ſhall not enter upon exaggeration of the Greatneſs, and ad- 

_ " vantages of the Houle of Oxford, they having been ſuch, as with 
which, 1 think, few other can be comparable ; but leave them to ſome fortunate 
Author, who by faithfully expoſing their truths unto the world , may do himſelf 
honour, and the Nation too : I ſhall only purſue what may concern thoſe eres of 
which I treat, and with whom I came to be acquainted, by peruſing the Evidences 
in the Houſe of Drayton ; and unto this Family, I am obliged to tell the Reader, that 
| think there does belong, an attribution of as much Honour and Eſteem, as any of 
their Quality could pretend unto. They have always produced Knights famous for 
their prowels, for their fidelities, and for their prudence ; They appear in many con-' 
ſiderable expeditions abroad ; in France, in Paleſte, in Scotland, in Wales, in the moſt 
notable Offices at home, Governing under their Princes the Countries where they 
lived. They enter into the moſt eminent Alliances, with the Houſes of Wake, Baſ- 
ſett, Seagrave, Clifford, and De la Souche ; and they have always poſleſſed many great 
Mannors, and noble Lordſhips. Belides which, in the whole ſpace of their durance 
here, there remains not on their memories the leaſt ſpot of reproach or prejudice ; 
but, as all things are ordained to have an end, it was the fortune of this Houle to termi- 
nate in the Lady Elizabeth Vere, Daughter and Heir to the laſt Sir Henry Vere, who 
being marryed to John the firſt Lord Mordaunt, brought into his Family the . Honor, 
the Blood, the Lands, and the Arms of this Houſe ; which were of Yere, charged on 
the Center with a Shield, bearing Argent a Croſs Gules, always born by the Lords 
of this Family, in memory of their Anceſtor Sir Robert de Vere, who was (lain, with 
his General, in a fight in Paleſtine, being at that time Standard-bearer to William Longeſpe, 


the famous Earl of Salisbury, that was Grandſon to King Henry the Second, and the 
fair Lady Roſamond. 


AUBREY deVERE, Farl of Guiſnes, Chief Jaſticiar and 
Great Chamberlain to King Henry the Firſt, 


UBREY de VERE Fail ff Guiſnes, was Chief Juſticiar of England under 
A King Henry the Firſt, which in that time was the greateſt Office of the Crown ; 

whoever was inveſted in it, did excecd all the Noblemen in dignity, and in 
power all the Magiſtrates. And he was alſo Chamberlain to King Henry the Firſt, 
ater the death of Robert Mallet. Beſides the other great pofleſſions which his Father 
Earl Aubrey the elder, and himſelf had acquired at the Conqueſt, he held the Lord- 
ſhips of Drayton, Luffwyck, Iſlip, Slipton, Addington and Twyvell in the County of North- 
ampton. This Aubrey was among the great men of his time, in the higheſt eſteem for 
wildom, and experience ; and always lived of neareſt uſe, and Counſel to thoſe 
Princes, with whom he was Contemporary. He was lent in the fourth year of 
King Stephen to that memorable Council of Wincheſter, unto which the King himſelf 
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had been cited by his own Brother, then Biſhop of that See, where with great force 
and eloquence he pleaded the King's Cauſe in defence of his impriſoning certain 
Biſhops, which was there laid to his Charge. Bur ic fell our, that in the ſucceed. 
ing year he was ſlain in London in a tumult raiſed by the Seditious Citizens. He 
married Adeliza the Daughter of Gilbert of Clare, by whom he had Iflue

Y buſineſs being to deduce the Deſcent of the Yeres that were Lords of Dray- 

ton and Addington, and not of the Earls of Oxford, I am obliged to return to 
ROBERT de VERE, the ſecond Son of the forementioned Aubrey, ro whom his 
Father lefc for his proviſion and Inheritance, the Lordſhips of Drayton, Luffwyck, Slipton 
Iſlip, both the Addingtons, and the Land of Twyvell ; which latter they had held of the 
Abby of Thorney. We find this Robert in a Charter of his under the ſtile of Robert 
the Son of Aubrey the Kings Chamberlain, did acknowledge to hold the Land of 
Twyvell ; for ſo long as he ſhould live , from Robert the Lord Abbot of Thoruy 
and the Monks of that Houſe, by the ſame Covenants under which }:is Father bes 
fore him held the ſame; and that for the Tenths of the five Carucates, which his F4- 
ther had given to Saint Mary of Thorney, to wit, of Drayton, Iſlip, and Addington, that 
were of his dominion, he did grant the ſame to God, Saint Mary, and the Monks of 
Thorney. There is extant of his another Charter, wherein by the name of Robert the 
Son of Aubrey; in the firſt year of the Reign of King Henry the younger, in the pre- 
ſence of his own Son Henry, he did quit-claim the Mannor of Twyvell to the Mona: 


ſtery of Thorney ; which gift was after confirm'd by Pope Alexander the third. He 


was one of the moſt faithful and vigorous aflertors of the intereſt and pretences of 
Matilda the Empreſs, and the Prince her Son, againſt King Stephen, during the heats 
of all the differences appertaining to that conteſt ; and of ſuch efteem were the effects 
of his Valour, and generous endeavours, as obliged that Princeſs to promiſe him 2 
Barony valuable with that given to Jeffery de Vere, and other Lands of equal conſis 
deration within a year after ſhe ſhould come to enjoy the Realm of England. He 
Married Matilda the Daughter of the Lord Robert de Furnell, with whom her Father 
gave in free Marriage divers Lands in Cranford ; by whom he had Iflue

ENRY the Son of Robert de Vere, that was Lord of Drayton, Addington and 
other Lordſhips, was bred up under the care and conduct of his Couſin, the 
reat William de Magnavilla, Earl of Eſſex and Albemarle, who was the Son of Roeſiu

de Vere Countels of Eſſex, his Fathers Siſter. Henry de Vere did give himſelf to a depen- 


dance upon this Earl, who was a man of great military fame in that time, and from 
his example and precept becarhe a Knight of much renown and valour. For his fuſt 
clay in Arms, he flew with his own hand, Ralph de Vaux, in an encounter near the 
Ciry of Gyſors, who was the Son of a great Lord that would have fortified a ſtrong 
Houle of his too near the Borders, and had beſides injured his Couſin the Earl of Ale- 
marle, the King's Chiet Governor in thoſe parts ; the words, are, verbis dehoneſtavit 
amaris. He was made Conſtable of the Caſtle and City of Gyſfors, where he com- 
manded with much reputation, till that after the death of his Father he was called 
home to the care of a conſiderable fortune of his own, where we find him afterwards 
to have been one of thoſe that ſided with King John, being then but Earl of Moriton, 


' againſt the prond Biſhop of Fly, whom King Richard had left behind him to _ 
the 
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the Land in his abſence, being by the ſame Biſhop, amongſt diverſe others of che 
reat Lords of that time, excommunicated. He had in Marriage, with one of the 
Daughters of a great Lady, whoſe name was Hildeburga ....... the Mannor of 
Mautford, and thirty pounds Land in Ampton, which ſhe held of the Barony of Bouden, 


that did belong to her Father Baldwin of Boxo, a great Lord of that time.

E find not any Lands were lett by his Father unto R O BE RT the ſecond 
Son of Sir Henry de Vere ; bur it is to be eſteemed that he inherited no ſmall 
part of his Vertue and his Valour, ſince his own merits acquired him ſuch a fortune, 
as was ſufficient to maintain his deſcendants in much ſplendor and reputation for 
many Ages. He was bred up to that renowned calling wherein every well borrt 
man aſpired to an excellence, in that heroick Age : Fame in Arms being an Or- 
nament, without which no great man could appear with any advantage : bur ir was 
che ſubliſtance and only hopes of their younger Brothers. And herein this Robert 
did ſucceed ſo well, as he became the Favorite to the great Warriers of that time, 
from ſeveral of which he received great gifts of Lands, whoſe values were in tha 
Age very conſiderable, ro engage him in their intereſts and dependance, as thoſe 
in Dalentune from the Lord Jeffery de Lucy, the Lordſhips of Addington and Toyvell 
from his Uncle William de Vere, and the noble Lordſhip and Market Town of Thrap- 
ſton from the Lord Baldwin de Wake in Marriage with his Aunt the Lady Margaret, to 
which King Henry the Third did after in his favour, and in the twenty ninth of his 
Reign, grant by his Charter divers liberties and priviledges. After the death of his 
firſt Wife he contrafted a new Marriage with a Lady whoſe name was Elena, that is 
conjectured to have been of the higheſt quality, from her Seals, her ſtile, the com- 
plements uſed rowards her in the applications of Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, Jeffery of Lucy, 
and other of the greateſt Lords, by whom in their deeds ſhe was ever treated with 
the ſtile of Nobilis Domina Elena de Vere; and it is believed ſhe was that Elena the 
Daughter of Roger de Quincy, the laſt Earl of Wincheſter, and Widow to Alan de la Zouch, 
a great Lord in the Counties of Leiceſter and Northampton, by the intereſt ſhe had in 
ſeveral Lands of thoſe ſhires belonging to that Family ; as alſo by other probabilities 
collected from a Letter that is extant, and a rare Antiquity, of her Siſters the Lady 
Margaret, Countels of Lincoln and Pembroke, to this Sir Robert her Husband being on his 
Voyage to the Holy Land. The friendſhip he had contrated with the Famous 
William Longeſpe, Earl of Salisbury, natural Grandſon to King Henry the Second, who 
had been choſen Captain of thoſe Engliſh that were ſent unto that enterpriſe, could 
- not ſuffer ſo illuſtrious an undertaking ro be unaccompanied with his Sword. He at 
tended that Prince in quality of his Standard-bearer, and was ſlain together with his 
Captain in that unfortunate Fight, where the Chriſtians did receive fo great a defeat un- 
der the Command and Condu@t of Robert Earl of Artois, the French Kings Brother. 
Particular honours were done to the memory of Sir Robert de Vere by the greateſt Men 
of that Age, and there was ever after retain'd for the Arms of his Succeſſors, Lords of 
Addington and Thrapſton, in 2 Shield Argent a Croſs Gules, which in order to that 
War he had aſſumed, and in memory of the occaſion wherein this their Anceſtor 

had faln with ſo much glory.

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H E Lady Ellen, being then the Widow of Sir Robert de Vere, applied her 
whole thoughts to the good and advantage of her Children, the dear remain. 
ders of ſo noble a Husband ; to which end ſhe contriv'd to eſtabliſh BALDWIN 
the eldeſt of them, in an Alliance with the Lord Gibert de Seagrave, at that time the 
Chief Subje&t in England, by reaſon of his Office, which was great Juſticiar, and ; 
man, beſides, in extraordinary fayour with the King : Which Gilbert contracted with 
her, for the Marriage of the ſaid Baldwin with his Daughter Margaret, obliging him. 
ſelf ro give her a hundred Marks tor her conſent thereunto, and, as a Portion to her 
Son, his Lands in Aleby and Melton in the County of Leiceſter. With the years of the 
young Baldwin de Vere, there grew up in his mind all thoſe inclinations for Arms and 
Piety, to which the Knights of his Houſe had been fo accuſtomed, and the Fields of 
PaleStine were the ſcenes whereon thele vertues were uſually preſented. In the com: 
pany then of other Heroick Pilgrims, he went thither to pay his firſt vows, and to 
win his Spurs ; where, after ſeveral generous adventures, the effe&ts of two year 
ſpent in that hazardous warfare, he returned to his own Houle, to enjoy the eſteem 
and honour he had acquired. After which he received from the grant of Ralph the 
oreat Earl of Cheſter, the Lordſhip of Tywa, and ſeventeen Virgates of Land in that 
Town, with all the men, holding the ſame and their ſequels : Which gift was aker 
confirmed by particular Charter from King, Henry the Third. He had likewiſe from 
the Lord Robert Fitz, Walter the Land of Biſhopſcote, ro hold by the ſervice of half 1 
Knights Fee ; Beſides other teſtimonies of the love and value of diverſe great Lord; 
of that time. There is likewiſe extant an Agreement between him and the Lord 
Abbot of Peterborow about the liberties of Thrapſton, concerning which there had been 
a difference ; And as the laſt teſtimony of him, there is extant a Charter from Henry 
the Lord Abbot of Croyland, granting him liberty to ere&t a Chapel in his Cour at 
Addington, upon certain conditions.

IR ROBERT de Y ERE was a Minor at the death of his Father, thereby 
& becoming a Ward for his Mannor of Addington to his Couſin Sir Baldwin of Drayton, 
under whole condu&t having paſſed thoſe years which were to bring him to lawhul 
age, it appears he was much bound to him for his Education, which produced ſuch 
generous qualities, as made him very conſiderable. He applied himſelf much to the 
War, which we find by the appearance of his name in ſeveral Liſts of thoſe Knights 
that accompanied King Edward the Firſt in his Expeditions into Wales and Scotland. 
He exerciſed the Office of High Sheriff of the County of Northampton in -the thirtieth 
year of that King ; and he dyed ſeiſed of the Lordſhips of Thrapſton, of Addington, of 
Sudburgh, of Melton, of Tywa, of Twyvell, of Biſhopſcote, and other Lands and Lord- 
ſhips. He had Married Ame the Daughter of Sir Roger of Watervill, by whom he 
had Iflue,

ANDAL or RANULPH de YVERE, after the death of Sir Robert his 
Father, became poſleſſed of all his Lands and Lordſhips. And in the chird 
year of King Edward the Third, we find him to have been ſummoned by the Kings 
Juſtices, to anſwer, by what Warrant he held and exerciſed certain Cuſtoms and 
Liberties in his Lordſhip of Thrapſton ; Which upon his appearance, and production 
of the Charter, were reſerved, and he diſmifſed. In the ninth year of the ſame King

the rwelfth, by his Charter dated on the Friday, being the Feaſt of Saint Edmund, he 
granted and gave to the Lord Henry, then Biſhop of Lincoln, and to Agneſſe thar 
was the Wife of Sir Richard de Waldgrave, the cuſtody of the Lands and Tenements 
which the {aid Richard had held of him in the Town of Twyvell, that did belong to 
him, by reaſon of the minority of Thomas the Son of the ſaid Richard and Aeneſſe ; as 
likewiſe the Marriage of the ſaid Thomas, for a certain ſumme of Money paid to

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OEHNde VERE in the life time of his Father Sir Ranulph, being as then but young, 
was married to a Lady whoſe name was Alice Clifford, and for his ſubſiſtance ſetled 
in poſſeſſion of the Lordſhip of Twyvell and other Lands of his Fathers Inheritance. 
But the ſpirit and inclinations of this Houſe being predominant in his nature and dif- 
poſition, they would not ſuffer him to remain at home, but poltpoſing to the love 
of Honour and the War, all conſiderations of eaſe, and intereſt, he followed the no- 
ble King Edward into his firſt Wars with France, where for his ſervice he acquired the 
honour of Knighthood ; and after having given extraordinary proofs of his valour, in 
divers occaſions, it was his fortune to be ſlain in the famous Battel of (recy, among 
other Heroes who fought in that place for the honour of their King and Country, and 
leaving no Ifſue behind him, he was ſucceeded by his Brother 
Sir Robert de Vere. 


Y the death, without Iflue, of Sir John de Vere, we find that his Brother ROBERT 
B came to inherit the Lordſhips of Addington, Thrapſton, Sudburgh, Melton, Aleby, 
Kemington , Hokenhanger , with the reſt of the Lands and poſleflions belonging to 
that Houſe. There were ſeveral tranſactions that paſſed berween the Lady Alice 
& Vere, that was the Widow of his Brother, and him, about agreements for letling 
of her Thirds in the Lordſhips of Thrapſton, Addington and other places, which were 
performed with much mutual reſpe&t and Juſtice on either {1de, and at laſt ended in a 
fair accord and compoſition for the whole. Several other marks there do remain of 
the Juſtice, Oeconomy and Prudence of this Robert de Vere, whom we find to have 
married Elizabeth the Daughter of Sir Robert de Northburgh, and to haye deceaſed in

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R © ERT the Son of Robert de Vere, Lord of Addington and Thrapſton, being a 


minor at the death of his Father, had his Wardſhip purchafed by his Mother, 
the Lady Elizabeth Vere, of Edward the black Prince, for the ſumme of twenty pounds, 
who by his Charter, which is extant, did grant the cuſtody of his Lands, with his 
Marriage, to his dear and well beloved Elizabeth, that was the Wife of Robert de Vere,

| his Mother ; as alſo a Petition from the ſaid Lady to Queen [abel, for her prote&ion 
againſt Sir Henry Greene, a man of great power, by whom the Minor and her ſelf 


were oppreſſed in ſome circumſtances, of the rights that did belong unto them. When 
this Robert had attained to mans eſtate, he. confirmed to his Uncle's Wife, the Lady 
Alice de Vere, the agreement had been made with her by his Father. He became a{. 
terwards much conſidered from his Vertue and noble qualities ; and in the eighteenth 
year of Richard the Second he ſerved his Country in the Office of High Sheriff, ang 
did much adhere to the King in thole difficulties which happened in his Reign. Yer 
there fell out about this rime a quarrel between him and a Knight of great Authority, 
called Sir Ednund Nvone, on whom having made an aſlault, wherein the ſaid Edmunj 
was wounded, it cauſed him trouble for a time, and an Impriſonment in the Fleer 
upon pretence of the Riot ; but the matter being compoſed by Friends, he afterward 
recovered the King's grace, and his liberty. He Married Elizabeth the Daughter of 
Sir John de Tay, of a noble Family, and deſcended from antient Barons of that Name; 
by whom having had but one Daughter called Margaret, he gave her for Wife to 
Thomas Aſhby Lord of Lovesby in the County of Leiceſter, with his Lordſhips of Thr, 
ſton and Addington, to them and the heirs of their bodies ; but it falling out that ſhe 
dyed without Iflue : His Lands he had ſetled upon them returned to his Brother Balg: 


win and his heirs, as being his lawful ſucceflors.

CO EE——— 
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IR BALDWIN de VERE, being for many years a younger Brother, appli 
himſelf ro the Wars and a dependence upon great Princes for the ſupport of his 
fortune. We find him in the fourth year of King Henry the Fourth, to have been 
Lieutenant Governar of the Iles of Guernſey and Jerſey, under that noble Prince El- 
ward Earl of Rutland and of Corke, and who was afterwards Duke of York. He follow: 
ed this illuſtrious Hero in all the ſucceeding Wars of that Age, and fought by his fide 
at the time he fell with ſo much glory, in the famous Battel of Agencourt ; after 
whole death he had confirm'd unto him by King Henry the Fifth an annuity of 
twenty marks by the year, that had been granted to him by that Duke for his life 
out of his inhericance in the Cuſtoms of Linnen, Leather and Skins in the Port of Ky: 
ſton upon Hull, to be received at the hands of the ColleQors thereof, during the 
Minority of Richard the Son of Richard late Earl of Cambridge. After this, his fortune, 
or rather his ſerled affection to the relations and intereſts of the Houſe of York, carried 
him into the Kingdom of Jreland, where in the ſecond year of King Henry the Sixt 
he was conſticured Treaſurer of his Liberties by the Lord Edmund Mortimer Earl of 
March and Ulſter, and at that time Lord Lieutenant of Jreland, which by his Letters 
Patents that are extant, and other teſtimonies, does appear. After the death of the Earl 


*bf:March, and the return of Sir Baldwin ere into England, the fortunes of Love as wel 
=as thoſe of Armes did contribute to the advantage and eſtabliſhment of this worthy and 


induſtrious Knight ; for he fell into the favour of a young Lady, the Daughter and 
heir of Sir John Kingſton alias Mehun, who brought him the Mannors of Barkloe, Over- 
hall and Hoakenhanger that were of her inheritance. And in concluſion, his Brothers 
Death without Iflue male made him poſſeſſion of the Lordſhips of Thrapſton, Addington 
and the other Lands belonging to that Family : So as having no more to defire at the 
hands of fortune, he departed this life full of years and happineſs, leaving Iflue

A FTER the deceaſe of Sir Baldwin de Vere, RICHARD his Son came to in 
herit the Eſtate and intereſts of that Family. He met with ſome trouble in the 


beginning about this acceſſion which came to his Father for want of Iſſue male _ 
f 
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his Uncle Sir Robert de Vere, who notwithſtanding had made over the Lordſhips of - 
Addington and Thrapſton to certain Truſtees for the lecurity of the Portion promiſed to 
his Daughter Margaret that had been married to a Gentleman of conſideration, one 
Thomas 4ſhby of the County of Leiceſter. And theſe Truſtees happening to be men of 
the higheſt rank, and of moſt power in the Kingdom (as the Earls of Hereford and 
Stafford, the Lord Beaumont, the Lord Cromwel and the Lord Zonuch) and not a little 
artial ro Thomas Aſhby and his Wite Margaret, It was no ealy matter to procure a 

reſignation of their intereſt. Bur his Couſin Margaret coming to dye without Iſſue, 
and having given celtimony of her delire to have juſtice done unto her lawful ſucceſ 
for, thoſe noble Lords were induced upon ſome fair agreement with Thomas Aſhby to 
redemile to Richard de Yere the Mannor of Aidmoton and the other Lands wherein they 
had been formerly enfeofted. Soon after this Richard de Vere was ſetled in his fortune, 
he contracted an alliance in the Family of Greene, the moſt conſiderable among the 
Gentlemen of that tract, by marrying 1/abella one of the Daughters of John Greene, who 
tiled himſelf Lord of Herdwick in the days of his Brother Ralph that was Lord of Dray- 
ton, and from whole death without Ifſue male his deſcendants came to be poſleſt of a 
oreat and noble Patrimony. The great Lords of the Church being no ealie neigh- 
bours in that age, from their exceeding intereſt and authority, and this Sir Richard 
4 Vere being a man of a great ſpirit, and of a Family unaccuſtomed to unreaſonable 
ſubmiſſions, there aroſe a conteſt between him and the Lord Abbot of (royland, 
which made much noiſe, about certain bordering pretences : How it was ended 
does nor appear ; but ſoon after this Sir Richard de Vere departed this life, leaving 
Iſſue by his Wite 1/abella Greene,

ENRI the eldeſt Son of Sir Richard Vere, with the Eftate of his Father inheri- 
ted the Suit and Difference with the Lord Abbot of Croyland, and by his endea- 
yours to defend his intereſts in that affair, he incurr'd the diſpleaſure of King Richard [I.. 
which was particularly teſtified in a Letter to himſelf, and in ſome others from cer- 
tain Lords of his Council. Several rigours he ſuffered from this King ; joyn'd to 
the indignation of Mankind, that had been drawn upon him by kis injuſtice and cru- 
elty, incited Sir Henry Vere to be particularly ative in the introdncing of King Henry 
the Seventh, to whole ſervice he brought a reſolute Band of his Tenants and Country- 
men, at whoſe Head he fought himſelf, in that decifive Day, where at Boſworth the nn- 
happy Richard loſt both his Kingdom and his Life : He thereupon received the Honour 
of Knighthood, at the hands of the vi&orious King ; and becauſe of his fidelity and 
intereſt, was made High Sheriff of Northamptonſhire in that firſt year of his Reign. 
He married Tſabella Treſham, the Daughter of Sir Thomas Treſham, who was Lord of 
Ruſhton, and of a Family at that time very conſiderable in the Country where they li- 
ved, for their Riches and Authority, by whom he letr only five Daughters, 
Elizzabeth Lady Mordaunt. | 
Am)', married to Robert Mordaunt, and after to Humphrey Browne, Son of Sir 
Wiſtan Browne of Abeſs Roading. 
Conſt,ince, to John Parr Lord of - Horton. | 
Etheld'red Married to John Brown, that was a Judge. 
Audrey', who dyed unmarried. 


ELIZABETH 
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LIZ ABETH the firſt ofthe Daughters and heirs of Sir Henry de Vere, was aboy 

the eleventh year of King Henry the Seventh Married to John the eldeſt Son 
that Sir John Mordaunt, who was Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter , and Privy 
Councellor to that King. There came unto her by compoſition with ſome of the part 
ners, and want of Ifſue in other, the greateſt part of the intereſt of theſe Siſters ; ang 
indeed it was a large Inheritance, compos'd of the Lordſhips of Drayton, Luffwyck, Il 
Slipton, Sudburgh, Thrapſton, both the Addingtons, Grafton, Hardwick, Werminſter, and ſundry 
other Lands. She allo brought into her Husbands Houle the Blood and the Arms 
the Noble and Ancient Families of theſe Yeres, of the Greenes of Drayton, and of the 
Mauduits that were Lords of Werminſter. She was a fortunate Lady, left a numeroy 
Poſterity, and from her is lineally deſcended and is heir and Succeſſor, the preſent 
Earl of Peterborow.

A Letter from the Abbot of Croyland to Sir Richard Vere. 


To the Right Worſhipful Sir Richard Vere of Addington Eſtmer. 


Ight Worſhipful Syr, Aftyr due recommendation, pleaſerh ityou to wir, that by 
 compleynt of my Fermor Nzcholas Hall have conceived that the Tennants of the 
Town of Addmgton put him out and his Cattel fro paſturing in myne own ſeveral Pa- 
ſtures, letting and withſtonding him to paſture wyth his Horſe and Neat rogedyr, ſay- 
ing, that he ſhuld not paſture wyth both togedyr, they in themlelfe doyng the contrary ; 
and upon this they drove his Cattel and pynned them in your Pownde, where I as chiefe 
Lord having a Pownde of myne owneſhuld have had the Prerogarive of ſuch pynning, 
and forfetts done in eſpecial of myne own Fee, and ſeverell like as this caſe ſtondeth in. 
Wherefore I pray yow to withdrawe your hand of lettynge of my Right, and your 
- Tennants alſoe that they attempte no more anye thing in derogation of my Right, cers 
ifying yow, that if yow doe, I ſhall ſhewe the Comyn Law ayenſt them to the ucter- 
moſt that I can and may. And as for them that drove my Fermors Cattel fro my ſeve- 
rell Grounde and Paſture, and foe kept them wrongfully in Pownde, I ſhall remedye 
that dede by ſewte of Comyn Law ayenſt them in as haſty ſpaceoftime as I may. The 
uſage as I have heard and known of old is this, That in my ſeverell Paſture in the 
ſowne Felde I and my Fermor beyng there ſhall rake the firſte Croppe of the Greſle 
with his Beſtes, Horſe and Nete togedyr, and I and he will foe, and after that the 
Tennants of the Towne in like wiſe. This Cuſtome and uſage have I known almoſt 
fyſry Wynters goon when I was Styward, and ſince continued, which I will haye and 
kepe in continuance, or els it ſhall coſt mee as mickle as allthe Londe is worthe. And

HE faid Henry faith by proteſtation, That the ſaid Bill of Complaint is inſuth- 
cient, and comprilerh matter {Jaunderous. For the declaration of the trouth of 
the premiſſes, the ſaid Henry faith, Thar the ſaid Thomas Watts, before the ſaid twentye

pleaſed the Kings Grace among other of his Highnes Comandemenrs, to comand the 
ſaid Henry to bring the ſame Thomas to him to anſwer to the premifſes. And the ſa:d 
Henry by reaſon of the ſame Comandement, with two perſons harneſſed came from i:is 
fr Feld unto the Houſe of the ſaid Thomas, to the entent to execute the Kings ſaid Coe 
mandements, then and there being John Treſham Eſquier, the Viccar of the ſaid Town 
of Rothewell, John Dove, and one ( owper, and many others, and they knowing the pre- 
miſſes, and knowing for trouth, char the ſaid Thomas of and in the premiſles and many 
other had offended the ſaid Henry, defired the ſaid Henry to take ſome reaſonable weye, 
and end with the ſaid Thomas in elchewing further expences and troubles. Ar the 
whych time the ſaid Viccar and John Dove, by the ſpecial defire of the ſaid Thomas, 
brought unto the ſaid Henry ten Mark ; And the faid Thomas by his Seryant ſent che 
ſme Black Horſe ſpecified in his faid Bill to the ſaid Henry in full recompence of ſuch 
injuries as been afore reherled.

This Henry was after Knighted, and dying without Ifſlue Male, Elizabeth his Daughter 

and Coheir was married to John firſt Lord Mordaunt, to whom ſhe brought Drayton in 
this Country, and other fair Lands, as the Partage of her Portion. 
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ELIZABETH V ERE, Lady Mordaum, Lady of Drayton, 
Thrapſton, Addington, and Inherirrix of all the Lands that belong- 
ed to the Greenes and Yeres her Predeceſſors.

An Tndenture ſeptipartite between Edward Duke of Buckingham, and the 
Cobeirs of Greene and Vere. 


His Indenture ſeptipartite made the ſecond Day of September in the fifteenth Year 

of the Reign of King Henry the Seventh, Between the Right Noble Prince Ear 

Duke of Buckingham, Earl of Herford, Stafford, and Northampton, on the one partie ; 
Margaret Countelle of Wiltes, late Wife of Edward, late Ear] of Wiltes, on the lecond 
partie ; Thomas Cheyne of Artlmgburgh Knight, and Elizabeth his Wite Daughter and 
Heir of Margery Hodleſton, Daughter and oon of-the Heirs of John Greene, and Siſter 
and oon of the Heirs of Herry Greene late Lord of Drayton in the County of Northampton, 
on thethird partie 3 Richard Gilford Knight, Comptroller of the Kings moſt honourable 
Houſhold, Garden of Audre, youngeſt Daughter of Henry Vere, late of Greac Addington 
in the County of Northampton Eſquire, Son and Heir of TJabell Daughter and another of 
the Heirs of the ſaid John Greene, and Siſter and another of the Heirs of the ſaid Herry 
Greene on the fourth part ; Alice Lady Fits Hugh, late the Wife of William Fits Hugh Knight, 
Lord Fits Hugh, Garden of Conſtance, the third Daughter of the ſaid Harry Vere, now mar- 
ried to John Parre, on the fitth Partie ; John Mordaunt of Turvey in the County of Bed- 
ford, oon of the Kings Sergeantsat Law, Garden of Elizabeth firſt and eldeſt Daughter 
of the ſaid Harry Vere, and married to John Mordaunt Son and Heir Apparent ot the 
fame John Mordaunt, of the {ixth partie ; And the ſame John ordaunt, Garden alloe of 
Amye, ſecond Daughter of the ſame Fenry Vere, now married to Robert Mordaunt, ſecond 
Son to the ſame John Mordaunt the Fader, of the ſeventh partie : Witnefſeth, That 
where upon Communication and Agreement of Marriage had and concluded between 
_ Edward late Earl of Wiltes and the ſaid Margaret Counteſlſe of Wiles, It was fully cove- 
nanted, bargained and agreed, That the ſaid Countefſe ſhould have in Joynture for 
terme of her life, Mannors, Lands and Tenements of the ſame late Earl of ſuche 
yerely value, as Sir Remald Grey Knight would name, And alſoe ſuch other as the 
ſaid Sir Reynald would name; And after the ſaid Sir Reynald by the aſſent and 
agreement of the laid late Earl named, tnat the ſaid Counteſle ſhould have in 
oynture, for terme of her life, Mannors, Lands and FTenements of the ſaid Edward 
late Earl of Wiltes to the yearly value of three hundred Marks above all Charges, and 
aſter the ſame naming, a Youes was made to the ſame Edward and Margaret, and to 0- 
ther perſons for rerme of life of the ſame Margaret, to the uſe and behoof of the ſame 
Margaret, of the Mannors of Newton, Bloſmavile, Clifton, Waterſhall, Brafeld and Policote, 
in the County of Bucks, Sutton, Peggiſlond, Botellis, Tracies and Stamford-rivers in the 
County of Eſſex ; Which Mannors, Lands and Tenements were ſometimes of the 
Right Noble Prince Humphrey Duke of Bucks, Aile to the ſaid Edwardlate Earl of Wiles, 
and bene of the yearely value of one hundred twenty one Pounds thirteen Shillings and 
four Pence : And towards the recompence of the reſidue of the ſaid Toynture the ſaid 
Edwardlate Earl and Margaret, and other, had Eſtate of the Mannors of Wamiden, Em 
pton and Moche Wolſton in the County of Bucks, and Chalton in the County of Bedford 
Which 
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Which Mannors, Lands and Tenements were ſometimes of the ſaid Herry Greene, and 
ve of the yerely value of forty one Pounds ten Shillings eleven Pence. All which 
Mannors, Lands and Tenements, as well ſuch as were late of the ſayd late Duke of 
Bucks, 4s of the layd Herry, extend to the yerely value of one hundred Iixty three 
Pounds fower Shillings and three Pence. And foe the fayd .Hlaroaret, now Countelle, 
lacked of her Joynture to her belonging, by reaſon of the ſame Covenant, Bargain 
2nd Agreement, thirty {1x Pounds fifteen Shillings nine Pence. And whereas after thac 
the ſayd Earl in his life, for the tender favour and love which he had to the layd Edward 
now Duke of Buckingham, was in very mind and fully agreed, that the fayd Joynrure, 
Lands and Tenements, that were of the Inheritance of the ſayd Duke of Bucks, ſhould 
bechanged, and that the ſavd Margaret, now Counteſle, ſhould have in recompence of 
them other Mannors, Lands and Tenements, that were of the ſame Herry Greene, of 
like value ; And where Eſtate was made to Robert Wittelbury, William Merbury, Eſquires, 
Robert Bayſton Clerk, Thomas Montague, John Freman, and one John Feld Clerk now dead, 
of and in the Mannors of Raunds, Ring ſtede, Cotes, Stanwike, Luff wike, Sudburgh, and Hats 
ringworthin the County of Northampton, Emton and Mochewolſton in the County of Bucks, Chal- 
11min the County of Bedford, Warmeſter, Weſtbury, Grately, Dichrich in the Countye of Wtes 
and Southampton, Buckworth in the County of Huntington, and Combton in the County of Canr- 
bridge, and of all other Lands and Tenements which ſometime were of the ſayd Con/tauce 
late Wife of John late Earl of Wiltes, and Moder to the fayd Edward late Earl of Wiles, in 
the ſayd Countyes of Northampton, Wiltes, Southampton, Bedford, Bucks, Huntington, and Cam: 
bridge ; T'o bave to them and to their Heirs for ever, to the uſe of the laid Edward late Earl,

P&2 cages in its Original, Alliances, noble Poſſeffions and continu- 
ance, that might do honour to the pretences of any Succeſſor 
wharſoever : Yet I was doubtful whether ſhould inſert ir 
$ among the other Genealogies, they being all ſo ſtrong in extant 
I RESyq and apparent Proofs, and to this there remaining only Fragments 
SE PI INE in my power, by reaſon that with Weſthornedon and the other 
Pty of the Fitz-Lewis's Lands there were delivered to the Lord 
| Peters, a prudent and wary Purchaſer, all the Records, Deeds 
and Papers which did belong to that Family, there having, and by chance only, con- 
rinued among the Evidences of the Lord Lewis Hordaunt, who did ſell that Eftate, an 
ancient, though very authentick Pedigree. Yet with the help thereof and ſome 
other Pieces that have been gathered by accident, there being fo great a convi&tion of 
the value of this ſplendid Family, I have thought it a due to its Memory and Deſcen- 
dants, to eſtabliſh the remembrance of ir. | 
The Family of Fitz-Lewis, through the power of Nature, if not under the Laws 
of Marriage, does derive from Royal Bloud, being deſcended of Charles the V1II. King 
of France, who was a great King in his time, through the perſon of a Lady that was 
of high Nobility in this Nation, though her Name ſhall be unmentioned, out of re- 
ſpect to other great Families which by her after-marriages to a noble Husband are de- 
ſcended from her. It was endowed with many fair Poſſeflions, Lands ar:d Lordſhips.

been called into England by ſeveral of the greateſt Lords of the Kingdom, in 
oppoſition to their natural Prince King Jobn, the diſorderly rigours of whole Govern- 
ment was become unſufferable to the greateſt part of the Nation ; He was at firſt re- 
ceived with all the applauſe which ſomerimes follows Novelties of this nature, He 
was crown'd at London, He had Homage done him, and Allegiance ſworn as to a lawtul 
King , He proceeded with their affiſtance in divers warlike Undertakings, wherein he 
had admirable ſucceſs, and acted in allthe other Parts of the Government as one who 
expected to be ſoon eftabliſh'd. 

During this time, among the great Lords of his Party there happened ro be one 
who to all his Concerns was moſt uſeful, and to his Perſon moſt officious. This 
Lord, whoſe Name is omitted out. of-reſpe&t to the Deſcendants of his Family, had 
no Iſſue of his own, and only for his Heirs three beautiful Siſters : The youngeſt 
whereof, whoſe Name was Philippe, by her admirable Qualities had ſo engaged the 
Prince's love, as it made the Conqueſt of her heart, to ſhare his cares with char of the 


Kingdom. Bur againſt a King that was young, and ſeemed happy, it was not trange 
that 
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chat a Lady did nor long reſiſt. She yielded at laſt, and the Prince enjoyed ; the 
effects and her misfortune began to appear rogether.

Careand Education, he having no Children of his own, afore his death beſtowed ups;

of Eſſex, obliging bim to bear himſelf and tranſmit. to his Deſcendants the Name of 
Fitz-Lewis for ever after. Among his three Siſters, this Lord coming to dye, didleiye 
his vaſt Inheritance, with whom the Lady.

Tn a Book called Vincent's Diſcovery of the Errours of Ralph Brooke, 
page 405- 


Ubrey de Vere, after the baniſhment and death of Robert Duke of Ireland his Nee 
A phew, was the tenth Earl of Oxford, Lord Bulbec and Samford 1393. But the 
Chamberlainſhip of England (faith ills) which his Anceſtors held in fee, he 
ſurrendred to King Richard the Second, who beſtowed the ſame upon John Holland Duke 
of Exeter, his half Brother by the Mother. - He married Alice Daughter 'of John Lord 
Fitzwater of Woodham-water in Eſſex , and had Iflue Richard Earl of Oxford, and John 
that dyed without Iſſue, and Alice a Daughter that was married to Sir John Fitz-Lewis 
Knight. This Aubery dyed in the firſt Year of Edward the Fourth, and was buried in 


the Priory of Earls Colne in Eſſex in the Year 1400.

Ohn Mountacute Knight, Son and Heir of Sir John Aountacute Knight, and Nephew 
and Heir of William Earl of Salisbury, his Uncle, was the third Earl of Salisbury of 
that Name, and was one of the Noble men that conſpired the death of King Henry the 
Fourth at a Juſts held at Oxford ; but being diſcloſed, divers of them were put to death, 
" and this John, and Thomas Holland Earl of Kent flying to Circeſter were by the rude 
Townſmen there brought into the Market-place, and had their heads ſmitten offi The 
firſt Year of Henry the Fourth He married Maud, Daughter and Heir of Sir Adam Francis, 
and Widow of Sir Allan Boxhull Knight, Lieutenant of the Tower, and had Ifluc 
Thomas Mountacute Earl of Salisbury, Richard that dyed young, and three Daughters ; 
Anne the eldeſt was firſt married to Sir Richard Hanckford, and after to Sir John Fitz-Lewis 
Knight, and thirdly ro John Holland Earl of Huntington and Duke of Exeter ; Margart 
the ſecond was married to William Lord Ferrers of Groby, and Elizabeth the third was 


married to Robert Lord Willoughby of Earsby.

| Okefield and Shortcroft in Nevengden in Eſſex to Henry Fitz-Lewis, fon of Sir Ley; 
| John Knight, and Eleanor his Wite, and to the Heirs of their two Bodies co- 
ming ; and for want of ſuch Iflue, to the right Heirs of Henry : By virtue whereof he 
was thereof ſeiſed, and ſo dyed the ninth of May 1480, in the twentieth of Eli 
the Fourth. Upon whoſe death for Lands intailed to the Heirs Males, the Jury find 
Richard Fitz-Lewis, Son of Lewis Fitz-Lewis, Son of Sir Lewis John Knight, to be Cou- 
ſen and next Heir ; but forthe other that was given ſib: & Heredibus, to the Heirs ge- 
neral, they deliver upon their Oaths, Nuod Domina Maria Comitiſſa Rivers, Uxor Antloni 
Widevyle Domini Rivers, eſt Filia & propinquior Heres pradifti Henrici Fitz«Lewis & wats 
15 amorum; Which plainly ſhews he had a ſecond Wife called Mary, Daughter and 
Heir of Henry Fitz-Lewis, although here omitted.

Nevendon, . according to the diſcretion of my Executors; And allo give and diſtribure 
unto the maintaining of High-ways and Bridges wheretoever my Executors ſhall chink 
moſt meet. and conyenient any where within the County of Eſſex. Alſo I do'de.nte 
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unto the ſaid Edmond Mordaunt my Brother, the reverſion of certain Lands and Tene. 
ments, Paſture, Woods, Underwoods and other Herediraments in Coume and Sturm, 
in the County of Somerſet, with the appurtenances, which I the ſaid Sir John did pur- 
chaſe of one Richard Matthew, one of the Sons of Robert Matthew deceaſed , which 
Joan Matthew Widow doth now claim for to hold for term of her life, as parcel of her 
Joynture, To have and to hoid to the ſaid Edmond and his Heirs, in as large and ample 
manner as ever Robert Matthew did hold or occupy the premiſles, upon this Condition 
following, that is co ſay, that the ſaid Edmond or his Heirs ſhall make or caule to. be 
made within two years after the death of the ſaid Joan Matthew in the Church of We.

And if it 
chance the ſaid Rent of three Pound to be behind unpaid by the ſpace of a Month 
after any of the ſaid days of Payment, that then I will and grant that the ſaid Petres or 
her Aſſigns ſhall enter into the {aid Mannor of Weſthornedon, and there to diſtrain; and 
the diſtreſs ſo taken to carry away and toretain, until ſhe be fully ſatisfied and paid of 
the Rent and the Arrearages of the ſaid Rent, if any ſhall appear to be behind, 
Furthermore, IT will that che ſaid Lord and the ſaid Edmond ſhall ſuffer my Heir when 
he comes'to the Age of two and twenty years, to have, occupy and enjoy all thepre- 
miſles, ſo that the laid Heir will be bound by ſuch ways and means as ſhall be demiſed 
or thought moſt convenient by the ſaid Lord and Edmond, or the Survivors or Survivor 
of them, or the Executors of the Survivor, to perform the execution of this my laſt

&d, allowing unto my Executors all their Coſts and Charges had or ſuſtained in execu- 
ting of this my laſt Will, and that hath not been taken and lowed of the Iflues and 
Profits of the forelaid Lands and Tenements, any thing in this my laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment to the contrary notwithſtanding. 


Occaſions of Diſagreement between the Lord Moxdaunt , and his Son 
Lewis Mordaunt. 


HE late Lord Mordaunt bought the Wardſhip of Ely Fitz-Lewis, Daughter and 
ſole Heir unto Sir Richard Fitz-Lewis Knight, for which he paid thirteen hun- 
dred Marks. Her Lands which ſhe had by Deſcent were five hundred Marks 2 


year. 
The late Lord Mordaunt afrerwards did couple her in Marriage unto the now Lord 


Mordaunt, then being his Son and Heir apparent, for the Marriage of which now Lord 
Mordaunt the laſt Lord Hordaunt might then have had divers great Summs of money. 
Afterwards the late Lord Mordaunt, for the better advancing of his own Houle, pro- 
cured the ſaid now Lord Mordaunt, and the ſaid Dame Ely then his Wife, to levy a Fine 
of the Fitz-Lewis's Lands to one William Hemmyng Clerk, who rendred the ſame unto the 
now Lord .Hordaunt, and tothe faid Dame &h then his Wife, and to the Heirs Males of 


their two Bodies lawfully begotten ; and for default of ſuch Heirs, to the Heirs —_ 
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of the Body of the now Lord HMordaunt, with divers remainders over: 

Afterwards the ſaid now Lord Mordaunt and Dame Ely then his Wife > had Iflue be- 
:ween them Lewis Mordaunt ; and after the ſaid Dame E!y Mordaunt dyed ; after whole

And to the intent that my Lady Mordaunt, now Wife to the now Lord Mordaur, 
ſhould have goodwill, that the Fitz-Lewis's Lands ſhould be aflured as aforeſaid, 
the late Lord Mordaunt did grant unto her, for the augmentation of - her Joynture, to 
make it up four hundred Marks a -year. an yearly Rent of an hundred Marks

Shortly after this Book thus agreed upon and ſealed, one part thereof was ſent to the

the very Heir ; and of this Famuly it was, which is fo very admirable, where 
Fortune and Virtue (that are ſo oft at odds, about the Creatures they intend to 
raiſe) did both concur, to make the Lords thereof ſo very Great, with fo little Envy. 
_ Great they were, as all the greateſt Dignities could make them ; they had been 
Generals in the Field, Admirals at the Sea, Counſellors at the Board, Ambaſh- 
dors abroad, Commiſſioners in the moſt important Treaties, and borne the greateſt 
Offices in the Houles of their Kings ; but greater far, in that their Noble Qualities, 
and Virtuous Actions did deſerve them ; 1o as they leemed made to adorn thoſe 
Honours, which might well at firſt have been deſigned to illuſtrate other Men. 

For their Deſcent, it was ſeveral ways derived from the Beds of Kings ; they 
took Marriages from the Crown, and gave Wives into the Arms of Princes. 

Their Eſtates were ſuitable to their other Greatneſs, ard the Rewards of their 
Services {uch as became the acknowledgment of generous Princes. 

After all which, I know not what could obſtruct the Luſtre of this Houſe, un- 
leſs it were the Malignity of Oblivion, or want of Friends within the Houſe of 
Fame : to obviate which, theſe ſhort Memorials are thought fit to be Recorded, by 


a Servant, , and honourer of their Deſcendants.

THOMAS HOW A RD, Second Duke of Norfolb, and Earl 
of Surrey, Lord High Treaſurer and Earl Marſhal of England, 
and Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter. 


CHAPTER L 


T5 OMAS HOW ARD, who was afterward the Second Duke of Norfolk, 


from whom more immediately the Howards of Effingham do Deſcend, be- 

ing the greateſt, and moſt happy Subject of his time 3 1t were not amils, 
for example ſake, to ſhew by what Education and Practices he became fit for 
luch a Fortune ; for he was certainly the Son of Virtue and Chance, or Favour 
had little ſhare in his Proſperity. He was, by a prudent Father, as {oon as he was 
it for Study, committed to the ſeverity of the Schools, to the end a great Spirit 
under diſcipline might be acquainted with the moderations that are to be uſed un 


the courſe of Humane Life ; as that he ſhould apply himſelf to obtain the Fa- 
| vour 
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vour of the Muſes, whoſe Graces if he could acquire, they would certainly be tg 
him of uſe, or comfort in every Fortune. 

After he had ſuch a tinfture of Letters as was neceſfary for a Man, that was nei- 
ther deſign'd for the Pulpit, nor the Bar, the Lord Howard his Father ſent him 
out of the Country, where there was little improvement to be made, beſides en- 
abling himſelf, in the conduct of mean Sports, or meaner Inclinations, _ 

He addreſſed him to the Court, where he was ſoon received in the quality of 
Page, or Henchman to King Edward the Fourth, continuing there till he came to 
Mans eſtate, in perpetual practice of thoſe Exerciſes that are neceſlary to fit a Man 
for the Knowledge and uſe of Arms; of all which, when he was become a Maſter: 
he was ambitious to ſhew his Learning upon a proper Stage : And hearing that the 
Duke of Burgundy, one of the neareſt and moſt conſiderable Allies of the Crown 
of England, was undertaking a War againſt Lewss the Eleventh, at that time Kin 
of France; He begged leave of the King his Maſter to go into that Service, in 
Company of other conſiderable Gentlemen of his own Country, who deſired to , 
gain Knowledge and Experience in that great Art; to be the better able after- 
ward, when there ſhould be occaſion, to {erve their own Prince and Country. 

They were received with all the courtelie they could expect from that War-like 
Prince, and had every Encouragement young Adventurers could pretend to, in ſuch 
an undertaking. The young Howard did particularly advance into the Favour of 
the Duke, by his extraordinary application to what he came for ; being the firſt 
in every occaſion, that could poſſibly gain him either Honor, or Experience. And 
thus he continued in this Service, till the end of that War ; at which time he re- 
turned home to his own King, loaden with the Rewards, and Prailes of the Duke 
of Burgundy. 

King Edward, as well for the deſert of the Young Gentleman, as to give Ex: 
ample and Encouragement to other of his Subjects, for enabling themſelves by ſuch 
generous untertakings, upon his Arrival did diſtinguiſh him by ſeveral Graces, and 
took him into an Office, at that time very conſiderable, to be the Eſquire of 
his Body ; whoſe duty it was to attend the King at his making ready, both Mor- 
ning and Evening, and afterward he made him Knight. He continued from thence- 
forth to follow- King Edward in all his Fortunes; he Fought by his ſide at the 
Field in Lincolu-ſhire, at Banbury Field, and was with him at Wqrwick, when he 
was taken Priloner by the - Earl of that-place : And after the Kings eſcape into 
Flanders, and that all the ways were fo be-ſet, as it was over hard for any of his 
Servants to get after him, Sir Thomas Howard was fain to take ſanQuary at Saint 

obns in Colcheſter, tor the true love that he bore King Edward ; where he remain- 
cd till the Kings Return; upon which, he immediately reſorted to him, and went 
with him to Barnet Field, at which he was fore hurt. 

The King, after this, being ſettled in the Throne, and deſigning to go over into 
France with an Army Royal, he ſent thither, before, divers Gentlemen : and having 
great opinion of the Condu&, and Experience of Sir Thomas, Howard, from the 
Service he had ſeen under the Duke of Burgundy, as becauſe he had been with 
himſelf in ſo many Fields, and Buſineſſes ; he commanded him to go over with them, 
that nothing might be done without his Adviee, till the Kings own Arrival. And 
when King Edward, and King Lewss met at the Barriers upon the River of Somme, 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Howard was with King Edward, by the King's Commandment, 
in that Occaſion, and no Man elſe fave only the Chancellor of Exgland, the Chan- 
cellor of France, and Sir Thonas Cheyny. | 

Sir John Howard, the Father of Sir Thomas, had before this been made Lord He- 
ward, and lived always exerciſed in the greateſt Employments, having jult pre- 
tentions to the Honors, and Lands, of the Great and Antient Houſe of Mowbray, 
as Son and Heir to Margaret the Eldelt Daughter to Thomas Mowbray, the laſt 
Duke of Norfolk, | 


But 
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But Sir Thomas Howard his Son, of whom we Treat, having acquired noble 
Poſſeſſions of his own, by his Services, and his Wife's Inheritance, who was El:- 
wbeth Daughter and Heir oi Sir Frederick, Tilney ; did about this time deſire the 
King's leave to retire from Court 3 which having  o2tained, he came into Norfolk , 
and dwelt during the reſt of King Edward's days, at a Houſe of his Wife's, :called 
Aſhwoldſthorpe : where he kept an honourable Houle, in favour of the whole 
chire: The Lord Howard his Father being yet alive, and fo continung many Ycars 
after. | 

What was the inducement to this retreat 1s ſtill uncertain ; bur it is conſtant, 
that the Jaſt Years of King Edward were fo full of Faction between the power of 
the Queen and her Kindred, and the Ambition of his Brothers, as it was not 
ſtrange that Wife Men thould deſire to withdraw irom the ditticulties of keeping - 
well with both, or the danger of difobliging cicher. In this condition remained 
the Houle oi Howard at the death of Edward*the Fourth, and for ſome time alter, 
til the Ambition of King Richard, with the Arts and Practices ſubſervient there- 
unto, had through Blood and Violence, made way unto the Crown ; and that 
the Young King was deſtroyed with his Brother, and as many of the great Lords 
as were like to have taken part with the unhappy Prince. 

The new King (alter this) being one of the moſt Politick, as well as the moſt 
daring Princes in the World, was not 1gnorant of the il] Actions he had commit- 
ted, nor of the conſequences they were like to have ; he knew all the Friends he 
could make would be little enough to ſuſtain him, avainſt the potent Enemies he 
had created. And thercforc he made it now his buſinels ro gain, among the Nobles, 
and among the People, every Man that had Parts, -or Intereſts ſuitable to his oc- 
caltons. To this end, knowing the Lord Howard, and his Son, had from the lat- 
ter Years of King Edward, been retired from the Court, not overſatisfied ; and 
in no good Correſpondence with the Queens Kindred, which he had been forced 
to {uppreſs: He thought from the great intereſt they had, and their exceeding 
reputation for Wiſdom and Valour, they were the fitteſt perſons to be gained, and 
the Iikelieſt to adhere to him of any other. He therefore invited them to Court 3 
and as an carneſt of his Favour, and dependance, he created the Father Duke 
of Norfolk, with the reſtitution of the Lands of his Mother's Inheritance ; and 
makes the Son, at the ſame time, Earl of Surrey : They were allo from thence- 
jorth the chief in all his Councils ; and with this proceeding he captivates their grate- 
ful Hearts, and makes them refolve to ſtand by him in every Fortune. 

After King Richard had Reigned two years, in all the endeavours that could be 
practiſed by a Wiſe Ruler, to get his faults to be forgotten, and to oblige his 
People by doing Juſtice, and making good Laws, and favouring particulars as 
ar as was in his power; he found, notwithſtanding, from every part, Clouds a- 
cathering in order to a Storm Abroad ; the Earl of Richmond fought for Aid ; at 
Home, the Duke of Buckinghanr, and other great Lords, prepared to atlift him : 
In fine, towards the end of the Second Year of his Reign, that Earl Landed in 
England: and at laſt, the King was forced to ſec his Crown {et at Com-promile, 
n the Fortune of a Bloody Battel ; at Boſworth was the Fatal Field, whercat this 
Criminal King, was as prodigal of his own Blood, as he had been of other Mens ; 
All that could be performed by the conduct of a Captain, or the Valour of a Soul- 
dier, he put 1n practice, to ſave that Crown, which had coſt {fo many Crimes. 
And when by the overthrow of ſome Troops, and defertion of others, he tound 
it could not be, as one that ſcorned to out-live his Power, and his Fortune, he 
threw himſelf into the Arm3 of Death, as the only refuge againſt humane 
mMeries. OE S | 

John Duke of Norfolk, his faithful Friend and Subject, with his Son the Earl 
of Surrey, Fought both, this day, in behalf of their BenefaCtor: and the Duke, 
who led on the Archers, and had his poſt at the head of the Foot, was there flain 
ipon the place, in performing that duty to which he was called by his Honor, 
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and his Gratitude. The Earl toward the end of the day, overcome by his own 
Valour, which had ſpent his ſtrength and ſpirits in contmual exerciſe of Heroick 
Actions, but that diſdained to ſave his Lite, by flying from the Fortune of his 
Friends, was taken by his Enemies, and brought a Prifoner to the Vidorious 
King. | 
The Earl of Surrey was at this time in the vigor of his youth, Tall, Strong, and 
Graceful, of a flouriſhing Health and Conſtitution, and eſteemed one of the 
beſt Men of Arms of that Age : He was of a high Spirit, but had a ſober Aſpe&, and 
was nothing dejeted by his ill Fortune. King Henry was ſurprized, though not 
undelighted, with the ſight of a Man fo extraordinary ; and after having faid ſome 
thing to the other Priſoners of Quality, he called for the Earl, and ask'd him, 
How he durſt engage in the Service of ſo Vnjuſt, and Cruel a Tyrant © To whom the 
Earl Replied, That King Richard was in the Throne before he came into his In- 
tereſt ; and-if he had found the Crown of England upon a Buſh, he would have 
Fought for it. The King did not {cem exaſperated with ſo bold an Anſwer, and with 
the reſt, he did diſmiſs him, to the charge of thoſe in whoſe cuſtody he was, to 
be conveyed to the Tower. | 

Within theſe fatal Walls, which ſeemed built for the reſtraint of Hero's, the 
Earl of Surrey was detained Three Years : During which Imprifonment, he often 
with gratitude, acknowledged the Goodneſs and Care of the Duke his Father, who 
had given him ſuch a ſhare of Learning, as did enable him (during that ſolitude) to 
divert himſelf with the Records, and Notions of Philoſophy, and other uſeful and 
eſteemable Studies. He had acquieſced in the determination of Heaven, and the 
deſtruction of his Maſter ; who leaving no Heir to pretend a right to his farther 
Services, this Earl did believe he might well ſubmit to his Authority, whom God 
had made a Conqueror, who was now Crown'd, and whoſe Royal Virtues did 
deſerve that he ſhould Reign. He therefore refuſed all the invitations were made 
him by the King's Enemies, and the Malecontents of that time (of which there 
were many, and thoſe very potent) to enter into the intriegues of their Fadtion: 
He would not hear of the Dutcheſs of Burgundy, nor of the Earl of Lincoln : And 
when a great Conſternation arole, upon that Prince's Invaſion, and the Armies 
approach towards Stoake in Lincol-ſhire, in order to Fight with the King and his 
Forces; the Lieutenant of the Tower, offer'd the Earl his Liberty, to have gone 
where he pleaſed; but he generouſly refuſed it, and ſaid, He would never leave 
to be a Priſoner, but by his conſent that had thought him worthy of ſuch a 
puniſhment. | 


And fo he continued till the King's return from the Battel of Stoake, who ha- 
ving been informed of his ſubmiſſive and modeſt behaviour, during ſo long an 
Impriſonment ; and of the other great Capacities of the Earl, which would ren- 
der him very uſctul to any Prince that ſhould imploy him; he took him out of 
the Tower, and made him one of his Privy-Council; being, as Polidore the Hiſtorian 
lays, Vir Pradentia, Gravitate, @» Conſtantia ſumma. | 

In the Fourth Year of this King he was reſtored, by A& of Parliament, to the 
Title of Earl of Surrey, and to all thoſe Lands that were of his Wife's Inherr- 
tance. Burt after this, he began to be ſet at the head of every important bufinels; 
this Wiſe King believing he might truſt a Man who had proved ſo faithful to 
another Maſter. 

There having then happned a great Commotion in the North, occaſioned by the 
raifing of aSubfidy, and of that importance, that the Earl of Northumberland was lain 
therein 3 (who was the greateſt Lord of all thoſe parts: The King raifing a great 
Army for ſuppreſſing of the ſame, he gave the whole Command thereof to the 
Farl of Surrey; -and ſent under his Obedience the greateſt Lords, and the beli 
Captains of his Court ; as the Earl of Shrewsbury, the Lord Haſtings, Sir Willi 
Stanly his Chamberlain, Sir Rice ap Thomas, an” 2x Bourchier, Sir Fohn Savage, vl 
Tehn Riſely, and divers others. And he was after, in the Eighth of the ſame _ 
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imployed again, for ſuppreſſing the Incurſions of the Scots. His Delerts, and 
reat Abilities appearing every day more and more to this Sagacious King ; in the 
Sixteenth Year of his Reign, he conterr'd upon him the great Office of Lord High- 
Treaſurer of England; and in the Two and twentieth of his Reign, finding the 
Farl worthy of all the acknowfedgments he could make, King Herry granted him 
a ſpecial Livery of all the Lands whereof his Father died Scized, Mowbrays, Howards, 
and what ever he had acquired. This put him in 4 condition to ſupport his great 
Merit, his great Blood, and his great Condition : And after the death of this King, 
(which ſoon ſucceeded ) his Young Succeſſor, King Henry the Eighth, found the 
Farl of Surrey in a condition of Fortune and Reputation, as much to do, as to 
receive Honor from the Court, or any Imployment whereunto he could be called. 
He therefore choſe him into- the number of his firſt Counſellors, renewed his 
Patent for Lord High-Treaſurer, and conſtituted him Earl Marſhal of England tor 
his Lite. | 
In the Fourth Year of this King, there happned a great Criſis of State. The 
King was Engaged with an Army, conliſting of the flower of England, to go for 
France ; where he Befteged, and took ſeveral Towns. At the ſame time he had 
cauſe to believe the King of Scots would enter England, with his utermoſt Power ; 
the Defence whereof, would be enough tor the greateſt Captain he could ap- 
int. He thereupon choſe the Earl of Surrey; under whoſe ProteGtion he left all 
that could be dear to him, his Country, and his Wite : and it falling out as he 
did apprehend, and the Scottiſh King entring the Kingdom with a mighty Army, 
the Earl, with all power he could make, Marched to meet him. He found the 
King had taketn Norham Caſtle; and being reſolved now, to do ſomething ſhould 
xender him worthy of the Truſt he had received, or to die in the endeavour, he 
brought, by ſeveral induſtries ( of which the Hiſtorians are very particular ) the 
Scottiſh Army to a neceflity of Fighting : Which they did, under the Example, 
and Sight of. their Valiant King, with all the Valour and Reſolution that was poſ- 
fible. But ſuch was the Conduct, the Valour, and the Aſcendant of this Earl, 
3 their Reſiſtance did prove fruitleſs ; the whole Scottiſh Army was overthrown, 
and their King ( who for his Valour deſerved a better Fortune ) was ſlain 
Fighting upon the Field. | | 
If ever the Action of any Subject was opportunely Fortunate to a King, or his 
Aﬀairs, this Victory proved ſo to King Herry, at that time Engaged in the War 
with ſo Potent an Enemy as the King of France ; and the conſequence would 
have proved of the laſt misfortune, if the Earl had otherwiſe ſucceeded. The 
applauſes of the Court, of the King; and Kingdom, were of mighty fatisfaGtion 
to the great and publick Spirit of this Earl ; but the Generous King forbore not 
to add Rewards ſuitable to the Great Merits of his Service. He did him leveral 
Honors, but as the greateſt, was his reſtitution to the Illuſtrions Dignity of hs 
Anceſtors, the Dukedom of Norfolk , of which his Father was poſlefied, and that 
by his Grandmother had Deſcended to him from the Mowbrays, in former times 
Dukes of that Country. He gave him, for the ſupport of this Dignity, many Mau- 
nors, and great Lord(hips ; and continued him, during the reſt of his Lite, in the 
greateſt Honours of the Kingdom. Burt at laſt, loaden with Years as well as with 
Felicities, he yielded to Death, in the Caſtle of Framingham; the Twenty firſt of 
May, in the Year 1524. in the Sixteenth Year of King Henry the Eighth : Having 
Married Two Wives. | |

Counſellor to Henry the Eighth, to Queen Mary, and Queen 
Elizabeth ; and eldeſt Son (by his Second Wite) to [homas the 
Second Duke of Norfols. ED : 


UAAPTER I. 


ILLIAM Lord Howard, though he had the advantage of ſo great, and 

ſo fortunate a Fathcr, yet it was not to that he owed the leaſt part of 
his Fame, or of his Fortune. The Duke, his Father, loved Virtue and Induſtry, 
and to 4 Son that would have been Great without Care, or Labour, he won!d have 
afforded little afliſtance. The Farl of Srrrey, the Lord Howard, and the Lord 
Edmnd, were the Sons of his Prudence ; by his Dutcheſs Elizabeth Daughter to 
Sir Philip Tilney , who brought her Husband a great Inheritance : But the Lord 
William was the Son of his Love; and Born of Agnes Tilney, his Second Wit, 
that was a young Virgin, Couſin to the former Dutchels; and who brought 
in partage, but her Beauty, her Virtue, and her Frunfulneſs. To this young 
Lord the Duke had indecd a lecret partiality, but his great Lands were already 
all to be inherited by the Children of his Firſt Wife ; and it was the principle i 
thoſe days, ior Great Men to do little in detriment of them, that were to 
ſuſtain their Names and Dignities. He refolved then fo to cultivate the Virtue, 
and noble Inclinations of the young William, as ſhould make him deſerve any 
Fortune, what ever his own were like to be. He gave him therefore admirable 
Education, and thruſt him betimes into the World. He made uſe of his Inclina- 
tion, beings Martial, to introduce him into the Favour of the greateſt Captains of 
his cime, particulary thoſe that were applied unto the Sea; whom with his Com- 
pany, in every occaſion, he did fo well humor, as he became the future Hopes 
of that calling. In intervals of Martial occaſions he followed the King, and Mi- 


niſters, who found him of fo ſolid and uſeful a Temper, as they thought him fit 
| ſerve 
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ſerve the Crown in any important capacity. He followed the King to Boloigne! 
at the magnificent enterview with King Francis: And in the Twenty ſixth of 
Henry the Eighth, was ſent imto Scotland, to preſent King Fames with the Order 
of the Garter, and his Maſter's defire that he would come through Ergland, to ® 7 
zccompany: him, and be preſent at the enterview. dF ! 
The Duke,. his Father, had been inſtrumental in the greateſt Yiſaſters of Seot- 
nd, But in thoſe Heroick times, Generous Princes had a value for Noble Ene- 
nies. King James was taken with the Nature and Manners of the Lord Will;an: 
Hward, and perceiving 1n his Merit, much hopes of future greatneſs, he did fo 
cultivate his friendſhip, as when there was bufineſs to be tranſated between tlie 
Crowns, that King did ſhew an inclination more ready to hear this Lord, than 
any other ; wherefore King Hexry, having, at that time, a great defire to draw 
the King of Scotland to an enterview, he ſent him to Edenburgh in the .... . 
Year of his Reign, together with the Biſhop of St. Aſaph, to peri{wade him there- 
unto ; as allo to make him propoſitions of very great advantage. 
| In the Three and thirtieth Year. of the ſame King; he was ſent Extraordinary . 
Ambaſlador into France; in his diſcharge of which Employment, having much ſa- 
tisfied the King, and his Miniſters, he expe&ed a cheartul welcome at his return ; 
but from the Faults, or the Misfortune of another, he found fuch a diſappoint- 
ment as lodged hiniin, the Tower, inſtead of the Palace ; and gave him the Frowns 
due to the 1]] behaviour of the Queen, inſtead of the Applauſes his own endea- 
yours had deſerved. For Katharine Howard, the Fifth Wite of Henry.the Eighth, 
was his Niece, and had in a ſhort ſpace after her Marriage, fo conducted her elf, 
as ſhe fell into his Majeſties diſgrace, and loſt her Head. Thereupon, the old 
Dutchels of Norfolk, with this Lord William, and his Lady, were Indidted for Mil- 
prifion: of Treaſon, in concealing ( as was alledged-) what they knew of that 
Queen's former behavior, and Condemn'd to perpetual Impriſonment: C'S 
But after that for reaſon of State; and .to juſtifie the King , ſomething had 
been done under an appearance of Anger; and Severity; the King, that knew the 
Lord William was never Author of that Match; and that it could not be expected 
he ſhould have taken great pains, to hinder the Honor, and Advantage, of his 
Niece ; who he could not foreſee, would have made fo ill a uſe of fo great a good 
Fortune : his Majeſty ſet at liberty this Noble Lord, and his Relagions; who had 
luffered this reſtraint. Although they did remain under ſome fort of diſcou- 
ragement, during the ſhort remainder of this King's Reign ; who for other reaſons 
tad Beheaded the Noble Earl of Surrey, that was Brother to this Lord, and Im- 
priſoned the Duke his Fatlier; a- Servant, and Subjec; that had deſerved more 
than any other of his rime. | , I PL 
But after the Death of King Henry, when the State began to grow jealous of 
the French, for deſigning to recover the Key of their Kingdom ; the conſiderable 
Town of Calzs, King Edward's Council caſt into the Arms of the Lord William 
Howard ; and to make it ſafe, made him Lord Deputy thereof, in the Sixth Year 
of his Reign. | | _— : 
- After the Death of King Edward, the Queen his Siſter, being notable for the 
Council ſhe choſe, and the Miniſters and Servants ſhe imployed in every pur- 
pole; took this noble Lord .into the neareſt of her Truſt, and Confidence 3 ſhe 
knew his Valour, his Experience, and the opinion the - World had of it; and 
therefore thought none ſo fit, for the great Office of High Admiral of England ; 
which ſhe conferr'd:upon him in the Firſt Year of her Reign'; creating him, at the 
lame time, . Lord Baron of Effingham, whereof in the ſucceeding Parliament, he 
wok his place ; ſhe alſo made him Lord Chamberlain of her Houſhold ; and he 
was afterwards Lord Privy Seal. W226 
When this Queen was dead, her Siſter remembering the behaviour of this Lord, 


to-have been tender towards her, and obliging, during the times of her — 
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and Perſecution; ſhe conferred the fame Office of Chamberlain upon him, in the 
Furſt Year of her Reign. 

He was alſo ſent by Queen Elizabeth, with the Lord Cobham , Ambaſlador t9 
the Spaniard, into the Netherlands, on an important Negotiation; and in the 
Twelith of that Queen, joyned with the Earl of Suſſex, in Command of thoſe 
Forces, that were ſent to ſuppreſs the Rebellion of the Earls of Northumberland 
and Weſtmorland : He was allo one of the Peers, who fate upon the Tryal of his 
unfortunate Nephew, the Duke of Norfolk. Thus, after having been umployed 
( as has been exprels'd ) in the Service of ſo many Kings, in management of the 
Higheſt Offices, and Imployments of the State, he dyed, tull of Honor, Eſteem, and 
Reputation, the Fifteenth Year of Queen El:zabeth ; at her Palace of Hampton- 
Court. By his Will, bequeathing his Collar of Gold, and his Robes of the Order, 
to Charles, his Son; ( for he was alſo, a Knight of the Garter ) and was hono- 
rably Interred in the Pariſh Church of Rygate.

CHAPTER III. 


HARLES HOW ARD, the eldeſt Son of the Lord William, Baron of Ef- 
fingham (of whom we have laſt Treated) was bred. under a Father who 
knew that great Birth and Dignities, were things that weighed much upon thoſe 
that wore then ; and could never be honourably ſupported, withour equal Merit; 
and Capacities, in thoſe that would pretend to. be advantaged by them. He had 
therefore, in his Yoath, been bred to +the Theories of all the Noble Arts, that 
could render a Man uſeful to his King, and Country ; and as ſoon as he was of a 
fit ſtrength, he was thruſt by his Father into the pradice of them, upon every 
neceſſary occaſion. He was with him in all his Expeditions at Sea ; becoming there- 
by very expert in Navigation. He was in all the Land Services of his time, and 
followed his Father in every Embaſſy where he was imployed. Theſe practices 


made him fit for great Imployments ; as indeed, ſuch Imployments were ” for 
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him 3 becauſe, the truth was, that his Father's perpetual cuſtom, of keeping his 
hands clean in all the great Truſts had been committed to him : being ever fon- 
der of Fame and Faithfulneſs, than of Money or Eſtate. he had not left his Son 
ſo ſupertluous a Fortune, as it might have been eafte for him to have ſuitably ſub- 
ſiſted, to his Jeſert, and great Spirit; without the Favour and Afliſtance of his 
Princes : But the times wherein he lived were very Adive, and in theni uſefulneſs 
made Men tonfidered more than phancy. And the diſcerning Queen Elizabeth 
' thought ſhe had a jewel in this Youth, . whoſe hopefulneſs and merit ſhone in the 
Eyes of every Man. The firſt Imployment we tind he had, was to be one of 
thoſe noble perſons, choſe by the Queen, to conduct the Lady Anne of Auſtria, 
Daughter to Maximilian the Emperor, from Zeland into Spain. Aﬀterwartl we 
find him a Commander of ſome Forces, under his Father, that were ſent for the 
ppreſſion of the Earls Rebellion : And in the Regiſters of that Order it appears, 
j hat he was choſen a Knight of the Garter in the Fifteenth Year of Queen El;- 
wbeth. _ he. 19. bo. = —- 
In the Twenty eighth of that Queen, upon the Death of the Earl of Lincolr, he 
was made Lord High Admiral of Exgland; being at that time Lord Chamberlain, 
x his Father had formerly been. And in the Year 1588. when the King of Spain 
{ent his greateſt Fleet under the Conduct of his greateſt Subje&t, the Duke of Me- 
dina Sidonia, with a deſign to take the Kingdom with the very ſight of ſo formidable 
2 power; the Queen then, and her admirable Council, pitch'd upon this Lord . 
Hward to be the Buckler of Ergland; making him, with an extraordinary Power, 
Lieutenant General of all the Queen's Forces on the Sea, from the eſtimation 
they had of his excellent Virtyes; as being a Man of great Moderation, much 
knowledge in Maritine Afﬀairs ; Diſcreetly Wary, .throughly Valiant, Taduſtrious in 


Attion, and a Perſon whom the Mariners entirely loved. 
The ſucceſs gave the approbation to this choice ; the Spaniards appeared; the 
Admiral gave them Battel,. and they were overthrown; England was delivered, 
- [the Noble Lord received' the Applauſes his Valour,; and his Condu& did 
elerve, Ris IL OE. ﬀ_ mT 
But after this, there reiwnaining ſtill great jealouſies of future dangers from the 
Enmity of Spain, who did defign much by the Aſſiſtance of the ,Ir;ſb, who were 
2t that time Rebelliouſly diſpoſed; he was made joint General of the Engliſh 
Army, with Robert Earl of Eſſex, for defence ' of this Kingdom, both by Sea, and 
Land. He was alſo in this Year, on the Fifteenth of June, conſtituted .Jaſtice 
henerant of all the Foreſts South of Trent for Life. And in the Two and twen- 
tieth of Offober following, in conſideration of his Eminent Services in Ano. t588. 
in defending this Realm againſt the Spaniſh Armado, as afterwards of the Sacking of 
(adiz in Spain, and for deſtroying the Spaniſh Fleet then in the Port there, he 
was advanced to the Title and Dignity of Farl of Nottingham, as delcended from 
the, Mowbrays ; whereof ſome had before been Earls of that Country.  , .. 
| tithe One and Fortieth Year of the fame Queen, this Admiral continuing ſtall 
n'preat Reputation, and there remaining ſome ſupition of the Spariard's ill in- 
tetions, he was made Lieutenant General of all. the Queen's Field Forces, and 
one of the Commiſſioners for exerciſmg the Office of Earl Marſhal of Ergland. 
And in theſe great Truſts; he imploy'd his time during the Reign of this Happy, 
at Vidorious Queen. And the wife Succeſſor, upon his. Arrival, thought it a

had given early proof of many rare Virtues; he was Attive, he was In- 
genious, he was applicable to every thing that was for the Honor of the Court, or 
the Uſe of the Kingdom. ' In the days'of Queen: Elizabeth, the Paſtimes, and Tri 
umphs of the 'State, were very Martial ; Courſes at the Tilt were much mn 
faſhion, and Fights at the-Barriers ; no Man had greater applauſe at theſe Exerciſes, 
than this Young: Lord : And when Monſieur was here, with his great. Followers, 
who are held Maſters at theſe Exerciſes, he got thg eſteem of all the French-Men, 
He was with his Father at the Encounter with the Spaniſh Fleet; ( though but 
Young at that time ) he was with him at the Sacking of Calis; and allo, in 
moſt of his Embaſſies. He was Grave of his Nature, and entring into the favour 
of the Miniſters, as a Man likely to be fit for Buſineſs ; when unhappily he fel

CHAPTER V. 


"LIZABETH HOWARD, was the only Daughter, and Sole Heir, of 

. William Lord Howard, eldeſt Son to the Admiral ; and ſhe was Inheritable 
to all the Lands that at his Marriage had been ſettled upon her Father, and to 
what ever elſe had not-by Will, or otherwiſe, been diſpoſed of by. her Grand- 
Father, to any of his other Sons. And if Margaret Stuart, Counteſs of Nottinghan: 
(the Admiral's Second Wite ) had not, by being preſent with the old Lord at the 
time of his Death, been poſſeſſed of his perſonal Eſtate, which was vaſt in Jewels, 
Plate, and all kind of Precious Moveables, ſhe had proved the greateſt Fortune 
of her time. However, ſhe was poſſeſſed at her Marriage with the Caſtle of 
Dunnington, with the Park, and a large Lordſhip of fair Revenues, that had Roy- 
alties of great Extent and Conſideration : She had the Noble Lordſhip of Blech- 
ingleigh in expeCtance after. her Mother, and the Priory of Rygate after the 
death of the Counteſs of Nottingham; all which ſhe lived to enjoy. | 

She was a Lady of extraordinary Beauty in her time ; and before ſhe was Mar- 
ried, the hopes and expectation of every one that was Great and Conſiderable in 
England. But her Mother being of a Family that was of Kindred as well as 
Neigbourhood to the Mordannts of Turvey, proved favourable to the Merits, the 
Perſon, and Noble Qualities of the Lord Mordaunt, afterward Earl of Peterborow ; 
to whom ſhe gave in Marriage her Daughter, and all: her pretences. 
This Lady Jad much Wit, and a great Spirit, which inclined her to be Generous 
and Bountiful, to a degree of a little too .much valuing the uncertain applauſe of 
needy perſons. She lived in Unhappy Times, the Rebellion beginning and 
ending in her days ; dying after the King's Reſtauration, in the Year ., . . leaving 
Ifue by her Husband, John Earl of Peterborow :

Rdaining her Son-in-Law, Thomas Earl of Surrey, ſurviver of this het 
Teſtament, to whom ſhe gave a Cup of Gold, and a Croſs with 
the Pots of Silver Gilt. The probate of which Will bears Date the 


Thirtieth of December, 14.94. 


- Which Thomas being Squire of the Body to King Edward the Fourth (his Fa- 
ther then living) was retained to ſerve in his Wars, -in -the Fifteenth of Edward 
the Fourth , with ſix Men at Arms, and Two'hundred Archers. And the next 
enſuing Year conſtituted Sheriff of the Counties of Norfolk and Suffotk; he was 
alſo created Earl of Surrey, at ſuch time as John his Father was made Duke of 
Norfolk, by King Richard the Third. - And though he took part with that King, 
and Fought valiantly on his behalfat Boſworth Field, where he was taken Priſoner, 
yet did King Henry the Seventh afterwards receive him into Favour, and made 
choice of him for one of his Privy Council, being fa perſon of great Prudence, 
_ and Conſtancy ; whom he ſerved faithfully, during the whole time of 
us Reign. | hy | 

In « Fourth Year of Henry the Seventh he was in Parliament reſtored to his 
' Title of Earl of Szrrey, and to all thoſe Lands which were of his Wites Inheritance. 
And the ſame Year, npon'the Inſurrection in the North, occaſioned by the aflefling 


of a Subfidy: (wherein the Earl of Northumberland was Murdered, through the wy | 


of the MultitadeY he was ſent with a ſtrong power for the ſuppretling thereof : 
And in the Eighth of Henry the Seventh was again imployed into the North, to 
reſtrain the 1ricurſions of 'the Scots. = RES WET 
\In the Thirteenth of Henry the Seventh, upon the Siege of Norham Caſtle by 
thoſe bold Invaders, (being then in Yorkſhire) the March'd towards them ; but be- 
fore he could reach to Norham, they quited their ground, and retired into their own 
Country ; whereupon he followed them with his Army and made great ſpot] within 
their borders. ' bi 
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About this time he made partition with Maxrice, Brother of Willian: Marqueſz 
of Berkley, of the Lands which came to them by Inheritance, by reaſon of their 
Deſcent from the Coheirs to Mowbray Duke of Norfolk, And in the Fifteenth of 
Henry the Seventh attended the King and Queen to Calzs. 

In the Sixteenth of Henry the Seventh (25 Junii) he had, that great Office of 
Lord Treaſurer of England conferr'd on him. And in the Two and twentieth of 
Henry the Seventh obtained a Special Livery of all the Lands, whereof his Fa- 
ther died ſeized. In the Firſt of Henry the Eighth, being likewiſe made one of the 
Privy Council to that King, he had his Patent for Lord Treaſurer renewed: And in 
the Second of Henry the Eighth was conſtituted Earl Marſhal of England for Lite. 

In the Fourth of Herry the Eighth, upon that Expedition then made by that 
King into France (at which time Theronane, and Tourney were taken) he was ſent 
Northwards to prevent the Scots Incurlions, during the Kings abſence : But before 
he got far enough to make reſiſtance, King Fames the Fourth of Scotland, havin 
entred the borders, with a powerful Army, took Norham Caſtle. Of which this 
Valiant Earl being advertiſed, he made the more ſpeed thitherwards (his Army 
conſiſting of Twenty ſix thouſand) appointing Thomas his Son, then Lord Adm: 
ral, to come by Sea, and meet him at or near Alnwick in Northumberland : Which 
he accordingly did, bringing with him a Thouſand ſtout Men (ſome fay Five thou- 
ſand.) Hereupon, having intelligence, That the Scots had Intrench'd themſelves on a 
Hill called Floden, on the edge of the Mountain Chewiot ; and finding the Country { 
Forraged that he could not long continue there, he ſent Rowge-Croſs Herald, on 
Sunday the Fourth of September, conducted by a Trumpet, with inſtructions to tell 
that King, That having violated his Faith and League, and Hoſtily entred Eng- 
land, he reſolved on the Friday next following, to bid him Battle, if he would ac- 
cept 1t. 
| Wi heeedpen King James accepting the Challenge, he March'd within Three 
Miles of Floden ; and diſcerning that the Scots ſtill kept the Hill, he ſent Rowge- 
Croſs again, with a Letter ſubſcribed by himſelf, and his Son, the Lord Admiral, 
with divers others, moving them to come down into the Plain : Unto which no 
fatisfatory Anſwer being given, he March'd on with his Army, to cut off their 
Victuals, in caſe they would not draw down. The Scots therefore being aware of 
that danger, fired rheir Huts and diſlodged, covertly by the advantage of the 
Smoak ; but kept ſtill on the higher Ground. This Earl therefore traverſing ſome 
Bogs and Marſhes, till he came to the bottom of the aſcent, and finding it not 
very ſteep encouraged his Mcn to Fight, marching ſpeedily on; his Two Sons, 
Thomas and Edmond leading the Van of the Battle, himſelt and Sir Edward Stanly 
the Rear: The Lord Dacres, with the Horſe, being appointed as a reſerve. 
Whereupon the Fight began, which was ſtoutly maintained on both fides for Three 
hours ; till at length, the Scots, for the better avoiding the ſtorm of Arrows, 
opening their Ranks, the Lord Dacres came in with his Horſe, and put them fo to 
it, that they were conſtrain'd to caſt themſelves into a ring, doing all that Valiant 
Men could do, and no Man more than the King himſelf; yet he loſt the day, him- 
{elf being ſlain upon the place by a mortal Wound with an Arrow, and another 


with a Bill. For which memorable Service this Earl had thereupon a ſpecial Grant ' 


from King Herry, to himſelf, and the Heirs Male of his Body, of an honourable 
augmentation to his Arms, to bear on the Bend thereof, the upper half of a Red 
Lion (Depicted as the Arms of Scotland are) pierced through the Mouth with an 
Arrow : And by Letters Patent, bearing date the Firſt of February next enſuing, 
wag advanced to the Dignity of Duke of Norfolk ; which Title, Johz his Father, 
deriving his Deſcent ( through the Heirs Female of Mowbray and Seagrave ) from 
Thomas of Brotherton, Son to King Edward the Firſt, did enjoy ; the Ceremony of 
his Creation being performed at Lambeth the Day following, which was the Feſt 
val of Our Ladies Purification. And by other Letters Patent bearing date the

Upon the Second of March next following, he had a new Parenc ( by. the Title 
of Duke of Norfolk ) for the Office of Lord Treaſurer of England : And in the 
Sixth Year of Henry the Eighth, upon the Contract of Marriage betwixt Lewss de 
Longueville, on the behalf of Lewis the Twelfth of France, and the Lady Mary, 
Siſter to King Henry the Eighth, the King himſelf conducting her to the Seca ids, 
recommended her to the care of this Duke, who Landing with her at Boloigne, 
brought her to Abbeville ; where (upon the Ninth of OGober,) King Lewis himſelf 
folemaly Conſummated the Marriage. But in the Seventh of Henry the Eighth, 
obſerving that the Kings Cofters were much exhauſted by his Wars and Triumphe, 
and not finding it eafte to ſupply theſe vaſt Expences, which (in Pageants, and 
other devices) increaſed daily, he wiſely withdrew himſelf. 
\ In the Thirteenth of Herry the Eighth (13 Maiz) he performed the Office of 
Lord High Steward, upon the Tryal of Edward. Duke of Buckingham, and gave 
Sentence of ,Death upon him, but not without Tears. And in the Fourteenth of 
Heyry the Eighth, obtained a Grant in Special Tail, and to his Son Thomas Farl 
of Surrey, of the Mannors of Welles, Shyringham Stafford, Barningham, Warham, 
and Waveton, in Com. Suff. with the Advouſons of the Churches, part of the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of the before ſpecified Edward Duke of Buckingham attainted. 
- Byhis Teſtament, bearing date lt. Maiz, Anno. 1520. (12. H. VIII) he bequeath- 
, ed his Body to be Buried in the Church of the Priory of Thetford, in Com. Norf. betore 
the High-Altar ; appointing that his Executors ſhould cauſe a Tomb to be made, and 
ſet up there, with the Images. of himſelf, and Agnes his Wite thereon ; allowing 
for the charge thereof CXXXIII.VIs VIIEd He alfo bequeathed to his Son, 
and Heir Apparent, who ſhould be living at his Deceaſe, his great hanged Bed, 
paled with Cloth of Gold, white Damask, and black Velvet, broidered with 
theſe Two Letters T and A, as alfo one ſuit of Hangings of the ſtory of Hercules, 
made for the great Chamber at Framingham in Norfolk, And departing this Life 
at his ſaid Caſtle of Framingham, 21 Maii, Anno 1524. (16. H. VIII.) had Burial

| He Married two Wives, firſt Elizabeth, Daughter and fole Heir to Sir Frederick, 
Tilzey, Knight, Widow of Humphrey Bourchier Lord Berners: Which Elizabeth, 
by her Teſtament, bearing Date Now. 6. Anno 1506. (22. H. VII.) bequeathed her 
Body to be Interr'd in the Nuns Quire of the Mzinoreſſes without Aldgate in Lon- 
don, nigh unto the place where Anne Montgomery lay Buried: appointing that no 
more than Twenty Torches ſhould be uſed at her Burial, and Months-mind ; alſo, 
that no Dole, or Money, ſhould be given at either of theſe Solemnities; but in- 
ſtead thereof, a Hundred Marks to be diſtributed to the poor folks, viz. to every 
poor Man and Woman, in the Pariſhes of White-Chappel and Hackpey, vij d.

H. VIE. was one of the Attendants of that King to Calis, 
and ſo to Bolozgne, at ſuch time. as he was there Magnihicently received by Francis 
the Firſt, King of France : And in 26. H. VII. tent into Scotland, to preſent King 
James the Fitth, with the Order of the Garter : Allo, to acquaint him with the 
intended Interview betwixt King Henry, and King Francis of France : And intreat- 
ing his Preſence thereat, to defire his Coming through England, to accompany King 
Henry to Calis. | | | 
In 27. H. VIIE. he was ſent with Dr. Willzan: Barlow, Biſhop of St. Aſaph, to the 
lame King of Scots, to periwade him to enterview with. King Herry ; as alſo, to 
- make certain advantageous Propoſitions to him. And 1n 35. H. VIIL upon that 
unhappy Deportment of Katharine Howard, his Niece, Fifth Wite of King Henry, 
for which ſhe loſt her Head, (being newly return'd from an Embaſly into France). 
he was Indicted (as was alſo his Wite, and the old Duthels of Norfolk) for Mit 
priſon of Treaſon, (in concealing what they knew of that Queen's Behaviour there- 
n) and condemned to perpetual Impriſonment : Burt at length, through the King's 
Favour, enlarged ; and in 6. Edw. VI. made Deputy of Calzis ; being a. very valiant 
Perſon, and perfeftly Loyal to both thoſe Kings. He had ſuch Eſteem from Queen 
Mary, as, that by Letters Patents, bearing Date 11. Martz, in the Firſt Year of her 
Reign, he was advanced to the Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by 
the Title of Lord Howard of Effingham ; as allo, the Twentieth of the ſame Month, 
made Lord Admiral of England, Ireland, and Wales : And upon the Second of A-- 
pril next enſuing, took his Place in Parliament amongſt the reſt of the Peers: Al- 
lo, upon the Eighth of that Month, conſtituted Lord Admiral, and Lieutenant Ge- 
feral of all her Forces at Sca: He was likewiſe Lord Chamberlain of her Houle- 
hold. And in the 1. Eliz. had the ſame Honourable Office conferred on him by 
that Queen. - | | | 
After this he was ſent Ambaſſador, with the Lord Cobham, to the Spaniard into 
the Netherlands ; and in 12. Eliz.. accompanied the Farl of Sſſex, General of thoſe 
Forces then ſent. againſt the Earls of Northumberland and VVeſtmoreland, at that. 
Time in Rebellion. In 1 5. Eliz. he was one of the Peers which fate at the Fryal 
of the Duke of Norfolk, And by his Teftament, bearing Date 6. Maii, (11. Eliz.

TOT many days paſled before a far greater and more choice Army was raiſed 

in Exgland, into which many Noblemen and Gentlemen voluntarily liſted 
themſelves. For a conſtant rumor. grew every day ſtronger and ſtronger, That rhe 
Spaniard, with all his might and main, prepared for War againſt England and Ire- 
land; encouraged the rather, becauſe he was now in polleſſion. of Calice ( from 
whence it was but a ſhort cut over into England). Hawkin's and Drake's voyage 
had had ill ſucceis; and the Iriſh Rebels earneſtly urged the ſuccours out of Spain. 
The queen to {catter this Storm that was gathering, ſuppoſed it the beſt courte to 
ſet upon the Enemy 1n his own Ports; and to that, end rigged a Flect of 150 Ships, 
whereof 17 were of her Navy-Royal, 22 Low-Conntry Ships, which the Confederate 
Eſtates joyned with hers, the reſt Pinnaces and Vicualers. In theſe were 6 360 
Souldiers under pay , Volunteer Gentlemen 1000, Seamen 6772, belides Low-- 
Country-men. Robert Earl of Eſſex, and Charles Howard, Lord Admiral of England, 
who were at great Charges towards this expidition out of their own Eſtates, were 
made Commanders in chief, with equal Authority, under the title of Generals ; yet 
ſo, as the Lord Admiral ſhould have the principal Authority and Dignity at Sea, 
the Earl of Eſſex at Land. To thele were joyned for a Council of War, the Lord 
Thomas Howard, Sir Walter Rakeigh, Sir Francis Vere, Sir George. Carew, and Sir 
Coniers Clifford. The whole Fleet was divided into four Squadrons 3 the firſt 
the Lord Admiral commanded, the Earl of Eſſex the ſecond,. the Lord Thomas 
Howard the third, and Sir Walter Raleigh the fourth. The Officers of the Army 
were, Sir Francis Vere, Licutenant-General, or Marſhal ; Sir John Wingfield, Quarter- 
maſter-general 3 Sir George Carew, Maſter of the Ordnance; Sir Conzers Clifford, 
Srjant-mazor. The Colonels were, Robert, Earl of Suſſex, Sir Chriſtopher Blunt, 
vir Thomas Gerrard, Sir Richard Wingfield, Sir Edward Wingfield, Captain of the 
Volunteers, and Anthony Aftley, Secretary of the Council of War, who was to rec- 
fiſter the Councels with every Man's Reaſons , and to record all their Actions,

And, Laſtly, That 
Aſhton, a Munſter of God's Word, might be with'him in Priſon, for his Soul's 
comfort. The Lord Admiral anſwered, That for theſe things he would make in- 
terceſſion to the Queen. When preſently all the Noblemen, falling upon their 
Knees, and delivering their Swords up to the Lord Admiral, yielded themſelves 
it. Ten of the Clock at Night.. There were no more ſlain but Owen Salisbury, 
and.one;, or two, who were killed in the Houſe by ſhot, and as many of the 
beliegers.

Hinze, N the Preface to theſe Genealogies, there has been expoſed 
PER to the Reader the Nature and Antiquity of Sur-names, and the 
grounds, cauſes, and occafions upon which they were afſum'd 
in general. To aſcribe why the Lords of this Houſe took 
to themſelves the Name of Mordaunt, is not in my power 3 
but that they did ſo, near Six hundred Years ago, and have 
continued it to their deſcendants unto this very day, will be 
as caſte, as to read the unqueſtioned Proofs ſhall be expoſed 
upon that matter. 

The obvious and natural conjefure, will be the quality of the occaſion, where 
they firſt appeared, an occafion of War, Chivalry, and Conqueſt ; a Souldier, a 
younger Brother, and a brave fellow, ſet out to make a Fortune by adventures of 
Arms ; it was proper to ſuch a one, dare mortem, to Wound, Kill, and Deſtroy 
his Enemy ; whence / Mordaunt, which was the firſt Epithet aſſum'd by Osbert, the 
beginner of'that' Houſe, might appear no unproper ſobriquit for him that did de- 
ſerve it; 194i) 

The deſcent of this Osbert is not affirm'd to be certain, neither, by one who de- 
teſtes to advantage his undertaking by any thing he cannot prove ; but it is evi- 
dent his Father, Robert, was a great deſerver in the Conqueſt ; and that, by the af- 
fiſtance he brought Duke Willzanr, and the ſhare he acquired as the reward of his 
labour. He bore the illuſtrious appellation of de Sanfo Agidio, or of Saint Giles ; 
which at that time was the Name of the Soveraign Earls, and Princes of Tholouſe, 
of which Houſe he was in all probability a Son, a Brother, or a near Relation ; and 
from his Brother Exſftace, the eldeſt Son of this Robert, our Osbert did receive ſe- 
veral noble proviſions ; as the Lordſhip of Radwell, that of Brayfield, with Lands in 
Wabull, in Lawvendon, and in other parts; and for the Blood of the Gentlemen, who were 
- his deſcendants, it has been ſo fortunately pure, as never to have been mif-allyed, 
fince the firſt knowledge of the Family ; but the chiefs thereof haye always Marri- 
ed into Names of great Authority, and N obleneſs; as that of Fortis, Alno, Olney, 
who were of the firſt Conquerors ; thoſe of Wake, L' Eftrange, Latimer, Vere, Dar- 
cy, and Howard ; all of the prime Nobility. | 

And as they have taken Wives out of the greateſt Families, ſo they have given 
them to the chiefeſt Gentlemen, and prime Houſes of England ; to Strangeways, to 
't ettyplace, to Browns, to Henningham, to Manſell, to Danwers, to Radney, to Ne- 
vill, and to Howard. To theſe circumſtances has been added their felicity, that by 
the Prudent Condu& of their Afﬀairs, and ſucceſsful undertakings, they have ever 

hed in an eminent degree of Riches and opulency. 

They had been, : before the time of the firſt Sir John Mordaunt, Lords of great 
Mannors, Lands and Lordſhips ; but from his tume, to which was defign'd the ex- 
altation of this Family, and his Alliance with the Houle of Latimer, his Sons, with 
the Heir of Vere, and his Grandſons, with the Inheritrix of Fitz-Lewis : The 
Riches and Patrimony of this Houſe was ſuch, as there was ſcarce a Gentleman in 
England, whole Eſtate was comparable to it. 

Aﬀter this, as the occaſion of their coming into this Kingdom, was the Military 
Service of a victorious Prince ; ſo the Lords of this Houſe have continued to ſerve 
divers of their Kings in their Wars : they have ſerved them likewiſe in their Coun- 
cls; they have deſerved to be called into the ſupreme Dignity of the —

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and thereby made hereditary Grandees, Judges, and Councellors, in which they 
have remain'd for divers Ages. There have been of them Privy Councellors to ſc. 
veral of the greateſt Kings, Miniſters of State, Captains, Ambaſſadors, and Cy. 
vernours of Provinces : And in all theſe qualities they have ſerved without re. 
proach. So as if Antiquity of Original, TIliſtrious Derivance, Deſcent from no- 
bleſt Blood, great Alliances, high Dignittes and Employments, worthy Aion 
and large Poſſefſions, be of Virtue to make a Family conſiderable, there will be little 
cauſe for Envy to bark at my endeavouring to eſtabliſh the Honour, and Memor 
thereof, according to what 1s due to the merit of a Name fo Hluſtrious,....,.. - .., 
For the Arms of this Houſe, from the time they have been in uſe, ,and born here 
oy im Families, were Argent a Cheveron Sable, between Three Stars Waved of 
he ſame.

and noble Poſfeffions. How long this Robert of Saint Giles lived, or remaind.n 
this Kingdom, we cannot tell; but we find his Son, Exſtace of Saint Giles, did fur 
vive his Father, and pofleſſed his Acquifitions, by a Charter, wherein he gave to 
his Brother O-sbert (who from ſome occaſion was call'd Le Mordaunt, and' was the 
beginner of this Houſe and Name) the Lordſhip of Radwel/, in. the County of 
Bedford, and other Lands that were of his Father's Partition.

' Lords of this Mannor of Tervey had in theſe, and after-times) Gives, Grants, and 
. Confirms, for Six Marks of Silver, which he gave to him in Gerſumam, one of hi 
Villanes, called Adam: Pite, with all. his ſequel and procreation, gotten, and to be 
gotten for ever. There paſſes afterward, between William Mordaunt, and Hy) 
Poore, Prior of the Monaſtery of St. Neads, an exchange of divers Lands, with 
an advantage given by the ſaid William, in free, pure, and perpetual Alms. And 
as the laſt teſtimony of him, there is Extant an Accompt given unto him under 
the Scal of one William de Wikely, who terms himſelf therein, Serwiens Willielni 
de Mordaunt in Manerio ſuo de Turwey : Dated the Ninth of Edward the Fill 
Not long after which, he is ſuppoſed to have deceaſed. Amice of Olney, the 
Daughter of Sir William of Olney, was the Wife of William Mordaunt ; and by her 
he had the Lordſhip of Efthall, and a Mannor with diverſe Lands in Terdley : which 
laſt had been given her Father by John Scot, Earl of Huntington, a Prince of the Houle 
of Scotland. Her Husband is ſtiled in a Deed (wherein Matilda, the Daughter of 
Lettice of Efthull, does remit unto him, and Amice, his Wife, her Right and 
Claim to certain Lands) Lord of that place. The Charter runs, Willzelmo de Mr 
daunt Domino de Efthull, &- Amicie Oxori ſux. Sir William of Olney, the Fathe 
of this Amice, was one of the Sons of that Sir Richard Sutton, that flouriſhed in the 
time of Henry the Third, from whence the Lords of Dudley did deſcend. He + 
ſumed the Name of Olney, from certain Lands he held therein, that his Father 
had received from the Grant of Ralph, Earl of Cheſter. Aﬀter the death of William 
Mordaunt, this Amice took into her Second Bed, Agidio de Albeny, Lord of Demfter:

Theſe applications were ſo ſucceſsful, as he became, betimes, very conſiderable 
in that way. But happening to live in thoſe days of Wat and Tumult,. and hi 
flouriſhing Youth ſublifting 1n the Reign of King Edward the Fourth, he gave 
oreat proof of his Valor in matters of that nature alſo; His Temper and Inclinz- 
tions being in truth, Tam Marte quam Mercurio : And indeed he was an Officer ji 
Arms (as well as a Councellor in Civil Matters) to Richard Newill, the great 
Earl of Warwick., into whoſe Afﬀairs. he was introduc'd by the Lady Anne Bea 
champ, Counteſs. of W, arwick , his-Wite, a Princeſs moſt Eminent in that Age 
for great Birth and Qualities, and that in his Laſt Will he reckons a great Bene- 
factreſs., He was with this Earl at the Battel of Barnet, where his Patron ws 
Slain, himſelf much Wounded, . and. the Fortune. of King Henry for ever over 
thrown. After this he retired to his Studies, and particularly to thoſe of the 
Law, whereunto he had at firſt detign'd his applications, and therein he' Becatte 
very Eminent. | \ | 

His Father dying afterwards, about the Fourteenth Year of King Edward th 
Fourth, and he becoming Maſter of his Houſe and his Inheritance ; his Prudence, 
thenceforth, and his Worthinels, made hmm fo conſiderable in the County of Be 
ford (where was his uſual Reſidence, and chief Eſtabliſhment) as by his Intereſt 
and Reputation he govern'd that Country very much. This is evident, by Letter 
dire&ted to him from divers Princes, who required his aid to ſeveral of their War, 
by his Attendance, with his following of Tenants and Friends, which he did fc 
ceſsfully aftord to King Hexry the Seventh, both .at Boſworth, afore he was King, 
and at Sroake Field afterwards, againſt the Earl of Lincoln, where he reſorted t 
him in perſon, accompanied with a numerous Aflembly of his Relations and De 
pendants. | Et 

His Services to this King, with the knowledge of his Abilities, were the ground 
of a ſingular eſteem his Majeſty had for him ; which he teſtified in the Fifteenti 
Year of his Reign, by taking him to live in his own Palace, for the ule of a pr: 
vate and particular Councellor ; and after that, having received the honour « 
Knighthood, he was made Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, with a conk 
derable Penſion ; a place, at that time, when the Lands belonging to that Dutdy. 
were more than what does now appertain unto the Crown, of great Honour and 
Emolument. And he was made at the ſame time, one of that King's Privy Council. 

Sir John Mordannt was- very notorious, for his advice, in matching the Kings 
Eldeft Daughter to the King of Scotland; and had a great part in the direftion of drav- 
ing up the Articles of that Treaty, between the Two Kings ; a Copy whereof is je 
Extant, under his own Hand. In fine, there were few Men, upon whoſe Count 


that 
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that Wiſe King depended more, nor that had done him more uſeful and agree- 
ible Services 3 from whence proceded the improvement of his F ortune, in this 
Reign : For though the King was a ſparing Giver, unleſs upon great deſerts, 
Sir John Mordaunt had very many advantagous benefits at his Hands, as may 

appear in the Proofs, by the ſeveral Royal Gifts, and Offices he beſtow'd upon 
bim. So as having diſengaged leveral Lordſhips that had been Morgaged, or En- 
cumbred by his Grandfather, made new Acquiſitions of many others by his own 
induſtry, and become Maſter of a large Patrimony, in behalf of his Wife, who 
was the Daughter and Heir of Sir Nicholas Latimer, Lord of Duntiſh, in the 
County of Dorſet, and divers other Noble Poſleflions in the Weſt of England, as 
the head of a. very Antient Family, He was in the way to all the Greatneſs 
could: :be covered by the Ambition of a reaſonable Man. But ncar the One and 
twentieth Year of King Hexry the Seventh, he was grown old and much waſted, 
through the Cares and Labours incident to a Man bufied in three Active Reigns. So 
as falling Sick at London, after having receiv'd particular teſtimonies of the care, and 
concern of his Royal Maſter, he departed this Life, and was carried to reſt with his 
Fathers; and lyeth Buried 1n his own Church of Turvey, under a fair Tomb of 
white Marble. He had Iſſue by his Wife, the Lad y Edith Latimer,

CHAPTEN ASL 


TOHN the Eldeſt Son of Sir Fob» Mordaunt, that from his good Qualities was 
] the joy of his Father's Heart, as well as the hopes of his Houſe, was not like 
J to want good Education under the Conduct of fo knowing a Parent ; he was 
bred to-every thing of which an ingenious Nature could be capable ; to Learning, 
to Arms, to Courtſhip, attending much upon Prince Arthur, till he died. The 
firſt fruit of his Father's great Care towards him, was, the procuring of his Eſtabliſh- 
ment in Marriage with Elizabeth, the Eldeſt of the Coheirs of Sir Henry Vere, that 
was Lord of Addington ; which were the nobleſt and moſt conſiderable Inheri- 
wixes of that Age; (the Wardlhip of which, Sir Fob! Mordaunt, his Father, had ob- 
tain'd of the King) and from which Elizabeth deſcended to the Mordaunts, the 
Noble. Lordſhips of Drayton , Thrapſton , Addington , Sudburgh , Iſlip , Luffwick, 
Slipton, and many other great Poſlefſions: Many diſputes, notwithſtanding, aroſe 
about the pretences of theſe Heirs, even with the greateſt Lords in England as 
the Duke of Buckinghan, and the Farl of Shrewsbury ; but the Credit of Sir Fohr 
Mordaunt, and his intereſt with' the King,  joyn'd to his Wiſdom, and great 
Knowledge in the Laws, had ever influence upon them + But after his deceale, 
they ſet up great pretences to Drayton, and the Green's Lands; and the Young 
Merdaunt ſoon found how much his Fathers Life had conduc'd to the ſettlement 
vof that Eſtate. In the Agitations of the Eſtabliſhment whereof, and the Agree- 
ments made with thoſe great Lords, he ſpent the remainder of King Henry the 
S$venth's Reign ; and was by that time becoine a perſon oreatly — d. 
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After this King's Death, he apply'd himſelf wholly ro the farther deſigns of th 
Honor and Advantage of his Houſe ; and made his Court to the Young Succeſſor! 
follow'd him in-his Firſt Wars, and got {ſo ſucceſsfully into his Favour and Opi- 
nion, as upon his return he received the gratification of a Patent, containing the 
grant of ſeveral Noble Privileges, and Immunities. Among the reſt, to be Pils Co. 
pertus in the preſence of the King, or of any of his Judges, Miniſters, or Magiſtrates, 
The Conſideration he was at this time in, appears by ſeveral Letters direQed to him, 
when he was yet but a private Gentleman: He was Knighted by him after this, 
and made a Privy Councellor, wherein bis Wiſdom, Fidelity, and Zeal to his 
Majeſty's Service were very Exemplary : He was, at one time, Surveyor Genera] 
of the King's Woods, and Wood-fails, and the Chiet in another Commiſſion, for 
providing Neceſlaries for the Fortifications of Calice, and the other Ports and Ca- 
ſtles within the Exgliſh Pale in the Country of Picardy; and in many other mat- 
ters he was Employ'd. of. great Importance, wherein he ſo: behaved and diſcharg'd 
himſelf, as his generous Maſter thought fit, for a reward of his many Services, to 
take him into the Illuſtrious Dignity of the Peerage ; calling him, by Writ, a Ba 
"ron into the Parliament, inthe Twenty fourth Year of his Reign. After this up- 
on the Revolutions which happned by the change of the Church Government, 
whereunto he was not able to ſhew that compliance which others of more ſupple 
tempers did condeſcend to do; his Favour did decline, and his Maſter's Kindneſs 
to him : So as being retired to his own Houſe and Country, he did not remain 
without” ſeveral mortifications, which his Enemies of the prevailing FaGtion, that 
Govern'd in the Court, did endeavour to put upon him; teveral hard Letters he 
received from the King, about matters which they imputed to him, concerning his back- 
wardneſs in ſupprefiing the Intereſt of the Old Religion ; and as the Iaſt endex- 
vor of their Revenge, they ſtrove to make the King oblige him to an Exchange of 
the Noble Lordſhip of Drayton, and the other Towns lying about it, of his Wives 
Antient Inheritance, and that he had in his Old Age, ſettled againſt all Compett 
tors, at great Labour and: Charges, with certain of the Abby Lands, newly acquired 
unto the Crown, with which his Conſcience, as well as his Intereſt, were altoge- 
ther incompatible. From this oppreſſion he had not been able to have defended 
himſelf, notwithſtanding all his great Friends, and Antient Services, if the King's 
Death had not ſucceeded, which in this point ſet him at liberty. The Reign of 
King Edward he ſpent in peace ; But at the beginning of Queen Mary, he labord 
a little under an imputation of his Enemies, who would alledge, he favoured the

Lady Elizabeth Vere; and the Lord Mordaunt being but young himſelf, when 
his Son was born, this John grew up to early Manhood while his Father was

The Lord Mordaunt, in the time of his favor, had the opportunity to purchaſe 
of the King, at an eafie rate, the Marriage of Elly Fitz-Lewis, who had become 
Heir of that Antient Family, by the untimely Death of her Brother (as has been 
expreſſed in the relation appertaining thereunto.)

Henry's Favour ; and in the Twenty fourth Year of his 
Reign, and in the ſame wherein his Father was made a Baron, he was ſummoned 
to come and receive at his Majeſty's hands, the Honourable Order of the Bath, at the 
Coronation of Queen Arne of Bollen, which he did at that time in fellowſhip of the ' 
Marqueſs of Dorſet, the Farl of Darby, the Lord Clifford, the Lord Fitz-Waters, the 
Lord Hoſtings,and the Lord Mounteagle ; But with his Father being entirely addicted 
to the old Religion, the change that ſacceeded in the one, produc'd the ſame in 
both their Fortunes, which was to retire to their Houſes from all further applicati- 
ons in that Reign ; and at home Sir John Mordaunt continued likewiſe, during that 
of the young Succetffor. But at the Death of-King Edward, and the early difficut 
ties of Queen Mary, he was of the firſt that put themſelves into the Field, at the 
kead of the Effex Men, where his intereſt and reputation was very great ; offering 
unto her his, and their Services, in defence of her Perſon and Government, at the 
Caſtle of Framingham in Suffolk,, where ſhe was then retired, in expeCtation of be- 
ng aflaulted, by the Troops raiſed in behalf of the Faction of the Lady Fane and 
her Husband, upon whom the Dukes of Suffolk and Northumberland intended to let- 
tle the Crown of England. The conſiderableneſs of which Service, and the exam- 
ple of it, the Queen did ſo eſteem, as upon her coming into the Government, 
ſhe took him into the Dignity of a Privy Councellor, wherein he ferved during 
her ſhort Reign. And fo much favor ſhe had for him, and the Lady oane, his Se- 
cond Wife, that had God afforded her a longer lite, there was no advancement 
he might not have expected under her Countenance and Government. 

But about this time it pleaſed God to punith this Family with a Divifton in it 
ſelf. Sir Fobn Mordaunt, after the death of his, firſt Wite the Lady Ely Fitz-Lewis, 
who-left him only one Son tor the ſtay of her Houſe, called Lewzs, after the Sir- 
name of her Family, Married the Lady Fohanne : his Second Wife, who was 
the Daughter of Sir Fohn Farmer of Eſton Neſton m the County of Northampton, 
and at that time, the Widow of ..... ..--- and that likewiſe when ſhe was 
a Maid attended upon Queen Mary, then but Princeſs. This Lady Tohanne had 
Children of her own, and of them a beautiful Daughter, to whom the young 
Lewis Mordaunt, as it ſhould ſeem, had made Love, and as it was pretended, to 
the paſſing of ſome engagement : His Mother, therefore, greedy of ſuch an eſta- 
bliſhment for her Child, preſs'd hard for a proceeding unto Marriage ; but the

young Man, who had his chief dependance upon the'old Lord Mordaur, his Grand. 
Father, who was entire Maſter of the great inheritance, comprehended in the 
Shires of Northampton and Bedford, whereupon he lived at a diſtance from ba 
Son, durſt not, for all his Father's Commands, engage in a matter of tha 
Nature without his leave and Council, that Lord ever loving to be a Maſter of al 
the intereſts of his Family ; ſo as when he became acquainted with his Sons inten. 
rions, finding the ſubject far ſhort of what he defign'd for his Grandſon, both 3 
Relations and Advantage; it was rejected by him, with the circumſtances of ſevere 
commands and menaces; both to his Son and Grandſon, which latter he recall'4 
unto his own Houſe and Cuſtody. 

Hereupon the Lady whom the diſparagement of her Daughter did much cox. 
cern, engag'd into thoſe paſſions might be expedted from an offended Woman 
ſhe exaſperated her Husband both againſt his Father and his Son Lewss, and the 
teſtimonies of very great differences are extant in ſeveral inſtruments : fo that the 
Father would, out of diſpleaſure, bave alienated from his Son the Fitz-Lewiz, 
Lands, which were of his own Mother's Inheritance : And the Grandfather intend. 
ed to have diſinherited Sir Fohz Mordannt of all the Mordaunt's Lands, infinitely of 
oreater conſequence : At laſt, mutua] fears of General ruine by diſagreement made 
the peace, and they both concurr'd in Marrying the young Lewis Mordaunt ty 
Elizabeth, the Daughter of Sir Arthur Darcy.

CHAPTER XIV. 


EWISLod MORD AUNT, after his Father's Deceaſe, ſucceeded unto 
a Noble and Free Fortune, to the Mordaunts, to the Latimers, to the Vere, 
to the Greenes, and to the Fitz-Lewis's Lands, comprehending an intereſt 


in the Counties of Bedford, Buckingham, Hariford, Northampton, Eſſex, Dorſet, and - 


Sommerſet ; in every of which he had fair Seats, and Lordſhips. He had a large 
Soul, and a Diſpoſition incompatible with either Craft or Servitude, and would by 
no means ſ{ubje& the happineſs of his mind to an uncertain Ambition, nor give up 
his freedom by applying himſelf to the arts and ways of the Court, but rather 
choſe to enjoy the Fortune he had received from his Anceſtors in the peace and opt 
lency of his Houſe and Country. He was a perſon of great Nobleneſs, Juſtice, 
and Afﬀabllity ; very well parted, and ingenuous. He was the Idol of the Province 
where he lived, and by his proceeding drew unto him more reſpe& than all the 
Great Men of thoſe parts. He lived indeed in much magnificence, and in a pot 
that was a pattern for the Great Men of that time, fſo as his Hoſpitality is to th 


day famous; although he was not immediately of the Court ; yet as a Peer and ? 
great Councellor, he had his part in moſt of the great ations of that Reign ; and®, 
| an 
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-1 inſtance of the great Prerogative of the Baronage of England, he was call'd by 
*he Queen's Summons to fit one of the Judges of the Life and Fortunes of that 
reat and unfortunate Princeſs, Mary Queen of Scotland : unto whoſe Sentence he 
did moſt unwillingly concur. And upon the like occaſion he was again a Judge in 
the Arraignment of that great Subje@, Thomas Duke of Norfolk, He fate in many 
Parliaments, and Commanded the Troops of thoſe parts, aſſembled at the general Ren- 
dezvouz, that were prepar'd againſt the Spaniſh Invaſion. He was, befides this, a 
Lover of Art, and an Encourager of Learning ; as alſo a Builder, and added much 
to the Noble old Caſtle of Drayton, the beloved Seat of his Grandmother: and 
although I cannot ſay, but he did Alienate from his Family ſeveral great Poſlefli- 
ons, as the Fitz-Lewrs's, which were His Mother's, and the Latimer's Lands, which 
were the Poſleflions of his Great Grandmother ; yet it cannot be denyed, but what 
he ſpent was employ'd with honor. Though he was no Courtier, yet he was 
much honor'd by them all; and he had a near Friendſhip with the Earl of Lei- 
cefter, and the Lord Chancellor Hattor. | 
He Married Elizabeth, the Daughter of Sir Arthur Darcy, Knight, who was Bro- 
ther to the Lord Darcy of the North, and that paſſed with much honour ſeveral 
oreat Employments in that Reign. He lived a long and proſperous life, and de- 
parted out of this World ſoon after the entry of King Fames the Firſt, and lies 
Buried in his Church of Tarvey, under a Tomb of Black Marble.

ENRYT Lord Mordaunt, the only Son of his Father, after whoſe deceaſe he 
Inherited his Honor and his Lands, was of a Family wherein it was hard to 
extinguiſh their Inclination to the old Religion ; and befides, he had married 

the Lady Margaret Compton, Daughter to Henry Lord Compton, and the Lady Frances 

Haſtings, that had been bred to much Striqneſs and Zeal therein.

pening a conjunQure which rendered thoſe of his profeſſion under much ſuſpicion 
and jealouſy from the Proceedings of that Conſpiracy, called The Gunpowder Treaſon, 
which if it had ſucceeded would have been of ſo cruel a conſequence. This worthy 

Lord was envolv'd in the unha ppy troubles it produc'd to moſt of his perſwaſion : 

For upon ſurmiſe of his holding correſpondence with the Traytors, the innocent. 
Lord, in the Seventh Year of King James the Firſt, was ſeized in his Houſe, and 

Þmmitted Priſoner to the Tower, for which there could be never produc'd other 

grounds than his profeſſed Religion, his being abſent fronythac Parliament, (which 

Was upon leave) and ſome neighbourly correſpondences he had held with Sir Ewerard 

Vigby, and certain others of the conſpirators ; which were but ſlender Reaſons for ſo 

iſt Sufferings. His Lordſhip thereupon was ſeverely Fined, and folong "_ Pri- 

oner, 
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ſoner, that by the diſtruction of his Health it brought him finally to his Graye, 
after which his Innocency ſufficiently appear'd, to convince his perſecutors of x 
Injuſtice of their ſevere dealings. e

He enjoy'd many perfections of Body and 
Mind. He was very Beautiful, Ingenious, Afable, and Applicable to all was good 
and uſeful ; and there he remain'd the Star of the Univerſity, till King James the 
Firſt, coming to Oxford in a Progreſs, took him from that place to follow the Court, 
deſigning him to ſuch kind of farther improvement, as might render him, in time, | 
more uſeful to his Service, and the Government. The firſt teſtimony he gave him | 
of his Favour, was to quit him of the Fine had been impoſed upon his Father, 0 
Ten Thouſand Pounds, for his being ſuſpiciouſly abſent from the dangerous Parli- 
ment, and to ſet him at liberty from any burthens of Obligations might come up- 
on him by reaſon of his Wardſhip; of which by the King's Command, he was di 
charg'd. He commanded his attendance in his firſt Journey he made back to Scot- 
land; during which, that Gracious King gave him {o many particular marks of 
his Favour and Kindnels : As to ſtanders by, Fortune and occafion never ſcem'd to 
preſent themſelves to any with more fairneſs to be taken hold upon, than to this 
' young Lord. But in fine, he was not born to the advancement of his Houle, anda 
humor he had, which was averſe to Conſtraint, and indulgent to all his own Pall 
ons, gave way afterward to anothers entrance into Favour, who was defign'd tor 
the Greatgeſs England could give. Notwithſtanding, the Great and Unfortunate 
Charles, Son and Succeſſor to this King, conferr'd upon him the Dignity of # 
Earl, under the Title of Peterborow, gave him the Lieutenancy and Govern ne 
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of the Province where he lived ; beſides many invitations to his neareſt Aﬀairs and 
Councils. But the deſtiny of this Lord carried- him to other purpoſes; for having 
Married Elizabeth Howard, the Daughter of Williav Lord Howard of Effingham, 
and ſole Heir to that Family, which had bred ſo many Admirals, and Great Officers 
of State 3 he was invited by her, that had receiv'd ſome diſguſt at Court, and was 
a Lady of a very haughty Spirit, to take part with thoſe unhappy Reformers, who 
t laſt deſtroy'd all they pretended to amend ; and this Lord, with much regret 
for having been engag'd among thoſe unfortunate Politicians, at laſt ended his life 
of a "1 Hergrthn in the Second Year of the Civil War; leaving Iflue :

young Lords of great Quality, whoſe Education was inſpected by the Aouior and 


Memorable Sir Henry Wotton, at that time retired from ſundry Embaſſies and Em- 


ployments, to the Provoſtſhip of that place. He received ſuch a tinfture of Duty 
to his Prince, and Love to the Monarchy, as neither Hazards, Diſappointments, 
Hard Uſage, nor any difficult Circumſtances, could ever afterward extinguiſh. 

| leave the particulars of his Childhood and early Youth, and come to meet him

"Bat at laſt, the Ceſſation being made, and a Parliament refoly'd upon, the King 
Wiurn'd to London, and the Young Lord with his Father to his Houſe, in order to

; The time come for the meeting of the Parliament, the Earl with his Son came to 
lown; here the Young Lord began to be acquainted with Great Men, and gave 
Wcarly teſtimonies of his Prudence, Generofity, and Zeal fer the concerns of 
WCrown, as acquired him the particular notice and eſteem of the King, _ 
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the Favor of the firſt Men of the Court, who, from the pregnant -appearanceg. of 
his merit, began ſeverally to wiſh and deſign him into their Alliance. 

The Parliament growing now, every day, into greater heats. than other, ang 
the Earl, apprehending the conſequences of the Factious Proceedings of that time, 
thought it not amiſs to have his Son free from the beginnings of the Troubles, that 
he might the better diſcern to what they were like to tend. He ſent him, ther. 
fore, into France, to learn his Exerciſes, and acquire thoſe Improvements were ne. 
ceflary for the qualification of a young Man whole Birth and Fortune was fo cog. 
| ſiderable. The young Lord ont-did the expectation of his Parents, and became 

Maſter of every quality was neceſlary for him to poles. | | 

But after too years ſpent in that Kingdom, England, his own Country, was now 
in a flame, the Rebellion broke out, and a Battel had been fought; yet it was 
far from a decifion, and the War like to draw out in length. And the Earl, his 
Father, not knowing by what accidents his Fortune might be ſo intercepted, or en- 
comber'd, as it would be out of his power to maintajn his Son abroad, as he did 
deſire, thought it beſt to recal him home. But at the time he had the unwelcome 
orders for his return, he recerv'd worſe News, which was, That of his Father's be- 
ing engag'd 1n the Parliament party. It had like to have made the Lord Mordann 
deſperate : it was a ſtroke he look'd upon as ſent from Heaven, to puniſh him and 
his Family for all their Sins. But he was then reſolv'd to expiate that Crime by 
the hazard of all could be dear to any Man, and to waſh out his Father's Faults 
with his own Blood, that with his Life he was refolv'd to expoſe in ſupport 
the good King and his Authority. 

But to enable him thereunto, it was neceſſary he ſhould at preſent obey and dif- 
ſemble too; ſo he return'd, and was receiv'd into the Embraces of his Friends, « 
one they hoped to make uſeful to their deſigns, and the party, wherewith they 
were engag d. 

And to the end they might charm the Inclinations of the Young Lord, whom 
they found to be Active, Generous, and fond of Buſineſs, and Command, the Eal 
his Father, who was then Field Marſhal of the Army, and had, beſides, a Regy 
ment of Foot, and a Troop of Horſe, did conſign the command of the Troop to the 
charge of his Son, that he might buſie himfelt therewith, and practiſe 7the Trade 
of a Souldier, under the Command of Robert Earl of Eſſex, at that time Captaiy 
General of all the Parliament Forces. 

The Lord Mordaunt receiv'd a Commiſſion to that purpoſe, and, in appearang, 
buſied himſelf a wholc Winter in the Care of the Troop ; but in the mean time, 
by the intermiſe of a Noble Gentleman, called Sir John Manwood, (whom he had 
known abroad) he cultivated a correſpondence at the Court, made the King ut 
derſtand, That the colour of his engagement in that Army, was but to enable 
him the better, and more uſctully to make his eſcape from the Party , and ſo kt 


tled the underſtanding of his proceeding and intentions there, as he was ſure to.be | 


—_— with open Arms at Oxford, when ever it would be fit for him to quit the 
Rebels. | 

In order hereunto the Lord Mordaunt retired to Henly, which was at that time 
his Quarters ; and intending to leave the Parliament Army, prepar'd his Servants 
his Equipage, and all other neceſfaries which could be uſeful in the future Servidy 
he intended to his King and Country : And ſo upon the Twenty firſt day of Apr 
in the Year 1643, in company only of a French Gentleman, that had been his Lie 
tenant, and Fifteen Servants, with about Twenty good Horſes, he rode into. the 
King's Quarters, and came into the Town of Reading, which was .at . that ti 
well Fortified, and » whereof Sir Arthur Afton, an experienced Souldier, — 
Governor. After he had made and recciv'd the Complements uſual upon ſuch® 
occaſion, he intended to have left that place, and purſued his Journey to the Couttj 
but there happ'ning to be at that time in the Garriſon, and in a Poſt very conhiat

Richard Fielding, the Treatment, the Reſpe&, and the Attendance he paid to the Lord 
Mordaunt, would not permit him decently to leave that place withour affording to 
z particular Friend of his Family his company for a day longer : He ſtay'd there- 
fore the next day, which was employ'd im ſeeing the Works, in being enform'd of 
the condition of the place, and underſtanding the deſigns of the Enemy. But in the 
Evening, Intelligence was brought them, That the Farl of Eſſex was upon his March 
with his Army, and Train of Artillery, in order to Beſiege the Town. Hercupon, 
the Lord Mordaunt's buſineſs not being in that place, he refolv'd to have departed 
m'the Mornygng. But his Friend, the Colone], who had buſineſs himlelf at Oxford, 
did much defire to accompany his Lordſhip to the Court; and no way believing 
the Intelligencewof the Enemies approach, for many reaſons which he did alledge, 
be affur'd him, That if he would but ſtay another day, he would take leave of the 
Governor, and not fail to attend his Lordſhip to Oxford, which, he thought, would 
be very.much for his Lordſhips Service and convenience. 

The young Lord let himlſelt be pertwaded, and pals'd the night in expectation 
of the morrow's Journey. But by the break of day hc heard the Alarm, and now the 
whole Garriſon was employ'd in preparation to receive the Enemy, whoſe Scouts 

pear'd, and that-were upon their March ready to inveſt the Town. 

-; This render'd it now too late to leave that place, where was like to be occaſion 
of ſerving the King, by Fighting in defence of it, and encouraging the Souldiers, 
who love to ſce Great Men participate of their toils and hazards. This young Lord 
repar'd then to do the part of a Volunteer, wherein he had ſoon occaſion to ſig- 
mize himſelf by the ſudden advance of the Enemy, the Earl of Eſſex, with his 
whole Army fitting down before this Town, upon the 25th. day of April, juſt 
Three days after the arrival of the Lord Mordaunt. The next day there was a Sally 
refolv'd upon, wherein the Young Lord went out with a Muſquet on his Shoulder, 
and fo diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in this firſt adventure as made him admir'd and loy'd 
by all the Garriſon. | 

The day after, by an accident, the Governour was hurt, and ſo, as it made 
him uncapable of farther Fun&ion, and in his default the whole command of 
the place devolvd upon Colonel Richard Fielding ; who, whether it were, that 
he did really want the Proviſions neceſſary to the maintenance of the Town, 
or- that his' Head turn'd round under the divers difficulties of ſo great a charge, 
having never before commanded alone ſuch a Garriſon, nor ſo conſiderable a 
place, did ſhew ſo much confuſion, and ſuch unſteadinels in his Orders, as after 
brought his Life and Honour into queſtion, and loſt him in the Opinion of the King 
ind the Chief Officers of the Army. Succors had been promiſed to the relief of 
this Town, and at laſt a conſiderable body of Horſe and Foot was ſenr, in hopes 
toraiſe the Siege, an attempt whereof was made at Cauſam Bridge ; bur fo unſuc- 
efsfully, as after the loſs of many Souldiers, and divers Gentlemen, and brave Ot- 
ficers, the King's Troops were forc'd to Retreat, leaving the Town in a_much 
worſe condition than it was before, the Garriſon and Inhabitants being much dil- 
keartned by ſuch a diſappointment. There were great diſputes afterwards, whe- 
ther it proceeded from the want of number and ſtrength, in the Party that was ſent, 
or the neglte&, if not a worſe refle&tion, upon the Commander, tor not Sallying 
out upon the Enemy, with what might have been ſpared of the Garriſon, at the 
lane time they were ſo viporouſly affailed by his Majeſty's Troops on the other ſide. 
And this ſome did affirm to have been concerted at the time of the undertaking. 
*'But the Colonel now beginning to deſpond of any farther endeavors, were in- 
pnded co releive the Fown, and finding his Men diſſatisfied, his Ammunition waſted, 
ad his proviſion grown very ſhort, he demanded a Treaty, which the Enemy ea fly 
bondeſcended to, well knowing an attempt to take a Town by force wherein were 
many and: ſo good Men, if it did ſucceed, was like to be at a rate would prove 
My dear: And Commiltioners being appointed on either fide, it was agreed, The 


ifon-ſhould march out with Arms, Bag, and Baggage, Flying Colours 00 
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Balle en Bouche. The only thing was found weak and mean in the Commandg 
among the conditions, was, That ſuch as had, from a certain time, left the Parlia. 
ment Service, were to be abandon'd to their repriſal and reſentment; an Article 
calculated on purpoſe for delivery of this Young Lord. To which the Commander 
ſo ancitient and ſo great a pretended Friend, had condeſcended with very inall re. 
fiſtance ; the diſhonor of which was afterward at his Tryal before the Court Martia] 
at Oxford, with very much exaggeration laid to his charge. 

The night before the ſurrender, it may be imagin'd, the Lord Mordaunt was jn 
no {mall concern how to eſcape the danger of being ſciz'd by the Enemy, according 
to the right they had ſo to do, by reaſon of the Articles. Divers ways were pro 

ofed for his eſcape, whereof ſome ſeem'd too mean, others too precipitate : At lat 
he refolv'd to take the Habit, Arms, Horſe, and Apparel of an ordinary Troo 
and at adventure to march in the Rank of ſuch a one, even under inſpeQion of 
Earl of Efex himſelf, before whom all the Troops were to march away. »This 
the next morning he put in practice, and was ſo ſucceſsful, as to paſs clear, without 
any diſcovery or obſtruction, although the General had employ'd divers to ſearch for 
him among the Troops, and that his Father nad ſent of his own domeſticks to aflit 
in his ſeiſure, as well to vindicate himſelf from any ſuſpicion of connivance with his 
Son, as to divert the young Lord irom his intended Engagement among the Cava 
liers, from which the Counteſs, his Mother, was at that tune very, averle. | 

He marched in company of the Troops till he came to Wallangford, where he 
faw Prince Rapert the firſt time, whom he found much enflamed againſt Colonel 
Fielding. He complemented the Young Lord, with a particular ſence he ex- 

reſs'd to have of the hazards, whereunto by theſe mean Articles he was expos'd. 
The Lord Mordaunt came the next day to Oxford, where he preſented himſelf to 
the King, and was receiv'd with that goodneſs which was natural to one of the 
beſt Kings that ever Reignd. After which he apply'd himſelf in his- reſpeQs to 
the Miniſters, became acquainted with the Great Officers of the Army ;. and though 
he had loſt ſome of his Servants, his Baggage, his Money, and, which was work; 
all his Horſes, whereof there- were ſome | very excellent, theſe neceſlaries havi 
been known at their march out of the Town, and were all ſeized by the Generals 
Order, as the Goods of a Diſſertor, whom himſelf they could not find ; yet the 
Lord Mordaunt eſteem'd himſelf a gainer upon the whole, having, by this generous 
teſtimony of his Loyalty, gained an opportunity of juſtifying himſelf, with the 
good Opinion and cfteem of all the Worthy and Ingenuous perſons of the 
Court. 

His next care was, to repair the loſſes of thoſe neceffaries, which were uſeful 
to the method of Service he did intend, Horſes, Arms, and Money ; towards 
which the kind care of the Noble Lady Mordaunt, his Grandmother, that had ak 
ways been a zealous Catholick, did much enable him, and he was ſoon afterin a 
condition to follow the King in all his Marches and Expeditions; whereof the firſt 
was, when he advanc'd from Oxford to Briftol, to take poſleilion of that important 
City that had been delivered up by Colonel Fines, and there to ſertle a ſtrong 
Garriſon and his Authority. After which, and his return to Oxford, he follow'd 
the King to the Siege of Glouceſter, wherein he endeavour'd to advantage his Expe- 
rience, With the obſervation of every Action and Proceeding was praiſed in that 
occaſion, and ſo ſignaliz'd his application towards enabling him for the future Ser- 
vice of his Prince, as gain'd him much honor from all that did obſerve him. þ 

But after the diſappointments and ill ſucceſs of this enterpriſe, and that by the - 
approach of the Parliament Army, the Siege was forc'd to be raiſed, to the __ 
of thoſe had engag'd the King upon the undertaking, upon the aſſurance of a pre | 
ſent delivery, the Lord Mordaunt follow'd his Majeſty to Newbery, where tht 
King engaged in Battel with the Parliament Forces. The Two Armies lay the ficſt 
Night in tight one of another, and by break of day they began to-skirmiſh: TW 
Fight ſoon became very fierce 3 the young Lord ſhew'd his Valor and a" L: 

eve 
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ſeveral parts bat particularly, when, among other generous Volunteers, he put 

himſelf in the firſt Rank of the Prince's Troop, then Commanded by Sir Richard 

Crane, when it went to Charge the Great body of the Parliament's Foot, which 

had Cannon planted before it, all loaden with Caſe Shot, for the better reception 

of their Enemies : It was an occaſion never to be forgotten, for at the firſt charge of 
the Horſe, they were ſaluted with ſuch a. Fire, as killed and diſmounted above 

Fourſcore at one Volley : There it was the Earl of Sunderland was ſlain, and fo ma- 

ny conſiderable perſons hurt and diſabled. The Lord Mordaunt was thot in the 

Arm, wounded with a Pike in the Thigh, had ſeveral honourable marks made in 

the Coat that cover'd his Arms, and his Horſe was ſhot in the ſhoulder. The end 

and conſequences of this Fight is known in Story. The King return'd to Oxford, 
the Earl of Eſfex to London, and the Lord Mordaunt remain'd at Court the enſuing 

Winter. 

The young Lord had not attained the full age that might capacitate him to fit in 
Parliament, but the Earl, his Father being deceaſed, and he ſucceeding to his dignity of 
Farl of Peterborow, it pleaſed his Majeſty to diſpenſe with a year of that time, and 
by Writ to call him to fit in the Oxford Parliament. It was in this Aſſembly the Earl 
of Peterborow ſhew'd the fruits of a Generous Education ; his Manners were grave 
and decent, his Judgment ſound, his Learning above his Years and his Quality, and 
he ſpoke ſo as ſatisfied much, and affected thoſe that heard him. In fine, the Great 
and Unfortunate Charles took ſuch an imprefſion from his proceedings, as had the 

King out-liv'd the diſorders of that Age, the Earl of Peterborow had been certainly 
both employ'd and cheriſh'd by him. 

After this Seſſion, he follow'd the King in the Expeditions of the ſucceeding 
Summer. He was engag'd in the Fight at Cropradey ; he was with him in the 
Welt, at Exeter, and in Cornwall, where the Parliaments Army was Befteg'd, their 
Generals ſhifted for themſelves by Sea, and their Troops paſſed by the King's Army 
on conditions. 

The Winter following was employ'd by this Earl in an Action very conſiderable 
to him, which was his Marriage with a beautiful young Lady of great birth, called 
Penelope Obrien, only Daughter to Barnaby Earl of Thomond, part of whoſe Portion 
was at that time very uſeful to him, his Mother being then alive, and in poſſefiion 
of moſt of his Eſtate, and the reſt ſequeſter'd, and in the Parliament Quarters. 

The next Spring he carried his Lady to Briftol, a place, in appearance, of moſt 
fafety, and farther from the Scene of the War, which was likely, as it did fall out, 
to be more Northward. 

Here he happn'd to be'about the time of the Fight at Leiceſter, where the good 

King was worſted, and from whence his greater misfortune began to flow. 

Upon the King's retreat Weſtward the Earl of Peterborow, to b2 more free to 
follow him in all his Fortunes, got a Paſs for his Lady to go to London to agitate 
among his Relations ſome ſupplies, towards enabling him tor his ſubſiſtance, and 
to furniſh him towards certain deſigns he had for his Majeſty's Service. 

He went with che King after this for Wales, but loſſes and deteftions coming 
now more and more upon his Majeſty every day, he retired again to Oxford; and 
Winter drawing nigh, the Earl took that Seaſon to paſs into Ireland, where was 2 
conſiderable remainder of his Wife's Portion, with which he intended to'palſs into 
France unto the Queen, being then at Paris, to Negotiate the intereſts he had at 
Court, and after to return. Unto all this he had not only the King's leave, but 
Ach Paſſes, and Letters of Recommendation from his Majeſty, and the Principal 
VSecretary (the Earl of Briſto!) as will for ever bear honourable teftimony of this 
Ext's behavior. | 
_ He did then proſecute his journey,, which was in all things very fortunate, 
Wough fulf of particular adventures, too long for this relation. He paſs'd into 
' — cam irito Thomond, in the Province of Munſter, where his Father-in-law 

ſed, and carried thence the Moneys he did demand. Embark'd at Galloway in 
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Cannaught for France, after extraordinary {ufferance and hazards at Sea, landed ax 
Saint Mallows, and came afterwards to Paris, where he was received by the Queen, 


with that kindneſs and concern, as was due to a Man, who had adher'd fo faith. 


fully, and ſo long, to the King her Husband, and all his Intereſts. 

By this time every Poſt brought news of the King's misfortunes, who having been 
at laſt forced to quit Oxford, and the few Troops he had left, had caſt himſelf up. 
on the ProteQion of the Scotch Army. 

Here, to well judging people, ſcem'd to be an end of all the hopes of the Royal 
Party, who had reaſon to fear what was the preſent Intereſt, and was like to bethe 


reſolution of that People. 


After ſome time then, every one, as in a Shipwrack, ſeeking for a Plank, whereon 


they nught ſave themſelves, the Earl of Peterborow, upon diſcourſe with the Queen, 
and the King's Secretary, that was then in France, had not only their leave, but their 
advice to make it his buſinels to get admiſſion to come home into Emgland and 


compound for his Eſtate, as the reſt of the Cavaliers in Exgland did. The Earl 


Mother, that always liv'd in the Parliament Quarters,, and had many Friends among 
them, procur'd his defife : So that with the young-Countels, his Wife, at that time 
with him in France, he repair d home ; and at laſt, by a very ſevere compoſition in 
Money, for which he was fain to {ell and mortgage many of his Lands, he made 
ſuch a kind of Peace, as that wherewith the Lords and Geatlemen of the King's 
Party were, at that time, forc'd to be contented. 

In the care then of his Fortune, compoſing of domeſtick differences, and provi- 
ding, as well as he could, againſt future accidents, the Earl of Peterborow ſpent his 
time, till the King came to be abandon'd by thoſe falle Scots, and deliver'd into the 
hands of the Parliament. 

He happn'd to be refiding upon his Noble Lordſhip of Tarvey, at the time the 
King was taken trom Hoſmby, and brought on his way towards London. His Ma- 
zeſty happn'd one Night, in his journey, to be lodg'd at Ampthill, where it was de- 
{iign'd he ſhould reſt a day or two; at hearing hereof (the Earl's Houſe not being 
above ſeven Miles from thence) he thought it his duty to endeavour to ſee his Sacred 
Maſter, and try if he could have occaſion to be uſeful to him in any kind. He 
roſe then, and by Eleven of the Clock, came to the, Houſe where the King lay. 
Not without ſome difticulty he got to be admited where he was, and he found his 
Majeſty going to the Prayers uſual before his Dinner. After they were perform'd, 
he kneel'd down for the honor of his Majeſty's Hand, but had only opportunity 
tor the ordinary Complements, being overlook'd by the Officers appointed to ob- 
{erve the addreſſes and behavior of all that did approach hun. Chearfulneſs there 
was not much in the King's looks, but no diſorder ; grave they were, but dt 
ſtinguiſhing to any he took. for Friends ; and injur'd goodneſs appear'd in every 
motion. The Dinner was ſoon brought up, during which the Earl waited by 
him, and near the end of it the Officers withdrew, and all, except,the Guards of 
the Door. The Earl quickly took the opportunity of asking his Majeſty, If there 
were any thing wherein he might be terv'd with the hazard of his Life and For- 
tune : The King Anſwer'd, He was not in a place to take any meaſures, but would 
bawe him adwiſe with thoſe that were his Friends. The Earl faid no more, by rea, 
{on of the Villainous Jaylers returning , ſo he took his leave, and departed home, 
full of indignation againſt the Times, the Nation, and. Fortune ; reſolving, though 
he were at eaſe, and had made his peace, to expoſe Wife, Eſtate, Quiet, and Is 
Life, upon any undertaking, wherein there ſhould be a reaſonable appearance 6 
relieving the beſt of Kings. , F 

What enſued after this is the King's Story, and that of other Men. I ſhall only 
relate, that after his being at Hampton-Conrt, his eſcape thence, and unfortunate de 
tention in the Iſle of Wight, the Tranſactions with the Army, ,and many othes, 


Contrivances, there came at laſt to be deſigned a Riſing in his favour, to be begun 


in Surrey, of which Henry Earl of Holland was to be General. To this there ks 
muc 
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much contributed in Money and Counſels, by the Presbyterian Party ; and herc- 
in, under aſſurances of great partakers, the Earl of Peterborow was again engaged, 
who on his part fail'd not to be at the Rendezvous, according to appointment, in 
the head of a Hundred Horſe, well Arm'd and provided, that. came to follow him 
out of his own Country. But of ſuch numbers as others had undertaken, there 
were ſo many fail'd, as at the Muſter and Survey of that Rendezvous, it gave a 

cat diſcouragement to thoſe that did appear, which caus'd divers. that came in to 
the firſt Meeting, even of the Surrey Gentlemen, after the receſs of one Night, ne- 
yer to return again. | $5 

The Earl of Holland, notwithſtanding, ftill in hopes from the great promiſes 
wherewith he had been deluded, marched on into the Country, and the firſt Night 
Quarter'd at Darking, expedting for the next day great ſupplies and accefſion of 
of Men out of that Country and the City ; but the ſucceeding Morning produced 
no more armed Men, nor any change to his deſperate condition. And being now 

any retreat from his Engagement, he march'd back towards Kingſton, in order, 
by paſſing the River at that Bridge, to procede Northward into ſuch Countries where- 
in he hoped he ſhould find more zealous and truſty Friends. * But in the Afternoon 
2s he made a {mall halt upon the way, he had Intelligence, That Sir Mzchael Lucy's 
Regiment of Horſe, and ſome other Forces were on their march to overtake and 
Charge him, and by that time he reached Kingſton Heath, their Scouts appear'd, 
25 he was ready to march into the Town. The Enemies Troops arriving, there- 
upon, he had not time to draw up his few Forces as he ſhould have done, but they 
were Charged and routed in a ſhort time; the Lord Francis Villiers, Brother to 
the Duke of Buckingham, was killed in the Lane, and moſt of the reſt diſpers'd to 
ſhift for themſelves, the beſt they could be able. 

The Earl of Peterborow, with Five or Six Gentlemen Volunteers of his Troop, 
had Charged quite through the Enemies Men, and were ſo far engaged, That the 
Enemy being got between them and the Town, it was unpoſlible for them to reach 
back unto the Bridge, or their own flying Party; and Night being come on, they 
ſhelter'd themſelves in a Gentleman's Houſe. near by, and by means of good Guides 
got the next Night to London, where they lay conceal'd in expectation of hearing 
how and where they might mect with their Friends again. 

The Fortune of the Earl of Holland, and the reſt of the Party, which got from 
Kingſton, every body knows, and how he was taken at St. Needs, and afterwards 
loſt his Head. 

The hopes of this Deſign being thus unfortunately diſappointed, and Meſſengers 
and Spies employ'd every where to ſeek, and ſeize all the confiderable Perſons en- 
gag'd, or ſuſpeted to have contributed to this attempt ; the Earl of Peterborow, 
whom they did intend to make an example, was forc'd to abſcond, as well as he 
| Wasable. He did it in a Chirurgeon's Houſe, called Mr. Lowe, by whom he was 
very faithfully ferved ; till by the frequentation of the Earl's Mother, the Houſe 
began to be ſuſpeted, and there was then procur'd for him a lodging at the 
Printers in Black-Friars, where he lay till a ſafe paſlage was provided for him to get 
delow Graveſend, where he was received into a {mall Fiſher's Boat, which conveigh- 
ed him to Fluſhing in Zealand. | 

- There eſcaped with the Earl, Fobn Mordaunt, his Brother, afterwards Viſcount 
Mordannt, and Mr. William Stafford of Blatherwick, a young Gentleman of Fortune, 
who both. follow'd him in this occafion; and having preſented themſelves to 
the Prince of Wales, who was then at the Hagne , they were all receiv'd by his 
Highneſs, the Princes of Orange, his Siſter, and his Aunt the Queen of Bohemia, and 
al the Princes, their Children, with that conſideration that appertain'd to perſons, 
who were Martyrs for their Service, having loſt their Eſtates, ventur'd their lives, 
and expog'd all their Friends to vindicate the Honor and Authority of their Houſe, 


atd relieve the King out of Priſon. $Y 
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Winter now did approach, and it was in that dead time, when the King's Af 
fairs were in their laſt and worſt condition. The Duke of Hamilton had been routeg 
and taken, the Scotch Army diflipated, Colchefter was ſurrendred, Lord Capel, 
Priſoner, and Liſſe and Lucas Executed. In fine, to this ſucceeded the Tryal of 
the Lords, Hamilton, Holland, and Capell, their Murder, and after, that never q 
be execrated enough, of the King himſelf, and in conſequence a ſeeming ſettle. 
ment of that horrid power of the ſucceeding Common-wealth. | 

At this time the Earl of Peterborow was retired to the City of Antwerp, becanſ 


his Eſtate, being all for the ſecond time ſequeſtred, he could withdraw no ſuch fub. 


ſiſtance as might enable him to follow the young King; as he did defire; and the 
Prince was not Maſter of fo much Treaſure and-Revenues as he might ſpare where. 
with to maintain ſuch Men, without Employment, in his Service, and the expe@z. 
tion" of his remaining hopes lying then in Scotland, he was forc'd to employ the 


Moeneys he had, to entertain and encourage the Men of intereſt in that Ny 


tion. p 
The Farl of Peterborow then, being from the young King, whom he was not 
$ 


able to follow, and n a condition very neceffitous, ufgleſs to his Prince, and 
unprofitable ro himſelf, he was adviſed by all his Eriends to try if at any expence 
he could make way with ſome of power .in Exgland, to be admitted to a ſecond 
Compoſition. His Wife, . the Countels, being an Ingenuous and Induſtrious Lady, 


found means to obtain it; upon notice whereof, the Parl T_T the King 


and his Miniſters therewith, had: his Majeſty's leave and approbation to provide 
for himſelf the beſt he could, and to ſubmit to the general Fortune and Condition 
of his Party. | 

He return'd then, and after many extreme and perverſe difficulties, paid ano- 
ther great Compoſition, and was once again ſettled in the poſſefion of his Forte. 
In the retirement then to his own Houſe, the payment of great Debts, acquir'd upm 
Pablick accounts, and ſettlement of his Fortune, this Earl ſpent thoſe years which 
remain'd between the King's Murther, and the Reftoration of his Son. 

But upon the return of King Charles the Second, the Lord Viſcount Mordann, 
the Earl's Brother, and the Lady his Wife (called before her Mariage Mrs Elw 
beth Cary) had by much officiouineſs, and many endeavors, during the King's Exik 
acquired a great ſhare in his favour, but moſt of all with the King's Chief Mini 
ſter, the Lord Chancellor Hide, afterwards Farl of Clarendon ; and having great and 
incompoſable differences with the Earl of Peterborow, about the ſettlement of his 
Eſtate, whereunto, againſt his will, they pretended to Inherit, they had, to 
encline them to their partiality, in caſe the decifion of any of the differences ſhould 
come to depend on them, done ſundry ill offices to the Earl; fo as at the Kings 
firſt Arrival, he receiv'd marks enough of the King's coldneſs, and the ill impre 
ſions they had taken. But the Far] of Peterborow, who could ſpeak well, having 
means by ſome Friends of the contrary FaGtion, to have acceſs @ the King, foo 
diſperſed thoſe Clouds, and convinced his Majeſty of the Art and Malice of hi 
Enemies, and of the untruth of thoſe ſuggeſtions, which were partly the cauſe that 
enclin'd the King and his Miniſter to ſuffer the remainders of Rygate to be taken 
out of the Crown, by which the Earl loſt one of the Nobleſt Houſes in the South 
of England, and {uch Lands and Revenues belonging to that Priory as were worth 


a Thouſand Pound of yearly Revenues. 


The King after this promiſed proportionable Recompence .to the Earl, and by 


the interpoſition of the Lord Chancellor, had given him a Commiſſion for Captal | 


General of the 'King's Forces to be ſent into Africa, and to be Governor of the 
City of Tangier. n 
To this undertaking then the Earl of Peterborow wholly applied himſelf ; and 
although from the Diviſion of the Councel, which did at that time confiſt of two 
very powerful FaCtions, neither of them much favouring what ever the other &d 
propoſe, great obſtructions and difficulties did ariſe unto the Earl, both in the pre 
parations 
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arations that were neceſlary, and in the after performance of ſeveral things thar 
were undertaken : yet with his induſtry and diligence he overcame the envy and 


ſecret oppoſition of that affair ; Embarking the ,. ... . of ...... with Three 
Thouſand Three Hundred Men under his condu&, and proportionable Proviſions 
for them of every ſort; and landing at Tangrer the ....... of ET took poſ- 


ſflion of it for the King of England, and eſtabliſh'd himſelf Governor thereof. 
The Hiſtory of his Government there, being too long for this place, I ſhall only 
fay, T hat, for the time he ſtay'd, there was never place kept in better order, bet- 
ter paid, better provided tor, nor where all ſorts of Men had: better Juſtice, . or 
Protection. It is true, Two reaſons made him defire to be recall'd ; the firſt, That 
his ſpirit, and his. endeavours were ſo limited, as that little Honor was to be ob-* 
aind by his reſidence in that place, having not Troops enough to march, or at- 
tempt any thing, into the Country 3 nor Money enough to deſign ſuch Fortificati- 
ons, or 10 proceed with the .bufineſs of the Mole as might render the Town ſafe 
inſt an undertaking Army, or the Sea advantageous to a Trading Fleet. But the 
chief Thorn in his Foot was the Envy and Malice of ſome conſiderable Enemies 
at home, who endeavor'd to ſupport an under Officer of his own, iti his pretenfion 
of competition to ſome powers, that were incompatible with flis Honor and Autho- 
ty. And they engaged the beſt, and otherwiſe, the juſteſt Prince in the World, 
ſo to favor what that Officer Fd aim at, as the Earl muſt have ſubmitted to his 
Adverſaries, or encurr'd the laſt enmity from that perion, for whom he had the 
rateſt ſervice and veneration that could be. | 
"Seeing it was like to come to that extremity, the Earl of Peterborow deſired leave 
to lay down his Government, and return. It was fo agitated by his Friends, as 
that he had it granted, with all the circumſtances of honor and kindneſs that could 
be; as appears by a Letter of Thanks, under the King's Hand, for his faithful and 
od Services; and in conſideration thereof, he had, under the Great Seal of 
land, a Penſion granted him, for his life, of a Thouſand Pound by the 
Year. a 
- Upon his return, he found the King engag'd in a War that was like to prove very 
herce between himſelf and the States of the United Provinces. And reſolving to 
«knowledge the King's Bounties on every occaſion that ſhould preſent it ſelf, by the 
, Conſtant offer of his Service, he defired the Command of a Ship, to ſerve in that 
comunCture, and it was granted, with acknowledgments for the Example : But u 
on notice thereof among the Men of Quality, it was ſo. much, and fo ſuddenly 
; followed, as it put a neceſlity upon the King to refuſe it to others of as great merit 
and zeal as could be, or to have his Fleet commanded, for the moſt part, by 
Men of greater Quality than Experience. 
-"Fhis put a ſtop even to the Earl's pretenfion ; But ſince he could not ſerve in that 
apicity, he was reſolv'd to go a Volunteer ; which he hid, in the Ship, and com- 
pay of the Noble Earl of Sandwich, they firſt ſetting to Sea from Portſmouth : 
Bit the Fleet fgpn' returning, by reaſon of the lateneſs of the Seaſon, his Lordſhip 
dd fo: too, remaining that Winter making his court to the Princes. 


"The next Expedition, which the ſucceeding Summer did produce, he went a- 
gin to Sea in good earneſt ; and becauſe it was a Second-rate Ship, of good force 
and accommodation, he was order'd aboard the Vnicorn, Commanded by one Cap- 
\.. FEEL Tidiman, wherein he remain'd during that great Fight of the Third of 
he, in the Year . . . . where, to his immortal glory, the preſent Great King James - 
the” Second, ſhew'd more perſonal: Valor and Condu@, than' any other Prince of 
the Houſe of England ſince the Conqueſt, who had kill d by his fide, the Earl of 
o mouth, his Brother's Favorite and his own, his firſt Gentleman of his Bed-Cham- 
tos Lord Muschery, the generous Mr. Boyle, with many other Gentlemen and 
ters. v” 
| The behavior of the Earl, in the Ship where he Said, was not unſuitable to his 
Quality and the other aQtions of his life. He encouraged the Souldiers with his 
A « 0 AdGions 
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Adtions and his Words too; and the Captain in truth, of not too forward a N;. 
ture, did perhaps more than otherwiſe he would, to hide from his Men the great 
difference there was between the intrepidity of the Earl, and his own circumſpeR. 
on. In fine, there was nothing {candalous, but his Lordſhip did not look upon ix 
as good Fortune to have accompanied a Man no more 1ollicitous to get Glory in 
' fo great an occaſion for*that purpole. 

The Earl of Peterborow, after his Engagement by Sea, had it intimated to hi 
by a private Friend about the Duke, That if he thought he could apply himſelf tg 
a Court-life, wherein attendance would be neceſſary, and a particular devotion tg 
all the intereſts of his Maſter, he believed his Highneſs would not be unwilling tg 
engage his Lordſhip in his Service, even in the firſt, and moſt honorable place in 
his Court, at that time vacant by the ſo late death of the Lord of Mrckery, who 
was Groom of the Stool, and firſt Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber : And this per- 
ſon did offer himſelf, if the Earl did eſteem the occaſion, to be an inſtrument 
of propoſing the matter, and bringing it about. His Lordſhip, that was fur. 
prized, did not at firſt embrace it with that warmth the Gentleman did expe; 
who thought to have thereby put ſuch an obligation upon the Earl, as might de. 
ſerve ſome extaordinaxy acknowledgment ; for he was not altogether unintereſt'd, 
and had ſeveral confiderations of his own, which excited the appearance of his friend- 
ſhip in this matter. But the Earl told his Friend, he defired a few days to confi- 
der, of the buſineſs, and to inform himſelf of the nature and commodities of 
the place, that he might ſee how ſuch an Employment, would quadrate with the 
condition of his Afairs and Fortune ; having at that time a Mother a live, who 
kept away the moſt confiderable part of his Eſtate : ſo as if he had not with the 
place ſome ſuch emolument, as might equal the encreaſe of Expence would grow 
upon him, by the change of his condition, and application, he ſhould inſenfibl 
draw humſelf into ſuch circumſtances as would afterwards become uneafie. 

The Earl of Peterborow, in the mean time, by the advice of his Friends, did not 
haſte away from the Fleet as ſoon as the Fight was done, as weary of the Fatigue, 
or impatient of the ſtrait living aboard ; but ſtaid to attend the Duke to the Court, 
and his reception, as he had come out, only to wait upon his Highneſs, .and to 
ſhew a particular devotion to ſo great a Prince. He came then with him to White 
hall, and was a witneſs of the kind reception he had from ſo dear a Brother. And 
his Highneſs preſented the Earl to the King, as a particular partaker of the Honor, 
as well as the hazards of that great occaſion ; who thereupon received from His 
Majeſty very ſignal Thanks and Commendations. 

Some days were now paſt, during the conſideration the Earl had employ'd about 
the propoſition was made him by his Friend at Sea, concerning the Duke's Service; 
and indeed, according to the information he receiv'd, he did not judge the allow- 
ances, were like tobe made him, would ſupport the extraordinary charges would 
ariſe from that condition : So as unwilling to bring a burthenſome Service to a 
Maſter, he did rather deſire to make more eafie, a declenfion of that affair became 
more ſutiable to his inclination. When one Morning, about a week after, hap 
pning to viſit another Friend, upon whoſe, judgment, candor, and experience, he 
had a much greater dependance, and acquainting him with the anſwer he did ur 
tend to make 3, he was by many-important reaſons over-ruled, as to a change of Is 
reſolution, and perſwaded to embrace the occaſion of entring into the Intereſts and 
Service of his Royal, Highneſs. This Gentleman was a Servant to the Duke hin- 
ſelf, and much nearer than the firſt, to every part of his Favor and Inclination: 
And having occaſions that were like, for divers times, to keep him diſtant from 
the Court, he thoyght, by introducing the Earl of Peterhorow, to eſtabliſh a Friend, 
who would maintain his intereſts and pretences there in his abſence, very ulſcfully- 
And it is true, that he had thoſe, that did prove then, and after, very confider- 
able to himſelf and many others. 
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He did then undertake the management of this accord, and acquainted the Duke 
with the Earl's deſire to be his Servant ; with which he did ſuggeſt ſo many rea- 
ſons as made his Highneſs reſolve, notwithſtanding ſome little diſlike of the Earl's 
demur, to receive him with that kindneſs and encouragement, as was ſuitable to his 
Birth and Quality. 

There was ſome little diſflatisfaction in the minds of the firſt propoler, and others 
of his Faction, to find the Earl introduc'd, and not by them, thinking his actions, 
and dependance would prove accordingly. But by whom it was, they could not 

eſs, and it was for ſome time a ſecret. 

From thenceforth the Earl applied himſelf cloſe to the Duke's Service and Inter- 
eſts. He attended him in the Plague Year to York, and afterwards to Oxford. He 

icipated of the Frowns and Smiles were applied to every variation of his For- 
tune. In the Parliaments, which did ſucceed, he did not only adhere, but appear 
in all his intereſts; he avoided not the hard looks were given to thoſe that aurſt 
endeavour the protection of his Father-in-Law, the Earl of Clarendon, and ſtood 
by his defence when he was abandon'd by ſuch as were fed and cloath'd by the 
Fortunes and Favours he had procur'd them. He oppoſed the Bill for Divorce of 
the Lord Roſs, ſollicited by the Court, not in favor of that Lord, (now Earl of Rut- 
lnd) but as an introduction to a greater that was intended, whereby the Duke's 
Right to the Succeſſion would have been cut off, by an a& unuſual in this King- 
dom, and eſteem'd unlawful in every other. 
* "Theſe proceedings got the Earl of Peterborow the opinion of being more parti- 
cularly tyed to the Duke's Service by affection, than every one would have had him. 
Such as. envied the vertue of this Prince, deſiring he ſhould have the forms of 
Greatneſs in his Service, but not the zeal, the duty, nor the true ſincerity that 
ſhould ſuſtain it. The Earl of Peterborow was not a Man to aG& for him in one oc- 
cafion, for his Service, and to betray him in another, for his own advantage. He 
was ever concern'd for the Duke in the firſt place, but for his own Reputation in 
the ſecond. And though, it is true, he would have dyed for the Duke in a great 
occafion, yet it is certain his own honor would have had ſome ſhare in the ſacrifice. 
With theſe principles, and in ations ſuitable unto them, he continued in his Royal 
Highneſſes Service ſeveral Years; and although he was efteem'd by all the Mini- 
fers, he had not many marks of their favor, who think the dependants upon the 
Brother and Preſumptive Heir of a King, rejoyce not over-much to ſee that power in 
them, which naturally, as his due, the others would have devolv'd upon their 
Maſter. However, he lived well with all, and they with him. Though the 
World ſaw well, by the little acquiſitions he made of Honors or Advantage, that 
be did ſerve his Maſter with the leaſt deſign of intereſt, of any perſon that ever 
did approach him. | 

About the Year ..... it fell out, that Anne Ducheſs of Tork, departed this lite ; 
and by thoſe that were friends to the Duke, and the Government, 1t was thought 
fit, that another ſhould be ſought to ſupply, by her fruitfulneſs, the want of Ifluc 
Mate, which Providence to that time, had denyed to the felicity of the Royal Houſe. 
All concurr'd in the profeflion that this was neceſſary ; but not every one in their 
endeavours to accompliſh it. The acceſſion of Sons like to live; would have made 

the Duke more conſiderable than his enemies wiſh'd that he ſhould be; and ob- 
Jedtions were not wanting, from many of them that were in place to ſpeak, andin 
night to be heard, in Occaſions, and Councels of that nature, againſt any ſeem'd pro- 
pa to his Friends for his Alliance. Some of them, *twas faid, wanted Fortune ; 
Others, were not of Quality enough ; and there were thoſe that were not bred in 
theReligion ofthe Country, which in certain Men was not eafte to digeſt. At laſt, 
the good 'King (who, it were to have been wiſh'd, had in more things follow'd 
tis own good nature and judgment) accepted the propoſition made from Spain, by 
Sir Mark Opniaty, at that time Agent here out of Flanders, of a Marriage, and 
Treaty to that purpoſe, with the Young Archducheſs of Inſpruk, which was be- 
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Treaty, the cunning Negotiator did procure the appearance of it, to ſtop the 
Mouths of diflatisfied Men, and the clamors would have been upon a rupture, af. 
ter a years ſuſpence, and chargeable Treaty 3 ſo as the Duke being then upon the 
S-a, immediately after his Engagement of Sole Bay, in the Iaſt Dutch Wa; 
the Envoy at Vienna ſent word, The Treaty was now ended, and there wanted 
only an Extraordinary Embaſlador from the King, to come to demand and Marry 
the Archducheſs, according to the forms, towards bringing her into England, con 
tenting the King in that affair, and making the Duke happy. 

Hereupon, his Royal Highnels, who had long in his mind pitch'd upon the 
Earl of Peterborow to undertake and manage this great truſt, not only as the firſt 
perſon about him, for his Birth and Quality, but as a Man whom he knew could 
never be corrupted, to aft, or omit any thing might prove contrary to his intenti 
on or his ſervice, did now declare he ſhould (with the King's leave) be alone en 
ploy'd and truſted, as Extraordinary Embaſſador, in perfeGing this matter, which 
{o nearly did concern him. 

The Earl did at that time attend the Duke in his own Ship. He had been with 
him the whole Expedition, and was particularly participant of all the Honors and 
Hazards of that bloody Battel, wherein the Noble Earl of Sandwich loſt his like, 
and fo many brave Gentlemen in either Party : And from off this Fleet it was, he 
commanded the Earl to repair to the King, and entreat his orders to the Miniſter, 
for preparing Montes, Inſtructions, and Inſtruments that might enable him to pro- 
ceed upon his journey, in order to bring home the Princeſs had been ſo much 
delired. 

At his arrival, and firſt Audience of the King upon this affair, he found His 
Majeſty not ſo warm as he did expect; he would not truſt the Earl entirely with

He addreſs'd himſelf, in the firſt place, to the Lord Treaſurer, who, for all bis 
concurrence with the Duke to other ends and entereſts, by which he had gain'd a 
moſt particular ſhare in his Credit and Fayour ; yet he was certainly no friend to 
this, nor wiſh'd ſucceſs to any other Foreign proceeding, and did comply with 
if not. foment the King's inclination, to a farther delay in the affair. Whether it

? The Duke of Newburgh ſeem'd to be at that time near Forty Years of Age, of 
competent Stature, well ſlap'd, well dreſs'd, and of a moſt obliging behavior. 
He had a Suit, after the French faſhion, of a Grey Stuff, with Diamond Buttons, 
Diamond Hatband, and a Diamond Sword; and about his Neck, in a Black Rib- 
hon, hung the Order of the Golden, Fleece. -.He did receive their Complements 
with much Courteſie, which they paid with all Reſpe& ; and of himſelf began to 
entertain them with divers Queſtions about their Journey, the Embaſſadors, and 
proceeding of the Treaty at Cullen; and afterwards, inſenfibly fell upon England, 
the Court thereof, the Princes, and its other concerns. - He enquir'd concerning the 
Duke of York and his Marriage ; where was Monſieur de Peterborow, and if he con- 
tinued at Paris after the diſappointment of the Treaty of Inſpruk,; to all which 
queſtions having been anſwered, he ſaid afterward, He heard the Duke was like to 
be Married to.an Engliſh Lady ; they aſſur'd him, they heard of no ſuch thing.

= The Princeſs, her Daughter, was ſuppos'd to be about Eighteen years of Age, 
of middle ſtature, ſhe had likewiſe very light Hair, and was of an exceeding Fair 
Complexion.; her Eyes were of a light blueiſh gray, the turn of her Face more 
round than oval ; that part. of her Neck he ſaw was white'as Snow, but upon the 
whole, at thoſe Years, ſhe was enclining to be Fat. In diſcourſe ſhe render'd to his 
Lordſhip readily her Mother's ſence, and ſpoke her own aptly enough. She had the 
appearance of one that might be proper enough for a good Wife, and that poſſibly 
was fit for Generation. But the great genius did not appear, of Buſineſs or Con- 
verſation, for which ſhe has been praiſed fince ſhe came to fit upon the greateſt

wanted neither cunning nor Counſel, conſidering the tranſitorineſs of humane conditi- 
on, and particularly of humane atfeftions, and not knowing how ſoon her retreat might 
be tieceſfary into her own Country, did wiſely endeavor to oblige therein, and make 
all the'Friends ſhe could : So, to engage the Houſe of Lorain and Boullion, ſhe had 
wrought with the King, not only to conſent to the Marriage, but to order the Earlof 
Peterborow to ſee the Lady, and to ſend him his opinion thereof. And to this, if 
it had been any way adviſeable, His Royal Highneſs himſelf would not have been 
averſe, from the partiality he ever had to the Houſe of Boxll:on, and principally 
to Monſieur de Txrene, whoſe Niece the Lady was. But in truth ſhe was fo very 
young, not having fully attain'd Thirteen Years, and fo little a Woman of tht 
Age too, as when it was really repreſented, it was found wholly unproper 
for the Duke's circumſtances, and the buſineſs of England. But to favor it, ſhe and 
her creatures had, in the mean time, done what they could to detraft from the 
Princeſs Mary Arne of Wirtenbergue, to whom, notwithſtanding, from the firſt im- 
preſlions he had receiv'd, he ftood ſo well enclined, as by the return of the next 
Expreſs after the account of the Princeſs of Newburgh, he commanded the Earl to 
go back in diligence to Paris, where he afſured him he ſhould meet all the order 
neceſſary to bring away that Lady. 

The Earl obey'd with much ſatisfaction, eſteeming this, next to the Tralian All- 
ance, the moſt {uitable of any that had ever been propoſed. So with all the haſte 
he could he came to his firſt ſtation, and not doubting of the performance of wit 
had been fo earneſtly aſfured him, he lighted at the Monaſtery where the Princel 
Mary Anne; lived, as ſoon as he came to Pars,” and acquainted her with the order, 
he had reaſon to believe, did attend him at his Houſe, after the receipt of which, 
he ſhould have but to call her (as he faid) his Miſtreſs, and pay her the reſpeth 
due to the Quality that did attend it. He could not but confeſs the moderation, 
which in other things did appear in her temper, was not great enough to conceal 
her joy in this occaſion ; and ſhe was not to be blamed, conſidering the proviſion 
It would have been for an Orphan Maid to Marry a Prince ſo great, both in the 
cireumftances of Fortune and Merit ; bur after he had taken his leave, and was te 
tarn'd home, with what a reverſe of Fortune did he meet ! 

The Agent that/did at that time Negotiate, in abſence of the Embaſſador, had 
order to watch the Earls a pproach to: Paris,” that he might deliver his Letters, with 
new orders, to him before he arrived; thereby to obviate his communication to 
Volhceſs of the laſt he received at Cullen, before he conld be forewarned of it, 0 
forbiden; but by'nepleR, or taking a wrong way to meet him, the Earl had yy 
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her, and made her complements upon the orders he had ſo great reaſon to exped, 
before he could receive his new direCtions. So as coming home, and being ths 
falated by this unwary Miſter, he received from :his Hands ſuch Letters, as quite 
changed all his methods, by the total forbidding to proceed any farther in Treaty, 
or. Demand of the Princels of Wirtenbergue ; and direCting him to expe@ inſtru- 
ments and inſtrufions by the following Poſt, to proceed with all haſte to Taly, to 
demand, according to the forms, the young Princeſs of Modena. _ 

This laſt order Reducing the Earl to his firſt Opinion and Enclination, did com- 
fort him againſt the diffatisfaQion of ſo uncertain and changeable a proceeding. 
He found a'way to acquaint the Princeſs Mary Anne with the unexpeRed change in 
the Fortune_was defign'd her, and turn'd the event upon the reſolutions of State 
Miniſters, , from the Duke's changeableneſs, or any diſlatisfaGtion taken from her 
tharafter. Mauch a do there was'to appeaſe a mind diſappointed to that degree, and 
| thete were of thoſe to whom ſhe had ſeem'd a rival that forbore not to recoyce, 
55 F not to'inſult upon this reverſe of Fortune. But at laſt ſhe was forc'd: to ap- 
geaſe her diſcontents; and though the Earl durſt ſee her no more, yet he wiſh'd : 
her tnuch happineſs, as ſhe did deſerve, in any other proceeding. | 26” 
://His Lordſhip was, after this, employ'd in preparation for his Voyage to Modene, 
axpeRing in a Poſt or two the necefſaries ſhould enable him to proceed in that 
Negotiation. In ten days they arrived to his Hands, with particular recommenda- 
tion from the Duke his Maſter, to uſe that Expedition and diligence which was 
alone capable to eſtabliſh his Marriage, beyond the contradidion, or diſſolution 
of a Parliament which, it being now the Month of July, was like to fit in No- 
»##ber ; and 'if it were not, before that, paſt obſtruction, would leave no Stone 
2ntarn'd, that might contradi& or hinder any Catholick Alliance. 

He diſpatch'd then away his Train and his Equipage, under the condud of his 
Officers, and himſelf took Poſt, with intention. of giving a ſudden end to this af- 
file, Tt had been hinted to him, That he would find no difficulty in his underta- 
king, all things having been prepar'd by the power and offices of the King of 
France, in whoſe intereſts the Princeſs of this Houſe had of a long time been ; and 
that Monarch finding the Match with his Couſin not like to take, nor the other of 
the Princeſs of Newbnrgh, did not think it adviſeable to let His Royal Highneſs 
eſcape into the Alliance of any Family unfavourable to Fraxce, and therefore 
he'uſed all the force of his Councels and perſwaſions, to make this Marriage ſuc- 
The Earl then receiv'd wings from the Intereſt and Commands of his Maſter, 
und came to Lyons in three days. but he was no ſooner entred into his Inn, and 
bepan ro repoſe himſelf, believing from the care he had taken to be concealed, and 
His little Equipage, that he was there wholly unknown ; when a Servant of the Inn 
$rought him word, There were Two Gentlemen below that deſired admittance to 
Jpeak with him, on the part of the Dutcheſs of Modena. He could not refule to 
Aee'them, not knowing upon what account they came, and upon their approach 
they' delivered his Lordſhip a Letter, Signed by one Nard;, that ſtiled himſelf. a 
F&eretary 5 wherein he wrote 'to acquaint his Excellency, That they had heard 'of 
'S#ihtentions'to come into thoſe parts, in order to treat of a Marriage with the 
"yourno Princeſs of Modena : But the Dutcheſs knowing her Daughters intentions to 


tbe'entirely /againſt any obligation of that kind, and that ſhe was perfeQly ſettled 
- "In the reſolution of taking upon her a Religious lite, ſhe thought it realonable to 
4 "pive him timely advertiſement thereof; that the King, his Maſter, not. being unac- 
<quainted-rherewith, might defiſt from expoſing himſelf, or his Lordſhip, by purſu- 
ing a defign, which though it was very honourable, and advantageous.to her, her 
Daughter, -and'the Houſe of Eſt, y&t was unpraticable, and by no ways to be 
4bronghe about. 
®' "The Earl's ſurpriſe was infinite in this occafion; but he thought it moſt prudent 


"to feerm-anmiazY'at the cauſe of ſuch a Letter, and to diſown to theſe perlons any 
, Concern 
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concern of that nature, or orders to proceed in the buſineſs they did ſurmile ; . he 
told them, he was a private Traveller, that came upon his own account, only to 
fatisfie his curioſity, and the deſire of ſeeing Italy, fo as there -was no occaſion for 
her Highneſs or any others concerning themſelves in his motions. 

The Gentlemen departed, and the Earl immediately gave an account to the 
King, and the Duke his Maſter, of what had happen'd, and the diſcouragement 
he had met ; and though he directed his Servants and Equipage to remain at Lyons 
till farther orders, yet he reſolv'd himſelf to proceed as pr as Tarin, where reſided 
an Embaſlador of France, who had the reputation of preſiding over the French af. 
fairs in Italy, to whom he might communicate what had happen'd, and to take ſome 
meaſures with him about his farther proceeding. 

He repaired immediately to the Embaſſador's Houſe, after his arrival at that 
City ; and enquired of him, Whether he had any orders to afliſt him in the affair 
in queſtion, wherein the World efteem'd the King, his Maſter, the chief move} 
The Embaſſador afſur'd his Lordſhip he had never been made acquainted with that 
buſineſs; and that if his Maſter were concern'd in it, it was likely he deſign'd to 
ſend ſome Man of Quality on purpoſe, who would be particularly inſtructed inthe 
management thereof. But, he ſaid, that, to his particular ſurpriſe, he had two days 
before receiv'd a Letter from the Dutcheſs of Modena, wherein ſhe pray'd him, 
' That if his Lordſhip came to Tarir, and did confer, or adviſe with him upon 
that matter, he would ſignifie to his Lordſhip, an impoflibility in the accompliſh- 
ing of it, for the reaſons had been betore expreſſed, in the Letter his Lordſhip had

at Lyons received from Nard:. | 

This ſecond appearance of an averſe proceeding, began very much to diſcourage 
the Earl of Peterborow ; and after he had given an account thereof to the Court, he 
was in doubt what to do, or how to make any farther advances. But the French 
Embaſſador, who, though unimploy'd in this affair, did now believe his Maſter mud 
concern'd in bringing it about, adviſed the Earl to a little patience, and that con- 
tinuing 'the pretence of a caſual Traveller, he would advance his Journey down the 
Po to an agreeable City, called Plaiſance, where he might find occafion to re 
main, / and entertain himſelf till he had farther orders. 

The Earl follow'd his Counſel, arriv'd at the place agreed on, and lodged him- 
ſelf as conveniently as he could, to the appearance of a private Traveller ; but for 
| all his caution, the Second or Third day after he came to Plaiſance, one of the Ser- 
vants brought him word, one Morning, how there was a Gentleman deſired the 
favor of being admitted to higg; who came from the Dutcheſs of Modena : The 
Earl ſent immediately to have him introduced ; and it proved the ſame Nard; himſelf 
who had written the firſt Letter to his Brother at Lyons. He had the appearance 
of an ingenious Man, who ſpoke well, and was praCtiſed in all Ttahan civiliti. 
He preſented now to his Lordſhip, a Letter, from the Dutcheſs her ſelf, wherein 
ſhe wrote, That having heard of his Journey into thoſe parts, with the end and 
cauſes thereof, ſhe thought it her part, before a great King and his Miniſter ſhould 
expoſe themſelves, in the demand of a thing which could not be accompliſh'd, out 
of reſpe& to them, to manifeſt the reaſons of it, that ſhe might be excuſed from 
ſeeming any ways the cauſe of their diſſatisfaQtion : There was likewiſe in her Letter 


repeated what was contain'd in hers ro the Embaſſador with ſomething more ; but 


to all ſhe added, That indeed there were other Princeſſes befides her Daughter, to 
one of which, if the King his Maſter did think fit, it was poſſible he might be ad- 
- mitted to addreſs himſelf. And however, in the mean time, if his Lordſhip would 
' come and divert himſelf in that Court, ſhe ſhould eſteem her ſelf favour'd by his& 
 ception, and he ſhould be very welcome. | 
The Earl after having excuſed himſelf to the Dutcheſs, from the trouble bs 
coming into thoſe parts ſeem'd to cauſe unto her Highneſs, and thanked her for the 
Honor ſhe did in the reſt, with a fair excuſe, he told her again, There was 10 


cauſe for the firſt, becauſe he was but a' private Traveller, without __ Of 
orders 
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orders to diſquiet any body with pretences were not agreeable to them : nor ins 
deed with any of that nature, which might anſwer the latter alſo. So Nardi re- 
rurn'd with a {ſeeming fatisfaGtion at that time. But the next day his Lordſhip re- 
' iv d a Letter from the French Embaſſador at Turin, whereby he acquainted him, 
That there was now, by the King of Frazce's Order, upon the way, the Marquels: 
of Angeao, delign'd by his Majeſty to come with moſt preſling deſires to the Dutcheſs 
for a conſent and concluſion to this Match, and to aflift his Lordfhip with all the 
offices and endeavours imaginable. | 
[This did much fatisfie the Earl of Peterborow, if on the neck thereof there had. 
not. come an Expreſs out of England to afſure him of the {ame, as to the part of 
Monſieur 4 Angeao, but with direction, That when he catne, inſtead of the young 
Princeſs, from whom they took it, all the difficulties did ariſe, they ſhould demand 
an Aunt of hers, which in all manner of circumſtances was inferior to- her, and 
gm divers conſiderations improper for the Duke's occaſions. This ſudden change 
in the Aﬀair did infuntely mortiftie the Earl, whoſe Head turn'd round under this 
variety of uncertainties : But he had but to obey and be patient. And: now ſome 
days after came Nardi. again with new Complements from.the Dutcheſs, and Ex- 
prefſions how glad that Court ſhould be, if the Honor was ſuppoſed to be intended 
to the Daughter, might be transferr'd on any other Princeſs of that Family (for it 
ſeems, they had been enform'd, that ſomething of that kind had been liſtned to in 
France.) The Earl, that was in expeGation of his French afliſtant, who was not yet 
- year, continued ftill upon his firſt guard, owning no Orders at all; but alledged 
the cauſe of his ſtay to be a little Indiſpoſition, which he expe&ed ſhould ſoon 
pas, and return'd the Dutcheſs his Duty and humble Thanks for the honor of her 
Ciilities. | | 
About a week after this, another new Expreſs came out of Ergland, counter- 
manding again the laſt direQions, and aſſuring the ſudden arrival of Monfieur 
d. Angeao, who was to uſe the uttermoſt power of the King of France's mediation, 
n_ demand of the Princeſs's Daughter and no other. Whereof, if at laſt they 
ſhould come to fail, the Earl was then commanded to return to Paris, without any 
krther delay. | G 
Accordingly, about a week after the Marqueſs of Angeao came, and the Morning 
of his arrival haſtned to Viſit and Complement the Earl at his Lodging ; acquaint- 
ing him, That his Commiſſion was to affiſt him in his Negotiation, with all the 
offices of France, which he would improve with his beſt induſtry. This Marqueſs 
was:a Man of good appearance, very cunning, and bred to all the Arts and Con- 
' fidence of Courts. It was ſoon concerted between them, That this Envoy ſhould 
go firſt to Modena, having had formerly ſome acquaintance with that Dutchels, 
when, as one of the Cardinal's Neices, ſhe remain'd in France, and there try the 
power of his Reaſons and Perſwaſions; to which, if the Dutcheſs proved inflexible, 
the Earl, from the knowledge thereof, might return without expoſing either him- 
ſelf.or his Character : And if he did ſucceed, it would make way for his Lordſhip 
to.declare his pretences to aſſume his CharaGer, and be receiv'd into that Court 
with the Honor and Reſpect due to his Dignity and Buſineſs. 
\ The Marqueſs departed the next Morning, and with ſuch dexterity did demon- 
frate to the Princes of that Houle their true intereſt, both in conſtantly defervi 
the Protetion of the King his Maſter, and the Alliance of Exgland, that all the 
Court and Council became deſirous of it, except a cunning Jeſuit, that was Con- 
feffor to the Dutcheſs, and indeed her chief Miniſter, one Father Garimbert, that 
was:a Subje& born of the Duke of Parma's, and always much influenced by that 
F athily. This' Garimbert, whether it were that he defired to make the Match with 
the other Princeſs, who was Daughter to a Lady of the Houſe of Parma, or elſe 
that he was engaged (as ſome did ſuſpe@) to croſs this Match at the ſecret defire 
of that Family, who thought ſo Royal an Alliance would advance a Neighbour 
Prince in Honar and Power, above that balance whereunto they wiſli'd it _ 
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be kept unto their own : Italian Princes being not only very jealous, and emulow 
of their Neighbors, but ſubtle too ; He did . all he could to make averſe unto x 
both the Dutcheſs, and the Princeſs her {elt. 

But the reaſon of the thing was ſo ſtrong in-it ſelf, as at haſt; it did over-rule, 
the Dutcheſs, and all. that were concern'd in her Service and Councels. 

The Marqueſs of Argeao wrote then to the Earl of Peterborow, how all difficyl. 
ties being overcome, he might now take oft the mask, and advance to Modena, 
where his addreſſes would be receiv'd; and the Dutcheſs wrote to him alſo to the 
ſame effeR, with all the reſpectiul Invitation that was ſuitable. They declar'd, there 
remain'd now only one difficulty, which was, in obtaining a Diſpenſation from the 
Pope for Celebration of a Marriage with a Catholick Princeſs, to a Prince not 
declar'd of the ſame Religion ; of which, notwithſtanding, they did not ſeem to 
doubt. But the Earl, not knowing the delays, or even the rupture might pro. 
ceed from this pretence, refuſed to appear publickly in that Court till that digg 
culty were overcome, but conſented to come privately thither, where he migh 
incognito, ſee and converſe . with the Princes and their Miniſters. The Abbot of 
Angeao, Brother to the Marqueſs, being gone to Rome, to negotiate the Difpen- 
ſation with his Holineſs, and the Cardinal Nephew, in the mean time. 

His Lordſhip advanced then privately to Modena, and about a Mile out of the 
Town was met by Nardi, the under Secretary, with a Coach and Six Horſes, into 
which the Earl being receiv'd he was carried into the City, and ſet down at the 
IS! ©1'+ - Ao © oo de who was Brother to the Biſhop of Modena, of which 

he was put in poſlefſion in the name of the Dutcheſs; there to remain till his 
Lordſhip ſhould think fit to appear in publick and afſume his CharaGeer. 

The Earl did expe&t to haye had a Houſe where he might have lived at his 
own Expence, and under the care and. government of his proper Officers: 
But he found there ſeveral appartments, all nobly furniſh'd, for himſelf and the reſt 
of his followers, according to the quality of every Man, and each Office full of the 
Dutcheſs's Servants, with Proviſions ſuitable for keeping a noble Houſe ; and at the 
time of Supper, there was a Table for himſclft, another for his Steward and ſupe 
rior Attendanes, with a third for Livery-Men and others, all nobly provided, with 
that plenty and magniticence, as at firſt did not pleaſe his Lordſhip; ſeeming con- 
trary to his intentions of being private, and giving cauſe of diſcourſe to Men ofa 
proceeding that was not ordinary. | 

The Earl told Nardi, That this was contrary to what he had deſired ; but he 
reply'd, That though che Dutcheſs, in publick at his Lordſhip's inſtance, omitted 
to pay him the reſpects that were, due to him, yet ſhe was not tyed from ſerving 
him her own way, in all the accomodations were neceflary to his living and fub- 
ſiſtance, wherem he would have found difficulty, his Servants being ſtrangers, and 
wanting the advantage of the Language. 

In the mean time the Abbot was at work 1n his Negotiation at Rowe, to pro: 
cure a Diſpenſation, the Earl of Peterkorow was receiv'd incognito, to the fight 
and converſation of the Dutchels: He was led thither the firſt time by Nard: alone, 
who fetch'd him up to the Palace in a private Coach, and by a back way led hm 
up into an appartment, where he found the Dutcheſs ſtanding with her Back to 4 
Table; whom he approach'd with the Reſpe&t was due to a Soveraign Princeſs 
her own Houſe; ſhe received him likewiſe with much courteſie ; and Chairs bewg 
ſet, the Earl began to expole the true cauſe of his coming, and how he was fur- 
prized: to. find a difficulty in a thing the World judged to be ſo advantageous to 
all the Parties. The Dutcheſs did ſeem to. excuſe her ſelf much. upon the averfion 
her. Daughter had to a Married life, and the great deſire ſhe had to. be Relig 
Olls 3; ſhe faid Iikewiſe, That the Princeſs was young, and of a Conſtitution net 

very: ſtrong, and that. beſides the altar. Princes, depending much upon the reputs 
tion. of; Zeal for. the Catholick Religion, there would be difficulties in obtaining 
a/Diſpenſation for an Alliance, with.a Prince, though never ſo great, that yer g”

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declar'd of the fame Church, let the Opinion of his true Faith be what it would 
To every particular of theſe, his Excellency anſwer'd what he thought proper ; 
and ſo, as her Highneſs confeſſed to have appeaſed the greateſt difficulties of her 
-own thoughts, and ſo much, as if the Abbot's Negotiation in obtaining the Diſpence 
did prove ſucceſsful, ſhe knew not but that they might proceed to a happy con- 
cufion. This firſt Converſation ended with the Earl's deſire of being favour'd 
with a ſight of the young Princeſs, whoſe poſſeſſion he had fo long thought neceſſary 
for his Maſter's happineſs, and the Dutcheſs's having promiſed it'for the ſucceed- 
ing mera & So he retired home in the ſame manner and way as he ar- 
rived. | | | 
But now from Rome there was advice, by the Abbot of Argeao, of great diffi- 
adltics that aroſe in the conſultations of this Aﬀair. The French Embaſſador. the 
Duke 4 Eftree, favour'd the Marriage with all the Power of the French F ation 
ſajdid the Cardinal Barbarin, and the other Friends and Allies of the Houſe of 
Fft#: But his Holineſs himſelf was very averſe, and Cardinal Altieri, who was the 
governing Nephew, a profeſt and violent oppoſer. 

Various pretences were alledged for excuſe of this obſtinacy, but the true cauſe 
was the jealoufie of the See of Rome, concerning any encreaſe of Greatneſs to the 
Houſe of Efte, ſo confiderable a part of its State' and Riches reſting upon the vi- 
olent uſurpation of the Dutchy of Ferara, and other Lands belonging to thoſe 
Princes; fo as the intereſt of Religion apart, the' Popes and their Nephews do 
confider this. Family as the leaſt their Friend of any other in Italy. And do be- 
heve, If their Alliance to any Royal, or Potent Houſe, ſhould, by their ſupport, 
offer them a fair occaſion to recover their Dominions, they might be induc'd to 
aſe other means than Preces & Lacrime, to recover their own, even from the Suc- 
cellor of St. Peter. 

'Tt ſeem'd time then to preſs on this Aﬀair to a concluſion ; wherefore the Earl, 
zpainſt that Night, did deſire again that he might ſee the Princeſs ; to which pur- 
poſe he was at the time appointed conducted up to the Palace, as he was bile, 
and found the Princeſs with her Mother. He did approach her with the reſpe&s 
be thought due to his fature Miſtriſs; and having made her the Complements 
were proper, he ask'd her pardon, if he was made an Inſtrument to diſcompoſe 
her quiet, and in ſome ſort to croſs her Enclinations ; but he thought before, jom 


te frght of her Picture, and was now much more confirm'd in the Opinion, by 


the view of her ſelf, That it was the only way to make happy a Prince, whole 
Love and Application, when ſhe came to know him, would be well able to make 
amends for what ſhe might now in ſome meaſure eſteem a ſuffterance. 

" She anfwer'd, with a little fierceneſs, That ſhe was obliged to the King of 
Emplend, and the Duke for their good opinion ; but ſhe could not but wonder, 
why from ſo many Princes of more merit, who would eſteem that Honor and be 
rtady to embrace it, they ſhould perſiſt in endeavouring to force the Enclinations 
oanother, for whom it was impoſſible to agree toa propoſition of that nature; and 
thit had vow'd her felf, as much as was in her power, to another ſort of life, out 
of which ſhe could never think ſhe ſhould be happy. She defir'd his Excellency, 
and even as he thought, with Tears in her Eyes, That if he had intereſt in his 
Miſters, he would oblige her, by endeavouring yet to divert any farther perſecu- 
flon of a Maid, who had an invincible averſion for Marriage. There were Prin- 
ceſſes enough; ſhe ſaid, in Italy, and even in that Houſe, that would not be un- 
worthy" fo grear an Honor, and that from the eſteem they might have thereof 
would deſerve it much better than. ſhe could do. 

"Phe Fark bepan to be a little peck'd, at expreſſions he thouglit ſomething too 
earneſt in oppoſition of what he did defire. He told her then, he begg'd her 
ona, if he"could not obey her ; he might have been induced to it before he 
Hw-her, but it was now impoſſible. He conld not believe, from what he did 


Ferceive of her, That ſhe was made for other end than to give Princes to the 
; World, 
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World, which ſhould honor. it with Characters of high Vertue and Merit : That 
his Country had need of ſach, and he would now hazard the offending her, by 
perſiſting in his demand ; fince if he did incur her indignation, he was ſure at.laf 
ſhe would not own it, becauſe it would prove to be, for making her one of the 
moſt happy Princeſſes in Exrope. % 

The Princeſs Mary of Eſte appear'd to be at this time about Fourteen Years of 
Age, ſhe was call, and admirably thaped, her Complexion was of the laſt fairneſs, 
her Hair black as Jet, ſo were her Eye-brows, and her Eyes; but the latter fo full 
- of light and ſweetneſs, as they did dazle and charm too. There ſeem'd given un- 
to them, from Nature, Sovereign Power ; power to kill and power to fave; and 
in the whole turn of her Face, which was of the moſt gracetul oval could be fram'd, 
there was all the Features, all the Beauty, and all that could be great and charming 
in any humane Creature. | ; 

This Princeſs ſeem'd unſatisfied, for all he could ſay, of the Earls perfiſtance, by 
ſaid no more, and retired with the Dutcheſs after the end of the Converſation, 
| The next day his Excellency complain'd to Nardi of her Highneſles proceeding, 
expreſling diſfatisfattion, that having been kept in hand on pretence of the Abbot 
of Angeao's Negotiation for the Diſpence, he tound now a greater difficulty would 
ariſe when that was done, which was, obtaining a conſent from the Princeſs, to which 
ſo lately ſhe did expreſs fo much averſion. , He told him, He ſhould not find that 
ſtrange, nor be concern'd, ſince the Ladies of Italy, when it came to be in earneſ, 
were to have no will, but that of their Friends and her Mother fatisfied; ſhe would 
ſoon be brought to a more difficult matter, if ſhe thought fit. The Earl then began to 
declare, That time drew on, and the meeting of the Parliament came near, to 
which he was much circumſcrib'd in his Aﬀairs, and he was obliged to come to a 
{udden concluſion or to depart. | | 

Upon Notice whereof, the Dutcheſs ſent him notice next day, of greater ho 
of the young princeſs's concurrance, whom, ſhe faid, had been preſſed by the 
Duke her Brother, and all her Friends, fo as upon the arrival of the Diſpence ſhe 
hoped he ſhould be ſatisfied. In the mean time the Treaty did proceed about the 
Portion, which was to be Fourſcore Thouſand Pounds, tp be paid at ſeveral times 
according to agreements : With conditions for Jointure, Maintenance, and other 
matters; and upon theſe things there was not any diſagreement. 

But now at laſt came from Rowe the Abbot of Argeao without the Diſpenſation, 
which he could not by any means obtain, by reaſon the Cardinal Altieri was in 
flexible ; and threats of Excommunication were iſſued out to any ſhould undertake 
to perform, or celebrate that Marriage. Hereupon we were all, upon the Feas 
and ExpeQation of a total Rupture. The Dutcheſs her ſelf, a Zealous, if not a 
Bigot Woman, was in great pain about the part that might ſeem offentive to his Ho- 
lineſs, or neglective of his Authority 3 and the Princeſs took occaſion from hence to 
ſupport her unwillingneſs. But in truth the Cardinal Barbarin, of whom the 
Dutcheſs had great dependance, and all the other Adherents and Relations of the 
Houſe of Efte, being every day more and more poſſeſſed of the Honor and [Inter 
eſt they were like to find in this Alliance, were ſcandaliſed at the unreaſonable ob- 
ſtinacy of the Pope and his Nephew, and did franckly adviſe the Dutcheſs of Modens 
ſuddenly to make up and perte& the Marriage ; the peace, and excuſe of the thing 
being eafier to be had after it was done, than any preſent Licence to be obtained 
for doing it.

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The Earl of Peterborow, inſtead of making a publick Entry, which the little pre- 
tion he had made, by reaſon of his being incognito, would not well admit; 
was notwithſtanding 1n the nobleſt manner that place was . capable of, brought to 
his audience of the Dutcheſs Regent, and the Duke her Son, who was but Twelve 
years old, by the Prince Renaldo of Efte, the young Duke's Uncle, and all that 
were great or conſiderable 1n that Court; and indeed the Ceremony, Attendance, 
State, Guards and other Appurtenances, were in that Order and Magnificence, 
2 might have become a Prince of far greater Revenue and Territories ; and here- 
+1 all the marks of Soveraignty did appear, which are uſual with Princes who are 
independant but of God. He delivered the King his Maſter's Letter to their High- 
nefſes in the uſual form ; and after having made' a Speech ſuitable to the occaſion, 
retired as he came, only inſtead of being conducted to his Coach, he was led into 
z yery noble apartment, which was deſign'd now to entertain his Excellency, in 
quality of Extraordinary Embaſſador, all the time he would have occaſion to ſtay 
in Modena. and therein, indeed, with great Plenty and Magnificence he was ſerved 
in all neceſſary kinds, at the Expence of that Generous Princels. 
But now other things being concluded, and the Earl preſling his departure, the 
Day for the Marriage was aflign'd, being the of September. Againſt which 
the-Earl had betimes prepared himſelf in habit and Equipage ſuitable to the occa- 
fon ; and about. Eleven of the Clock he was fetch'd at his Lodging by the Duke, 
accompanied by his Uncle the Prince Renaldo, and all the conſiderable Cavaliers 
of the Court, and conducted to a Chamber near the Chapel, where he repoſed 
himſelf till fo much of the Service was done as ſeem'd obnoxious to the Religion 
he did profeſs 3 after which he was led to the Chapel, where the Princes expe&ted 
kim, and there between them was perform'd the Ceremony deſign'd for a perpe- 
mal Marriage between this admirable Princels and the Duke of York his Ma-

"After which he led her by the Hand to her Apartment, and there taking his 

kave he went to repoſe himſelf, till he was fetch'd to accompany theſe Princes at 

the Dinner. 

' That did ſucceed about One of the Clock: and as to the Ceremony of it, it 
was perform'd at a long Table, over the upper end whereof, was a rich Cloth of 
State, under which (in repreſentation of a Bridegroom) the Earl of Peterborow fate 
with the Princeſs, the Duke, Dutcheſs, and other Princes of that Houſe ſitting on 
either ſide according to their degrees. 

"This Dinner was ſerved with all the care and curioſity that was poſſible for an 
thing of that nature to be contriv'd : What the Sea could aftord (though it was not 
near) and what the Rivers, and the Lakes, was there ; what the Land could pro- 
duce, or the Air of Italy, was not wanting 3 and all this was made more excellent 
by. the Courteſie and good Humor of the Princes. But it ended at laſt, and all 
aoſe in order to a greater liberty for Converſation. That had alſo a concluſion 
for that time too, and the company (for their repoſe) retired every one to their 
Apartment, and to his Excellency's he was conducted after the fame ceremony as 
he was brought to Dinner. | | 
| To the honor of the Night, was dedicated Dancing, and a Ball, whereunto 
All the Beauties of that Court did reſort. It was perform'd with the Order and 
Ornaments ſuitable to the other parts of the Entertainment ; being much to the ſa- 
txfaction and eſteem of all the Strangers that did ſee it. | 
. The next Day, in a very formal Cavelcade, the Duke and his Excellency rode 
to the Cathedral, where a ſolemn Service and Te Deum was ſung, in honor of the 
accompliſhing of this Marriage. And two or three other days more were ſpent in 
triumphal Shows, and other teſtimonies of Publick Rejoycing. «. 

Afﬀeer all which, the time of undertaking the departure being come, the Dutcheſs 
L Mother would by all means accompany her Daughter into England, and it could 

not be diverted by any means, although it proved chargeable to her, and of Con- 
| s U ſequence 
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ſequence to her concerns in that Government. Paſles were obtained from the 
Kings of France and Spain, and the Ttalian Princes, through whoſe Territories her 
Royal Highneſs was to paſs, to travel incognito ; but with orders. to provide any 
accomodations ſhould be neceſſary for her ſervice. 

She began then this happy voyage the of September, in the Year 16 73. 
accompanied by the Dutcheſs Regent, the Duke her Brother, his Excellency, and 
the Prince Renaldo of Eſte, with whatever was Noble and confiderable amo 
their own Subjects, as many other Men of Quality who made their Court to thoſe 
Princes upon different obligations ; and a very Princely Corteggio it was that went 
with them out of Modena. Monſieur d Angeao and his Brother had gone ſome 
. days before to Milan, and did not rejoyn the Princeſs till they came into Pied. 
mont. 

After two days the young Duke was perſwaded to take his leave of his Siſter, 
and return; bur he did it with all that repugnancy of which an excellent nature could 
be capable, having been ever bred together with that reciprocal kindneſs which 
nearneſs and merit could beget. But the Princeſs was near being difloly'd in 
tears ; ſhe left her loving and hopetul Brother, her happy and delicious Countxy, 
with the kind companions of her youth, among whom {he had been bred, and all 
theſe perhaps for ever : her Youth and Innocence permitted her not to know whither 
it was ſhe was to. go, to. what kind of part, nor among whom. So compaſſion 
was to be allow'd to her Fears, as well as her Enclinations, and it was enough 
we could procure her to procced and to be comforted. 

Having patled then through her own Country, through the Parmeſan, and. part 
of the Milaneſe, ſhe came at laſt into Pzedmont, where the Princes were almoſt 
as it had bcen by Spirits, for ſcveral days invilibly lodg'd and provided for, after 
a moſt magnificent manner, but ever at the expence of that Generous Duke, til 
they came out of his Territories, where they were met by Officers of the King of 
France, who did accompany, and dciray them unto the City of Pars, brin 
ing them to lodge at the Arfenall ; where his Excellency was likewiſe provided for, 
and had a noble Table kept for his own particular, at the ſame Kings expence al 
the time of his reſidence there. | 

The meceſlity of our repair into England now drew near ; but her Royal High 
neſs here fell ſick, and her Diſcaſe, for all tie power and diligence of Medicines, 
hung {o upon her, as for ſome weeks they were not able to think of their remove 
And when her ſtrength was again return'd, the King of France, for all her deſire 
of being 1ncognito, would not be perſwaded from perſonally paying her his Conr 

lements, and thoſe rc{pects which a General Reputation did declare were due to 
her Royal Qualities. | 

He made her then a vilit in the Forms, under all the ſtate to himſelf, and 
with all the conſideration to her that could be poſſible. This drew on a ny 
of a Viſit from her Highnels to the Queen ; and indeed ſhe was receiv'd at Val 
les, by their Majcliics, with all imaginable circumſtances of Honor and Confidern 
tion 3 and there entertain'd, with that Royal profuſion and magnificence, ac 
cuſtomed from that great Monarch, towards {uch Gueſts, and on {uch occafions 
The Queen of France return'd the viſit of her Royal Highneſs : And this after 
wards drew on the conſideration of receiving and giving viſits to the other great 
Princeſſes of the Royal, Houſe ; wherein was much circumſpeRion to be had, about 
PunQtlio's, and Formalities. But being in the King of France's Houſe, the Mart 
age made upon his account, and his Favours continually employ'd upon all con 
cern'd in this Aﬀair, it was, thought but a juſt and neceſſary return, to give unt0 
thoſe of his Royal Blood, what reſpects could be paid without leſſening the Dut 
cheſs of Tork, or praiſing any undue condeſcentions : Mediums were then found, 
and expedients for all pretencesz viſits were made by Madmoiſelle, Madmoiſelle ® 
Montpenſier and Madame de Guiſe, and repay d to. them again; after which, and 


the reggipt of very Royal Preſents from the King, her Royal Highneſs = A 
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ourney from Paris, on the of Offober ; was defray'd by the King's Officers 
tifl ſhe came on board the King of England's Yachts, which attended her at Calls ; 
and in all the Provinces and Towns the paſſed, ſhe was met and received by the 
Governours and Magiltrates, as if ſhe had been the Queen of France. 

To Calice ſhe came at Jaſt, and there in company of her Mother, her Uncle 
and all that came with her out of Italy, Embark'd in the Katherine Yacht, whine 
in few hours they arrived at Dower ; upon the Sands whereof the Duke her Hus- 
band did attend her ; and upon her landing ſhe took poſleſſion of his Heart as well 
3s of his Arms; and was thence conducted by him to her lodging. After ſhe had 
repoſed her ſelf, his Royal Highneſs, (that had provided ſo to confirm this matter,

led out his Dutcheſs into the great Room before his Bed-chamber, and there in 
reſence of all the Lords, who had attended him from Loxdon, of all the Country 
Gentlemen, who were come to ſce him, and what it could contain of the Citizens 
of Dover, he Married again his Wite, after the forms of the Church of England, 
by the hands of Dr. Nathanael Crew, at this time Biſhop of Durham. Aﬀeer which, 


and that they had Supp'd together, they were lawfully put to Bed, for the final 


conſummation of this- undertaking. And here the Earl of Peterborow ended this 
great ſervice, which through ſo many difficulties, brought to the Duke the faireſt 
Lady in the World, and to England a Princeſs of the greateſt Example and Ver- 
tue. 


This little Court, the ſecond day after the Marriage, began their journey to 
London, where by the King, the Queen, and the Loyal party of the Court, they 
were receiv'd, with .the countenance and fatisfaGion honeſt Men could expett. 
But clouds hung upon the brows of many others, who had a mind to puniſh what 
they could not hinder ; and great device there was, how to mortifie the Earl of 
Peterborow, that had prov'd the inſtrument of bringing a Popiſh Princeſs into 
England, Great wait was {et upon it by ſome Eminent perſons : But his Lordſhip 
having had the King's Commillion tor all he did, they found there was nothing to 
be wrought upon it without attacking the King's Prerogative 1n that part; and fo, 
though the Parliament began to fit within two days, the greateſt effect of all the 
noiſe came to end but in a Libel. 

What paſſed in this Parliament is the bufineſs of another ſtory, and how it 
came to be diffolv'd ; but when it was ſo, here did ſoon appear that great con- 
juncture, where, on a ſudden, his Royal Highneſs took a reſolution to leave the 
pratice and profeſſion of the Church of England. Upon what grounds this was 
refoly'd, and with whoſe concurrence 1s yet a ſecret and a myſtery. But from 
hence his open enemies took occaſion to act againſt him with greater affurance, and 
his private ones, to declare themſelves more freely than they had done before. 
He did not at firſt proclaim he was a. Roman Catholick, but by little and little, 
not denying he was ſuch, and having left the exerciſe of all his charges to avoid 
the Oaths, it became an unconteſted concluſion, he was of that perſwafion. 

The ſucceeding Spring and Summer proved full of domeſtick contrivances, great 
effefts of FaQtion did appear. The Envy of the Duke of Monmonth play'd, by many 
little reſorts of clandeſtine Creatures, to all the ſecret prejudice it could againſt 
the Duke, who on the contrary, miſled by his defire to pleaſe the King, or infinu- 
ation of ambodexters about himſelf, gave all the teſtimonies of love and value for 
that young Viper, and beſides the publick countenance he gave to him, contribu- 


ted in all he could to his greatneſs and advantage. 


The Earl of Peterborow conſtantly declared , his Opinion of this proceeding, how | 
 Prejudicial any encreaſe of Power or Reputation in this young Man would m time 


ove to his Royal Highneſs, and always foretold, he would ſome time or other 


| become his rival, even to the Crown it ſelf. From hence, and his faithful adhe- 


rence to his Maſter's intereſts, he became the moſt particular obje& of that Duke's 


hatred, which upon all occaſions he ſhew'd to him and his near Relations Foo 
indee 
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indeed he ſo managed his advantages in this diſlike, as during the Jaſt Raign kept 
his Lordſhip from all the rewards and acknowledgments, his long and faithful fer. 
vices to the King and the Crown might juſtly have pretended to. 

Several Parliaments were aſſembled after this, in each of which the Faction impro- 
ved, that eſpecially which deſign'd the ruine of the Crown, and eſtabliſhment of a 
Common-wealth 3 againſt the prevalency whereof there was but the Duke's fideli- 
ty to the King his Brother, his valor and vigilancy that did oppoſe. It was he that 
ſtood up in every Parliament for the King's juſt Power and Prerogative, againſt 
popular invaſion 3 it was he encouraged the King's faithful Friegds and his fainting 
Miniſters; and it was in him alone the Enemies of the Crown found reſiſtance. 
He made them deſperate at Jaſt, and to accompliſh their deſigns they ſaw it was im- 
poſſible without his rune. This did ſcem a great undertaking, to deſtroy a Prince 
ſuch as he, ſuch in his Birth, ſuch in his Merit and Vertues, and ſuch in the eſteem 
of all juſt and reaſonable Men. Burt the zeal of theſe Common-wealth-Men made 
them find nothing impoſſible, their reſolution was great in this particular, their 
malice greater than that, and their cunning greater than either. 

They knew the admirable Qualities of this Prince ; they knew his Valor, his Juſtice; 
his Temperance, his love of buſineſs, his indetatigableneſs in all honourable under- 
takings; they knew alſo, that againſt a Man fo qualified, no Truth could pre- 
vail ; they were then reſolved to have recourſe to falſehood, and to the Devil the 
Father of Lyers, one of whole chici Favorites was become, Sir Anthony Afpley 
Cooper, the late Earl of Shaftsbury. 

This perſon was a Man of little ſtature, in his youth well enough ſhaped, of 
countenance agrecable ; grace he had in all his manners of application, which were 
to every body ſoft and planſible. He was very. well Learn'd, and particularly un- 
derſtood the Laws; he was exceeding Eloquent, a great Maſter he was of words 
and the Language , and knew powertully to apply them to every purpoſe. Ki; 
voice was harmonious, and of the {weetnels thereof he did likewiſe make uſe, in 
his intent to charm the Auditors, when he intended to caſt falſe colours upon any 
thing. But with this he was Proud as Lucifer, and Ambitious beyond what ever 
enter'd into the deſigns of any Man ; impatient of every Power but his own, of 
any Man's reputation ; falſe ro that degree, as he did not eſteem any Promiſe, any 
Engagement, any Oath, of other uſe than to ſerve a purpoſe, an& none of theſe 
of conſequence to bind a Man farther than it was his intereſt : and for Religion, 
of which, for a too], he made moſt ufc, he had never any, as appear'd by the pri 
vate practices of his whole lite. For he was ever vicious to his power. And for 
his Cruelty, it was never leſs to thoſe he hated, than intentions of total ruine, 
and extirpation, in which he was 1nexorable; and it was never known he for- 
gaye, or was reconcil'd to any Man. 

This Man from a condition obnoxious enough to the King, and his party, had 
prepar'd the way of his Peace, before the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, 
by an Alliance with a great Man, eſteem'd of much merit in the Royal Intereſt 
the Earl of Southampton, by whole influence it was not only made, but his Uncle, 
which that Lord was, becoming Treaſurer, he procur'd for him the next confider- 
able place in that omnipotent poſt, which was to be Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and it was ſo much the more conſiderable, as the Earl being very infirm, in effett 
he did exerciſe both places. 

. His Parts and his Activity, which, to give him his due, were both very extr- 
_ ordinary, appear'd in all occaſions of Council and Parliament, ſo as the King took 
opinion of his great Abilities, which as ſoon as he did perceive, his firſt defign 
became to undermine the Chancellor, whoſe compliance and friendſhip to the Far! 
of Southampton had occaſion'd his being let into Buſineſs, and the Government, a 
his firſt malice to his Royal Highneſs, excepting that, which thoſe that knew hm | 
did believe he always bore to the whole Royal Houſe, was grounded upon the ob- \ Of

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apainſt his Father-in-law, which then the Chancellor was. But after this he be- 
came, as far as he durſt, oppos'd to the Duke; on every occaſion joyn'd him(clf 
to and party that ſeem'd contrary, and took all Men by the Hands that he 
thought bore him ſecret unkindneſs ; and if there were prejudicial whiſpers, and 
:nfinuations, tobe apply'd unto the King, no Man knew to do it with more dex- 
terity than this Lord, tor he could kill with courtefie, and ſo ruine a Man's Repu- 
ation with Praiſes. | 

- The Earl of Shaftsbury, under theſe capacities, having try'd various ſucceſſes in 
his Fortune, and finding the Duke's Genious in oppoſition to his Eſtabliſhment, 
began to enter upon the undertaking of that famous contrivance of the pretended 
Popiſh Plot; wherein he had for afliſtant another Great Earl, whoſe Name I ſhall 
omit for the ſake of ſome :that went before him, and of others that may come af- 
&r: His chief Inſtruments were Door Toxgne, and the memorable Titus Oates. 

It was about the end of Summer, in the Year when the late King Charles 
the Second was at his Caſtle of Windſor, in poſicflion of that peace and quietneſs he 
did ſo much affect ; where there was conveyed to him, by the officiouſneſs of his 
then Chief Miniſter, the Farl of Danby, notice of certain Papers and other In- 
ſtruments, containing the ſubſtance of a Conſpiracy, wherein his Life and Govern- 
ment were {aid to be concern'd : Herein many of the Duke's Creatures and Ser- 
wants did undergo Reflection and the Aſpertion , the Calumny, and the Slan- 
der reach'd even unto all the Catholicks of England ; there are Reaſons pro and 
con, to make Men think the King ſometimes did, and other times did not give 
credit to any thing of this nature. But ſoon hereupon he removed to London, it 
being near the time he uſually went to divert himſelf with the Races at New-mar- 
kt; and ſtay'd longer than he did intend, upon pretence of ſearching into this 
matter to ſatisfie the World, what there was of Reality or Fiction in it. But that 
which did appear to make Men doubt of his Opinion of the thing, was, the treat- 
ing the Examinations with two much ſeriouſneſs and application, and his not ſti- 
fling and putting an end to it before his going to New-mdarket : This made many 
doubt of his intentions toward the Duke ; and of his reſolution to ſuffer his Mini- 
ters and his Brother's Enemies to make advantage of it to his prejudice: For all 
the endeavours could be uſed, would not prevail towards ſtopping a Journey of 
Recreation, for a matter ſo important, as the diſcovery of this impoſture would 
have proved, when otherwiſe, there had been time enough to have perform'd it, 
between that and the ſitting of the Parliament, if to that purpoſe it had been well 
employ'd. But the King would go, and in the Interim Godfrey was kill'd, by 
himſelf or by ſome other, which made a noile fo great, as at his Majeſties return, 
there was no way to hinder the acceptance of this Ball, which was play'd into the 
hands of the Parliament and the Duke's Enemies, to the end they might maintain 
a Game, intended, and undertaken, for the ruine of the Government, the perſon of 
the Duke, and indeed of the King himſelf, and all the Royal Houle. 

But now the cry began to riſe, Oates put in his Accuſations and his Narrative, 
and notwithſtanding all the Contradictions, and even Impoflibilities they did con- 
tain, they had countenance and encouragement. Coleman was ſeized, his Letters 
and his Papers, they were expoſed, the Duke's Enemies would have them Read, 
and Printed, that they might refle& upon his Deſigns, and the Influence he had 
| tpon the King. The Queen was accuſed, and all the Catholicks. Bedloe came in 
upon the falſe inventions of the death of Godfrey ; many other became Evidences, 
ſuborn'd and maintain'd by the Coſts and Arts of Shaftsbury, Monmonth and their 
Party. The Teſt was fram'd to exclude the Duke and the Catholick Lords out of 
\ Parliament. The Duke had much to do to get an exemption for himſelf, as a 
relpe& to the advantage of his High Birth. The Lords, Powis, Stafford, Arundell, and 
P tres were after accuſed of High Treaſon, and many others. In fine, Hell was 
broke looſe; Malice, Revenge, and Ambition were ſupported by all that Falſe- 
hood and Perjury could contrive : And, laſtly; it was the moſt deplorable time 
that ever was ſeen in England. 5 X But 
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But during all theſe Troubles, the Earl of Peterborow continued firm, induſtri. 
ous and diligent to all that could be of uſe, and ſervice to the Duke his Maſter; 
he expoſed himſelf in Parliament, by perpetual oppoſition of that party ; he got 
the ill-will of the City, and he made himſelf obnoxious to the Enemies of the Duke 
and his Religion in all the Provinces of Ergland ; he ſtood up tor the Innocent, 
he to his power ſupported the oppreſſed, and he declared for publick juſtice againſt 
publick malice and publick partiality. 

After this, things came to that height, as the King was induced to ſend his Bro- 
ther out of England; whether it were he thought he was not able to protect him 
againſt the averſion of the People and Parliament, or that he was weary of being 
urged to thoſe generous ways of defending his Intereſt and Prerogative, which the 
Duke was always ready to ſuggeſt unto him: And to this he was urged by his Mj- 
niſters, his Minions, and his Miſtreſs. 

The Duke then was forced to retire into Holland, and after into Flanders , the 
Farl of Peterborow remaining behind to ſerve his Maſter in what might occur in 
Parliament ; but at the inſtance of the prevailing party, he was unmediately, with 
the reſt of his Royal Highneſs's Friends, excluded out of the Privy Council, 
whereof before he had of ſome years been a Member ; he fell then to working þb 
hitaſelf and all his Friends, to ſtrengthen the intereſt his Maſter had left behind; 
| he endeavour'd to make him Creatures, he diſabuſed ſeveral that had taken prejy 
dices upon falſe ſuggeſtions: And in fine, braved his Enemies by all the unpor- 
tant oppoſitions he could make againſt them ; and when the Parliament was up, 
and that there was no more opportunity to ſerve him here, his Lordſhip follow 
him into his Exile, with his Wite and Family, reſolved to run his Fortune and 
ſupport as well, as he could, the conſequences of their diſpleaſure who were like 
to be offended at ſuch an adherence. | 

And indeed, he was no ſooner gone, than he began to feel the weight of thei 
reſentment ; for there was a Penſion he had given him from the King, under the 
Great Seal of England, of a Thouſand pound by the Year, for valuable conſideration, 
and which he had conſtantly received for divers Years from the date thereof, 
that was immediately ſtopp'd, and forbid farther to be paid, by the influencing malice 
of the Earls of Efſex and Shaftsbury. 

He conſtantly then attended his Royal Highneſs during his ſtay in thoſe Coun- 
tries, and at an expence, as did no diſhonor to his Maſter, his Country, nor 
the Quality of which he was; and upon his Highnels's notice of the King his Bro- 
ther's being ſick, and the reſolution he took thereupon to repair into England, he, 
with the Lord Chxrchil alone, came over with him unto Windſor, leaving the 
Dutcheſs and the Court at that time behind them. 

I mention this as an introduction to an accident, which after happen'd, where- 
i his Lordſhip and his Royal Maſter had like to have been much concern'd ; which 
was efteQually, as ſhall be here fet down. 

Upon the Earl of Pezerborow's arrival at London, after a day or two he went to 
viſit a noble Lady of his acquaintace, the Counteſs of Powis, who with her Family 
were 1n affliction, by reaſon of the unjuſt Imprifonment and Oppreſlion of the 
Earl, her Husband, at that time in the Tower. After ſome diſcourſes of the times, 
and of the ſtraits wherein it was believed the King, the Duke, and the Royal F 
mily were all, by reaſon of the ſeditions proceedings in Parliament, and the dif 
affection had been raiſed towards them, by the wicked Arts of their Enemies, het 
Ladiſhip ask'd, Whether his Lordihip did not believe it might be a ſervice to Hi 
Majeſty and his Highneſs, if ſome of the conſiderable leaders in thoſe proceeding 
and deſigns could be taken off from their Malice, and introduc'd into the Kings 
Service, and the endeavours of honeſtly aſtfliing the Crown, The Earl gave his ap 
probation of the propoſition, and ſaid, He did believe ic would be fo, and that 
encouragement 'ought to be given to thoſe that were capable ito effe& any fu 
matter. Her Ladiſhip told him then ſhe knew an ingenious Woman, who oy 
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the Calling of a Mid-wife had opportunity of trequenting domeſtically many con- 


fiderable Families, and that was intimately acquainted, even with the Farl of 


Shaftsbury, from whom ſhe had been ſometimes truſted with meſſages, if not pro- 


tions, to his Royal Highneſs himſelf, although nothing had ſucceeded thereupon. 


This Woman, ſhe ſaid, was paflionately concern'd for the King and the Duke 
and had every where made it her buſineſs to ſoften their Enemies and make them 
Creatures. She acquainted her Ladiſhip, That ſhe found divers of them ſuſcepti- 
ble of reaſon, and to be taken off, but they all feared an ima mary implacability 
in the Duke's Nature, and that advancing his power they ſhould but promote their 
own prejudices, by giving him thereby opportunities of revenging the injuries 
they might formerly have done him. So as if by receiving one or two of them into 
grace, from the ſubmiſſions they ſhould make, the reſt might be diſabuſed of the 
error they were in, from the conceit of his revengeful Nature, ſhe did much believe 
it would prove of very good effect. 

The Earl of Peterborow told the Counteſs of Powis, he would willingly ſee this 
Woman, and if the Men ſhe named were confiderable enough, he would under- 
take, upon due ſubmiſſions, beginning with one, to make the reſt ſee the Duke 
was the moſt gracious Prince in the World, the moſt ready to forgive, and the 
phadeſt to reclaim any Gentleman out of an ill proceeding, wherein he might 
have been engaged through miſtakes, evil Counſel, or Company, or other Acci- 
dents, that ſometimes have influence over humane nature. This Woman, whoſe 
name was Cellzer, met the Earl at the fame place the next day, and affirming all 
the Counteſs had ſaid, told his Lordſhip, That the fitteſt Man to begin withal was 


one Sir Robert Payton. The Earl knew this Gentleman had been a FaGtious, a 


Turbulent, and a Diſcontented Man ; he had been turn'd out of ſome Employ- 
ments by the endeavours and power of certain Miniſters, which he did after reſent 
and endeavour to revenge upon the Government. He had grown ve popular, 
preſided at dangerous Clubs, and carried the being Knight of the Shire & Middle 
ſex, againſt all the endeavours of the Court, and the Loyal Party. He was dan- 
gerouſly bold, and induſtrious in the Parliament, and his Lordſhip thought it not 
mm il] ſervice to take him off. | 
| A time was appointed for their meeting; the Earl comply'd : It was deſired 
by Sir Robert that he might ſee the Duke, make his ſubmiſſion and be forgiven by 
him, and through his means by the King. His Lordſhip brought him to an au- 
dience ; his Highneſs affur'd him he was above private injuries; That he was a 
Friend or an Enemy to none but as they were fo to the King, and the Govern- 
ment ; That he could forgive any body that would be dutitul to his Brother and 
love Him and His ſervice. If he would return to do ſo, he would never think 
of what was paſt, and he would undertake to make his peace with the King, if he 
intended to deſerve it by his future actions. Upon which aflurance Sir Robert took 
his leave, in all appearance, a good Subyect. | 
After this, being upon intentions to go to work with more conſiderable Men, in 
the next meeting at the Counteſſes Houle, thoſe endeavours were diverted by an in- 
tervening Information. Mrs. Cellzer had told her Ladiſhip how ſhe was come ac- 
quainted with an ingenuous young Man, who by ſeveral accidents had attain'd the 
knowledge of ſuch important things, as if he could be brought to the King or Duke, 
might become occaſions of diſcovering one of the moſt dangerous Conlpiracies 
wainſt them borh, and the Government of England, that had been at any time 
wdertaken; and ſhe defired to know, if his Lordſhip would be a means to in- 
troduce him. The Farl ſaid he would not engage to bring in any Man upon ſuch 
an account; unleſs he {aw the perſon, and heard ſome probable reaſons to encline 
tim to believe what he ſaid, but appointed an hour for her to bring him to his 
Chamber in the Court : they did not fail, and at the time, a young Man ap- 
= under a decent figure, a ferions behavior, and with words that did not 
to proceed from a common underſianding. He own'd his Name -_ be 
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Thomas Willoughby, and he introduced his buſineſs with a probable diſcourſe gf 
his Life. He told, That the Wars being ended in Flanders, where in ſeveral 
capacities he got his living, he returned to England, and being here idle, to paſs 
his time and look out for opportunities, he frequented the Coffee-Houſfes : There, 
by the general diſcourſes, wherein at that time moſt were very free, he diſcover 
the temper of Men to be infinitely enclined to Sedition, to a diſfatisfaQtion of 
the Government, and a great deſire of change. Malice appear'd in moſt of what 
was ſpoken or propoſed in thoſe places, againſt the Miniſters, the Princes them. 
ſclves, and all their Friends; and the compliance and ſufferance of the good King had 
brought the eſteem of his Power and Authority to ſo low a rate, as Treaſon wa 
ſpoke with that liberty, as if their had been no Laws made againſt it. 

In theſe places, he ſaid, appear'd to be moſt buſic a certain Man, who was 
call'd a Major, and reported to have been an Officer of the old Rebellion. He 
ſpoke well, with Art, and Authority ; knew the Arguments that touch'd Men 
Opinions, and was not unprovided with thoſe that concern'd their intereſts; and 
this Man was not only willingly heard but always much applauded. 

Coming thus to a knowledge of what was the humor of the times, and the in- 
tentions of the principal perſons he ſaw there, he ſaid, he thought, he could no way 


ſerve the King better, nor the Government, than by ſeeming to give into the = 


Opinions and Inclinations of thole Men, that thereby he might become knowi 
of their intentions, and Maſter of ſome ſecrets, the diſcovery whereof might after, 
erhaps, be of more {ſervice than he could foreſee. 

He applied himſelf then to conſider their Arguments, and make himſelf able to 
improve them to their advantage; he affected to ſhow a zeal for Liberty, anda 
cunning averſion to the conſtraint of a ſingle Government. He learn'd to make 
uſe of the word Popery when there was occaſion, and to talk high of Slavery and 
Power Arbitrary. 

This proceeding, he faid, won the heart of the Major, and induc'd him to 


believe he had found an Inſtrument fit for the Cauſe, and all the Party. He could 


no more live without. him ; he gave him a domeſtick freedom in his Houſe aud 
Family ; and at laſt opened his heart to him, and left him no longer a ſtranger to 
any of his ſecrets. 

He told him then that the time now approach'd wherein was deſigned the over- 
throw of the preſent Government , againſt which had conſpired the greateſt 
Men in the Court, in the Parliament, and in the Conutries. It was, he ſaid, made 
eaſje by the weakneſs of the preſent King, by his remiſlneſs, and want of v- 
gor to aſlert his own right, and by the ill poſture whereunto he had ſufferd 
his Brother to be brought , that was the only hopes of ſuſtaining the declin 
ing intereſt. All Irons, he faid, were now in the fire to this effe&t, Aſlol- 
ations were framing in every Country, Contributions were making, and Money 
raiſing from all the Party, Men were Liſting and Officers named to aſſert and 
carry on the Rebellion ; and he did afſure him tor his own part, he ſhould ſoon have 
himſeli, a Commiſſion to be Captain of a Foot Company. He told him there was 
once a Week a Committee of the chief managers did meet, to receive accounts 
from their Friends proceedings in the Countries, and to diſperſe (by Exprefles they 
did ſend) their Orders upon any emergencies that did ariſe. He named moſt of the 
great ones that favoured the Party, and ſaid, the Duke of Monmouth was main 
tained by the Contribution of their Churches. And Mr. Willoughby concluded this 
Information with ſaying, he no way queſtioned, That being privy, by this Mans 
means, to the times when their Expreſſes were ſent away, that if he could be fur- 
mihed with a good Horſe and Arms, he ſhould be eaſily able to intercept ſuch a 
one of them as would well diſcover the dangerous pratices upon which the) 
were engaged. 

After having heard all this, his Lordſhip thought it not ſafe, even for himlelh 


to conceal or ſtifle what had been ſaid, if it were not of uſe to the Princes, 2 
mig 
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might be (perhaps) a Trap for him, to ſee how he would be concern'd for them, 
in things of that nature and conſequence. He acquainted then the Duke upon the 
firſt occaſion with what had paſſed, with intent he ſhould make it known to the 
King 3 but he told the Earl he would firſt ſee the Man himſelf, and hear if what he 
faid was of importance enough to trouble the King with it, but order'd, That what 
he had to ſay ſhould be put in writing for the King to ſee. His Lordſhip had di- 
reion then, to bring him in the Evening into his Highneſs's Cloſet, but to be by, 
and ſo cloſe, as he might be a witneſs to every thing he ſaid. Willoughby, after- 
wards called 'Dangerfield, came accordingly, and to his Highneſs juſtified all he had 
faid to the Earl, with more beſides, and left it written in a Paper under his own 


hand : He after complained of want of Money, and the Duke, for his Relief, gave 


him out of his Pocket Ten Guinneys, and ſo he was for that time diſmiſs'd. 
-]mmediately his Highneſs acquainted the King with the whole particulars and 
circumſtances, and delivered the Paper into his Majeſty's Hands, but deſired he 
would not admit a Man of that CharaGter, for whom no body could anſwer, in- 
to-his preſence, but rather ſend him to be examined by his Secretary, and farther 
direted as he ſhould ſee occaſion. he ng | 
But the King found ſomething extraordinary enough in this adventure, to give him a 
euriolity to fee and ſpeak with Willoughby himſelf, and after, unknown to the Duke, 
commanded Mr. Halſey to bring him to him. How he behaved himſelf to the King, 
ot what he ſaid is not well known, but his Majeſty was then fo ſatisfied, as he order'd 
him-to the care of the Secretary of State, from whom he had ſeveral Summs of 
Money for his incouragement, and had him after, by the admiflion of Mr. Cheffin, 
into more private and ſecret diſcourſes with him. 

The Earl of Peterborow thought now, having perform'd what was incumbent up- 
on him in this occaſion, that he was wholly out of the affair, having left ir in the 
tatural channel of ſuch matters, the Secretary's Office, and expected no more trou- 
ble upon that account, when one Morning Dangerfield came to his Lodging, and 
under pretence of a great diſſatisfaction, complained, That there was no care taken 
atthe Secretary's for enabling him to perform the great ſervice of diſcovery he had 
indertaken, ſince he was deny'd a General Warrant to ſearch where he ſhould 
| think fit, or indeed, any Houſe or Lodging, unleſs he would pofitively ſwear, 
be knew to be therein ſuch Papers or Inſtruments as would import to the purpoſe he 
did-alledge : His Lordſhip told him then, that he had done what appertained to 
him, he had brought him into the hands of the Miniſters, who had their own 
methods, and whom he could not dire@, ſo as now he could interpole no more 
nthat affair, but left him to his Applications and Good Fortune. w 

He ſeem'd unſatisfied, and went muttering away, and after this his Lordſhip heard 
to more of him till one Evening the poor Cellier, whole meaning and intentions 
were certainly very good, came to the Farl's Lodging, in great diſorder, to ac- 
quaint him, that this Willoughby, or Dangerfield was come in the Meſlenger's hands 
before the Council, accuſed for having convey'd Papers into the Lodging of one 
Manſell, and pretended to have found them there; and indeed not having been able 
to procure the Warrant he would have had, he made a pretence of coming to 
ſearch for forbidden Goods ; and it is to be doubted, would have play'd ſome ſuch 
trick for his juſtification, if the whole was not rather a deſign of the Earl of Shafts- 
bury, to give him means by the acceſs he had to the Duke and the Earl, of apply- 
ing the Scandalous Accuſation he did afterwards contrive. The Earl told Mrs. Cel- 
ker, That if he had done any indire& thing, or uſed any means he could not juſti- 
te, he would not endeavour to ſupport him, nor countenance any proceeding that 
Was not accotding to' Juſtice and ts Truth, and he muſt expect to ſtand or fall by 
his own merits. The poor Woman that was ſtill in hopes he was honeſt, and 
talous in what he did pretend, cauſed her Husband and her Son, to give Bail for 

s appearance the next Council. In the mean time he came again that N ight, af- 
tr the Fart was in bed; afferted his intentions for the King's Service, and defired 
5 Y Care 
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care might be taken to prevent his ſuffering for a deſire to ſerve his Majeſty. Thy 
Earl told him, He had taken unjuſtifiable ways, that gave Men occafion to ſuſpeg 
the Truth of his Information, and had waved all the methods whereby he had x 
firſt undertaken to proceed, ſo as he was oblig'd to deſert him, and he had nay 
only to provide for his ſafety as he ſhould think fit. He retired with utterance of 
ſome paſſionate words, and if he did not underſtand with thega before, with, 
doubt went then immediately into the intereſts and diredtions of Shaftsbury, Oates, 
Waller, Manſell, and the reft of the Authors of that pretended Popiſh Plot, n 
. whole inſtigation he undertook the placing that ſham contrivance in the Meal-Taij 
of Mrs. Celler, that it might be found by them, where the Earl was accuſed of i. 
eending the Aſſaſſination of the Earl of Shaftsbury, and the Scandals and Accuſai- 
ons were to be caſt upon divers other perſons of Quality. This he undertook a 
the next meeting of Council, and with great pretenſions of Repentance own'd him- 
ſelf, for the obtaining of more credit, to have been a Popith Inſtrument. 

His Royal Highneſs, unto whom it was a mortification to have been induced ty 
ſpeak; or give any appearance of belief to ſuch a wretch, was by this time upon his 

rſt Journey into Scotland, but the Earl remain'd behind, that he might not {en 
to fly from any of their Aſperſions, and to be ready to ſerve the Duke in the 
approaching Parliament, in every of thoſe occaſions wherein his intereſt might he 
concern'd. 

But as ſoon as he was gone, the Earl of Shaftsbury complain'd of the Earl of P+ 
terborow to the King in Council, for having been Abettor, if not Author of a Cay 
trivance, wherein ſeveral great: Men were intended to have been involved, and a 
Murther that was particularly defigned for himſelf. His Lordſhip was ſummon'd to 
come and anſwer the Accuſation, which he did at the day appointed, in the Cour 
ci-Chamber, and had the fortune ſo to overthrow the Impudence of his accuſe 
by his ingenuous and candid Narration, as he was diſmiſs'd by his Majeſty and the 
mayor part of the Council, to the ſhame of thoſe would have had him ſent to- the 
Tower, and the particular honor of his Lordſhip. 

Afﬀeer this, came on the Parliament, the hardſhips againſt the Lords in the Tow 

aid encreaſe, Dangerfield exhibited a new Accuſation and a Narrative, the- fi 
to the Parliament, the other to the People. The Earl of Peterborow conteſted for 
the prote&ion of Innocence, and after detended himſelf and his Maſter. Among 
other things, the Villain accus'd the Duke to have given him Twenty pounds to 
Kill the King, and the Earl to have been privy and conſcious of the offer. The 
knowledge the World had of the Duke's Vertue and Loyalty, made the credit of 
it to be deteſted by moſt of his very Enemies : And the Earl fo ſatisfied the Houſe 
of Lords, and the King, by his plain and generous Defence, as it obliged them to 
diſmiſs the Accufation to the ſhame and confufion of Dangerfield, and all thoſe 
that did abet and ſet him on. And his Majeſty ſtanding by him, at the time of this 
Conteſt, told his Lordſhip openly, That for all chat had been ſaid, he would ab 
ways truſt his life ſooner in his hands than in any of theirs, who had been ſo ready 
to abet and countenance his Enemies. | 

In the ſame day was brought in afterwards by the Lord Ryſſel, that impudent 
Bill of Excluſion from the Succeſſion to the Crown, againſt his Royal Highnels: 
It endur'd a ſtrong and long debate : Of porertal Eloquence and great parts were 
the Duke's Enemies, who did affert the Bill; but a Noble Lord appear'd againſt it, 
who, that day, in all the force of Speech, in Reaſon, in Arguments, of what could 
concern the publick, or the private intereſts of Men, in Honor, in Conſcience, i 
Eſtate, did out-do himſelf, and every other Man; and in fine, his condu& and his 
parts were both victorious, and by him all the wit and malice of that party 
was overthrown. - 

Aﬀter this, Henry Lord Viſcount Stafford, was brought to his Tryal, as the hid! 
of thoſe Lords, that had been accuſed of ſo many Treaſons; in the particulars of 
whole Impeachment, there apprar'd ſo many improbabilities, in the Witneſſes ſuch 


reaſons 
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reaſons to render them of no belief, and in the Proſecutors ſo much Malice, Ins 
cereſt, and Partiality, as it was impoſſible to the Farl of Peterborow, for Conſci- 
ence ſake, not to endeavour his juſtification, though to the uttermoſt offence of 
ſo powerful and prevailing a Þarty. , T9, 6 on | 
He came to the Houſe the Jaſt day of his Tryal, and would go down into the 
Hall to exerciſe his right of Judicature, though he were fick of a Fever, from the 
= of his Arm, that was out of joint, though he was perſwaded and threatned 
m it, and in ſcorn of that iniquity did not remove; till he had voted for publick 
Juſtice, againſt popular Tyranny and Oppreſſion. | 
This Parliament, after this Lords Condemnation, came to be Diſfoly'd ; and 
the Earl being then no more either of Council or Court, retired to Drayton in Nor- 
 thampronſbire, where his Maſter had commanded him to ſtay, till the approach- 
ing Parliament was to meet, that had been appointed for to fit at Oxford. It 
was about this time the Faction began to prepare for Action : They began to find 
the King more ſenſible of his danger, and their intentions, than ever he had been : 
They began to loſe the hold they had upon his Miſtreſſes and his Miniſters, and 
that the falſe Minions of his Court, began many of them to loſe their eſteem, and 
be: ſuſpeted by him, whilſt he began to harken to honeſter Men, and that were 
better inſtrufted in the True principles of his Intereſt and Government. They 
believed the Aſſembling of the Parliament of Oxford was calculated for to evade 
their power in London, and that at laſt they were like to find the King not ſo 
onplying to his own Ruine, as they might deſire; and poſſibly were made to 
pet ſome Months before : They thought themſelves then ready, and ripe for 
wolence; they intended to put the end of their Afſoſiations into practice, and a Man 
of their party came not to Oxford without more Friends and Arms, than had been 
needful for them at any other time. Upon noiſe whereof the *'Lords and Friends 
of the Crown &did in ſome meaſure do ſo on the other fide, being willing to ſecure 
themſelves fromi inſults of their Adverfaries, if they ſhould be attempted, and it 
Jook'd in a degree like one of thoſe Parliaments call'd in the Barons days. The 
Farl of Peterborow came to this Aſſembly, from his Houſe, more provided than or- 
diniry, in proportion to the care and intentions of the other honeſt Lords : 
And I have heard him! ſay, That meeting the King by chance, at his firſt arri- 
wal 'to the Town, he thought him better attended; and under an appearance of 
ttiore Reſolution and Majeſty, than evet he had ſcen in him before. The King 
chtred then upon the Parliament, and indeed ſuch was his love to quiet, and the pub- 
liek peace, as he was ready to have gfatited more than had ever been fit for them to ack: 
Bat they were now, as It pleaſed God, ſo exalted in their opinion of their power 
and intereſt, as they would have all, and were reſolved to leave him but the empty 
name of King, and without power, to maintain that longer than it ſhould ſeem 
convenient. He was forc'd then and on a ſudden to diſfolve this Parliament alſo, 
and to betake himſelf to their Conticels, who undertook to make him live 
vithour it: And ſo he came to ſpend at London and Windſor the enſuing Sum- 
mer, | | Cc 
' Enrag'd the Party became at this, and look'd upon him to have eſcaped their 
hands by the Art and Contrivance of his new Cabinet, and fo as by the methods 
they took for his ſubſiſtance, he was not like to come ſuddenly into their power 
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And now the Fa&ion found, that both the Brothers were to be deſtroy'd, be- 
fore they could attain the power was thought neceſſary for them, ſo they then fell 
& the fatal conſultations of plain Rebellion, open Murther, and ſuch other pious 
Expedients as did ſuit with their refined Conſciences, which the Year after broke 
oat by the diſcovery of the Fnterprife of Rye, and publick appearance of the Re- 
belions of Monmouth and Argile. _ ; DEI: RO 

But upon! the difſofution of this Parliament, the Earl of Peterborow went. back 
lis Houſe; and erhploy'd the reft of that Simmer in difabufing mariy — 
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of the opinion they had receiv'd of the candor and innocence of that Parties inten- 
tions, and in procuring Addrefles, to encourage the King, and diſcountenance 
the diſloyal Faction. | ; 

In O&ober his Royal Highneſs ſent for his Lordſhip to come and attend him in 
Scotland, which he did, with all his -Family, and with that affeQion, as - made ix 


doubtful whether his Journey might not have proved a means to have excluded him 


from ever returning home again. Indeed, in this fluQuation of affairs, where nor 
only the Court and Council were divided, but even the King's own Thoughts, 
and Inclinations, it was dangerous to be fo far diſtant from the Court ; and many 


of the Earl's Enemies, whereof he had ſome were very potent, did afford him ſuch' 


ill offices to his Majeſty, as when his Royal Highneſs did write to the King about 
any of the Earl's intereſts, he could never procure any anſwer during all the time 
of his abſence. | 
But the Winter wore out at laſt, and the Duke was invited home. Thoſe that 
had leaft intereſt in the Council were for his return, thoſe that had moſt were a- 
= it, under ſpecious pretences. But the true reaſon, was, They had a mind to 
eep their Power, which they thought his Quality, his' Parts, and Inclination to 


buſineſs, would (if not at firſt, yet in ſome time) very much diminiſh or 


eclipſe. 

He Embark'd the of March, at Leith, in his own Yatcht, and attended 
by the Earl of Peterborow, and divers other Noble Lords of both the Kingdoms, 
and ſetting Sail from thence, under the ſufferance of very tempeſtuous weather, 
landed at-Yarmonth, where with the applauſe and duties of that Town, and all 
the adjacent Countries he was received, and thence paſſed to New-market, meeting 
there the King, and with that joy which was natural to him, becauſe he truly 
loved his Brother above all other: things. It was from hence he accompanied his 
Majeſty to London ; but having left the Dutcheſs at Edenburgh, he was forc'd to 
depart once more from thence, to conduct her home, according as he had engaged 
himſelf to do. Mit 

In order to this he Embarked upon the/aas Friggat, the accomodations as well 
as the ſafety whereof was eſteem'd more proper for both the Voyage, and the Com- 
pany, difficulties having been experienced in the laſt paſſage aboard the Yatchts, which 
were eſteem'd would not have been fo dangerous in this other ſort of Embarkation, 
His Highneſs proceeded then, but Providence ſhew'd, that all pre-cautions are vain, 
and let the wiſe take what care they can, the event, and ſucceſs of all things, are 
ever in her power: For the Duke had not failed far, being over or near the Coaſt 
of Yarmouth, when from many circumſtances of negligence, or ill conduct in thoſe 
who had the leading of that failing affair, the Duke's Ship ſtruck upon a Sand, and 
in a ſhort time ſunk down to rights, all periſhing in this occaſion, except ſuch as 
could ſwim, or had the extraordinary fortune to be ſaved by Boats, which may be 
thought to have had enough to do in ſo diſtracted and divided a conjunQure : But 
the Duke himſelf was preſerv'd, with a few, in his own Pinnace, by the care 
and Loyalty of the Scamen, who would neither intrude themſelves, nor ſuffer 0 
thers for their ſafeties, to expole that of a Prince ſo conſiderable. 

His Highneſs came after ſafely to Land at Leith, and once again into the Arms 
of his incomparable Dutcheſs, who was half dead, though ſhe ſaw him live, at 
\ the fears of that, which though it was now paſt, ſhe had heard had been once 
{o near. 

After ſome days ſtay, they together left Scotland for the laſt time, and came to- 

ether to London, where they were received with all the joy honeſt Men could 

expreſs, The Summer they ſpent with the King, at which time was diſcovered 

the firſt part of the deſperate Phanatick Plot, divers Accuſations there were, and 

the Lord Kaſſel was Tryed, Condemned, and Executed. Many were Impriſon'dy 

and a great conſternation appear'd upon all that Party. The Earl of Peterboro# 

was 18 the- mean time reſtor'd to his place in Council ; and his part in the _—_— 
actio 
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aQions conſiſted in caufing Preſeritments ro be made, and Indi&ments in his own 
Country, for examples|fake, of ſuch as had _— Shaftsbury's Party, and appear'd dif 
affeted to the Crown ; with ſettling the giſtracy, and Offices of the Mzlitia in 
faithful hands, ſo as by the end of the Year, of one of the moſt perverſe, and 
worſt enclin'd Countries of all Exgland, he did, with thi pains, care and diligence 
that he apply'd, render it the moſt exemplary, and readieſt to ſerve the King of any 
other. In Ofober enſuing, he attended the Duke his Maſter to New-market, and 
was with his Highneſs at the time when that fortunate Fire broke out, which burne 
that Town, and preſerv'd the King and his Brother, by haſtening their return to 
London, ſooner than was intended : By which the ſtale of Rye was prevented, 
and thoſe meaſures diſconcerted, which in conſequence were deſien'd to the 
ruine of the Kingdom, and all thoſe that loved the Royal Houſe and the Govern- 
ment. | 

He continued to ſerve his Maſter with the ſame zeal and concern the reſt of the 
days of King Charles, at whoſe Sickneſs and ſudden Death he was preſent, and a 
witneſs of that tenderneſs wherewith the dying King reſign'd his Dominions; and 
all his Intereſt, to his loving Brother, as the right of his inheritance; by all the Laws 
both of God and Man. | 

After the King's deceaſe great endeavours were uſed to prevent the Earl of Pe- 
terborow from ſucceeding to the place under the new King, wherein he had ſerved 
his Majeſty while he was Duke, the ſpace of twenty years together ; but his Ma- 
ſter was too juſt and generous not to ſtick to his old Servant, that had run ſo ma- 
ny fortunes and hazards with him: He did then give his Lordſhip the Gold Key, 
and thereby eſtabliſh'd him Groom of the Stole, and Firſt Gentleman and Governor 
of his Bed-Charhber : The Earl ſerved his Majeſty afterward at his Royal Corona- 
tion, in bearing before him St. Edward's Scepter ; and after the enſuing Parliament, 
and the paſſing the Bill of Attainder againſt the Duke of , Monmouth , one 
Evening; when his Lordſhip expected nothing leſs, his Majeſty, with a bounty and 

ciouſheſs never to be forgotten, took him afide, and ask'd, If he did not re- 
member a promiſe that had once beeni made him ; to which the Earl replied, He 
had a memory only for what pleaſed his Majeſty ; who anſwered, He had not for- 
gotten the Garter he ſhould have had after his attendance on him at the Sole-Bay 
Fight, and he ſhould find he was as mindful of old Promiſes as ancient Service. 
Some days being paſt, the King commanded the Earl's attendance at a Chapter in 
Whitehall, and there cauſed him to be Inveſted with the George and Garter ; after 
which his Lordſhip was ſent into the' Country to raiſe Troops againſt the Rebel- 
lion, wherein he did very exemplary Seryice to his Majeſty ; and upon his return, 
be, with the Duke of Norfolk, and the Lord Treaſurer, was Inſtalled in the Royal 
Caſtle of Windſer, to all the purpoſes and privileges which do appertain to the 
Noble Order of the Garter. Ui

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An Indenture between Sir John Mordaunt, and Wiſtan Brown, about the Wardſbip 
of Thomas Leventhorp. 


HIS Indenture made the Twelfth day of September, the Nineteenth Year of 

the Reign of King Henry the Seventh, between John Mordaunt of Turyey 

on the one Partie, and Wiſtan Brown and Humphrey Brown his Brother, on the o- 
ther Partie, Witnefſeth, That whereas Thomas Lewenthorp late of Whethamſted, in 
the County of Hertford, held certain Lands and Tenements in the faid County, 
of our Sovereign Lord the King by grant Serjeanty, and had Iiſue Fohn Lever. 
thorp and divers other Children, and dyed, the ſaid Fohn being his Son and 
Heir within Age 3 by the death of the which Thomas, the King our Sovereign 
Lord, ought to have the cuſtody of the faid John, and of all the Lands and 
Tenements of the ſaid Thomas, whereof he dyed leized, and of all the other Lands 
of the ſame Thomas of which he made no Will, nor otherwile diſpoſed. And 
howbeit that at the making of theſe Preſents, there is no Office found in any Shire, 
after the death of the ſaid Thomas, whereby the Kings Highneſs may be Jaw. 
fully intitled to the ſaid John Leventhorp : Yet that notwithſtanding our faid 
Sovereign Lord, by his Bill Aſſigned, hath Given, and Granted to the ſaid Fohy 
Mordannt, the Cuſtody of the {aid Fohn Lewenthorp, and of all his Lands and Te- 
nements, with the Iſſues and Profits of the ſame Lands and Tenements, from the 
Death of the ſaid Thomas, to the ſaid John Mordaunt. To have to him and to his 
Aſſigns, till the faid John Lewenthorp come to his full Age 3 and further as long as 
the ſaid Lands and Tenements, ſhall happen to be in the Kings Hands ; And fo 
from Heir to Heir, till one of the Heirs of the ſaid Thomas ſhall come to his full 
Age. The ſaid John Mordaunt hath Bargained and Sold, and by theſe Preſents Bar- 
gaineth, Giveth and Selleth, to the ſaid Wiſtar, all ſuch Right, Title, Poſſeſſions and 
Intereſt, as he hath or hereafter ſhall have in the Wardſhip of the Heirs of the ſaid 
Thomas Leventhorp, and the Marriage of the ſame, be it Son or Daughter, or 
Daughters, To have to the faid Wiſtar from the Date of theſe Preſents, as long 
as the Intereſt of the ſaid John Mordaunt ſhould endure, by reaſon of the Kings 
Grant. Provided, That the ſame Heirs ſhall not be Married by the ſaid Wiſtar, 
to any other Perſon, but to be Married with one of the Children begotten be- 
tween the ſame WWiſftan and Elizabeth his Wite, Siſter to the ſaid John Mordaunt, 
And tor lack of ſuch Iſſue, or fuch Marriage, the ſame Fohn Mordaunt to have a 
gain the Marriage of the ſame Heirs of the ſaid Thomas, to his own Uſte : if itbe 
Male unmediately after he be fully of the Age of Twentie Years ; and if it be 
Female or Females, after they be of the Age of Fourteen Years, without any thing 
ying therefore, this Indenture notwithſtanding, for as much as the ſaid Wiſtar 
ſhall take the Iſſues, and Profits of the ſaid Lands, all the mean time without any 
thing paying for the fame. And the ſaid Fohn Granteth by theſe Preſents, That 
he ſhall afſent what in him 1s, at the Coſts and Charges of the ſame Wiſtar, to cauſe 
the Offices to be found, after the Death of the faid Thomas, according to the 
truth of the Teſtaments. And after theſe Offices fo found, to get Grant by the 
Kings Letters Patents to the fame Fohn Mordaunt of the Ward and Cuſtody a- 
bovelaid, according to his ſaid Bill Aſſigned. And after that Patent made, then 
the ſame Fohr ſhall Grant the faid Ward and Marriage of the Heirs of the {aid 
Thomas Leventhorp, with the Cuſtody of his Lands, to the ſaid Wiftan and his Af- 
ſigns, to be Married as is above limited. For the which Premiſes well and truly to 
be performed, the ſaid Wiſtar ſhall pay to the faid Fohn Mordaunt and his Afligns, 
a Hundred Pound of lawful Money, to be payed, and delivered in form follows 
ing, That is to ſay, whereas the ſaid Humphrey, is indebted to the ſaid Wiſtan 
in One Hundred Pound for divers Conſiderations and Covenants made between 
the ſaid Wiſtan and Humphrey, upon the advancement of the ſame Humphrey to the 


Marriage of Amey Mordaunt, one of the Daughters and Heirs of Henry Vere, _— 
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and one of the Coufins and Heirs to Edward, late Farl of Wiltſhire of the Grenſlonuds 
which Marriage the faid Humphrey attained of the ſaid Jo Mordaunt, E the 
ſpecial Favour and Means of the ſaid Wiſtan. The faid IViftan and Huntphrey Grant 
for them and either of them by theſe Preſents, That the {aid Fohn Mordaunt, ſhall 
retain and take up all the Revenues, Rents and Profits due to the ſaid Humphrey 
and Amey, of all the Maners, Lands and Tenements » belonging to the ſaid Himm- 

rey and Amey, from the making of theſe Preſents, unto the time that the faid 
Jobn Mordaunt be tully therewith, and with the Profits, that he hath before this 
time received, of the Lands of the faid Humphrey and Amey at the Feaſts of Eaſter 
and Michaelmas laſt paſt, Ten Pounds Four Shillings Aſſigned to the ſame Hum- 
prey, for the {ame Feaſts, till his Exhibition be tully ſatisfied of the ſaid Hundred 
Pounds. Provided always that the ſaid Humphrey ſhall have from henceforth, at the 
Feaſts of Eaſter and Michaelnas next enſuing the date of theſe Preſents, towards his 
finding of the Profits of the fame Maners, Lands and Tenements, that he hath by 
the faid Arey, and the yearly Hundred Pounds till the ſaid Fohn Mordaunt, be tul'y 
contented of the {aid Hundred Pound : And after that Hundred Pound fo fully con- 
tented, then the {aid Humphrey to be diſcharged of that Hundred Pound he ow«d 
to the ſaid Wiſtar, and alſo the ſaid Wiſtar to be quit and diſcharged againſt the 
ſaid Fohn Mordaunt, of the ſaid Hundred Pound due to the ſaid Fohn, by reaſon 
of theſe Preſents. And if the faid Humphrey dye before the ſaid Hundred Pound, 
to the ſaid Fohn Mordaunt in form atore rehearſed, 1s ſatisfied, Then the faid Wiſtar 
Granteth by theſe Preſents to pay yearly to the ſaid Fohn Mordaunt, Twenty Pound 
tour Shillings at the Feaſts of Exafter and Saint Michael, by true Portions, till the ſame 

obu Mordaunt, therewith and with the Money that the fame Fohn hath and ſhall re- 
tain of the Profits of the Maners, Lands and Tenements of the ſaid Humphrey and 
Amey, be fully ſatisfied of the {aid Hundred Pound. And the ſaid Wiſtar binds him 
by theſe Preſents in two Hundred Marks, That he (hall not Marry the Heir of the 
hid Thomas, to any other Perſon than to one of his Children begotten of the ſaid 
Elzzabeth.

Henry B,

Ruſty and welbcloved, we greet you well : And whereas this Year laſt 


paſſed, after the concluſion taken between us, and our dear Brother, Cou- 
ſin, Confederate, and Allie, the French King, as well for firm Peace, Love and 


Amity, as of Alliance, by way of Marriage, God willing, to be had, and made 


between our deareſt Daughter the Princeſs, and the Dolphin of France, a perlo- 
nal meeting and Interview was allo to them concluded to be had betwixt us, 
and the faid French King, which upon urgent conſiderations, and great reſpetts, 
was by mutual conſent, for that year put over, and deferred. So it is now that 
the faid French King being much defirous to ſee and perſonally to ſpeak with us, 
hath ſundry times by his Ambaſſadors and writings, inſtantly defired us to con- 


deſcend to this faid interview, offering to meet with us within our Dominion, 
Pale, 
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Pale and Marches of Caleys, whereas heretofore ſemblable honour of preeminence 
hath not been given, by any of the French Kings, to any -of our Progenitors, or 
Anceſtors 3 we therefore remembring the manifold good effefts that be in a ppea- 
like to enſue of this perſonal meeting, as well for Corroboration and aflured. 
Eſtabliſhment of Peace and Alliance - concluded. between us, as for the univerſal 
well, tranquility, and reſtfulneſs of all Chriſtendom ; taking alſo to conſideration ' 
the great honour offered to us by the French King, for the ſaid meeting within our : 
Dominion, have condeſcended thercunto accordingly, the ſame to be, God willing 
in the Month of May next coming. And in as much as to our Honour and Dig- 
nity Royal it appertaineth to be furniſhed with honourable Perſonages, as well 
Spiritual as Temporal, to give their Attendance upon us, at ſo: ſolemn an A& as 
this ſhall be, for the Honour of us and our Realm ; - we therefore have appointed 
you among others, to attend upon our deareſt Wife the Queen in this Voyage ; 
willing therefore and deſiring you not only to put your {elf in a readineſs, with 
the number of Ten tall Perſonagee, well and conveniently apparelled for this purpoſe 
to paſs with you over the Sea : But alſo in ſuch wiſe to appoint your ſelf in Apparel, 
as to your degree, the Honour of us and this our Realm appertaineth. So that ye 
repairing to our ſaid deareſt Wife the Queen, by the Firſt day of May next com- 
ing, thay there give your Attendance in her tranſporting over the Sea accordingly ; 
aſcertaining you, that albeit ye be appointed to the number of Ten Servants, to 
6 with you as is aboveſaid, yet nevertheleſs in as much as that at her arrival at 
Caleys, you ſhall have no great Journey requiſite to occupy many Horſes, ye 
ſhall therefore convey with you over the Sea, Ge your own Riding, and otherwile, 
not above the number of Four Horſes. Howbeit our mind is not to Coa@, or 
Reſtrain you to the ſaid Preciſe number of Four Horſes, for your coming up to 
our ſaid deareſt Wife, and accompanying you to the Sea ſide, which thing we remit 
to your Arbitrament ; but only to aſcertain you what number of Servants, and 
Horſes be appointed unto you to paſs over the Sea, like as we have ordered all 
other Lords and Nobles as ſhall attend upon our ſaid deareſt Wite the Queen, 
according to their Degrees.

deed, the Men of moſt honeſty within our {aid Realm, to uſe their wilful and 
corrupt Appetitcs, in attempting all kinds of Evil at their liberties, without fear 
of puniſhment, to the great Annoyance of our good Subjects, and: to the great En- 
couragement of MalefaGors, which is, hath been, and ſhall be the occaſion of innu- 
merable Inconveniencies, Dangers, Perils and Diſpleaſures to the State of our whole 
Realm 3 whereof having the Supream care and charge under God, it ſhall be 
our part and Juty to endeavour our ſelf to put juſt Remedy to the fame : Al- 
beit we have at this preſent time ſent forth our Proclamations, whereby we in ge- 
neral command a'!l our Officers, Miniſters, Subjects and true Leige-Men to have 
regard to their duties, according to their Degrees and Callings, as they will anſwer 
. for the contrary, at their extream perils, which we purpoſe in caſe of defaults fo 
to look upon, as we have not yet done the like, ſince it pleaſed God, to commit 
the Governance of this our Realm unto us ; yet foraſmuch as we know, that ye 
be not only of great Authority in thoſe parts, but alſo that your Wiſdom, Know- 
ledge and Experience, is ſuch as may facielly correct things there that be out of 
ood order ; and can alſo fee, if you will open your Eyes thereunto, when things 
digreſs from the right Train, and will be corrected and amended by lawful Pu- 
niſhment, which putteth a ſtay to others that might percaſe fall into the like Fol- 
ly. We have thought meet to deſire and pray you ipecially, as a Man, whom we 
ſpecially truſt, and one whole fault by Negligence, want of Vigilance, or due Cir- 
cumſpection, we ſhall ſpecially note, weigh and conſider ; that putting apart all at- 
fections with other corruptions, as commonly now adays do occupy the Stomachs 
of them, which in name and Authority be directed to honeſty , you will lay 
before your Eyes, firſt your Duty to God, then your Obedience to us by his 
Commandment, and after the great Good which to, all Men, and moſt of all to 
them that be of Honour, and ſhould be inclined to good Civility, doth enſue by 
good Order, and due Execution of Juſtice, which bringeth forth a perfect quiet 3 
and upon thoſe grounds, with a reſpe& to the avoiding of all dangers that by the 
contrary part may enſue, you will apply your ſelf to be ſo vigilant, as the points 
contained in the ſaid Proclamation, and all others meet to be remembred, for 
the Maintenance, and Conſervation of Juſtice may be put in uſe, and duely obſerved 
according to your Allegiance, and to the Commandment of the ſame. By the do- 
ing hereof ye ſhall ſatisfie a good duty towards God, you ſhall preſerve your Eſtr- 
mation towards us, you ſhall honeſtly ſerve your Country, and you ſhall fave 
your! own to your ſelf and to your poſterity : By the other part you ſhall offend 
God, you ſhall diſpleaſe us, put out your Eſtimation with all the reſt in danger. 
Wherefore eftſoons we require you to remember your ſelf touching theſe things,

Ight truſty and welbeloved, we greet you well : And cannot a little mar- 
vel to hear, that notwithſtanding our ſundry Advertiſements, lately made 
unto you for the doing of your Duty, and {ſuch Office, and Adminiſtration, as 
in our Common-Wealth is committed to you, and others the ſaid Juſtices of the 
Peace within this our {aid Realm ; many things be nevertheleſs rather directed, at 
will and pleaſure, than either upon any juſt Contemplation of Juſtice, or with 
any regard to the good Admonitions, which heretofore we have ſet forth, for the 
Advancement of the ſame : Minding yet once again, before we ſhall corre the 
Leudneſs of the Offendors in this behalf, with any Extremities of the Law, to 
give a new general Admonition, to the intent no Man ſhall have colour of Excuſe : 
by Ignorance 3 we have thought mect to write thele our Letters unto you, and 
every of you, of all Sorts and Degrees ; and by the ſame to defire and pray you, 
yet nevertheleſs to Charge and Command you, upon your duttes of Allegiance : 
That for the repairing of all things negligently pafled, and then avoiding of all 
ſuch danger as may, for lack thereof, happen unto you; you ſhall have ſpecial care, 
and ſtudy to the-due and juſt Obſervation of the Points following.

ſort as ſhall redound to our Honour, and to the Common Wealth ofour Realm and 


Subje&s: To the intent we may the better know the Forces of our ſaid Realm, ma 
thereby 
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thereby put the fame in ſuch order and readineſs, as they may ſerve us in this En- 
terprize, as the caſe ſhall require; We have thought meet and neceſſary, to 
have ſpecial Muſters taken of all our people, and thereupon alſo to have ſuch plain and 
rfe& Certificate made, as ſhall declare what may be truſted to in that behalf. 
Wherefore our Pleaſure and Commandment 1s, That you, by vertue and authoriry 
hereof, ſhall with all convenient diligence take the Muſters, of all the able Men, as well 
Horſemen as Footmen, which you can make and furniſh, both of our Tenants in- 
habiting upon Farms, Holds, and Tenemenrs, within any Office, whereof you have 
the Stewardſhip under Us, (it you have any ſuch, ) and alſo of your own Ser- 
vants and Tenants, dwelling upon your own Tenemecnts ; and the ſame fo taken 
to certifie in writing, to our Counſel, attendant upon our Perſors with all poflible 
diligence 3 with a ſpecial Note, and Declaration, to be expreſſed in the faid Certi- 
ficate, how many of the faid Pcrions be furniſhed with Horſes, to occupy a Spear 
or a Javelin, how many be Archers, and how many be Billmen, and how 
many Principal Men may be picked out of every ſort out of the whole number : 
All which perions, our pleaſure is, you ſhall put in ſuch a readineſs, as they may ſet 
forth upon one hours warning, whenſoever you ſhall receive commandment from 
us in that behalf ; foreſeeing that in theſe Muſters, and Certificate, you meddle not 
in any wiſe with any Mariners, fora{much as we purpoſe to reſerve che ſame for our 
Furniture by Sea.

Jobn, then the Lord Parre entred : So that the Lord Parre faith, That thele Sixty 

Years there was no claim made to the Freeborde, by any of the Lords of Drayton ; 

and if any of the Lords of Drayton had pretended any ſuch Right, they would have 
t.lled the Wood in their times. : 

For anſwer thereunto the Lord Mordaunt ſaith, That he doth much marve!, that 
the Lord Parre, would claim the premiſes upon ſo ſmall a ground ; for he cannot 
prove, That ever the faid Sir Fohn Karr, or any of his Keepers, or the ſaid Lord 
Parre, or any his Keepers, did fall, ſell, or give any of the Wood, growing of the 
{ id Freeborde, theſe Sixty Years : For this is true, that John Stafford, and Edward 
Stafford, Earls of Wilts, and the Executors of the faid Edward Stafford, and the 
Lord Mordaunt, and other his Co-partners, as in the right of their Deyfts, did at 
all times take the Lops and Shreds of the Trees of the faid Wood, growing of the 
aid Freeborde, for mending and repairing of the Hedges and Ditches of Drayton- 
Park, and never no buſinels made to the contrary ; but the time that the Lord 
Parre conceived divers diſpleaſures againſt the faid Lord Mxrdawunt, tor that intent, 
that the Lord Mordaunt ſhould grant unto him a Fee, for term of his life ; and alſo 
for to have divers other manner of Liberties and Pleaſures, at the hands of the 
Lord Mordaunt in Grafton-Park-Chaſe, and in other Woods of the ſaid Lord, and 
of his ſaid Drayton. 

And after that the {aid Lord Parre perceived, that the Lord Mordaunt would not 
be agreeable to the ſame, then the Lord Parre began to pick quarrels againſt the 
Lord Mordaunt, and his Servants ; and among other things for the ſaid Wood, grow- 
ing of the Freebord of Drayton Park , cauſed one Fohn Allen, Keeper at that 
time of the Park of Brykeftock, to fell certain Buſhes and Woods, whereof ſome of 
them did grow within the bottom of the Ditch, and ſome did grow otherwiſe 
upon the bare Bank of Drayton Park. And alſo cauſed the ſaid Aller tor to 
pluck down the Pale of Drayton Park, to make a common way, through Drayton 
Park, for my Lord Parre and his Servants : And yet the Lord Mordaunt's Servants 
carried the ſaid Wood fo fellen unto Drayton-Maner. 

And the Lord Parre 'not pleaſed therewith, found default at rhe Pale of 
Drayton-Park, which was there made by Sir Thomas Cheyne, Knight, and would 
never reſt by complaining to the Council, and by ſetting of pains in the King's 
Court of Swanymote, unto the time that the Lord Mordaunt, and his Co-partners, 
were fain to pull down the old Pale, and to make a new Pale there, of a Man's 
length, which was done. 

And alſo the Lord Mordaunt ſaith, That the Lord Parre many times, and often 
diſcharged 
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diſcharged the ſaid Lord, for ro give him all the Woods growing upon the 
fid brink of the Ditch, Freeborde, and in the bottom of the Ditch ; and alſo all 
the Wood growing upon the Bank it ſelf, to the intent that the Lord Parre would 
have fold that Wood to his own profit. And foraſmuch as the Lord Mord.mnt, 
denied the Lord Parre, tor ro have it of his Gift, The Lord Parre ſaid, he 
would be about with the Lord Mordaunt : And upon that refuſal and d-nia!, the 
Lord Parre began to ſeek and mvent, how he might do the Lord Mordaunt all the 
Diſplealure that might be deviſed ; and for accompliſhment of p:rt of his purpoſe, the 


the Wardens, and had the Cuſtody of the Heirs of the Maners of Drayton, and 
Drayton-Park, and to Sir Humphrey Brown, Knight, who was Tenant by Cour- 
teſie, of the third part of the faid Maner and Park; and did get a Grant of their 
parts of Drayton-Park, and had liberty for to Hunt, and Hawk in all the Maners 
and Vere's Lands for their two part : And thus having ſuch rule, took upon him 
for to fell certain Woods of the brink of Drayton-Park, the bottom of the Ditch, 
and of the Bank-ſelf, and commanded one Rowland Slade, otherwiſe called Row- 
land Smith, Servant to the ſaid Lord Parre, and Keeper of the Nether-park, for to 
fell a Tree growing within the Ditch of Drayton-park ; which Rowland cauſed one 
Kichard Slade, otherwiſe called Richard Smith, Brother to the {aid Rowland, for to 


fell the faid Tree: Whereupon the Lord Mordaunt ſpoke to the Lord Parre for 


the ſaid Tree, and ſhewed him, That Rowland had done naught in fo doing : Where- 
upon the Lord Parre ſaid to the Lord Morduunt, What have you to do therein, I 
have as good authority and power for Two parts, as you have for the Third part. 
And after that, the Lord Mordaunt's Servants carried away to the Lodge of Drayton- 
ark, moſt part of the ſaid Tree, and the ſaid Rowland had certain Arms, and the 
Body of the {1d Tree. | 
Aſio the faid Richard Slade, by the Lord Parre's Commandment, accompted for 
to fe]1 more Wood upon the {aid brink, Freeborde, bottom of the Ditch, and of 
the Bavk 3 which was about the Commotion time in Lzncoluſhire : Whereupon 
ames Wawenſon, Servant to the Lord Mordaunt, was ſent to the Lord Parre tor to have 


his pleaſure in the ſame : Which Lord Parre made anſwer to the ſaid James, ſaying, 


What have you to do therewith? And then the ſaid Fames faid, I come for to 
know, if it be your pleaſure, that your Servants ſhall ito do upon my Maſter's 
Ground ? Then the Lord Parre an{wered and ſaid, I ſhall make your Maſter and 
you alſo anſwer, when I do ſee my time : And ſo the ſaid James departed from the 
laid Lord Parre. 

Alſo the Lords of Drayton, were at all times from time to zime, by pains laid in 
the King's Courts of Swanymote dryven for to make ſufficient Fence, either with 
Hedge and Ditches, or elſe with pale, ' for to keep the King's Deer out of Dray- 
ton-park : So that it is to be thought clearly, that if the Lords of Dreyton, had en- 
croached any part of the King's Ground or Wood, that the ſaid Encroachment 
ſhould have been, from time to time, preſented in the ſaid Court of Swanymote, as 
well as the pains there laid and preſented, for default of making of Pale, Hedges 
or Ditches. | 

And where it is ſaid, That the Lord Mordaunt and his Servants, of Right ought 
not for to have any Intereſt or Title to the {aid Wood, growing of the brink of the 
Ditch of Drayton-park, then they would have fellen the ſame before this time, 
and not have ſuffered the ſame ſo long to grow to old Wood. 

So that the Lord Mordaunt maketh this Anſwer, That he and his Co-partners 
have ſuffered as old Wood to grow upon the brink of the Ditch, within the 
Park of Drayton, as 1s without, and that will well appear by old Trees, and Stumps 
of Trees now growing on the brink of the ſaid Ditch, within the ſaid Park, who- 
ſo pleaſe to view and ſearch the ſame. 

Where alſo it is Invented, That foraſmuch as the Keeper of the little Park of 
Brikeftock do make a little piece of pale, between Plambwel-gate and ao 

z L pale, 


faid Lord Parre ipake to his Coulin, Sir Wiſtan Brown, Knight, who was one of 
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Pale, and ſo do go on the Ditch with the {aid Pale, and within the fame Pale, 
next unto the ſaid Pale of Drayton-park, that by the reſt they would have the 
Ditch and Freeborde. 

To this the Lord Mordannt maketh anſwer, That many times his Keeper of 
Drayton-park, hath made the ſaid Pale from Drayton-park-pale, over the gig 
Ditch and Freeborde ; which from time to time, for divers Years, hath been 
plucked up again, by the Lord Parre and his Servants, for to make a com. 
mon Riding and a Foot-path, as well of that part, as of more, for the Lord 
Parre and his Servants to ride and go through Drayton-park at their pleaſures, 
And alſo at ſuch time, as the ſaid Lord Mordaunt, and his ſaid Co-partners, 
had Deer within the ſame Park of Drayton; that the ſaid Lord Parre and Keepers 
did come into Drayton-park, and break down the Pales in every corner of their 
Grounds, and Hunt out the Deer, and killed alſo Deer; and all was done to put 
the Lord Mordaunt to all diſplea{ures that might be invented and compaſſed. Anq 
all ſuch Diſpleaſures, as the Lord Parre did to the Lord Mordaunt, he did the fame 
in the Names of Wiftan Brown and Sir Humphrey Brown, and not in the King's 
Right. 

AIG it is well to be perceived, 1t Men would the fame well confider, and weigh 
the ſame indifferently, according to the Truth, That the ſaid brink of the Ditch, was 
by the Owners of Drayton-park ſet with Thorn, as well as with other Wood ; bur 
eſpecially with Thorn, of that fide that is adjoyning to Brikeftock-park, as alſo 
round about all the Park of Draytoz, as well of the infides as of the outlides ; which 
was done to good purpole, for a {afeguard to the Wood, growing between both 
Hedges, or elſe the Cattle or Deer, that from time time did, or ſhould go within 
Brikeftockpark, would have deſtroyed the Spring of the Ditches; and all the ſaid 
brinks be called in this Shire of Northampton, Ward-Hedges, made for ſafeguard of 
. the Spring. 

Alſo it 1s further to be noted, The Antiquity and long continuance of Draytor-park, 
the ſpace of Three hundred Years Enparked, and the little Park of Brikeftoch,, be- 
fore it was encloſed, was a common Ground called Booteſſey ; whereupon the 
Tenants of Brikeſftock, Grafton, Slipton, Twywell, and other Towns, had Common for 
their Beaſts. And if at that time the Owners of Drayton-park, having a Park there 
had not well conſidered the preſervation of their Ditching and Setring, and. for 
the continuance of the Wood to grow, the ſaid Inhabitants would have clearly de- 
ſtroyed the ſame with their Cattle ; and {o it cannot be thought otherwiſe of Right, 
but that the ſaid Ditches and Freeborde doth belong to Drayton-park. 

And many other diſpleaſures, the Lord Mordaunt can declare, that he hath ſuſtain- 
ed and born, and had at the Hands of the Lord Parre and his Servants ; and all 
ſuch difpleaſurcs began for rhe Denial of the ſaid Wood, and for denial of gran- 
ting a Fee to the ſaid Lord, and for that the Lord Parre could not get rule of the 
third part of all Greenſlands about Drayton, Grafton, Luffwick,, and other Towns, 
at the pleaſure of the {aid Lord Parre, which difpleaſure the Lord Mordaunt will 
not expreſs. | 

Matters laid and objected by the Lord Parre, the Regarders, Verders and others, 
againſt the Lord Mordannt, for what caute the Lords of Drayton ſuffered the Wood, 

rowing of the Freeborde of the Park of Drayton to grow ſo long, whereupon 

the Lord Parre now claimeth the ſame for the King's Graces Majeſty , Decimo 
tertio die Aprilis anno primo regis Edwardi Sexti : And the Lord Parre's Regarders, 
Verders and others do ſay, That if the Lords of Drayton ſhould have had any 
right to the Hedges, Ditches, Freeborde and Wood, between Drayton-park and 
Brikefiock-park, that they would not have ſuffered, Rowland Slade, Richard Slade, 
otherwiſe called Richard Smith, and other Keepers of Brikeftock-Park, for to have 
tellen the Wood of the ſaid Ditch to the King's uſe. 

For Anſwer whereunto the Lord Mordaunt ſaith, as hereafter followeth. 

Firſt, Edward Stafford, late Earl of Wilts, deceaſed in Anno decimo quarto Regis

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Henrici ſeptin : After whoſe Death the Rule, Order and Profits of the ſaid Park 
went to the performance of the ſaid Earl's Will; and the Executors of the 
id Far), took the Profits of the Park, and did maintain the Hedges belong- 
ing to the ſaid Park, and did fell, cut and proſtrate, armes of Trees and other 
Thonrs, for making of the ſaid Hedges, between Drayton-Park and Brikeftock, 
Park. 

After that Sir Thomas Cheyne, Knight, which at that time had Intereſt in the 
Moicty of the Premiles, as 1n the right of his Wife, agreed with the Executors of 
the faid Earl for the Premiſes. And fo after thar the ſame Sir Thoaras, had 
the ſaid Drayton-Park, in which Sir Thomas's days, none of the faid Keepers did fell, 
or take any {uch Wood, at that time growing of and upon the ſaid Ditches : And 
alſo the Keepers of the ſaid Sir Thomas walked their Ring-walk, within che ſaid- Little 
Park of Brikeſtock, all the ſaid Sir Thomas Cheyne's time : And after that Sir Thomas 
Cheyne deceaſed, then came the premiſes into the Hands of the Lord Mordaunt, and 
his Co-partners, who entred into the premiſes, and alſo into the Maner of Drayton, 
then being 1n the Tenure of Robert Marburn, Gentleman ; and the ſaid Lord would 
have occupied the ſaid Maner of Drayton, and put out the ſaid Robert Marburn ; 
wherewith the {aid Robert took diſpleaſure with the ſaid Lord Mordaunt: And the 
faid Robert Marburn, to the intent he would occupy the ſaid Maners, ſtill in his 
Hands, Entitled George late Farl of Salop, to the premiſes, by a falſe Will auncu- 
pative, which the ſame Robert Surmiſed, that the ſaid Edward Earl of Wilts 
ſhould make : Whereupon the ſaid Maner of Drayton-Park and other Premiſes, 
were in contention divers Years. And after that the ſaid Lord Mordaunt, and his 
Co-partners, agreed with the ſaid Ear] of Salop, and ſo had the ſaid Maner, Park, 
and other the Premiſes quietly, without any Interruption, Claim, Challenge or 
Demand to the Premiſes, or any part or parcel thereof, made thereunto by any of 
the King's Keepers or Officers, of the ſaid Little Park of Brikeftock; and walked the 
Ring- Walk within the faid Park of Brikeftock ; and made the Hedges, Pale, Ring, 
unto the time that one Fohn Allen, Keeper of the King's Park of Brikeftock, by 
the commandment of the Lord Parre, that now 1s, cauſed certain Wood to be 
felled 3 whereof ſome of the ſaid Wood did grow, within the bottom of the 
Ditch, and ſome otherwile ; which Wood was carried by the Lord Mordaunt's Ser- 
vants to Drayton-Maner. And after that one Richard Slade, otherwile called Rich- 
ard Smith, Brother to one Rowland Slade, did tell a Tree in the botrom of Drayton- 
Park-Ditch , by the commandment of the ſaid Rowland, at that time bein 
Keeper of the ſaid Nether-Park of Brikeſtock : Whereupon the {aid Lord Mordaunt 
ſhewed the ſaid Lord Parre, and the ſaid Lord Parre ſaid, That Rowland did it 
by his commandment, and that he the ſaid Lord Parre, might lawfully command 
the ſaid Rowland fo to do, for two parts which he aſſured belonged to the Browns 
parts, as well as the Lord Mordaunt did command his Servants to meddle tor his 
Two parts ; and ſo the Lord Parre from time to time did permit .and ſuffer the 
faid Keepers, for to do all the dilpleaſures to the ſaid Lord Mordauzt, and his Ser- 
vants, that might be deviſed, or imagined, for that intent and purpole, that the ſaid 
Lord Parre would have had the rule of Drayton-Park himſelf. And Fames Ste- 
venſon ſairh, That at another time, which was about the time of the Jaſurretion 
in Lincolnſhire, that the ſaid Rowland did fell certain Wood, growing in the bot- 
tom of Drayton-Park-Ditch : Whereupon the ſaid James went to the Lord Parre, 
for to know his pleaſure, who made anſwer to the ſaid James as followeth, vi- 
delicet, What have you to do therewith ? Then faid James, Sir, I come to know 
your pleaſure, and whether it be your pleaſure, that your Servants ſhall fo en- 
terprize upon my Maſter's Ground or not ? No, {aid the Lord Parre, I ſhall 

' make your Maſter and you anſwer alſo. So the ſaid James departed from the 
Lord Parre at that time. 
And where the ſaid Drayton-kark, fince the firſt making of the faid Park, hath 


been always Ditched, and Hedged, and fo did continue all the days and time of 
Sir 
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Sir Simon de Drayton, and Sir Henry Greene, Knight, Henry Greene, Son of the {;;q 
Sir Henry Greene, Sir Ralph Greene, Knight, Jobn Greene and Henry Greene, E {quires, 
and alſo in the days of John Stafford and Edward Stafford, late Earls of Wilts, ang 
in the days of Robert Wittlebury, William Marbury and Thomas Mountague, Eiquires, 
Executors of the Teſtament and Laſt Will of the ſaid Edward Stafford, and 4]. 
ways uſed to be Hedged, and the Ditches ſcowred by the Owners of the ſaiq 
Drayton-Park, and in all their drys and time, no default tound in the ſaid Freebord, 
Hedges and Ditches, by any of the Keepers of the faid little Park of Brikeftoct,. 
but that the owners of Draytox-Park did icowre the Ditches and Hedges of the 
ſame, uſed their Freebord, took profits of all manner of Wood and Thorn groy. 
ing in and upon the ſaid Ditches and Freeborde, unto the time that the ſaid Dray. 
zon-Park came to the Poſſeſſion of one Sir Thomas Cheyne, Knight, who had the (aid 
Drayton-Park as in the right of his Wife: And in the days and time of the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Cheyne, the Keeper of the faid little Park, found default in the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Cheyne, for not ſcowring of the ſaid Ditches, and for not well repairing of 
the Hedges of the ſame Draytoa-Park, foraſmuch as the Hedges of Drayton-Park, at 
that time, were thinly made, ard very low: And alſo the ſaid Keeper of the little 
Park, ſurmiſed, That the faid Sir Thomas Cheyne, and his Keeper of Drayton-Park, 
did ſtand between both the Hedges of Drayton-Park, and Killed the King's Deer, 
which were accuſtomably uſed for to Feed in the faid little Park ; and did train the 
King's Deer out of the ſaid little Park into Drayton-Park ; and ſurmiſed, and laid to 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Cheyne, and his Servants charge , divers Miſdemeanours, as, 
Breaking into the ſaid little Park of Brikeſtock, with their Bows, Arrows, Hound, 
and Grey-hounds : over and befide that the ſaid Keepers of the {aid little Park of 
Brikeſtock, complained in the King's Court of Swanymote, upon the ſaid Sir Thoms 
Cheyae, and upon his Servants, as well for Killing of Deer, as allo for to mend the 
ſaid Ditches and Hedges, by a day prefixed ; and faid to the ſaid Sir Thomas 
Cheyne, that, If the faid Ditches and Hedges, were not amended, that then they 
would inform the King's Grace, King Henry the Seventh, of their miſdemeanours. 
Whereupon the ſaid Sir Thomas Cheyne conſidered to himſelf, and among his Friends, 
That he would not have the King's diſpleaſure in that behalt, by the advice of his 
Friends, cauſed a Pale to be ſet upon the top of Drayton-Park Ditch , which 
was the firſt Pale that ever was ſet there, after the making of the ſaid Park ; for 
before that pale ſo ſet there, the ſaid Drayton-park was ever Ditched, Quickſct, 
and Hedged ; which Pale fo fer by the ſaid Sir Thomas Cheyne, continued all the 
life of the ſaid Sir Thomas, and long time after, without any default found thereat, 
or at any of the Freeborde, Ditches and Hedges of the {aid Drayton-Park, unto the 
Tenth Year of the Reign of our late Sovereign Lord, of Famous Memory, King 
Henry the Eighth 3 at which time the ſaid Drayton-Park, came into the Hands and 
Poſictiion of the Lard Mordaunt, and his Co-partners. 

And the ſaid Drayton-Park being 1n their hands, the ſaid Lord Parre, and the 
King's Officers and Keepers of Brikeftock-Park complained and ſaid, That the ſaid 
Pale, made by the ſaid Sir Thomas Cheyne, was no ſufficient Pale ; for the Pale 
was ſo low, that the Keepers of Drayton-Park might ſtand, and did ſtand, upon 
the top of the Dike of Drayton-Park, and Shoot over the ſaid Pale, unto the {aid 
little Park, and Killed the King's Deer, being feeding within the ſaid little Park : 
And divers times the Lord Parre laid to the charges of the Keepers of Draytor- 
Park, for Killing of divers and many ſuch Deer ; and the Lord Parre not conten- 
ted with the {aid Pale, complained to Sir Thomas Lovel, Knight, at that time be- 
ing Juſtice of the Foreſts, for not maintaining and making a ſufficient Pale, or 
Hedge between both the ſaid Parks. And that complaint notwithſtanding, divers 
Pains were laid in the King's Grace's Court of Swanymote, upon the ſaid Lord and 
his Co-partners, for to amend the ſaid Pale and Hedge ſufficiently : Wheteupon the 
Lord Mordaunt cauſed certain number of Oakes: to be felled in Grafton, and Graj- 


ton-Park, and in other places within the bounds of Grafton, for the new _— 
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of the ſame Pale, and Hedges, and thereupon took down the old Pale, and made 
2 new Pale of a greater length, and did certain coſts of the Ditches of the ſaid 
Park, and did fell certain Thorns, and other Wood for Ports, Rails and Stumps, 
for the good amending of the ſame new Pale ; which Pale ſo newly made conti- 
nued divers Years, and no default found at the ſame, by the ſaid Lord Parre, or 
any of his Officers or Keepers. | 

And after this the Lord Parre's Keepers of Brikeftock, would in the Winter 
time; being Froſt and Snow, break up the ſaid Pale, to the intent rhat the King's 
Deer of the little Park, might come into Drayton, for to have their teeding there, 
or c!{e the {aid Deer would have Periſhed and Starved for hunger : And yer 
the ſaid Favour notwithſtanding, a new Complaint was made, a new pain of Twenty 
Pounds was laid in the faid Court of Swanymote, That the Lord Mordaunt ſhould a- 
mend his Pale and Hedge, and ſcower his Ditches by a day, upon pain of Fortei- 
ture of the ſaid pain of Twenty Pounds. And after that, within certain Years, ano- 
ther like pain of Twenty Pounds, was laid in the faid Court of Swanymote, for to 
make the ſaid Hedges and Ditches, between Drayton-Park and Brikeftock-Park 
ſufficient. And the faid Lord Parre, at this time being Friendly with the Lord 
Mordaunt, ſhewed Robert Catbyn, Gentleman, thereof, to the intent that the Lord 
Mordaunt might have knowledge thereof, for to make the Hedges and Ditches ſuffi- 
cient, whereby the Lord Mordaunt might avoid the Forfeiture of the faid pain of 
Twenty Pounds. | 

And foraſmuch as fuch pains were ſo laid in the King's Graces Courts of Swanymote, 
as well in King Herry the Seventh's days, as allo in the days of our Jate Sovereign 
Lord, of Famous Memory, King Henry the Eighth ; for that the faid Sir Thomas 
Ch-y: e, as alſo the Lord Mordaunt, and his Co-partners, ſhould amend, and repair 
the faid Pale, Hedges and Ditches of Drayton-park, of that fide, that is between 
the {aid Drayton-park, and the ſaid Little Park of Brikeftock, by certain ſeve- 
ral days to them prefixed, as by the Books of the ſaid Courts of Swanymote, it 
will more at large appear : That if the Lords of Drayton-park, had made any 
Encrochment upon the Little Park of Brikeſtock, or of, and upon any of the 
King's Ground, that then rheir Encrochments ſhould have been as well found, and 
preſented, as for the amending and repairing of Drayton-park-pale, and of the Hedges 
and Ditches of the ſaid Wood, in the ſaid Courts of Swanymote remembred and 


preſented. 


A Letter to the Lord Mordaunt, from the Lord William North. 


MY LORD, 


fter my hearty Commendations, where by virtue of a Commiſſion, ye procure 
a Freeborde to be had within the King's Majeſtics Little Park of Brikeftock, 
there is upon the ſame paſt a Queſt, and Verdit by them given z which Queſt, and 
Verdit, as it is taken, rather ſerveth for your purpoſe, than for the Conſervation of 
the King's Majeſties Right : The {aid Commiſſion being never Executed, in my Uncle 
the Lord Parre's life, whoſe Office in the ſaid Park I now have: And that neither the 
King's Solicitor being then in thoſe parts, nor any other his Learned Council, tor the 
Solicitirig and defending of his Grace's Right,was called,or Privy thereunto : I thought 
hereby, notwithſtanding your Proceedings in the premiles, to require your Lord(hip 
to forbear to meddle, or intromit with any thing within the ſaid Park, until it may 
appear unto my Lords of the King's moſt Honourable Privy Council, or otherwiſe 
by the Law, what you have to ſhew for your Claim. Thus I bid your Lordſhip 
heartily well to fare, from Hampton-Court the Seventeenth day of October.

| Fter my hearty Commendations, perceiving by your Letter, that accord. 
| ing to ſuch Commiſſion as you have already proceeded in, ye be defirons 
to enjoy the Freeborde within the Park of Brikeſtock ; to the which Commiſſion 
notwithſtanding my Uncle was Privy, thereby to know your Claim ang

would have been for the conſervation of his Majeſties Inheritance : By the death 
of whom, and for lack of the King's Learned Council, to ſpeak in his cauſe ; | 
is thought the thing hath not paſt in his Highnels's behalf, in ſuch ways as it might 
have done. And as I have heard ſay, The King's Solicitor hath before time 
adviſed you, that ye ſhould not take upon you to Encroach, upon any part of the 
: King's old Inheritance, this being parcel of the oldeſt his Grace hath in thoſe parts : 
; | To the proceeding of which Commullion the ſaid Solicitor being in that Country, 
i | me ſeemed that he ſhould have had warning, and been privy to the Execution 
| 0 thereof, to have ſpoken for the King's Right. Nevertheleſs, becauſe it may ap- 
pear, that as little as I can ſhall be (by my time) done in the faid Parks 
to the derogation of the King's Inheritance 3 Therefore T will procure another 
Commiſiion either to the foreſaid Commiſſioners, or to other Gentlemen of good 
Eſtimation ; at the Execution whereof, ſome of the King's Learned Council ſhall be 
there, for the defence of his Cauſe ; and I doubt not, but you againſt the {ame 
time will provide as ſhall be beſt for your Claim: And if upon the Tryal thereof, you 
ſhall have Right to the {aid Borde, I ſhall be well content ye enjoy it accordingly, 
And in the mean time, I require you not to intermeddle with any thing within the 
ſaid Park, by virtue of your Firſt Commiſſion ; but to forbear the ſame, until the 
new Commiſſion be had, and put in Execution as ſhall appertain. Thus I bid 
your Lordſhip well to fare, from Weſtminſter the Tenth of December.

it pleaſed King Edward the Firſt, ſometime King of the Noble Realm of England, 

upon the humble Suit of Simon Drayton, Knight, Anceſtor unto your ſaid Suppliant, 

to grant unto the ſaid $Siz0n Licenſe for to Empark certain parcels of Ground, 
then parcel of the Maner of Drayton, within the County of Northampton ; whereof 
ſome of the {aid parcels, were then before that time, within the bounds of the _ 
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of Rokingham, and ſome of them were without the Foreſt ; and that according 
unto the {aid Licenſe, the ſaid Simon made a Park, now called Drayton-park, for 
the ſafeguard of the Game ; wherein the ſaid Sim made a Ditch, double Ditch'd, 
and Quick-ſ{et on both fides, round about the ſaid Park, as well on that fide which 
houndeth, and adjoineth now on the ſaid Foreſt ſide, as on the other parts and 
quarters thereot; as upon the ſight thereof more plainly it may appear : And the ſaid 
Simon did leave alſo within the faid Foreſt, one Freeborde without the outer-fide 
of the Ditch of the ſaid Park, to the intent to lay upon the ſaid Frecborde, all 
ſuch Wood, and Buſhes, as ſhould be at any time thereafter requiſite, for the a- 
mendment of the {aid Hedge. After the which Park of Drayton {o made, a Park 
now called the Little-Park of Brikeſtock, was made of that parcel of the ſaid Foreſt 
of Rokingham, which bounded along againſt the Welt-fide of the faid Park of your ſaid 
Suppliant, called Drayton-park. After the which ſaid Park called Brikeſtock Lt . 
tle Park, ſo made, the Keepers of your ſaid Suppliant's Park, called Drayton-park, 
continually and daily at their pleaſure, without mterruption or diſturbatice, ac- 
cuſtomed for to go out of Drayton-park into Brikeſtock-park, at a Stile called Snapes- 
Stile, and ſo keep their walk within BrikeStock-park, upon the ſaid Freeborde of 
Drayton-park, unto a Gate within Brikeftock-park, called Plunwell-gate, for to view 
and overſee the decay of rhe Mounds and Hedges, between the ſaid Two Parks. 
And fince the faid Park of Brikeftock thus made, the Anceſtors of your ſaid Suppli- 
ant, for the better mending of rhe ſaid Park of Draytor, and for the avoiding of 
{uch Contention, as might ariſe by the occafton of a ſlender Fence, between the faid 
Two Parks, have cauſed a Pale to be ſet upon the top of the Ditch of the ſaid 
Park of Drayton, in {uch place, where before time one of the Quick-hedges did grow ; 
and by the occaſion of a Pale ſo made, the Anceſtors of your {aid Suppliant have 
not ſo much eſteemed, but have ſuffered, the Quick-hedges which were ſer on the 
outer-fide of the ſaid Ditch, towards the ſaid Park of Brikeſtock, for lack of a 
ahing and cutting thereof, at times convenient, to grow to great Wood and 
Thorn. And for becauſe that Timber, requiſite for the making of Pale, is in a 
manner decayed, and waxeth very ſcant, and chargeable in theſe parts : And 
becauſe your ſaid Suppliant would alſo renew the double Quick-ſet, and the double 
Dikes, as well which do border between the {ſaid Two Parks, as betwixt ſuch o- 
ther Grounds and Woods, as your ſaid Suppliant hath adjoining and bordering 
upon the other quarters of the ſaid Park of Brikeftock, with new Ditches and 
Hedges, Quick-ſer, for the more ſure and better fencing of the fame : And be- 
cauſe alſo, that your ſaid Suppliant, would be very ſorry to be noted, or reputed 
to contend with his Prince, or to encroach or offend upon any parcel of the King's 
Majeſty his Inheritance, or to miniſter any occafion of Unkindnels to ſuch as be, or 
ſhould be Keepers unto the King's Majeſty, of the faid Little Park of Brikeftock, 
for taking away any of their lawful Commodities or Profits : Your ſaid Sup- 
pliant, doth therefore moſt humbly deſire your good Lordſhip, for the quiet De- 
termination of the matter , that it may pleaſe your good Lordſhip, to award the 
King's Gracious Commiſſion, unto ſuch perſons as your Lordſhip ſhall think meet 
and convenient, for that purpoſe ; Authorifing and Commanding them thereby, to 
enquire the truth by all ſuch ways, means and manner, as to their good diſcretion 
ſhall be thought moſt convenient : How far the Freeborde, and Ground of your faid 
Suppliant, extendeth and lyeth, without the faid Park of Drayton, towards, or 
within the ſaid Little-Park of Brikeſtock - And whether fuch Wood, and Thorn, 
25 now groweth upon the ſide or brink of the Ditch of Drayton-park, which lieth 
and bordereth next unto the ſaid Little Park of Brikeftock, doth grow upon the 
Ground and Freeborde of your ſaid Suppliant, or upon the King's Majeſties 
Ground : And whether the King's Majeſty, and his Predecefſors, have uſed, or 
ought to have, any Wood that groweth on the out-ſ{ide the Pale of the faid Park 
of Brikeſftock, towards and againſt, the Woods and Grounds of your ſaid Suppli- 


ant, by any Prerogative, or any other lawful Cuſtom : And in what place the 
Keepers 
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Keepers of your ſaid Suppliant's Park of Drayton, have in times paſt uſed, ang 
may lawfully enter, and paſs over out of Drayton-park into the ſaid Little. 
Park of Brikeftock : And where to depart and go, to go out of the ſaid Brikeſtock 
park. And here far from the ſaid Pale or Hedge of Drayton-park, the ſaid Keeper, 
of Drayton-park, have uſed in times paſt, and may Jawtully walk, for their Walk, 
within the ſaid Little-Park of Brikeſtock ; and to teſtiſte under their Seals, the

he always walked, as parcel of his Walk of Drayton-park, within the Park of 
Brikeftock, called the Little-park, there from a certain place called Plumwell-Gate, 
unto a place there called Srapes, where alway he entred again into Drayton-park, 
including within his Walk a parcel of Wood-Ground, within the Little-park of 
Brikeftock,, and adjoining to the Pale or Hedge of Drayton-park, as parcel of the 
aid Park of Drayton, and then called the Freeborde of Drayton-park. And the 
ſaid Boyſe told alſo the ſaid Examinant, That he was after the death of the laid

over at a Stile in Drayton-park, near to the Gate, called Phimwell-Gate, within the 
Little-park of Brikeftock; and fo walking within the ſaid Little-park of Brikeſtock, 
unto a Stile called Szapes, and including a certain parcel] of Wood, adjoining to the 
Pale of Drayton-park, as parcel of Drayton-park, and as a Freeborde to the ſaid Drayton- 
park.

That this Examinant, about Twelve Years paſt, fold a parcel of Wood, called the 
Snapes, adjoyning to the Little Park of Brikeſtock, to the uſe of one Maſter Mar. 
bury, then Owner of the ſame Wood, which was felled into Brikeſtock-park-pale ; 
- at which time the Keeper of BrikeFock-park, nor any other perſon, claimed, or had 
any part of the ſame Wood, ſo fold : Which laid Wood, called Srapes, is now 
the Inheritance of the Lord Mordaunt : And more he knoweth not. William Sire.

the Pale of the Little-Paik of Brikeftock, and carried away the ſame, without lctt 
or interruption of the Keepers of Brikeftock-Park, and without any demand made by 
the {aid Keepers, of any part or parcel of the fame Wood, called Pingle : And more 
he cannot depole.

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your Faithfulnefs towards us, and our Service : And knowing how greatly it import- 
cth thoſe of your degree and calling, having that Intereſt you have in the Honour 
Liberty and Surety of the State,of this our Rl employ both your Life and Goods 
in Defending and Preſerving the ſame, from the intended Conqueſt ; confidering the 
infinite and unſpeakable Miſcries, that do always fall out upon ſuch Accidents and 
Change, if the ſame ſhould not be in time withſtood 3 which Miſeries do well appear 
by the Cruel and Tyrannous Government in other Countries not far diſtant ; what 
pretence ſoever is made otherwiſe fot the cauſe of Religion : We doubt not but you 
will make 1t apparent, and manifeſt unto the World, how greatly youare devoted 
to the Service of us, and of our Realm, your natural Country, and how ready you 
are upon ſuch an urgent Occafion to employ your ſelf and your Forces, in ſo necetlary 
and doubtful an Action. For which purpoſe we do look, that you ſhall pur your 
ſelf perſonally in a readineſs to attend upon our perſon,with fuch a number of Lances 
and light Horſes, as may ftand with your Ability, to be ready to repair hither, at ſuch 
time as you ſhall receive notice of our pleaſure, by our Privy Council. And fo no- 
thing doubting of your Forwardneſs herein, we require you as ſoon as you may, to 
kGgnific to our Privy Gounc], what number of Horſemen you ſhall have in a readi- 
nels furniſhed, as well of your own Houſchold as of others pertaining to you. Given

faid Executors, or ſome of them, the Heir or Heirs of them, or any of them, in the 

reſence of Ten ſufficient Witneſſes ; whereof Five to be Hundreders, inhabitin 
within the County, where mine Heir, as aforeſaid, ſhall be then reſident : If my ſaid 
Heir and Heirs, doth not ſurceaſe, his and their Suit and Suits, Claim and De- 
mand, againſt any ſuch parties grieved, and make ſuch further Aſſurance to the 
party or parties orieved, as ſhall be reaſonably required and deviſed, at the Coſts 
and Charges of ſuch party grieved : Then my Will, full intent and meaning is, That 
Edward Watſon and Fohn Wake, my faid Executors, and their Heirs, and the Survi-

they have received; allowing to themſelves, their Coſts and Charges to be expend- 
ed, in, and about the fame; any thing in theſe Preſents contained, to the contrary 
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And my Will is, That my Daughters and others in this my Will mentioned, be- 
ing paid their Portions, as aforeſaid, by my Executors, by the fale of ſo much of 
two parts, ofmy Fee-ſ{imple Lands, as will ſuffice, as aforeſaid ; that then the reſt of 
my Fee-ſimple Lands remaining, ſhall reſt and be, in my Executors and their 
Heirs, as aforeſaid, for the Aſſurance and ſure making of the Lands I have fold, 
which I perſwade my ſelf will ſuffice.

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FI"HIS Indenture Tripartite made the Fourth Day of Famary, in the Year of 
our Soveraign Lord, James by the Grace of God; King of England, Scot- 
land, France and Ireland; Detendor of the Faith 3 that is to ſay; OfExgland, France 
and Ireland the Sixth, and of Scotland the Two and forrieth ; between the Right 
honourable Herry, Lord Mordaunt, on the the Firſt Part, and Thoyras Lock, of Grays- 
Im, in the County of Middleſex, Gentleman; and Johiz Rowe of London, Geitle- 
man, on the Second Part ; and the Right lionourable Edward Eatl of Worceſter, of the 
moſt Noble Order of the Garter, Knight, Maſter of the King's Majeſty's Horſe, and 
one of his Majeſty's moſt honotirable Privy Council,Roger Farl of Ratland;Sir Francis 
Fane, Knight, Sir Edward Ratcliff, Knight, Sir Thomas Compton, Knight; and George 
Sherley, Eſquire, on the Third Part, Witneſſeth : That the ſaid Lord Mordaunt, as

CHAPTER XVL 


A Pardon and Releaſe Granted to John Lord Mordaunt, of a Fine in the Star- 
Chamber, ſet upon Henry Lord Mordaunt his Father. 


Defender of the Faith, ec. To the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury of us, our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, for the time being, and to the Treaſurer, Chancellor, 
Under-Treaſurer, Chamberlains, and Barons of the Exchequer of us, our Heirs and 
Succeſlors, for the time being, and to all other the Officers, Miniſters, and Subje&s 
of us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, to whom it ſhall, or may appertain, Greeting. 
Whereas in our Court of Star-Chamber, before our Counſel there the Third Day 
of June, in the Fourth Year of our Reign of England, France, and Ireland ; there 
were brought to the Bar, as Priſoners, from our Tower of London, Henry Lord 
Mordaunt, (late deceaſed) and Edward Lord Sturton ; againſt whom, Sir Edward 
Coke, Knight, then our Attorney General, did inform, tor divers great Contempts 
and Miſpriſions, by them committed, and done againſt us ; whereupon our ſaid 
Court, weighing and conſidering the quality of their ſaid Offences, did order, and 
adjudge, The ſaid Henry Lord Mordaunt, tor his Offence therein, ſhould pay to our 
uſe, for a Fine, the Summ of Ten thouſand Marks, as by the Records of the ſaid 
Court of Siar-Chamber it doth and may appear. And whereas the ſaid Fine of Ten 
thouſand Marks, hath not bcen to us yet anſwered and paid, ſo as the Lands, Tene- 
ments, Hereditaments, Goods, and Chattels of our Right Truſty and Welbeloved 
Jobu Lord Mordannt, Son and Heir of the ſaid Henry Lord Mordaunt, deceaſed, 
are chargeable, ſubje&, and liable, to and with the payment of the fame: Know

His Indenture Tripartite made the One and thirtieth Day of March, in the 
Years of the Reign ofour Sovereign Lord King James, by the Grace of God, 

of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, King, Detender of the Faith, ( that is 
tolay) of England, France and Ireland the Nineteenth, and of Scotland the Four and 
fiftieth, Between the Right Honourable Sir John Mordaunt, Knight, Lord Baron of 
Tarvey on the firſt part ; the Right Honourable Lady Anne Howard of Effingham, and 
Sir Francis Fane of Apethorp, in the County of Northampton, Knight, and Sir Oliver 
Luke of Woodend, 1n the County of Bedford, Knight, on the ſecond part ; and 
Henry Lovell of Blechmichleigh, in the County of Surrey, Eſquire, and Henry Stanley 
of the Inner-Temple London, Eiquire, of the third part, Witnefleth : That whereas 
there is a Marriage intended and agreed ( by the Grace of God,) to be had and 
ſolemnized between the ſaid Johu Lord Mordaunt, and Elizabeth Howard Sole 
Daughter and Heir of William Lord Howard of Effingham, deceaſed, and Heir appa-

HARLES, by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France and Ire- 

land, Defender of the Faith ; To our Right Truſty and Right welbeloved 
Couſin, John Earl of Peterborow, greeting. Know ye, that we for the great and fingu- 
Jar Truſt and Confidence, we have in your approved Wiſdom, Fidelity and Circum- 
ſpeGion, have alfigned, made, conſtituted and ordained, and by thefte Preſents do 
conſtitute, afſign, make and ordain you to be our Lieutenant, within our County 
of Northampton, and in all Corporate and Priviledged places, within the Precin& 
and Limits of the ſame County ; (as well within the Liberties as without : ) Anddo 
by theſe Preſents give full Power and Authority unto you, that you from time to 
time, may levy, gather and call together, all and ſingular our Subjects, of whatſoever 
State and Degree, or Dignity, they or any of them be, dwelling, or inhabiting 
within our {aid County of Northampton, and all corporate and priviledged places, 
within the limits or precincts of the ſame County, or any of them, ( as well within 
Liberties as without ) meet and apt for the Wars; and them, and every of them, 
to try, array and put in Readineſs, and them alſo, and every of them, after their 
Abilities, Degrees and Faculties, well and ſufficiently to cauſe to be armed and 
weaponed, and to take the Muſters of them, in places moſt meet for that purpoſe, 
after your good diſcretion. And alto the fame our Subjects ſo arrayed, tryed and 
armed, as well Men of Armes, as other Horſemen, Archers and Footmen, of all 
kinds and degrees, meet and apt for the Wars, to condu&t and lead as well againſt 
all and ſingular our Enemies, as alſo againſt all and fingular Rebels, Traytors, 
and other like Offenders, and every of them, their, and every of their Adherents, 
againſt us, our Crown and Dignity, within our faid County, and all corporated 
and priviledged places within the Limits or PrecinGts of the faid County, and every 
of them, (as well within Liberties as without) from time to time, as often as need 
ſhall require, by your diſcretion.

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Horſe and Foot, within this our Kingdom of Ezgland, or any other our Kingdoms or 
Dominions, asſhall make up and compleat the number defigned by us, in the eſta- 
bliſhment for that Service; and to give Commiſſion to cers and Commanders, 
to be ſet over them, and conduc, lead and imbark the ſaid Officers and Soul- 
diers, to be tranſported to our ſaid City of Tangier, and to remove and caſhier any 
ſuch Officers or Souldiers, as to you ſhall ſeem convenient. And we do further by 
cheſe Preſents, give full Power and Authority, to you our ſaid Captain-General, 
from time to time, to muſter, exerciſe, and train, our ſaid Forces, and- all 
other our Armies and Forces, whych you thall there raiſe, or entertain into our ſer- 
vice, or which ſhall be ſent to you, from hence or any other place, and to drive, 
train, conduct and lead out, or otherwiſe imploy the Natives, or other Inhabi- 
tants, 1f need ſhall require, and with them to defend our ſaid City of Tangier, and 
any other our Dominions, which already are, or hereafter ſhall be in our Power 


or Poſleſſion ; and to lead them forth againſt any Enemies, Rebels . and Traytors, 


and them to fight, kill and ſlay, and ſubdue to our Obedience ; and to invade, fſur- 
priſe, and reduce ſuch Towns, Forts, Caſtles or Countries, as ſhall declare or 
maintain any Hoſtility againſt us, or that may endanger the Peace, or Security of 
our City, or Territories aforeſaid, and to poſſeſs and ſtrenghten them, with Forts 
or Garriſons, or otherwiſe raze, diſmantle, or diſable them, as to you ſhall ſeem 
expedient ; and to arm, diſcipline and entertain into your Service, all ſuch as you 
ſhall think fit, to receive under your Command, out of any the Kingdoms, Domi- 
nions or Territories aforeſaid. And we do further, by theſe Preſents, ordain and 
appoint you, one of our Vice-Admirals, with power to give, ordain and com- 
mand, to all our Naval Forces and Commanders at Sea, that ſhall be appointed 
by us, or our Authority, to attend the ſervice of or ſaid City of Tangier, and up- 
on the Coaſt of Africa ; and likewiſe to require them by your Orders, or Inſtrudti- 
ons, to proſecute any defign, which you ſhall judge to be for our ſervice ; and 
alſo when, and where ye ſhall think meet to appoint, conſtitute, and keep a Court 
of Admiralty, and appoint Judges and Officers for the ſame, for the hearing and 
determining all Maritime Cauſes, belonging to the Juriſdiction of a Court-Ad- 
miral, as it is exerciſed in England. And for the better diſcipline of the Forces 
under your Command, both by Land and Sea, We do hereby give you full 
Power and Authority, to ordain, publiſh and execute Laws, and Ordinances- 
Martial, according to the Conſtitutions, and PraCtices of a Court-Martial, and 
to puniſh by death, or otherwiſe, or to pardon Offences, as in your diſcretion 
you ſhall judge mect. And we do hereby give unto you all ſuch further 
Powers, Preheminences, and Authorities, as to a Captain-General, or to one of 
our Vice-Admirals, do any ways appertain, or belong. And we do by theſe our 
Letters Patents, make, ordain, and conſtitute you our chief Governor of our ſaid 
City of Tangier, and Subburbs thereof, and of all other Cities, Towns, Villages, Forts, 
Caſtles, Iſlands, Lands, and Countries, which now are, or which hereafter, during 
this our Commillion, ſhall be delivered, or reduced to our obedience, within any of 
the Kingdoms aforelaid. And we do hereby give you Authority to make, approve, 
and execute, ſuch Laws and Ordinances, making the fame as near as may be con- 
formable to the Laws of England, for the berter carrying on of the Civil Govern- 
ment, of our ſaid City of Tangier, or any other Cities, or Places which are, or 
ſhall happen to be, under your command, and may beſt ſtand with the peace, and 
good government of the People, and Places commanded by you, and to puniſh, par- 
don, or remit Offences, againſt any of the Laws or Ordinances aforeſaid. And 
we do hereby further authorize you, to entertain Trade, and. to give licenſe to 
others to Trade, and to proceed by ſuch ways, and means, for the advance, and en- 
couragement of Trade, as you in your diſcretion ſhall think fit; until you ſhall receive 
further or other Dire&ions from us: And to appoint, and eſtabliſh Officers proper for 
the adminiſtration of publick Juſtice, as may beſt ſuit with your Intereſt, and with 


ſuch Inſtruftions as you ſhall receive from us, from time to time z and to impole _ 
| raiſe 
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raiſe ſuch reaſonable Taxes, Contributions, Cuſtoms or other Payments, as you ſhall 
judge neceſſary to our affairs. And our will and pleaſure is, That all Confiſcations, 
Prizes, Goods, Merchandizes condemned by a Court of Admiralty, and all other 
Forfeitures, Cuſtoms, or other Payments, or Profits which ſhall be taken by you, be 

ut into account, which account ſhall be tranſmitted hither unto us, or to ſuch az 
we ſhall appoint, once every Year; and that ye imploy the proceeds thereof to our 
Service, tor the ſupply of the Magazines, or Forces under your Command, until we 
ſhall order you to diſpoſe otherwiſe of the fame. And we do further impower you, 
under your Hand and Seal, to appoint your Depaty or Deputies, by what Name 
or Qualities you ſhall think fit, ro execute all, or any of thoſe Powers and Authori- 
ties, by theſe Preſents _ unto you 3 and we do give to fuch perſon and perſons, 
ſo appointed by you, ull Power, and Authority, to do and execute, whatſoever he or 
they reſpeQively, ſhall be by you appointed to do or execute : To have, hold, exerciſe, 
and enjoy the ſaid Offices of Captain-General, Chief Governor, and Vice-Admiral, 
and all and every the Powers, and Authorities aforeſaid, by you, and by your Depu- 
ty and Deputies as aforeſaid, during our will, and pleaſure. And further we do here- 
by give, and grant, for us, our Heirs, and Succefſors, that for whatſoever you, or 
any by your Commiſſion, Warrant, or Command, hall lawfully do by vertue of 
this our Commiſſion, or the Inſtructions, which you at any time ſhall receive from us, 
the ſhewing forth of theſe our Letters Patents, or the Inro! nen: thereof, ſhall bein 
all and every of our Courts, and el{e-where in our Dominic..s, a ſufficient Diſcharge, 
and Acquittal in that behalf to you, or ſuch as ſhall a& under you, againſt us, our 
Heirs, and Succeffors, and free you and them from all impeachment, and other mo- 
leſtations for the ſame.

InftruSons for the Earl of Peterborow, General of our Army deſigned for Tangier 


in Africa. 
I. \/ OU are by vertue of your Commiſſion under our Great Seal, and ſuch 
Warrants, and Directions as you have had from us, or otir Council, tore- 
ceive under your Command the Forces of Horſe, and Foot raiſed in England, and 
two Regiments appointed for this ſervice at Dunkirke, and from the Rendezvous at 
Portſmouth, wind and weather ſerving, to fail diretly to out City of Tangzer. 

IE. Being there arrived, you are, as our General and Governor of that City, and 
Country, within the extent of your Commiſſion, to demand, and receive the fame, 
with the Artillery, Ammunition, &&c. into your poſſeſſion, from the Governor of out 
Brother the King of Portugal. 

| TIT. You are to fignifie to the Earl of Sandwich the delivery of Tangier, as ſoon as 
you receive it, and ſend fome truſty Perſon with your Bills of Exchange for 
&-c. to Lisbon, where the ſame is to be paid, and ſent by his Lordſhip 

in a good Ship to Tangier, as we have dire&ed. 

IV. You are to endeavour to entertain into our Service ſuch of the Portugal Horle, 
as are willing to continue there, upon the pay appointed by the eſtabliſhment for 
Horſe delivered to you : And upon your Certificate to the Earl of Sandwich, what 
ſumm of money is requiſite to provide for them, in equality with the Horſe ſent from 
England : And order ſhall be taken to return the ſame ro you immediately from 
Lisbon. 

V. You are not to apply any of the Provifions, or Pay of our Army, for the 
ſupport of any of the Inhabirants, not in Pay, but in all caſes of their want, or 
ſtraits, you are to difpoſe of them {ſo ( any thing to the contrary notwithſtanding ) 
that our City of Tangier may not be endangered thereby.

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VI. Having given you by Commiſſion full Power and Authority, to treat, and 
conclude upon what Conditions, and Terms of Peace, or Neutrality, with any 
Prince, or People, of thoſe Parts, you ſhall judge moſt for our Honour and Ser- 
vice : We are not willing to limit you further therein, then that (except it be in 
extream Accidents ) we expect that you refer all your agreements to our Ratificati- 
on, and that they be no longer binding, if we refuſe to give the ſame, after noti- 
fication of {ſich our Refuſal. = 

VII. Our main defiga in putting our ſelf to this great charge, for making this ad- 
dition to our Dominions, being to gain to our Subjects the trade of Barbary, and to 
enlarge our Dominions in that Sea, and advance thereby the Honour of our Crown, 
and the general Commerce, and Well-fare of our Subjects, you are to declare, That we 
are graciouſly pleaſed, that no Duties, Cuſtoms, or other Taxes whatſoever, ſhall 
be laid by us, or any under us, upon any Goods imported, or exported to, or 
from our City of Tangier, but that it ſhall be and remain, a free Port for years; 
and you are with all convenient ſpeed to conſider, and adviſe of the beſt ways and 
means, for Encouragement and Invitation of our Subjed&s, and Strahgers to Refide, 
and Trade. And as that which we judge abſolutely neceſſary to thoſe ends, you are 
ſpeedily to conſider of the making of a Mould, tor a ſure ſtation of Shipping, and 
to tranſmit to us, the Deſign and Eſtimate thereof; beginning in the mean while, 
with fuch preparations, as the Souldiers can be perſwaded to, till upon conſiderati- 
on of your advice therein, treaſure ſhall be tran{mitted for that end. 

VIII. And whereas after you have received into your Power and Obedience, our

HI. When you ſhall have received anaſſuranc>,of his Imperial Majeſty's entire Con- 
currence, and Approbation of the Marriage, you ſhall rake'your leave there of him, 
and-proceed.on ro the Court of the Archdutcheſs of 1»ſpruck, taking along with you 
Sir Bernard Gaſcoign for your Afiſtance, in this and your further Tranſactions ; and 
being arrived there, concert with the Archdutcheſs Dowager,the Marrying the Princeſs 
her Daughter, in the Name of our ſaid moſt dear Brother, according to the Proxy, 
he ſhall give you to that efic& ; and in a ward, performing all other Ceremonies, 
that ſhall be conducing to that Afﬀair, with all regard to ſuch an occaſion, and the 
value we put upon 1t. 

IV. Being arrived at the Court of Inſþruck,you ſhall make all fitting Complements to 
both the Archdutchelses in our Name, ſuitable to the occaſion, delivering to them our 
Letters, and afterwards adjuſt and cuncert with ſuch Miniſter or Miniſters, as ſhall 
be appointed to Treat with you, according to the Powers herewith given you, all 
the Circumſtances and Ceremonies, requilit towards the compleating of the Marriage, 
and the bringing the Young Princels hither into Ergland, with as much ſpeed and 
convenience, as an Afﬀair of that nature will permit : Advertiſing us from time to 
time, by expreſs Couriers, or otherwiſe, of your Agreements and Progreſs therein, 
that nothing may be found wanting on our part, to ſatisfie the World of the value 
we have of his and her Marriage, with our moſt dear Brother, reſorting further to 
thoſe particular Inſtruftions and Directions, you ſhall receive from him therein. 

.V. In the performance of this our Embaſſy, you ſhall take a ſpecial care of our 
Dignity, not yei'ding the Hand to any Embaſſador of any Crowned King whatſoever ; 
but on the other ſide avoiding prudently, all unneceſſary occaſions of Competition, 
not to diſcompoſe your Negociation thereby, unleſs you are unavoidably provoked 
thereunto : And if in your way going or coming, it ſhall befal you to ſee any Princes 
of the Empire, even the Electors themſelves, you ſhall take care to ſtipulate before 
hand, the manner of your Reception, ſo as it may not be inferior, to what they 
have given to the Embaſiadors of any Crown'd Head ; demanding eſpecially the 
Hand of them in their own Palaces, when you ſhall be viſited in any of the Courts, 
by the Envoys, Ordinary or Extraordinary, Refidents, &&xc. of any Princes, you 
ſhall deny the Hand to them in your own Houſe, it being a Rule now Eſtabliſhed.

Inſtructions for our Right Truſty and Right welbeloved Couſin, Henry Earl of 
Peterborow, our Embaſſador Extraordinary to the Court of Modena. 


Given at our Court at Whitehall, the Thirty firſt Day of July. 1673. 


Charles BR, 


HE occaſion failing upon which we Jately Inſtrued you, in the quality of 
our Extraordinary Embaſlador to the Court of Vienna, viz, The effecting 
a Marriage betwixt our moſt dear Brother F AM ES Duke of York, &c. and the 
Young Archdutcheſs of Inſpruck; and our ſaid dear Brother, deſiring us now to con- 
ſent to his Marriage, with the Young Princeſs of Modena, Mary d' Efte, Siſter to 
the preſent Duke of Modena ; we have thought fit hereby to enjoin, and dire& you 
to make what. convevient {peed you poſſibly can, to the Court of the ſaid Prince 
and introducing your felt there by your Letters of Credence, which we herewith 
ſend you, to an Audience with the Dutcheſs Regent, (after the performance of 
ſuch Complements to her on our part, as will beſt occur. @ you upon the Subject ) 
open unto her our Brother's earneſt defire, to Eſponſe the Young Princeſs her 
Danghter, declaring withal, the ſufficient Authority you have to effe& the ſame, 
by virtue of thoſe Powers, you will herewith receive from us, and our ſaid moſt 
dear Brother : And defiring of her to appoint you ſome Miniſters, with whom you 
may adjuſt all circumſtances, as well relating ro the Marriage, as the bringing the 
Princeſs hither : Accordingly you ſhall ſtipulate and -agree, ſuch Conditions and 
Articles with them, for the payment of the Young Princeſs's Portion on their part, 
and for the eſtabliſhing of a Jointure on ours, as you ſhall be more any a1 
ſtructe 
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firuſted therein, by our ſaid deareſt Brother, who ſeems to be willing to ſettle a 
Jointure of Fiſteen thouſand Pounds per aumm Sterling, Money of England, 
and even to enlarge hitm(elf further therein, if the value of her Portion ( hitherto 
not certainly known to us, ) ſhall require a better; and further fecure this clauſe 
by referring it, and the tune for the payment of her Portion, td the Arbitratioh of 
the moſt Chriſtian King, as a neutral perſon betwixt the parties ; in caſe you do 
not find 1t eafie for you, finally to conclude theſe Points your ſelf. Thele Capitu- 
lations being thus finiſhed, you ſhall proceed to Eſpouſe the Princeſs in our Bro« * 
ther's name, according to the Deputation, and Proxy he will ſend you to that 
effe& ; and when that Ceremony is over, adjuſt with the Dutcheſ Regent, or her 
Miniſters, the manner of bringing the Young Princeſs hither, which we ſuſpe& 
( for the avoiding of many troubleſome and chatgeable Ceremonies ) ſhe wil chuſe 
todo, Incognita; conſequent to which, you ſhall leave to them the defraying the 
expence thereof, as far as Paris or Calice, whither our ſaid Brother will reſolve to 
ſend a part of his Houſehold, to receive and entertain her at his charge, until ſhe 
arrives 1n our Court ; aſſuring the Dutcheſs Regent, and the Young Princeſs too, 
of all poſſible evidences on our part, of our tender care and affeQtion to her, agree- 
able to the quality of her Perſon, and the Love we ſhall ever bear her, as our Bros 
ther's Wife. Now although it be unuſual to ſend Extraordinary Embaſſadors to 
a ſingle Prince in 1taly of that Sphere, yet we have condeſcended unto it, to honouronr 
' moſt dear Brother's choice of this Princels for his Wife : But that on the other ſide, our 
own Dignity may not ſuffer thereby, you muſt be careful at your appearance' in that 
Cou:t, to ſtipulate and adjuſt, the manner of your Reception there, to the full ex- 
tent of ſuch Ceremonies, as have been given to the Embaſſadors of France and Spain, 
that have ever appeared there, and particularly thoſe given to the Duke de Nawailles, 
when he condutted thither a Wife to the late Duke.

F. O U are in purſuance of his Majeſty's Command and Powers to that ef 
fe&, to make what ſpeed you can to Modena, ( or where-elſe that Court 
ſhall be ) and there having obtained Audience of the Dutcheſs Regent, Duke, and 
Princeſs his Siſter, and preſented your credential Letters from his Majeſty, and my 
ſelf, . ( which ſhall be ſent you herewith : ) You are to profeſs to them, the earneſt 
deſires I have, of Marrying that Young Princeſs, and the great AﬀeGtion I have 
conceived of her Perſon and Vertues, with ſuch other expreflions, as you judge 
proper for the occafion. hs. Ko 
IT. Your are to apply your ſelf to that Court, and the Miniſters there in ſuch 
fort, as to expedit all you cati, the Concluſion of this Treaty and my Marriage 3 
to which end in Stipuſating the conditions, for payment of the Marriage-Portion, 


whether as to the fame it ſelf, or as to the times and methods of payment : In caſe 


you find any difficulties therein, you are to refer to the determination of the moſt 
Chriſtian 
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Chriſtian King, who being a Neutral Perſon between the parties, and a Friend to 
each, will adjuſt this point to the mutual Satisfaction of both. 

HI. You are, as a particular mark of my eſteem of the Young Princeſs, to offer 
for her Jointure, ( in caſe ſhe ſurvive me, ) the annual Rent of Fifteen thoy- 
ſand Pounds Sterling, payable quarterly, and to be given out of my whole Reve- 
nue, and to be ſecured according to the beſt, and moſt effeftual Forms, uſed in the 
Common Laws of Exglend ; at the fame time, aſſuring the Dutcheſs Regent, and 
her Miniſters, of my willingnels to augment this Penſion, according to the propor. 
tion, of what her Portion ſhall be judged to exceed it in value, by the determination 
of the moſt Chriſtian King. 

IV. When you ſhall have contraQed the Princeſs in my name, you are to pre- 
ſent to her, as a token of my eſteem, ſuch part of my Jewels in your cuſtody, as 
you ſhall judge convenient; and on the Morning of the Day of performing the fo- 
lemnity of the Marriage, you ſhall preſent her with the remainder of my ſaid 
Jewels, as a farther pledge of my AﬀeGtion, and SatisfaQtion of what you have done 
for me. 

V. When the Marriage Ceremonies are performed, you ſhall with all conveni- 
ent ſpeed, condu&t the Princeſs at the charge of the Court of Modena, to Paris or 
Calice rather, (if it may be) and for avoiding many troubleſome, and expenſive For- 
malities, it will be adviſable that ſhe come 7ncognita. Bur for the better ' ad juſting 
this point likewiſe, you are to conſult with the French Miniſter upon the place, 


who will be fully inſtructed therein. 


VI. At the ſame time the Princeſs ſhall arrive at Paris or Calice, which you are 
to ſignify to me before hand, as ſoon as you can compute it exactly, I ſhall order 
out of the Officers, and others of my Houſehold, a ſuitable Retinue for her, to be 
aſſiſting to her there, and wait upon her hither ; always ſuppoſing you will do your 
utmoſt, to inculcate to the Princels her felf, and the Miniſters there, the great incon- 
veniences would follow, her being attended with too numerous a train of Foreigners, 
who are ſeldom ſo uſeful here as Natives, and are obnoxious to cenſure upon any miſ{- 
carriages ; but becauſe this point is ſuch a one, as may be better handled by the French 
Miniſter, you ſhall. herein uſe his help. 

VII. In all things touching this matter, whether expreſſed here or omitted, you 
are to conſult likewiſe the Inſtructions, you ſhall have received from his Majeſty, 
on this occaſ{zon, that by comparing both, you may be the better guided, in what 
you are to tranſact. 

VII. You are to loſe no opportunity, of giving me (or my Secretary ) con- 


| Nant advice of your Proceedings and Progreſs, as well for my own Information, as 


for your further DireCtion, 1f any new matter occur, not at preſent foreſeen: 
Finally, His Majeſty having lefc it to me, more particularly to dire& you the 
beſt I can, in the pertormance of this Service, fo as it may ſpeedily take cffe& to 
my ſatisfaction, I cannot think it will be well brought to paſs, if you carry with 
you a Train or Equipage, an{werable to your Character of Extraordinary Embalia- 
dor, viz, Coaches, Horſes, Footmen, and many other Officers proportionably : 
My Opinion therefore and Direction is, That you go Poſt to Medena, by the 
way of Lyons and Tarin, incognito, with ſuch a Train as is ſuitable to that way of 
Travelling ; and yet with 2s much regard to the dignity of your Embaſſy, as may 
be, iz. A competent number of Gentlemen, Pages, and other ordinary Servants, 
as are convenient for you, dividing which by ſeveral companies, they will never 
be far behind you, eſpecially at your arrival in the Court of Modena, where it is - 
only neceſſary they ſhould be ſeen with you. And arriving there you muſt without

hither, ſo ſoon as you: can conveniently : As to the Three Troops of Horſe, which 
your Lordſhip ſo well approves of, He would have them forthwith ordered to march 
to Colebrook,, to be in Quarters there ; and doubts not, but you will leave ſuch direQi- 
ons, with the reſt of the Militia, as may be moſt requiſite for His Majeſty's Service.
